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Prologue 


Family histories make boring reading, by any standard, for all but those associated with 
the lines discussed in them. An earlier version of the Falvey and related histories 
achieved that standard, and as explained more fully in the Introduction to the current 
compilation, the anecdotes and secrets that could make a history at least memorable are 
usually omitted from family histories. That error has been corrected in this approach. In 
doing so, | am cognisant of the potential for shocking or even causing offence to the 
conservative, as well as to those who would like their heritage to somehow appear 
superior to that of their peers. | am also conscious that mistakes inevitably creep into 
anything based on memory and interpretation of past attitudes. 


Nevertheless, the approach of ‘putting it all in’ suits me, and the errors are both mine and 
others’. The document has been improved by the knowledgeable comments of informed 
relatives of each line — but of course | remain responsible for all remaining errors 
However, rather than the usual false humility of such acknowledgements of inevitable 
errors, | repeat L’Estrange’s considered words of 1673, which | have recently quoted in 
the Preface of The Buddha's Gospel ... 
‘Some other Man, in my place, would perchance, make you twenty Apologies, for his want 
of Skill and Addrefs, in governing this Affair, but thefe are Formal, and Pedantique 
Fooleries: As if any Man that firft takes himself for a Coxcomb in his Heart, would 
afterwards make himfelf one in Print too. This Abftract, such as it is, you are extremely 
welcome to; and I am forry it is no better, both for your fakes and my own: for if it were 
written up to the Spirit of the Original, it would be one of the moft valuable Prefents that 
ever any private Man beftow'd upon the Publick; 


Books, and Difhes have this Common Fate; there was never any One, of Either of them, 
that pleas'd All Palates. And, in Truth, it is a Thing as little to be Wifh'd for, as Expected; 
For, an Univerfal Applaufe is at leaft Two Thirds of a Scandal. So that though I deliver up 
thefe Papers to the Prefs, I invite no Man to the Reading of them: And, whofoever Reads 
and Repents; it is his Own Fault. To Conclude, as I made this Compofition Principally for 
my Self, fo it agrees exceedingly Well with My Con/ftitution; and yet, if any Man has a . 
Mind to take part with me, he has Free Leave, and Welcome. But, let him Carry this 
Confideration along with him, that He’s a very Unmannerly Gueft, that preffes upon 
another Bodies Table, and then Quarrels with his Dinner.’ 


So, partake as you will - enjoy or otherwise; and where this is wrong or deficient, make 
corrections and additions in the pages provided. 


The compilation task has been useful to my own understanding of the families and 


myself, and I hope it is similarly of use to you.

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Chapter 1 


Introduction 


This compilation represents a fulfilment of a responsibility. Since the earlier family 
history was published, information that was then available but not presented, as well as 
new information subsequently unearthed, has been burdening my files, and now with a 
window of opportunity to collate it all, | am pleased to finally discharge the responsibility 
to share everything that I have on the Falveys and those families related to them through 
Leslie Kenneth, and Christopher John, Falvey. 


In 1982, the book simply entitled ‘Falvey’ (ISBN 1 86252 088 7, refer to Appendix 1') 
was published for the immediate family of Leslie Kenneth Falvey (b.1974) and 
Christopher John Falvey (b.1979). That book was based on some new research, but was 
mainly a compilation of the work of Ron Falvey about the early Falveys in Victoria, of 
Jean Nankervis about the Christophers in Cornwell, and of Claire Hilsberg about the 
Hilsberg family — some more details are included in the acknowledgements section of the 
original document included in Appendix 1°. The primary inspiration for that collation of 
family material was provided by Ron Falvey, who from his final bed said to me of his 
bulky files ... you take this stuff —I am not so interested in it now that I see myself as the 
next entry in it ... or words to that effect. In his files were miscellaneous notes and 
photocopies of marriage, birth and death certificates of the Falveys and their near 
relatives, representing a major research task for one not usually engaged in such an 
activity. In fulfilling what I saw as the charge to compile something from his work, | 
paraphrased much of his notes and ideas of possible associations to yield the coherent 
1982 presentation that was about as sterile as an Old Testament listing of who begat 
whom. 


Since ‘Falvey’ was published, | have intermittently received information about parts of 
the family. These have been sent by persons conducting their own research, or when 
family members come across notes and documents after a death in the family or when 
moving house, or just when nostalgia moves someone to record a past moment or story. 
My mother (Dorothy Falvey nee Christopher) and others have also assisted by dictating 
thoughts of parents’, spouses’ or their own lives. I had simply filed such information for 
later consideration — and it now appears that that time has come to collate it. In 
reconsidering the miscellaneous nature of such information, | supplemented some of it 
with further research, yet it remains somewhat eclectic in nature, and tantalising in what 
it does not reveal. So I resolved to present all the material available to me in a manner 
that both provides information about the various branches and roots of the family tree, 
and a basis for the ready addition of further information by whomever next assumes the 
mantle of family genealogist.

When I say that I present all the material available to me, | mean just that for a range of 
previously undiscussed matters. There are, in every family, secrets and aspects that some 
might not wish to have revealed. I reason that if that was the case, | would not know 
about the secrets, and that in terms of the less flattering details that are in the public 
domain (or could be), any attempt to rewrite family history to suit today’s sensitivities 
probably reflects an unedifying and misplaced pride. Alas, | know of no notable 
characters in our tree that would stimulate a fantastic novel, but there are some details 
that can inform us of the conditions that shaped our own characters, and | hope that future 
versions of this document will amplify this aspect. There are, however, two omissions 
about extant relatives, to which I agreed out of respect to individual sensitivities - but 
only after satisfying myself that the information is publicly accessible, and is known by 
others in any case. 


Thus this document contains voluminous appendices of collected letters, memoirs, 
research reports and all other peripherally relevant information - from the useless to the 
priceless. It also contains opinions, and wherever possible, those expressed are not from 
one source alone; nevertheless, | am also well aware that, where unpopular, such opinions 
may be seen as my own, as they well may be, for as noted on an infinitely more important 
aspect of life ... only among his relatives and in his own house, a prophet is without 
honour. 


In presenting this book as a resource on which others may build, | am conscious of the 
disparate motivations that stimulate interest in family histories, from a need to belong, to 
resolution of discussions about whether a person is a second or third cousin, to the search 
for some ancestor or relative that appears to meet one’s idea of greatness. Such is human 
nature. Nevertheless, the book as it stands is but a ‘work in progress’, for it is a partial 
snapshot of an ongoing association of persons, genetically connected in the main, but 
more particularly related by culture as a function of the home environments in which they 
were formed. Who doesn’t believe this latter point should attend a family reunion and 
observe the incidence of common expressions, senses of humour and prejudices among 
cousins that may have hardly ever met. 


I write this introduction in the hope that I will not be the person who next updates it. This 
is no veiled statement of ill health — it is based on the feeling that someone else, whom | 
cannot predict, may develop an interest in the subject and assume the role of family 
archivist. Until such a person emerges, | remain content to receive new information from 
all quarters, and will pass this to the next compiler. | also feel that | will not be the 
history’s next author because I note my declining interest in the subject in almost direct 
proportional to my rising interest in living relatives - if blood is thicker than water, it also 
thickens with age. In addition, | fear that my views on the compilation of family trees and 
histories may be unfashionable, and as | am easily seduced by unfashionable rational 
thought, such a conventional activity as compilation of the family history should be 
conducted by one who is more in tune with the subject and such popular past-times. 


What are my heretical views? Well may you ask. Without spoiling this compilation or 
discouraging readers and future contributors, let me just explain that I see attempts to 


trace one’s family back to an impressive ancestor as but part of our blind following of the 
habits of those whom we have, until recent generations, considered ‘our betters’. Just as 
we mimic the fine silverware of the palace in our dining rooms, so we mimic the 
genealogical research of nobility, now that we have somehow been granted a comfortable 
and healthy lifestyle. But the silver spoon of the palace was the finest handwork available 
from the master craftsman, not a canteen produced for obligatory wedding gifts among 
our servile ancestors — so today’s silver spoon is a factory product lacking the 
craftsmanship that made that palace spoon special. So too, the noble genealogy plotted 
the strategic alliances based on marriages and conferred a special nature on nobility in 
those eras, while omitting informal liaisons and progeny spawned with other classes. As 
the descendents of those other classes, we seek to emulate our once-betters by sanitising 
our blood lines lest someone be offended by commonly known yet unspoken truths. Such 
works of fiction are better presented as such, with a story line that can sustain interest — 
family histories seldom achieve this level of art. In an era of DNA testing and serial 
coupling, it seems archaic to orient one’s genetic and cultural heritage to current 
politically correct viewpoints — but perhaps it was always so; in any case, | find myself 
less convinced of the validity of the process, and will willingly pass the lay-historian’s 
baton to next in our race. 


I began the compilation of this work in late March 2003 as an activity that had long 
awaited attention while other books and professional obligations were completed. As the 
publication spans the families of our sons Leslie and Christopher — this necessarily 
includes the families on the side of Jan, their mother. The co-incidence of my long- 
delayed opening of this file and our divorce will strike many as ironic. As my first 
exposure to the role was accompanied by my dying uncle Ron Falvey’s emotions, so now 
this revamp of the history is accompanied by some of my own emotions — but in case 
they have prejudiced the presentation, Jan has kindly corrected the Daly and Hislberg 
trees. 


Enough of self indulgence! Let me introduce the structure of the book. Like its 
predecessor, the book labels generations to assist alignment of persons across families 
(refer to the Preface of the 1982 publication included in Appendix 1°). The generation 
numbers used are the same as in that original history. However, the layout of that book 
had limitations, because it was divided into chapters of unequal importance to today’s 
Falveys. For this reason, the current presentation concentrates on the four lines that lead 
to Leslie and Christopher’s grandparents — the surnames Falvey, Christopher, Daly and 
Hilsberg. All lines that feed into these are discussed within the relevant major line. There 
is much to be learned from the process, for in the spirit of Job we may ... ask the former 
generations and find out what their fathers learned, for we were born only yesterday and 
know nothing, and our days on earth are but a shadow. Some of what we might learn is 
touched on in the conclusion, Chapter 8. 


A summary of the Falvey Family Tree is presented on the following page and in 
Appendix 1* as a guide to the layout of the book; it also provides an indication of the

geographical origins of each line from six generations ago. While incomplete, such 
information might be seen to suggest that those in the current generation, Leslie and 
Christopher, could consider themselves to derive their at least half of their genetic 
heritage from Celtic regions, via a mother whose such heritage seems to comprise one- 
third and a father whose seems to derive some 65 percent. However, even if this could be 
substantiated, genetic origins are poorly traced from such information, especially if 
ancestors lived in coastal or other areas subject to frequent invasion, trade or other 
foreign contact. In cultural terms, probably the most pervasive influence that contributes 
a difference. from one’s compatriots is the line that enters most recently — a theme 
elaborated in Chapter 8. All lines of the family appear to share humble origins and as 
they have been in Australia for at least four generations, the cultural expression of the 
current generation may not be seen to differ significantly from most other ‘older’ 
Australians. Immediate family members currently living are, remarkably, the same as 
those listed in 1982, as presented in Appendix 1°. 


This publication focuses on the lines that feed into the Falvey tree, thereby introducing 
the combination of shared genes, values, experiences and culture that make up a family. 
Two further points, while obvious, bear emphasis; these are, the importance of all lines 
that feed into today’s Falveys, and the tradition of discussing the patriarchal line. With 
respect to the first point, today’s Falveys should recall the significance of all the 
following names in their genetic and cultural heritage; Hoban, Yelland, Compton, 
Bowden, Matthew, McGrath, Gardner, Titmus, Christopher, Dick, Charles, Stringer, 
Crystal, Winter, Ford, Twomey, Kelleher, Hilsberg, Hass, Reynold, Stayner, Wedmore, 
and of course, Falvey, among others to be found in these pages (refer to the scrappy 
overall summary tree used for the workings of the 1982 history in Appendix 1° — clearer 
versions appear elsewhere in this collation). And with respect to the second point, the 
name with we are concerned in the first instance is, according to convention, that of the 
patriarchal line — Falvey. And this is the subject of the next chapter, while the subsequent 
one considers their entry into Australia.

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Chapter 2 


That Irish Name - ‘Falvey’ 


As the 1982 version says ... the name FALVEY is derived from the Gaelic name O'Failve, 
which means ‘lively, pleasant, sprightly, merry, cheerful’ and according to another 
historian, ‘joker’. Such an appellation sounds enticing, though it would take a deceptive 
and eloquent argument to even suggest that somehow the meaning applies to all who bear 
the name today. From my biased perspective, I find most Falveys to indeed be pleasant 
and so forth, but clearly it is the opinion of others that should be more credible. It 
probably just meant that some Falveys at some time were interesting to be with. Perhaps 
the simplest means of putting paid to any false pride in such an interpretation of one’s 
personality is my mother Dorothy Falvey’s (nee Christopher) observation that ... there 
seems to be a melancholy [or morbid?] streak in the Falveys — and the generation she was 
referring to may have had reason, as is related in Chapter 4 which discusses our line of 
Falveys. 


The name has continued in the forms; O'Failbhe, O’Falvie, O'Falvy, O'Failie, O'Falvey, 
Falvey, Fealy and Fealey. The O'Falvey's trace their decent to Conaire 1, who was King 
of Ireland at the beginning of the Christian era. The O’Falvey’s are recorded to have 
been powerful chiefs of Corca Bhuibne, now the barony of Corcaguiny. They were also 
Lords of Inveragh during the tenth century, and the hereditary admirals of Desmond. The 
veracity of such claims is in their intent more than their detail, thus an ‘admiral’ may well 
have been the leader of some boats, and a ‘lord’ may have been a somewhat less 
imposing figure than a nineteenth century English nobleman. In any case, these Falveys 
seem to have been something more than peasants and serfs, though there may well have 
been others of whom we know nothing — such is the bias of all history, and perhaps this 
explains how most names seem traceable to an historic figure! An extract from 
MacLysaght’s More Irish Families that formed part of Ronald Falvey’s research is 
presented in Appendix ¥, 


But, who knows what such a title of admiral really means, except that it implies 
leadership. We are fortunate that a titbit of history appears to substantiate this particular 
claim, in the form of the following extract (reproduced in full in Appendix 2°) from ‘The 
Viking Invasions’ of Ireland. 

The second army was actually a navy consisting of the Ernans of Desmond 

led by their admiral Falvey the Fair (Falbi Fionn) ... When Sitric learned 

of the advancing army, he took his men aboard their ships and tied 

Callaghan to the mast. He then sailed out and waited for the Irish. The 

Irish fleet shot at the Vikings with all speed. Admiral Falvey attacked the 

lead Viking ship which carried Sitric and the tied Callaghan. Ramming the 

Viking vessel, he jumped aboard with two swords, one in each hand 

dueling the Viking warriors. Falvey cut loose Callaghan and together they

fought their way out. As Callaghan escaped, Falvey was cut down and 
died aboard the Viking ship. Many men drowned in the battle as they were 
wearing such heavy armor. During the sea battle, the Cianachts and other 
Munstermen were forced to watch from the shore, unable to assist their 
navy. However, the Ernans destroyed the Vikings, sending them racing 
back to Norway. 


The 1982 history continues ... the actual decent of the O'Falveys from Conaire II 
(number 88 on the Genealogy of the Kings of Dalraida) is either through his son Cairbre 
Riada or another son Cairbre Musc. Based on the latter possibility, the stem of the 
Falvey has been plotted by O'Hart. The stem was listed in the 1982 family history in 
Chapter 1, from which extracts in this section have been taken, and which is re-presented 
in Appendix 2”, together with the relevant extract from O’Hart!®. It begins with King 
Conaire in the year 165 and ends with the entry, Thomas O’Falvey of Taunton, Mass., 
United States of America (son: living in 1880), thereby offering at least one Falvey a 
‘noble heritage’ according to the traditional genealogical system. 


The story in Ireland continues: Having been dispossessed of their titles and lands by the 
Anglo-Normans, the O’Falveys migrated to Claire and remained in the vicinity for 
centuries. In common with other formerly great Catholic and Gaelic families, they lived 
in the less accessible parts of Ireland, where they were apparently content to remain in 
obscurity until the Catholic Emancipation. Even after the upheaval of the Cromwellian 
Settlement, the O'Falveys still held considerable lands around Cahirciveen, some of 
which remained in their hands in an unbroken succession until, in quite recent times, the 
property of this branch of the family passed by alliance to the. Morrogh-Bernards. \t is 
from this past glory that the Falveys, like so many other families, lay claim to a crest — in 
this case replete with lion rampant, sword flaming, and the motto brave and faithful, as 
represented on the following page, and in Appendix 2'', together with an extract about 
the crest, |” and another anonymous version of the same crest sans motto!?. The crest 
presented is that hand drawn and coloured by Ronald Falvey, and according to other 
investigations appears to be the appropriate design; however, another design is presented 
by <allfamilycrests.com> and this is also included in Appendix 2'* for interest and 
perhaps future clarification. 


The Falvey lands that passed into the hands of the Morrogh-Bernard family are 
mentioned as a by-line in a history of Presentation Monastery in Kerry, in which the 
expansion of the teaching monastery was effected by acquisition of ... five acres of 
Falvey’s Inch through the generosity of the Morrough-Bernard family .... perhaps 
suggesting once extensive land holdings (see details on Presentation Monastery in 
Appendix 2'°). The 1982 family history goes on to say that ... in the records from the 
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Irish Birth Indexes of 1890, a total of seventeen entries appear for the name of Falvey, 
sixteen of which were in the counties of Cork, Claire and Kerry [see table in Appendix 
2'°]. The name O’Falvey was borne by at least fourteen of the Irish saints ... but then 
Irish saints were not sparse on the ground. Other miscellany about the name from Jrish 
Names and Surnames is also presented in Appendix 2'’. Through the centuries, Falveys 
have featured in various historical entries, despite the relative rarity of the name - for 
example those listed in the earlier family history, which are reproduced here, viz: 


(i) In 1103, O'FALVEY tanist of Corcaguiny, and 
O'Mairay, chief of Ciarraige, fell in the battle 
of Mag Cobha in Co. Down; 

(ii) In 1158, O'FALVEY, Chief of Corcaguiny, was slain 
by the O'Sheas of Iveragh; 

(iii) In 1302, Dermot O'FALVEY served in Scotland and 
was granted the privilege of being subject to 
English laws during his life, however, the grant 
was later repealed; 

(iv) In 1617, Aliv O'FALVEY was confidential man to 
Florence MacCarthy in the Tower of London; 

(v) In 1656, forfeiting proprietors included Donnogh 
of Inveragh, Dermot of Ardgill, Teig and Donough 
of Allaghae; 

(vi) In 1656, Dermot of Kilkeeveragh had 115 retainers, 


and Hugh of Faha was ordered to transplant; 


(vii) In 1657, the FALVEY's are mentioned with the 
McCarthy's, O'Sullivan's, O'Donoghve's and 
MacElligot's as "plotting for trouble"; 

(viii) In 1711, Darby of Faha died and was buried at 
Anglish, preceeding his wife Gobnett Galway. The 
great granddaughter of Darby of Faha was Honora 
who was born around 1807 and married John Bernard 
of Ballinagard; their daughter Mary married 
Eduard Morrogh, grandfather of Edward Morrogh 
Bernard of Fara na Fiene Failbe Fion, a naval 
commander who defeated the Danes and rescued 
Ceallacan of Cashel; 

(ix) Counsellor Hugh FALVEY bought lands for Catholics 
in the penal times (1757); 

(x) Mary FALVEY of Faha, daughter of John married John 
O'Connell of Darrynane in 1748, having a daughter 
Abigail, whose cousin Jerry FALVEY went to France 
in 17735 

(xi) Jerry FALVEY was the son of Counsellor Hugh FALVEY 
and Honora Mahony; he was an officer in the Irish 
brigade returning to Faha in 1783. There is a 
further record of 1913 of a Rev. D.B. FALVEY O.P.

Knockeenduff, Dan of Inch, John of Ballalley Lane, Mary 
of Kilcooly, Margaret of Dromakee, Pat of Tullacrimeen, 
Thomas of Croutta, Thomas of Pembroke Street, William of 
Boherbee, Tom of Brogue Lane, Ellen of Market Place, 

Jane of High Street, James and Dan of Goat Street, John of 
Main Street, Pat of Coumduff, Dan of Lissavane, John and 
David of Reencaheragh, Michael of Foilnagleragh, Michael 
of Brackloon, Pat and Johanna of Farranreagh, Michael and 
Hanoria of Cool, Pat and Michael of Coorthabeg, John of

Johanna of Spunkane, John of Coolmagort, and John of Clydagh. 


References are also made in the King James' Irish Army 
List to Captain Denis FALVEY, Lieutenant Dermot FALVEY and 
Ensign Hugh FALVEY. There is also a reference to John 


O'Fallevay who migrated to Spain after the Elizabethan wars. 


The motto of the FALVEY (O'FailVe) family is 
"Fortiter et Fideliter" (Brave and Faithful).

Other general historical references to Falveys may be found around the time of the 
Norman Invasion, for which time the /reland History in Maps (refer to Appendix 2 
shows the Ua Failbe, that is O’Falvey family, as a Lesser Sept located in the south west 
peninsula that forms part of Kerry. On the map for the pre-Norman period c.1100CE, 
they are similarly listed in that location as a lesser dynastic surname.'? A footnote 
(number 10) in an extract from a history of Desmond implies the competition that 
Falveys lived with to maintain influence in the region.”° 


In the 1540-1713 period of the Irish confessors and martyrs (refer to the extract from the 
Catholic Encyclopaedia in Appendix 27'), has produced a list of those who suffered under 
the Irish penal enactments from 1537 according to an inquiry held in Dublin, which 
among gruesome descriptions of hangings and being cut to pieces, includes one Donchus 
O’Falvey, a priest ... perhaps the Daniel Falvey, friar, remanded at Kerry Lent Assizes, 
1703. By the late seventeenth century, records of officers in King James army (refer to 
King James’ Army Lists in Appendix 2”) include at least four Falvey’s, a Captain Denis 
Falvey, two Lieutenants Falvey, one of which was named Dermott, and an Ensign Hugh 
Falvey. 


The entry for Falvey families in Kerry, as presented in Appendix 27°, implies an 
interesting history that must have been common to many families. While it includes a 
chief, a grant to use English law and a later repeal of the grant, distinguished death in 
battle, and a Counsellor of apparent note, it also contains many names without note and a 
lowly tanner. While it may be tempting to ignore the ignominious and to claim the Falvey 
crown and heritage, it seems to me that the greater the difficulty in establishing a direct 
lineage from those now-romantic days to today, the more likely it is that our descent is 
via the common folk. Surnames in the sense we understand them today were introduced 
in Ireland from about the tenth century, and are known to have been commonplace by the 
twelfth. This event alone would not have assisted genealogical research, but as the Irish 
system of inheritance of name and land was patronymic, some names appear in older 
records. The ‘O’ in O’Falvey was simply the English expression of the Gaelic ‘ua’ 
meaning ‘from’, and seems to have been dropped from many Irish names during times of 
persecution. Considering the integration of the Falveys mentioned in subsequent chapters 
with the Anglo-Saxon and Protestant culture of the modern West, and the benefits we 
enjoy from such integration, our ancestral shedding of the ‘O’ might now seem to have 
been prescient. 


Today, the name Falvey seems rare, judging by our family’s occasional ritual of checking 
of the number of entries in the Melbourne telephone directory, and from an unsolicited 
comment received from a Falvey in the USA conducting his own family research (refer to 
Appendix 27"). However, the variants of anglicised spellings of the name means that for a 
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Falvey, in addition to the obvious alternative spellings and retention of prefix ‘O’, 
families bearing such names as Fallie, Fealy and Fealey may be as closely related as any 
unknown Falvey. Family Heritage International offers estimates of the Falvey population 
in the USA, Canada, Australia, New Zealand, Great Britain and Northern Ireland in the 
following table, although as their listing of Falvey addresses (refer to Appendix 2”) is 
deficient with respect to our branch, I expect its other information is also incomplete or 


outdated.

The link between Ireland and Australia has proved difficult to make for our family, 
though not for want of seeking some illustrious criminal transported to Australia for a 
morally justifiable, or at least larrikinish, crime. Russell Falvey provides the search result 
of the National Archives of Ireland (see Appendix 2°°) which includes 11 Falveys for the 
years 1836-1856, eight of whom were transported for such crimes as stealing a cow or 
other larceny. The destination of transportees is not noted, and in any case, certificates 
extant for our migrant Falvey forbears suggest that that we cannot even lay claim to that 
perverted Australian nobility that owns a convict heritage. 


It is of interest to consider the lot of such persons as our ancestors in this period of Irish 
history. Thomas Keneally has written of such matters in part of his own family history in 
the form of his novel The Great Shame: A Story of the Irish in the Old World and the 
New, as paraphrased in the following, and as amplified in Appendix 2.7’ 


In the early 1800s, simple Irish folk such as our forbears probably believed that the old 
Gaelic system would, one jubilant day, be re-asserted by God. This served to mollify the 
oppression of their everyday life, which was otherwise ruled by convention and custom. 
They probably courted with the ardour and poetry borne of unfulfilled desire mandated 
by customary prohibition of fornication that transformed flirtation to an art form, 
providing a stark contrast to the squalid strap beds and straw mattresses on bare earth. A 
brief period of improved conditions during the Napoleonic wars allowed more livestock 
to be kept, and tenants could even afford butter and woven cloth, thus being less 
precariously dependent on the whim of landlords and Great Britain. 


Tenants farmed their conacre, about one acre, that was rented for a season to grow 
potatoes or perhaps oats. The lazy crop, potato, required no special tools, and could be 
planted to suit the casual farmer and the lie of the land, and produced the staple on which 
the country had come to depend. But potato was more than a staple, it was a crop that 
freed men to travel to work on the English harvest and then return in time to dig their 
own potato crops. Like poor smallholders and tenant farmers everywhere, middle men 
were willing to assist in times of need by pre-purchasing crops at significant discounts in 
a system which despite hardship and exploitation provided a stable lifestyle for simple 
superstitious, pious and uneducated people. Easier to grow than cereal crops such as 
oats, wheat or corn, potatoes were stored in pits and had to be consumed within the year 
of production, leading to an annual period of summer hunger when new seedlings had 
been planted but were not ready for harvest. The 1837 report on the poor of Ireland 
suggested that some 2.4 million persons routinely faced semi-starvation each summer. 


King James II of England, and his Irish Catholic allies which included at least four 
ranking Falveys, had been defeated in 1690, thereby producing the feelings for the long 
Catholic and Protestant struggle by which we know Ireland. The victor, King William of 
Orange, had already been handed the throne in 1688 by Parliament and was confirmed in 
the role after the 1690 outcome, and this heralded the introduction of penal laws which 
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aimed to ensure that native Irish were kept in a state of powerlessness, poverty and 
stupidity; some of this legislation remained in place until the Catholic Emancipation in 
1829. The penal code prevented the Catholic Irish from serving in the Army or Navy, as 
lawyers in civic posts, or in any office associated with the Crown. They also required 
that upon the death of a Catholic landholder, the land would be subdivided among all 
sons, unless the eldest converted to Protestantism, in which case he could claim the whole 
inheritance. A Catholic could not own a house worth more than five pounds, was 
prohibited from living within five miles of an incorporated town or attending or keeping 
schools. The Catholic faith was outlawed by the penal code and only primitive Catholic 
chapels could be erected through the eighteenth century. The august churches belonging 
to the Church of Ireland - the Protestant establishment - contrast with tales of priests 
having been hunted as sport, which as introduced above, included at least one Falvey. 


The diet of the Irish peasant consisted of potatoes, butter, milk and salt. Potato skins 
were peeled by a thumbnail allowed to grow especially for the task, and potatoes 
consumed after dipping in the salt between sips of buttermilk. However, the diet was not 
part of the hardship when compared to the progressive regions of Europe, as it provided a 
daily intake of perhaps 3,800 calories, with a reasonable balance of vitamins in a high 
protein and low fat diet. Thus the potato was not only easily planted and suited to the 
socio-economic requirements of labour, it sustained a nation, maintained appetite, and 
could be easily stored and replanted. Scurvy, pellagra and malnutrition associated 
blindness, common through the USA and Europe at this time hardly afflicted the Irish 
peasant. 


The potato also fed the family pig. Courser varieties unsuited to human consumption in 
these pre-famine times, allowed the pig to lead a life which sounds quite similar to its 
owners - as it engaged in social intercourse with the family, and games with the children 
while it grew fatter towards its marketing in the lean summer months. 


In this nation of the barefooted, more than 80 percent of the Western Irish spoke the 
native Irish language, and warmed their chimneyless cottage by burning peat to produce 
the permeating scent that the emigrant Irish were later said to miss most, as this was the 
primary connotation of home and hearth. 


Having spent much of my life in rural areas of the world’s poor countries, | have some 
feeling for the peasant life, albeit for shortish periods and as one who could opt to return 
to the Western lifestyle at any time. There is much contentment in simplicity, but then, 
the life of the pre-famine Irish peasant is too easily eulogized as part of the nineteenth 
century fantasy of the Noble Savage. In any case, the famine came and life was upturned 
for all — and stimulated massive emigration. Migration introduced further hardships, 
beginning with stepping on to the ships; whereas convict transports of the time were 
required to meet specifications set by government, poor voluntary immigrants to 
Australia and elsewhere were afforded no such protection. Cut corners ranged from poor 
recalking of ships, which caused the exposed tar to melt in the tropics and drip on to 
those below decks, to alarming leakage through the seams to the extent that those below 
decks could be washed from bunks. 


A few sheep and goats for milking were brought on most ships with rural felons or others 
. assigned for their feeding and care. Irish immigration to North America between 1825 
and 1845 probably exceeded 800,000, with a high proportion settling in Nova Scotia and 
New Foundland until the 1830s, representing nearly 70 per cent of immigrants to Canada. 
However, after 1835, the USA was the destination of about 60 per cent of Irish 
immigrants, although at the same time an estimated immigrant population of half a 
million Irish in England caused Karl Marx comment that the Irish peasant had gained his 
vengeance on England. 


Prior to the famine, the proportion of Irish choosing to migrate to Australia was probably 
less than one in twenty and included the Ulster Protestant tenant farmers and families, 
adventurers with means sufficient for the long journey, and some tradesmen as assisted 
migrants, who would be followed in the next two decades by assisted single women as 
domestic help and spouses. Until this time, the common view of Australia, compared to 
the comparatively closer Nova Scotia, for example, was one of great distance from the 
home and hearth, and in addition to being a penal colony, had the disadvantage of being 
part of Great Britain. 


The long journey to Australia began with improving weather as ships passed Spain en 
route to temperate waters filled with porpoises and bright lights as the ship headed 
towards the Tropic of Cancer to the west of Africa - as Keneally describes. The calm of 
the tropics could be torrid with below deck temperatures exceeding 40° for endless days 
in the windless equatorial regions until eventually, where the Atlantic met the Indian 
Ocean, temperatures became colder, and continued to fall as the ships plunged southward 
in search of the Southern Ocean and the Roaring Forties which allowed fast and 
unpleasant journeys from South Africa to Australia. At around 48 south, respiratory 
complaints were usually rife from inadequate clothing and the effects of physical stresses 
of the trip so far. Trips to Australia ranged from 90 days to six months. 


The potato blight was to change the tolerable situation in Ireland to one that was not just 
extremely difficult but untenable. From a rumour of blight on potatoes in Belgium 
through to its onset in England, the potato blight entered Ireland. The British 
Government's response was to delay consideration of the matter on the grounds that 
reports from Ireland were likely to be exaggerated. It has also been suggested that the 
blight reached Europe from America; an irony in that it stimulated such a migration to 
that continent. A Reverend Berkley of the Church of Ireland diagnosed the fungus, 
which some 40 years later was identified as Phytophthora infestans, and in the tradition 
of agriculture, once identified, was soon controlled, in this case by simple spraying of 
copper compounds. However the blight took the staple food from the mouths of Ireland 
at the same time as Great Britain continued to compulsorily acquire Irish grains and other 
Irish agricultural produce. 


Proponents of these ‘corn laws’ suggested that the pegging of prices created jobs in 
England for the Irish peasants, ignoring that the peasants were starving to death, or at 
least beyond the ability to work as a result of the corn laws on top of the potato blight. 


The British Parliament was enthralled, as indeed I was in some of my earlier international 
works, with various political philosophies; one was that of Reverend Thomas Malthus, 
who, while he never visited Ireland, had used it as an example of his ultimately flawed 
theory that geometrical growth in population would easily outstrip arithmetic increases in 
food production. The government of Peel ordered the purchase of £100,000 worth of 
feed corn (that is, livestock feed) to be sold to the hungry in Ireland when prices in the 
marketplace moved out of their reach. This hard Indian corn required steel mills to crack 
kernels, and there being no mills in Ireland, it was cooked, and in that form caused health 
problems, and in some cases fatalities. 


The 1845 crop, at first appearing unblighted, soon ushered in the period known as ‘The 
Great Hunger’. Diseased potatoes were cooked and processed in a range of fashions in an 
attempt to gain sustenance, yet produced only stomach cramps, diarhhoea, dysentery with 
bleeding, and such other sicknesses that further contributed to the already high death toll 
from starvation. Local officials advised government to distribute Indian meal at 
reasonable prices, although government paid more attention to the rising crime rate 
associated with the extreme situation. Corpses accumulated in ditches and hedges and 
extreme malnutrition was widely evident. Typhus or Black Fever, found its home 
amongst the hunger, transmitted by mice infected with Rickettsia, causing rapid 
transmission to all in a household. 


Amid stories of people eating pig rations, evictions of tenants also occurred as they were 
unable to pay rent, bringing out the worst traits of property ownership. High grain prices 
had prevented families from buying their yearly pig, their only hope then being the 
coming potato crop, as hundreds of thousands of Irishmen worked for sustenance on ill- 
conceived road and other construction projects. The second potato crop failure in 1847 
saw the expansion of private charities and the separation of landlords into the humane 
and inhuman; a daily soup gruel was provided to the needy by landlords in some cases, 
others advanced their own moneys to engage persons on public works to earn funds to 
buy some food and the government advanced money for similar projects based on 
profitable sales of land in Australia, even sponsoring some emigration to Australia. In 
1847 and 1848, groups of up to 40 persons arrived in Sydney and Melbourne, with the 
philanthropist, Monteagle, who accepted whatever payment the poor could afford in his 
own peculiar means of avoiding the eviction of his tenants. However, such paternalistic 
landlords were the exception. 


Starvation and death resulting from the famine through the severe winter of 1846-47 
produced the distended abdomens today associated with African famine victims. Scurvy, 
typhus and other diseases became the instruments of the famine for the unfortunate 
majority. In November of 1846, 286,000 persons were registered as receiving wages 
from public works, and on each labourer depended four or more other family members. 
The ailing were often deserted, apart from meagre gruel and water being provided on a 
long pole through the front door as the only means of quarantine from this plague on 
starving people. Once the afflicted inhabitant of a deserted house died, the house would 
be pulled down on top of the corpse and burned, a new occurrence in Ireland where 
cremation was previously unknown. 
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The potato harvest of 1847 appeared to have avoided the blight, although yields were low 
as most seed potato stocks had been eaten by their starving owners. While the potato was 
smitten, the grain fields produced handsomely, but that crop was compulsorily acquired 
for export to England. Then the blight returned in 1848. 


Evictions in Ireland between 1849 and 1851 had affected around 45,000 families or a 
quarter of a million people. These evictions came in the face of massive emigration or 
death and were claimed by some to be necessary to introduce more advanced farming 
methods — and spurious argument still raised today in some quarters when the welfare of 
poor peasants in developing countries is discussed. By 1851, the Irish population had 
fallen from something that may have been around 8.5 million to 6.5 million, at a time 
when population and growth was the norm throughout Europe. Again in 1863, hunger 
entered Ireland after droughts and floods in the west had ruined crops, and parts of the 
potato crop had again been affected by a blight. Flooded peat fields meant no warming 
fires in the severe winter, and evictions from tenanted land continued. By 1881, the 
population of Ireland had dropped to 5.2 million as a result of death and emigration. 
Small farms of one to five acres had reduced in number by nearly 70 per cent. 


This was the Ireland that our part of the Falvey family left in the 1860s. There is the hint 
that they were a little better off than these descriptions of degraded lifestyles, but the 
conditions of transport and the challenges of establishment in a new undeveloped 
country, and within an English governance and attitudinal system, must have nevertheless 
been difficult. From Australian death certificates of their emigrant sons we know that 
Daniel and Julia Falvey were farmers, probably in County Cork. 


From the generalities of the Ireland that the Falveys left, we move in the next chapter to 
some generalities about the Falveys that arrived in Australia.

Chapter 3 
The Arrival of the Falveys in Melbourne 


Australia's first introduction to the Irish in numbers was as convicts, of whom it was 
noted by John Thomas Bigge, the Special Royal Commissioner of 1819, that they arrived 
.. ina very healthy state and are found to be more obedient and more sensible to kind 
treatment during the passage than any class. Their separation from their country is 
observed to make a strong impression on their minds. Sir George Gipps, Governor of 
New South Wales, had once ordered an investigation of the rationing of ships 
transporting convicts from Ireland to Australia, having observed poor quality and 
inadequate food; however, the women transported on the ships which he described had 
come from a background of deep hunger and proved well equipped to survive and do 
well on the long trip to Australia. 


The circumstance of this remote and unwelcoming destination changed with gold 
discoveries in what became the State of Victoria, but these discoveries were initially 
quashed by colonial governors in the interests of maintaining viability of the convict 
system. The Polish Count Strzelecki and Lhotsky encountered gold bearing rocks in the 
1830s; in 1849 E.F. Chapman bought 35 ounces of gold into a Melbourne jewellery store. 
However, it was Hargreaves, experienced in the Californian goldfields, who made widely 
public his gold discovery near Bathurst in New South Wales in 1851, and unwittingly 
heralded the end of convict transportation. Why should the British government transport 
the poor convicted of minor crimes to Australia in order to have them abscond to make 
fortunes in the goldfields? 


Convict transportation to Tasmania, or Van Diemen's Land as it was then known, scaled 
down with the discovery of gold and the last ship arrived in May 1853. However, 
Western Australia, isolated from everywhere else in the world, including settlements 
within Australia, had only been accepting convicts since 1850, and successfully sought 
continued access to this essential labour resource. 


So, Melbourne knew the Irish well before our forbears arrived. We have records of 
various Falveys arriving in Melbourne (refer to shipping lists,"* Ron Falvey’s notes,” 
extracts from Australian newspaper’ and the Victorian Directory,*' other miscellaneous 
information,” and two obituaries from the Lancefield Mercury,**** all in Appendix 3), 
and specific details on the couple who spawned our line here. They were John Daniel 
Falvey and Maria Hoban. However, in seeking to link them to their Irish forebears, we 
have had less success — even with assistance from Irish genealogical researchers (refer to 
their correspondence in Appendix 3). The name ‘Seeham’, as | initially read Daniel 
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Falvey’s wife’s name, was thought to be Sheehan or Sheahan, as Seeham was said to be 
unknown in south western Ireland. According to the genealogist, it may actually been 
‘Lehane’, though I am not convinced. Their children, Julia (b.1838), Hugh (b.1841), and 
Peter (b.1839) - but no John — seems to confirm this as the correct lineage, and also 
indicates that northwest County Cork and in particular Scarteen Upper in the Civil Parish 
of Clonfert in the Catholic Parish of Newmarket may be the home of our Irish 
connection. The house and land associated with Daniel and Julia Falvey appears to have 
been some 97+ acres tenanted from Richard Oliver Aldworth, perhaps by another party. 


Now it is appropriate to examine our Falvey line in Australia in detail, and this forms the 
basis of Chapter 4.

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Chapter 4 
Our Falvey Line 


Moving from general to specific Falvey information, we learn of our commoner origins. 
It seems reasonably certain that the tree re-presented from the 1982 version is indeed 
ours, though the link within Ireland has proved impossible to trace further. In the 1982 
family history, our maternal forebear is listed as Julia Seeham, which according to the 
Irish genealogists that we retained, may have been a misspelling of the surname Lehane — 
but somehow, I am not convinced, and therefore retain the name as Seeham as it appears 
on certificates. 


4.1 Introduction 


Research conducted in Ireland by our consultants produced the responses contained in 
Appendix 4,*° which while interesting in themselves and useful in suggesting the above 
possible error, provide us with little more specific information. Thus the link between the 
Falveys of Chapter 2 and our line remains one for our imaginations. For those who feel 
the blood of ancient Irish kings and admirals in their veins, enough snippets exist to fuel 
the fantasy, but the vanity of seeking real blood links in the emerging DNA-testing age 
does indeed seem to be ‘to seek in vein’. Nevertheless, the details generated by the 
researchers engaged on our behalf provide a base for further personal researchers when 
they are in the environs of County Cork. And for those inspired by the mountain of often 
unconfirmed information on the web, there is always the search engines, which for a such 
a rare surname as Falvey, may be a useful tool. A quick search via <yahoo.com> on 23 
April 2003 indicated some 21,200 documents containing ‘falvey’, 4,450 containing 
‘falveytfamily’, 1,070 containing ‘falveyt+family+ireland’, 694 containing 
‘falveyt+familyt+australia’, and 269 containing ‘falvey+family+ireland+australia’ — most 
of which, I expect, would offer little to our search. But as more documents, such as our 
family tree, are added to the web, so its utility to our line may increase. 


The additional information gained from the Ireland-based researchers provides a base for 
further interested investigators. For example, the name Falvey is said to be concentrated 
in the ... Innishannon-Ballinadee areas near Bandon Town in South West Co. Cork ... 
Innishannon itself lies about 12 miles from Cork City ... it is a small village, and ... a 
Daniel Falvey occupied a property in North West County Cork at Scarteen Upper, in the 
Civil Parish of Clonfert [which] lies within the Catholic Parish of Newmarket ... a small 
village lying about 4 or 5 miles west of Kanturk Town in North West Cork (refer to 
Appendix 4, O’ Leary letter of 24-4-97).*° This Daniel Falvey ... occupied a house and 97 
acres 2 roods 7 perches under tenure from Richard Oliver Aldworth, a local wealthy 
landlord ... and from a general absence of further information it is concluded that our ... 
forebears were probably ‘tenants at will’ (refer to Appendix 4, O'Leary letter of 14-5- 
97).°’ As it also ... appears that the whole family migrated ... (refer to Appendix 4, 


ca Appendix 4, Item 1 
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O’Leary email of 15-2-99)*® to Australia, no further research in Ireland has been 
commissioned. 


From this tree, it seems that the present generation - Leslie and Christopher Falvey - are 
the sixth generation of Falveys in Australia, though their claim as Australian extends 
back further in their Daly roots. The tree as presented is a simple correction and updating 
of that which appeared in the 1982 family history, and it should be noted that the 
information obtained since that time does not really undermine the accuracy of the tree as 
compiled by Ronald Falvey. Confusion is introduced from the suggestion of the O’ Leary 
research (refer to Appendix 4, letter dated 24-7-97, Page 2)? that presents the children of 
Daniel Falvey and Julia Seeham (or Lehane, as O’Leary has it) as Hugh and perhaps 
Peter, though dates of birth are inconsistent, and omits reference to our direct ancestor 
John Daniel Falvey. So, what can a Falvey do with such information? For those intent on 
uncovering further linkages through the new research techniques or apparent random 
association of web-based exchanges, there are such sites as the Genealogy Forum 
http://www.jenforum.org/falvey/ (refer to Appendix 4).“° However, I think the best 
answer is to consider the tree as an indication of heritage — because, even a line based on 
the best official certifications must always be subject to both administrative and 
biological uncertainty. And in any case, the cultural peculiarities of family can be 
observed across three or so generations, and each branch of the family has records that 
span at least that far. 


Having expressed this view, discussion of this probable line is now appropriate. First, the 
words of the 1982 version are re-presented, then further information is introduced; this 
mode of presentation necessarily involves some repetition in the interests of opening all 
available information to current readers. It also includes some matters that have hitherto 
remained a family secret. It is now time to openly address an unfortunate suicide, for two 
reasons — first, the most affected parties are long gone, and second, the effects of parents 
eating sour grapes and children’s teeth being set on edge remains somewhere in my own 
generation’s psyche, and knowledge of this history may assist us in our own continued 
self-understanding.

John Daniel FALVEY married Maria HOBAN (refer to HOBAN in

resided in Elizabeth Street, Richmond. Another brother,

The marriage of John Daniel FALVEY and Maria HOBAN 
produced five children; John (born 1865), Julia (born 1868), 
Elizabeth (born 1870), Catherine (born 1872) and Daniel 
(born 1873). John Daniel FALVEY (Junior), the eldest child 
married Emily Florence YELLAND (refer to YELLAND in Chapter 5) 


at Saint Patrick's Cathedral on the 9 December, 1855.

The first two children of John Daniel FALVEY (Junior) 
and Emily Florence YELLAND died as infants. A third son, 
Leslie Clarence, was born.on 1 April, 1890; his father 
(John Daniel FALVEY Junior) died about one year later. 
Emily Florence YELLAND remarried and, as her second husband 
was Protestant, Leslie Clarence FALVEY was not associated 
with the Catholic church. Leslie Clarence FALVEY practised 
as a tailor until forced to retire from the trade as a result 
of recurring asthmatic attacks. He subsequently worked as 
a tram conductor until he enlisted with the Sixth Field 
Ambulance in 1915 as a stretcher bearer. He was issued 
the medals; 1914-15 Star, The British War Medal and The Victory 
Medal. Leslie Clarence FALVEY married Gertrude Amelia COMPTON 
(refer to COMPTON in Chapter 6) in Melbourne on 19 Novenleks, 
1919, and lived in Highett Street, Richmond, until 1926 


when they removed to 7 Boorool Road, East Kew. 


The granddaughters of Hugh FALVEY and Anne O'DONNELL, 
Violet and Eva are remembered as stage performers in the 
1930's. Eva FALVEY is now Mrs. Eva CURTIS of 23 Stanhope 


Grove, East Camberwell.

The marriage of Leslie Clarence FALVEY and Gertrude 
Amelia COMPTON produced three sons; Walter John Clarence 
(born 1920), Kenneth Leslie Robert (born 1922) and Ronald 
Warcus Bowden (born 1927). Walter John Clarence FALVEY 
who worked as a clerk married Edna CROSS and lived at 
3 Maughen Street, North Balwyn; no children were born to the

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4.3 Decorating the Tree 


In the spirit of presenting all of the information that has been entrusted to me, this section 
of the chapter details each of the bland generational entries of the 1982 history. First we 
must consider the two versions of Ronald Falvey’s own handwritten Falvey tree 
(Appendix 4),*' the first of which includes Peter Falvey of Rutherglen and the second of 
which does not; these are followed by my own handwritten tree with further detail,” 
though it adds nothing in terms of validity as it is drawn directly from Ronald Falvey’s 
work for the earlier dates. Which version is correct? | cannot tell. The records are vague 
and incomplete and our Irish consultant offered little that can assist in the confirmation of 
the inclusion of Peter in the tree — but with a more critical eye, we may see evidence in 
some of the certificates handed down to us. It seems that omissions of sibling names was 
a more likely occurrence than false entries, and thus the existence of Peter’s name on 
some documents confirms that line as part of ours as far as | am concerned. The 
immigration of our Irish forebears began a connection with the Melbourne suburb of 
Richmond that has claimed at least part of the life of every generation of Falveys thus far, 
as is discussed further in section 4.4 — but the Richmond that our forebears found was 
something different from the inner-suburban yuppie-land of today, as the summary 
history presented in Appendix 4 indicates.”° 


4.3.1 Generation 6: Falvey-Hoban 
The summary entry presented in section 4.2 records that: 
e John Daniel Falvey or ‘falvie’ lived at Lithgow Street, Richmond in 1868 
e That he was a contractor 
e That he operated the East Collingwood Hotel 
e That he married Maria Hoban 


e That he had a brother Hugh and probably another Peter, who both also migrated 
to Australia

However, there is more and sometimes confusing detail available about this generation. 
Ronald Falvey’s notes of the Falvey line (refer to Appendix 4)" summarize his 
understanding of our ancestor John Daniel Falvey’s family and occupations, and 
subsequent generations. He emphases ownership of the East Collingwood Hotel, although 
the list of licensees (Appendix 4)*° may only imply operation rather than ownership. The 
building concerned remains on the northwest corner of Victoria and Lithgow Streets, its 
present incarnation being as a migration agency, as indicated in the following 


photograph. 
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Other certificates list John Daniel Falvey’s occupation as ‘contractor’, and further 
research conducted for us by the Richmond Historical Society produced a contract 
. written in an official hand (refer to Appendix 4)*° between the Borough Council of 
Richmond and Mr J.D. Falvey dated 13 December 1866 — the contract indicates John 
Daniel Falvey’s contraction to build the drain and, by way of his own handwriting, 
agreement to its cancellation on 14 January 1867. 


The death certificate of John Daniel Falvey provides some background on his origins and 
life (refer to Appendix 4)*’. It confirms that he had been born in Cork Ireland, died on 7 
May 1877 of chronic hepatitis at age 40 after having spent 22 years in the ‘Australian 
Colonies’ where he worked as a contractor. It lists his parents as Daniel and Julia Falvy 
(nee Seeham) [note that this surname seems to be represented correctly as ‘Seeham’ and 
while some spelling discrepancy might be common in such circumstances, this seems 
quite different to the ‘Lehane’ suggested by our Irish genealogical researcher, thereby 
providing a tantalizing research subject for a future Falvey researcher!]. The informant of 
his death was his brother Hugh Falvey, and his wife of 10 years as Maria Hogan or 
Hayour [not ‘Hoban’ as per other documents or ‘Elluahane’ as on the death certificate of 
their son Hugh Falvey, but presumably the same person]. 


Perhaps the most interesting aspect of John Daniel Falvey for the present day generation 
is the family grave in which he was the first to be buried. The double grave, located in the 
‘Roman Catholic D’ section, numbers 419 and 420 can be identified from the map (refer 
to Appendix 4)** from the Melbourne General Cemetery. The grave has been confirmed 
as that of our assumed ancestor by the current management of cemeteries in Victoria in 
their letter of 26 March 1987 (refer to Appendix 4),”’ in which they quote the recorded 
details of burial in graves, viz: Roman Catholic D - 419, Maria Falvey age 53 years 
buried 18-11-1893, Catherine Thorpe age 27 years buried 10-9-1899, Frank Drake age 3 
and one-half years buried 12-11-1924. Roman Catholic D — 420, John D. Falvey age 40 
years buried 8-5-1877, William E. Falvey age 5 days buried 13-3-1886, Kate Hayes age 
8 years buried 26-2-1890, John D. Falvey age 27 years buried 8-2-1892, Daniel F. 
Falvey age 35 years buried 9-3-1908. 


In a subsequent letter (refer to Appendix 4),° the cemetery management replied to 
correspondence about rights of use of the graves, and after testing confirmed that two 
more burials may be made in grave 419, and that grave 420 might also be able to be used 
if appropriate approvals are obtained. It is my understanding that the grave may be used 
by persons who can show a link to the original family, as indicated in my note on the foot 
of the letter written after communicating with that office. 


The finding of this grave is one of the significant outcomes of the work that has created 
this family history. As a physical manifestation of an otherwise forgotten family history, 
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it provides a focal point for, at least, contemplation on the lives and beliefs of earlier 
generations. It must have been particularly significant to Ronald Falvey, as the Falvey 
who rediscovered the graves, for his generation seemed to have little or no recollection of 
their origins as a result of their father not having known his biological father, and of their 
father’s untimely and shameful death while they were young. 


The graves remain in reasonable condition considering their lack of specific attention, 
and their solid presence exudes an aura of past investment in the outward form of 
religion. The estates of John Daniel Falvey’s brothers were significant compared to their 
Irish origins and, in the absence of specific information on his own estate, we may 
suppose that John Daniel Falvey too had been successful in his adopted country. This is 
the message that I think Ronald Falvey sought to convey in his research about the East 
Collingwood Hotel. Ronald Falvey’s notes on the graves records the inscription and a 
persistent family story about the next generation (Generation 7) that is apposite to our 
psychological heritage, as discussed later. Ronald Falvey copied the text of the tombstone 
and commented as follows (refer to Appendix 4)” ... 


Erected by Maria in memory of her beloved husband 
John Daniel Falvey native of Newmarket County 
Cork Ireland who departed this life 
7-5-1877 aged 40 years 
also 
John beloved eldest son of the above 
who died Feb 6 — 1892 
also 
the above Maria native of Carlow Ireland 
who died 16-Nov-1893 
aged 53 years 
also 
Catherine daughter of the above and beloved wife 
of Albert A. Thorpe who died 3-9-1899 aged 27 years 
In loving memory of Daniel Francis Falvey 
who departed this life 9-3-1908 aged 35 years 6 mths 


Ronald Falvey then goes on ... at the bottom of the grave is a glassed domed memorial 
also a small tombstone ... 
Erected by Emily 
In memory of her beloved husband John Falvey 
Who died 6" Feb 1892 
RAP. 
According to Ron, The story goes that, because Emily [Falvey nee Yelland (refer to 
Generation 7)] who was a Protestant before marrying John Falvey would not, after her 
husband's death, let her son be brought up in a faith she did not understand, the Falveys 
were reputed not to let her name be put on the main tombstone. She is reported to have 
saved for sometime before she could afford her own small tombstone. Their son, Leslie 
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Clarence Falvey [Generation 8], was then brought up in his mother’s religion [not 
specified by Ronald Falvey; Emily re-married and two step-sisters to Leslie were born] 
until he married Gertrude Compton in the Church of England and their three sons were 
brought up as Anglicans. A rough sketch and a photograph of the gravestone itself are 
presented below.

These records cross generations and will therefore be referred to or repeated later; they 
are presented here because that is the way that Ronald Falvey recorded his work, and 
- because these events, when considered in conjunction with the demise of Leslie Clarence 
Falvey (Generation 8), contain some important clues about our particular Falvey psyche. 
Another of Ronald Falvey’s records of the grave information is also included in 
Appendix 4.° 


For reasons that I cannot fathom, Ronald Falvey also had information about what appears 
to be another John Falvey among his various working notes; he also lists various Falveys 
from the Probate records, which he appears to have accessed from the Mormon archives 
(Appendix 4).°* Is this an alternative ancestor, or is it simply an attempt to identify others 
with this relatively rare surname? Ronald Falvey also hand- and photo-copied an extract 
from Isaac Selby’s ‘The Old Pioneers Memorial History of Melbourne’, which 
documents a Falvey grave removed with the relocation of the Melbourne Cemetery; this 
concerned an inscription that began ... the cypress on this grave ... and lists Falveys who 
died from 1853. These details are included here simply to supply all that is my 
possession, and in the hope that someone may see connections that I cannot. 


The next group of information concerns Hugh Falvey, which as presented in Appendix 
4°* makes more sense. Ronald Falvey notes that ... Hugh Falvey was born in County Cork 
Ireland in 1842 and emigrated to Victoria in 1864. He was married to Annie O'Donnell, 
born County Limerick 1841, at St. James Church Richmond (2-5-1867) when his 
occupation was stated as ‘working man’ and his wife's as ‘none special’ [refer to 
marriage certificate in Appendix 4°]. They had extremely bad luck with their children, 
losing at least 8 of their children, all boys, under the age of 8 months. There were at least 
3 sets of twins and on two occasions, 1 twin was stillborn. Their last child was a girl. 
Julia born 11 months before her father’s death who unfortunately died herself at the 
early age of 17. Of all their children there was only 1 boy, Daniel Charles who grew to 
maturity and later married. 


Ronald Falvey’s notes continue, noting Hugh’s listing in the Victorian Directory at Little 
Elizabeth Street, Richmond, and Ann’s, presumably his wife and widow successively at 
numbers 55 and 63 Elizabeth Street, Richmond; he then seems to link Peter Falvey, the 
farmer of Rutherglen to the tree through his listing as an executor of, probably, Hugh’s 
estate. Hugh and his wife Annie were both children of Irish farmers, though in 
Melbourne, as Ronald Falvey wrote ... Hugh was a contractor, the type unfortunately 
unknown. He died at his home at the early age of 37 years and it was on the day of his 
death (22-9-1879) that he signed his will leaving property valued at £705-0-0 to his wife 
Ann Falvey. His signature on his will was very steady and this was due to the fact that he 
requested the articled clerk from the notary firm to help guide his hand as witnessed by 
the clerk's signed declaration to this effect at the bottom of the will. His death notice in 
both the Age and Argus on the 23-9-1879 was as follows ... but | do not have any details 
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of the obituaries — perhaps Ronald Falvey was still gathering these when he lost interest 
in the task. A copy of Hugh Falvey’s death certificate is presented in Appendix 4.°° 


Ronald Falvey also noted the details recorded about Hugh’s family on his death as 
follows. Hugh Falvey died 22-9-1879, born 1842, married 1866, Catholic N Section 
Grave 149, Grave is unmarked but right behind McCusky Tombstone, also buried in 
grave — all dates are burial dates, John 6 weeks 29-4-1969, stillborn 1 1-8-1870, Robert 6 
months 14-2-1871, Timothy 2 weeks 17-12-1871, Hugh 12 hours 9-8-18712, stillborn 18- 
9-1874, Hugh 8 months 10-5-1875, Hugh 37 24-9-1879, Julia 17 17-11-1896. Children 
listed on death certificate; Daniel dead, Hugh dead, Daniel 10, Robert dead, Frank dead, 

Hugh dead, Julia I] months. A sad litany, with this line apparently producing only one 
prospect for its perpetuation, Daniel Charles Falvey, whose details, from Ronald Falvey’s 
notes, are presented below. 


While a member of the next generation (Generation 7), it is convenient to discuss Daniel 
Charles Falvey, son of Hugh and Ann at this juncture. Ronald Falvey records (Appendix 
4)°’ the obituaries of the Age and Argus newspapers of 8-9-1913 as follows ...Falvey on 
the 6" Sept at his residence 1 Raglan Street North Melbourne, Daniel Charles beloved 
husband of Harriet and father of Violet, Eva, Charles and Leonard Falvey, also son of 
the late Hugh and Ann Falvey of Richmond. Aged 43 years ... and another entry ... Falvey 
— the friends of the late Mr. Daniel Charles Falvey (late clerk Hoffman Brick Co) are 
respectfully invited to follow his remains to the place of interment, The Boodarra 
Cemetery Kew. The funeral will leave his residence 1 Raglan St Nth Melb this day 
Monday 8" Sept 1913 at 3 O'clock arriving at the cemetery at 4pm. John Allison Victoria 
St Richmond. 


More recent research produced documents related to Hugh and his wife Ann(e) Falvey 
from the Richmond City Archives. These include a note (refer to Appendix 4)°* from a 
Ms Bridget Everet who assisted with obtaining information to the effect that Hugh Falvey 
was contracted to empty night pans from 1879 to, probably, 1882, but as he died in 1879, 
it would seem that the first contract may have been signed by him, and that Ann assumed 
the contract after his death. Indeed a bond contract between the Local Board of Health of 
the City of Richmond and Ann Falvey dated 15" March 1883 exists (refer to Appendix 
4)°? on which she made her mark, apparently being illiterate. The suggestion that Hugh 
originally had the contract is further supported by extracts from the Inspector of 
Nuisances Complaint Book 1879-1882 (refer to Appendix 4),°° which notes Hugh’s 
failing to empty certain night pans. After retiring from the night pan contract, Ann Falvey 
reappears in the Richmond archives as a “cowkeeper’ and ‘dairywomen, with certificates 
issued for 1888-1890 (refer to Appendix 4).° 
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The records that Ronald Falvey collected also included marriage and death certificates 
(Appendix 4) for Peter Falvey, whom we accept as the third of the three brothers in 
this generation. The copy of the marriage certificate of the ‘farmer’ Peter Falvey and the 
‘servant’ Ellen Walsh dated 9" February 1873 at Rutherglen records both of their 
birthplaces as Cork, Ireland, and confirms Peter’s parents as Daniel and Julia — thus 
making this part of the tree secure in my opinion. Peter’s death certificate records that he 
died on 30" November 1887 in Rutherglen Shire at the age of 49 and was buried at 
Carlyle Cemetery; he had been in the colony of Victoria for 27 years, was succeeded by 
his wife Ellen Walsh who was 32 years of age at the time, and their children are listed as 
William (died), Donald Francis (nine years), Honora (nine(?) years), Julia (six years), 
Peter (died), and John James (three years). 


Peter Falvey left a will dated 8-11-1887, which detailed some 160 acres of farmland in 
the Parish of Chiltern, 20 acres in the Parish of Carlyle, and a house and chattels, to a 
total value of £859-17-6 (refer to Appendix 4).% The Carlyle property attracted Ronald 
Falvey’s further attention, as suggested by his copying of a paragraph about the district 
(refer to Appendix 4), and it is clear that he also considered this to be the same Peter 
Falvey shown on our tree. 


So, this generation is critical to the link to Ireland for the Falveys and while confusing in 
parts, it provides sufficient indication of our origins to continue with the more recent and 
substantive information that is afforded by generations closer to ours. In terms of the 
Hoban connection - Maria Falvey’s (1840-1893) maiden name - we do have some 
information courtesy of Ronald Falvey’s research. The 1982 history simply recorded ... 


ohn HOBAN and Elizabeth O'NEILL both of southern 
Ireland married and produced at least one child, Maria 
(born 1840) with whom they migrated to Australia. Maria 
HOBAN married John Daniel FALVEY in 1864 (refer to Generation 


6 of FALVEY tree). 


Ronald Falvey’s notes (refer to Appendix 4)° also state that ... John Hoban agricultural 
labourer age 43 ... Elizabeth Hoban age 39 ... neither could read or write ... came from 
Carlow Ireland ... R/Catholic ... assisted passage on ‘Charles’ which left Liverpool 21-6- 
1853 arriving Melbourne 3-10-1853. They were both engaged by Mr Byrne L/Collins St 
on 7-10-1853. Also on board was Patrick Hoban 17 years who could read and write. He 
was engaged by Mr Murray ... for 3 months with rations ... disposal list [for Maria] shows 
note ‘gone with her parents. She died in Collingwood aged 70 according to Ronald 
Falvey but her death certificate (refer to Appendix 4) indicates age 53 and the cause of 
death as cancer of the heart, and it seems from another note of Ronald Falvey’s that her 
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father died on 12-7-1863. No doubt a future Falvey historian could amplify this section, 
perhaps by beginning with Maria’s birthplace at Carlow, as chiselled on the tombstone 
. and noted on her death certificate. Her parents are listed as John Hoban and Elizabeth 
(nee O’Neill). 


4.3.2 Generation 7: Falvey-Yelland 


The 1982 history covers this generation in one paragraph, which includes a reference to 
another chapter concerning the in-marrying Yelland family. 


It is intriguing that Ronald Falvey had made more copies of peripheral details about other 
Falveys, such as the brothers Hugh and Peter, than he made for John Daniel Falvey and 
his family; perhaps this reflects better documentation of these two lives by officialdom, 
as our own subsequent research determined in the case of Hugh. The death certificate of 
John Daniel Falvey and the graves at Melbourne General Cemetery are primary sources 
of our information, though it may be that Ronald Falvey had other sources; for example, 
he has Daniel Francis Falvey of Generation 7 married to Nellie Brooks and producing 
three children, Annie, Katie and John Henry. Presumably the other siblings, apart from 
the first-born John Daniel, died young. 


John Daniel Falvey’s death certificate (refer to Appendix 4)°’ records his death on 6" 
February 1897 at age 27 from phthisis haemophils — a general description of wasting 
diseases, possibly tuberculosis, his occupation as painter and his wife as Emily (nee 
Yelland). Rather than record simply that he was born and always lived in Victoria, the 
certificate carries the hint of an official after life when it records John Daniel Falvey’s 
years in the colony as ... during life in Victoria. From this certificate we again have his 
mother’s maiden name presented as Hoban. 


John Daniel Falvey and Emily Mary (note that her birth and death certificates list her 
middle name as Florence, not Mary) Yelland were married at St Patrick’s Cathedral on 
9"" December 1885 as indicated on the marriage certificate presented in Appendix 4.°° 
Another clue to John Daniel Falvey’s occupation is the entry on his marriage certificate 
as ‘decorator’, which when considered with the entries ‘painter’ on his death certificate 
and the marriage certificate of his son, Leslie Clarence Falvey, suggests a skilled and 
perhaps even a sensitive man — though it is very easy to project modern interpretations 
onto past ghosts. In any case, this - the period of John Daniel Falvey’s demise and the 
remarriage of his widow Emily - was the halcyon era of ‘Marvellous Melbourne’, when it 
was widely seen to be the richest city in the world (refer to Appendix 4).°” 


Of particular note in this generation is the death of John Daniel Falvey within two years 
of the birth of the only surviving child, Leslie Clarence, and the subsequent remarriage of 
his widow Emily (nee Yelland) to Harry Deodatus Warcus Phillips. Ronald Falvey’s 
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notes (refer to Appendix 4)” also describes the two daughters of this, Emily’s second 
marriage, as Doris and Gladys. These were the stepsisters of Leslie Clarence Falvey — the 
most reliable means of acquiring sisters in this Falvey line! Harry Phillips died in 1954 
and Emily Phillips (Falvey — nee Yelland) died in 1960 —I was 10 years old by that time 
and as a young boy I recall her as a kindly old lady whom | called Grandma Phillips 
without any understanding of her relationship to our family. Doris Phillips married 
William Stock and Gladys Phillips married Cyril Glover (refer to Appendix 4);"" I recall 
visits to both ‘aunts’, with those to Aunty Dori’s being the more pleasant. 


Emily’s graveyard tribute to her first husband, and father to her only son, is discussed in 
the above section concerning the Falvey grave. 


The Yelland line that enters the Falvey line here contains some interesting details elicited 
by Ronald Falvey’s research. This was represented in the 1982 history as follows ... 


YELLAND 


(enters FALVEY tree in Generation 7) 


effery YELLAND, a butcher, married Mary Jane BOWDEN 
in England and produced one son (William Jeffery, born 1862) 
and one daughter (Emily Florence, born 1868). Mary Jane 
BOWDEN died in England and Jeffery YELLAND accompanied by 
his son, William Jeffery YELLAND migrated to Australia. 
Jeffery YELLAND then sent for his daughter, Emily Florence 
YELLANDO, who emmigrated in 1874 at the age of six, under the 
charge of John Dabd. Jeffery YELLAND remarried twice in 
Australia and conducted a butchers shop in Collingwood in 


which his daughter Emily Florence YELLAND assisted him. 


Emily Florence YELLAND married John Daniel FALVEY 
(refer to Generation 7 of FALVEY tree) in 1885 at the age of 
Sixteen years and of their three children, only Leslie 
Clarence (born 1 April, 1890) survived infancy. After the 
death of John Daniel FALVEY in 1892, Emily Florence FALVEY 
(nee YELLAND) married Harry Warcus PHILLIPS and produced two 
daughters, Doris and Gladys. PHILLIPS' was protestant hence 
the FALVEY association with Catholicism disappeared with 


Leslie Clarence FALVEY being raised in the PHILLIPS' household. 
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These details were taken from Ronald Falvey’s research, which also included; a summary 
Yelland-Bowden tree (refer to Appendix 4), a copy of the birth certificate’ of Emily 
- Florence Yelland mentioning her parents Jeffery Yelland and Mary Jane Yelland (nee 
Bowden) on 18 February 1868 in Ipplepen Newton Abbot England, an article from The 
Herald about Lt E.R. Yelland’? - whom I cannot place but seem to have fudged into a 
‘cousin’ of Leslie Clarence Falvey in the 1982 version, and some details from the grave 
of Emily Florence Phillips (Falvey) next to her father’s.’ Ronald Falvey also copied out 
an extract from The Age of 8" January 1924 (refer to Appendix 4) for Jeffery Yelland’s 
death ... on the 6" January 1924 at the residence of his daughter (Mrs H. Phillips) 277 
Highett St Richmond ... Jeffery of East Kew in his 88" year. Privately interred. Passed 
away peacefully. He also notes that ... Jeffery Yelland [the son] of East Kew, Tramway 
Employee, died 25-6-36. Some further clarifications from my mother, Dorothy Elizabeth 
Falvey (nee Christopher) are also presented in Appendix 4.”° 


4.3.3 Generation 8: Falvey-Compton 


This is an important generation in the most practical aspect of a family history, because it 
contains the seeds of psychological influences that extend at least to my own generation - 
seeds that family secrecy sought to sterilize, but which thrive in the darkness of secrecy. 
Adhering to that code, I omitted all reference to the demise of Leslie Clarence Falvey 
from the 1982 history, the bland text, which was presented earlier in this chapter. 


I think Violet and Eva were cousins (daughters of Daniel, son of Hugh, the brother of our 
migrant ancestor John Falvey) that Ronald Falvey was following up at the time of his 
final illness, because the letter from 3AW Radio (refer to Appendix 4)’° has my own 
handwriting on it, probably reflecting my acting on Ron’s suggestion - I recall these 
being hasty notes made from a visit to this distant relative, Mrs Curtis (nee Falvey) in 
East Camberwell. There is something here for the future genealogist, for these sisters 
apparently achieved some stage fame. Now, we return to our direct line. 


Before discussing the sordid aspects of the death of Leslie Clarence Falvey, some further 
background information, once again obtained by his son Ronald Falvey, supports the 
above extract. Army service was important to most Australians in this period of the First 
World War, and Ronald Falvey retained the fascination about war service of one who 
‘missed out’ on ‘serving’. His extracts from the Nominal Roll of the Australian Imperial 
Force (refer to Appendix 4)”’ and a letter from the Australian Army dated 3" January 
1978 (refer to Appendix 4),’* collected only two years before his own death, reflect but a 
small part of his interest in these records. The latter of these references raises another 
interesting question as to the ‘cousin’ Michael Falvey, who does not appear in any other 
of Ronald Falvey’s documents or the Falvey tree, and indeed the name Michael does not 
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appear in any generation of the tree as it is presented, and final paragraph of the Army 
letter itself seems to confirm that cousin relationship — here is another lead for a future 
genealogical researcher. The Army information about Leslie Clarence Falvey’s service 
now seems to be indirectly linked to his suicide some 17 years later, though its simple 
report contains no hint ...

British War Medal 
Victory Medal 


A photograph of Leslie Clarence Falvey is presented on the following page. 


Less than two months after his discharge from the Army, Leslie Clarence Falvey married 
Gertrude Amelia Compton, the earliest entry on the Falvey tree whom I personally 
recall. A copy of their marriage certificate (refer to Appendix 4)” lists Leslie Falvey’s 
occupation as ‘tramway employee’, and their respective ages and as 29 and 22, and 
addresses as 277 Highett St, Richmond, and 105 Wellington St, Collingwood. The entry 
for the Compton family, and their links to the Gardners, as they appeared in the 1982 
history appears below. 


Rovers COMPTON was born in County Wexford, Ireland in 
1853. His parents Ralph COMPTON and Jane McGRATH are believed 
to have come from northern England and southern Scotland 
respectively. Robert COMPTON migrated to Australia with 
his brother, Walter (Dookie), although the date and site 


of their arrival is unknown, 


Robert COMPTON married Amelia GARDNER (refer to GARONER 
in Chapter 7) aged 28, at Trinity Church Melbourne in 1883, 
at which time his occupation was recorded as "stonemason". 
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It is believed that they lived in Melbourne before removing 
to Launceston Tasmania, where many, if not all, of their 
six children were born, The family returned to Mel bourne 
later where they remained while Robert COMPTON went to find 
work in Kalgoorlie, Western Australia, It is said that he 
also worked on the construction of Saint Patrick's Cathedral 
in Melbourne until he was sacked when it was discovered 


that he was Protestant. 


The six children Of Robert COMPTON and Amelia GARDNER 


were; Emily Jane (born 1884), Walter George (born 1885) 
, 
Gertrude Amelia (born 1887), Amelia (born 1890), Robert 


Thomas (born 1890) ang Amy Elizabeth Ellen (born 1895) 


Gertrude Amelia COMPTON married Leslie Clarence FALVEY 
(refer to Generation 8 of FALVEY tree) in 1919 and produced 
three sons; Walter John Clarence (born 1920), Kenneth Leslie 
Robert (born 1922) and Ronald Warcus Bowden (born 1927). 


Refer to FALVEY in Chapter 3 for further details’) 


1) Emily Jane COMPTON married Jim DUCKWORTH and produced 
four children; Jim (young), Alma, Norman and Irene. Walter 
George COMPTON served in the Militia before World War I and 
during the war served in Gallipoli, France and Belgium before 
being killed in action in 1917. Amelia COMPTON married Les 
McMILLAN and produced two children; Joyce, who married Jack 
GUY and produced four children, and Leslie who migrated to 
South Africa where he died. Robert Thomas COMPTON served in 
France during World War I and was later married in Sydney, 
Amy Elizabeth Ellen COMPTON married William NEATE and lived 
in Mentone, Victoria, producing three children; Robert who 
served in the Air Force during World War II, Reginald who 
served in the Navy and later settled near Omeo, Victoria, and 
Beverley who married Max COX and lived at Mentone. 


GARDNER 


(enters FALVEY tree in Generation 8 via COMPTON) 


Zfnerie GARDNER who married Robert COMPTON in 1883 
was born on 5 June, 1855. Her father, John Edward GARDNER, 
was born in London and married (in 1843) to Susan TITMUS 
who was born in Hertfordshire, England. John Edward GARDNER 
and Susan TITMUS produced six children; Susan (born 1844), 
Helen (born 1846), Emily Martha (born 1848), John Edward 
(born 1851), William Alfred (born 1853) and Amelia (born 
1855). Amelia's brother John is remembered to have been a 
confectionery manufacturer and street vendor between Colling- 
wood and Williamstown, Victoria. His name continued through 
Walter John Clarence FALVEY (refer to Generation 9 of 


FALVEY tree). 


To give some flesh to the bald descriptions of that 1982 history, it seems appropriate to 
re-represent some of the notes made by Ronald Falvey about his mother’s, Gertrude 
- Amelia Falvey (nee Compton), genealogy. He notes that her father, Robert Compton 
hailed from County Wexford, Ireland, was possibly born of a northern English father, 
Robert a farmer, and a southern Scot mother, Jane McGrath. Migrating to Australia with 
his brother Walter (Dookie), Robert married Amelia Gardner at Trinity Church 
Melbourne on 20" October 1883 (refer to Appendix 4)*° when she was 28 and he 29 
years of age — his occupation on the marriage certificate was entered as ‘mason’. Ronald 
Falvey continues (refer to Appendix 4)°! ... it is believed that after their marriage, they 
lived in Melbourne before moving to Launceston Tasmania where at least some of their 
children were born. Apparently the family returned to Melbourne and Robert Compton 
alone went to Kalgoorlie W.A. where he worked for some time owing to lack of work in 
Victoria. The story goes that he worked for a while on St. Patrick's Cathedral in 
Melbourne until it was found out that he was a Protestant and was duly ‘sacked’. 


Amelia Compton (nee Gardner) had been born ... at Charles St Richmond on the 5-6- 
1855. Her father John Edward Gardner born London England was married to Susan 
Titmus born Hertfordshire England at Spitalfields England in 1843 [refer to birth 
certificate of Amelia Gardner in Appendix 4].** Their ages at Amelia's birth were stated 
as 34 and 32 respectively. Amelia had 3 sisters and 2 brothers ... all that is known of 
Amelia's family is that one of her brothers John was a confectionery manufacturer and 
pushed a trolley from Collingwood to Williamstown selling boiled lollies on the way. One 
of her grandsons, Walter John Clarence Falvey was named after this brother. 


In other notes, Ronald Falvey records two entries from newspaper death notices that ... 
Robert Compton died at his home 37 Charles St. Richmond on the 12-12-1904 at the age 
of 51 years 4 months. ... Amelia wife of the late Robert Compton beloved mother of Mrs 
Duckworth, Walter, Gertie, Millie, Robert and Amy. Also beloved sister of Mrs Bell, Mrs 
Wald, Mr J. Gardner, Mr W Gardner 103 Hoddle St Abbotsford. ... Only two sisters were 
named one having apparently predeceased her. They are both buried in grave 2087 in the 
Boorondara Cemetery Kew. Also in the same grave is their daughter Amelia (Milly) 
buried 1-4-1932 and son-in-law Les McMillan buried 1-5-1942 aged 41 and 51 years 
respectively. 


Among Ronald Falvey’s family history documents was a death certificate dated 1873 for 
a Robert Compton of age 67 (refer to Appendix 4)** — was this the father of the Robert 
that in turn fathered Gertrude who married into the Falvey line? The fact that Ronald 
Falvey kept the certificate suggests that it was, while the fact that his notes omit any such 
reference might suggest that he did not know the real connection — or perhaps this Robert 
Compton’s demise in a lunatic asylum prompted discrete omission. 
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The children and grandchildren of Robert and Amelia Compton are listed in some detail 
in Ronald Falvey’s notes (refer to Appendix 4).** These were Ronald Falvey’s cousins 
and so naturally attracted his attention — he wrote at that time ... Emily Jane Compton 
born 11-7-1884 married Jim Duckworth and they had four children, Jim (young), Alma, 
Norman [whom I recall visiting in Darwin in 1970 and 1972) and Irene. Walter George 
Compton born 26-12-1885 served in the Militia before WWI. He enlisted in 1915 and 
served overseas with the [blank] Battalion and then in the Machine Gun Company. He 
served in Egypt, Gallipoli where he was one of the rearguard during the evacuation. He 
fought in several actions in France and Belgium being killed in action 11-4-1917. His 
name is commemorated on the Villers Bretonneux War Memorial (refer also to Appendix 
4).°° Amelia Compton born 17-5-1890 married Les McMillan and had two children Joyce 
and Leslie. Joyce married Jack Guy who served as a lieutenant in WW2 and [they] have 
4 children. Leslie after serving in the Air Force went overseas to South Africa where he 
married and unfortunately died at an early age leaving a young son. Robert Thomas 
Compton born 8-6-1892 tried to enlist in Victoria during WW1 but was rejected because 
of false teeth. He enlisted later in Sydney and served overseas in France with the [blank] 
Battalion. He returned to Australia and moved to Sydney where he married and later 
died. Amy Elizabeth Ellen Compton born 17-12-1895 married William Neate and lived 
mainly at Mentone and had three children, Robert (Bobbie), Reginald and Beverly. 
Robert served in the Air Force in WW2 and Reginald in the Navy, later moving to 
Crooked River near Omeo. Beverly married Max Cox and [they] have two children and 
still [c.1979] live in Patty St Mentone. Amelia Compton born Launceston 19-7-1887 
married Leslie Clarence Falvey in Melbourne 19-11-1919. They lived at Highett St 
Richmond where two of their sons, Walter John Clarence and Kenneth Leslie Robert 
were born. They moved in 1926 to 7 Boorool Rd East Kew where their youngest son 
Ronald Warcus Bowden was born on the 24-9-1927. 


So we return to Generation 8, and to the aspects of the life of Leslie Clarence and 
Gertrude Amelia Falvey that were not mentioned at all in Ronald Falvey’s 
documentation. From a post-war marriage in difficult times and after what must have 
been traumatic experiences during the war, Leslie Clarence Falvey apparently slipped 
into what today would be termed depression, which without an appreciation of his 
condition by those around him, developed into a deluded or paranoid mental state that 
culminated in his suicide. | knew nothing of the suicide while growing up, as it was not 
discussed within the family — until one day, while probing for memories of their 
respective late husbands’ comments on their father, | asked my mother Dorothy Falvey 
(nee Christopher) and aunt Muriel Falvey (nee Bradshaw) about Leslie and Gertrude’s 
relationship. His suicide was mentioned, and as it seemed critical to understanding the 
generation, | determined to pursue the matter. After obtaining a copy of his death 
certificate, it then proved relatively easy to access police and related files concerning the 
autopsy and investigation into his death. A means of copying the documents was also 
found and they are presented in full in Appendix 4®° in keeping with my earlier 
statements of the value of family histories. 
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The death certificate of Leslie Clarence Falvey (refer to Appendix 4)*’ records that his 
- body was ... found on the 18" October, 1936, 508 Latrobe Street, West Melbourne, City 
of Melbourne, County of Bourke. U.R. [J assume this means ‘usual residence’ or similar] 
7 Boorool Road, East Kew, City of Kew, and that the cause of death was ... Lysol 
poisoning ... according to the ... verdict at inquest held in Melbourne by the City Coroner, 
Mr A.C. Tingate, on 27" November, 1936. He was buried at ... Preston cemetery ... and 
was succeeded by his wife ... Gertrude Compton ... and sons ... Walter, 16 years, 
Kenneth, 14 years, and Ronald, 9 years. It was these details that spurred me to seek 
further information. 


The inquiry, ominously headed ‘Inquisition’ (refer to Appendix 4),°* amplified these 
details in the words that he was ... found dead from the effects of a certain poison known 
as Lysol administered by himself whilst of unsound mind on or about the 14'" day of 
October 1936. A police report (refer to Appendix 4)*° describes even more detail, to the 
effect that; the site of death was a deserted house in the front upstairs room and that the 
body had probably been there for about three days before being found. A 12 year old boy 
had discovered the body when playing in the house with a friend, and recalled that a 
Lysol bottle was beside the body until the boys through it out into the laneway where it 
broke; the police constable found part of the bottle and confirmed that it had contained 
Lysol. Upon searching the body, a small notebook with the name and address of Leslie 
Clarence Falvey was found and it included reference to his intention to take his own life. 
The police report also adds that ... the deceased was apparently suffering from mental 
strain, and had recently escaped from the Receiving Home Royal Park. 


The notebook referred to still existed in the archives when | requested information about 
the incident, and the copy made at that time is presented in full in Appendix 4” — its 
words are those of an ill man and reflect a paranoia that may well mollify any accusations 
and implications it contains. On the other hand, I recall my mother saying of her parents- 
in-law, Leslie and Gertrude Falvey, that ... their's was not a happy marriage and some 
comments in the interview included in Chapter 5 and its appendix (refer to ‘Falvey 
Family History from taped discussion with Mum, January 1998’ in Appendix 5°') suggest 
an unhappy woman at least from middle age. The same interview indicates the traumatic 
effect of their fights on my father as a boy as he crouched behind a chair in fear - a more 
sensitive soul perhaps than his elder brother Walter who always had his ... nose stuck in a 
book. 


The entries in the said notebook are dated 14/10/36 and seem to say ... know there is no 
chance for me tomorrow Thursday. I had to escape from Receiving Home. My wife drove 
me to it. I have been a good husband and father. She put the mental condition over me for 
many months. I could not understand things and broke down in health and then put away. 
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She gave me 2/- and I [unclear] 1/3-. Sorry for staff they are wonderful. My parents told 
me not to escape but I heard on Sunday noon many things from a visitor only talk ‘put me 
away and mental condition’. So Good Bye to all. No one will believe me but I know more 
than any one. My job gone. Pension gone. House gone and now my Life. May God punish 
her later. I have been driven to this. So Good Bye to all. Sorry but needle hurts. She buys 
things and spends money now on £3-4 that we could not get on £4-3. Why - some reason I 
know. So Good Bye if I die by my own hand. [unclear] wife who I have never deceived. 
Additional notes on the side of pages seem to say .. she had me get our [unclear], and ... / 
have no fight left. A harrowing record of a man suffering greatly, both mentally and, from 
the effects of drinking Lysol, physically. 


The handwriting of the note book was confirmed as Leslie Clarence Falvey’s by his 
adoptive- or step-father, Harry Deodatus Warcus Phillips (refer to Appendix 4)”* — I take 
from the reference to his parents in the suicide note that he considered Harry Phillips as 
his father, that is, | am not reading any resentment into the step-nature of the family — and 
Leslie Clarence obviously knew of his different biological origins as he retained the 
surname Falvey. Nevertheless, there may be some important cultural, or if you like — 
environmental, aspects of the family history in this period of great change in Australia, of 
war, of excommunication from the Falvey family (because Emily had remarried to a 
Protestant), which might all have had a reactive effect, or have caused a heightened 
sensitivity, in the young Leslie Clarence Falvey. In any case, if these factors produced a 
sensitive man, serving as a stretcher bearer in the killing-fields of Gallipoli and adjusting 
to civilian life with a partner who had little conception of the wider world let alone the 
atrocities he had probably witnessed, combined with the emasculating effects of the Great 
Depression (refer to Appendix 4),”* may well have all contributed to his declining mental 
state. To place this is context, I might add, in subjective terms - that of the only two 
conversations concerning suicides of antecedents in which I have | been engaged during 
this week that I am writing this section, both friends confided that one of their 
grandfathers had committed suicide around 1936! An Australian Bureau of Statistics 
report on suicides indicates that this period had the highest rate for male suicides (refer to 
Appendix 4), although its commentary indicates some bias to suit modern political 
correctness, and does not consider the probability of the 1930s figures being 
underestimated where such deaths were reported as due to some other cause in situations 
where the taint of a shameful death event could be avoided by a family. The 
psychological effect of the boredom and idleness brought by the depression is easily lost 
in modern economic times, but as Colton once observed, ennui has made more gamblers 
than avarice, more drunkards than thirst, and perhaps as many suicides as despair. 


Other records include an autopsy report (refer to Appendix 4)”° confirming the cause of 
death as ingested Lysol by an otherwise healthy man. However, the report of the 
Coroner’s Inquest includes a deposition by the medical superintendent of the Receiving 
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House Royal Park (refer to Appendix 4)*° that notes Leslie Clarence Falvey’s admission 
to Royal Park on 10-9-36 and further states ... he was depressed, accused himself of 
committing crimes, was restless and was sleeping badly ... a case of melancholia ... of 
suicidal tendencies .... of unsound mind. The records of the inquest also include further 
depositions by the boy who found the body and the police constable who attended the 
scene (refer to Appendix 4).”” 


As noted above. the suicide was hardly discussed in the family - a common approach to 
such an unfortunate event that may perhaps be less well appreciated today when we are 
encouraged to address such issues more directly. My mother relates the story of my 
‘aunts’ Doris and Gladys telling her about being present while Leslie Clarence Falvey 
was dying, each holding one of his hands and imploring him to hold on for the sake of the 
boys — hardly a plausible scene considering the lonely and gruesome circumstances of his 
death. Whether this is part of the creation of a fiction to avoid pain or scandal, or whether 
it related to some other event in his life, we cannot know. According to my mother, my 
father, Kenneth Leslie Robert Falvey did not discuss his father’s suicide or its effect on 
him, and | suspect this was also the case for his two brothers, Walter and Ronald Falvey. 


I recall my grandmother, Gertrude Amelia Falvey as an old woman who looked after my 
brother Russell and me for short periods, and when our parents once took a holiday 
without us. I enjoyed the dark atmosphere of her house at 7 Boorool Rd, East Kew, and 
her lax supervision, though I did not like the human atmosphere. Later memories are of 
an even older woman, sometimes difficult in nature and somewhat ignorant of much of 
life, staying with us on rotation from her other children’s homes, until the demands of her 
health and her attitudes led to her sons placing her in an old age home, which | hated to 
visit. She had no savings, so her sons paid for the home; though she had worked as a 
tailor’s assistant as a young woman, , she never worked after she married - even after her 
husband died, when the older boys were removed from school to start work, while 
Ronald Falvey’s education was paid for by legacy. 


Gertrude Amelia Falvey died at the age of 74 in that old age home in St Kilda. Her death 
certificate (refer to Appendix 4)”* records that she had spent 68 years in Victoria, and was 
buried at the same Preston cemetery as her husband, Leslie Clarence Falvey. 


4.3.4 Generation 9: Falvey-Christopher 

The 1982 history recorded but basic information, which we can enlarge on here. 

The three Falvey sons, Walter John Clarence, Kenneth Leslie Robert and Ronald Warcus 
Bowden grew up at the house in 7 Boorool Rd East Kew, then a less prestigious address 


than today, but nevertheless a favourable geographical environment in the Melbourne 
suburbs. As the suicide of their father was not discussed, we can only speculate about the 
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pressures of the family environment in which their father was suffering from, at least, 
chronic depression. 


| have more details about my father, Leslie Kenneth Robert Falvey, than | have of his 
brothers, though much of the generality of his life must have been shared by all three of 
them. Kenneth Leslie Robert Falvey was born on 9" March 1922; his birth certificate 
(refer to Appendix 4)” enters two places of birth — 1029 Punt Rd, Jolimont Ward, East 
Melbourne and 324 Highett St, Richmond. This is presumably a reflection of the record 
being made at the former address for a birth that had occurred at his parents’ home of the 
time; however, family folklore holds that he was born en route between the two places. 
The occupation of his father, Leslie Clarence Falvey, is recorded as ‘carrier’. His father 
signed the certificate in a hand that seems to me to be remarkably similar that this son, 
my father, would assume. 


I asked Mum to fill in some details about my father’s childhood; she says'”’ ... J don't 
know that I can tell you much about your father’s early days — except the very stressful 
arguments of his parents (refer to Appendix 5,'°! and to Generation 8 above). He lived in 
Highett Street Richmond until two or three years of age, when the family moved to 7 
Boorool Road East Kew. He attended St Paul’s Church of England and was confirmed 
there, was a Boy Scout, and enjoyed sport, continuing to play well into his thirties. From 
before he enlisted, he played baseball in the winter and cricket in the summer — he was 
part of the North Balwyn Firsts Cricket team when they were premiers and was awarded 
his green cap. His schooling was from East Kew State School until he reached eighth 
grade in 1936, when his father died and his mother sent him to work. This was the year 
he was to sit for his Merit Certificate, the certificate needed to find work in that difficult 
time, and the responsible school teacher called on his mother to ask that Kenneth Falvey 
attend school for the day of the exam, but she refused. Mum comments on this received 
memory ... the headmaster also approached her, but Mrs Falvey said she needed the 
money - Ken was only earning seven shillings and sixpence (75 cents) per week at the 
time!!! 


The wider family came to the rescue, with his uncle Jim Duckworth finding him 
employment at Sydney Cooke where he helped to repair printing presses. Mum recalls 
Dad telling her that ... Old Jim made his son ‘young Jim’ an apprentice — later young 
Jim’s son was also apprenticed, but not Ken. Ken worked there until about 1960, then he 
went to Young Bro’s as a maintenance engineer, then to W.D.&H.O. Wills, and lastly at 
Dominion Press. Always as an engineer - nobody asked to see his papers! 


As he grew up, he became fond of dancing and with a floating group of 20-25 lads, went 
to local dances at such places as Manresa and Glenferrie Halls, according to Mum’s 
recollection of things he had told her. Then came World War II and he was called up for 
service in 1942. During the war 1939-1945, after a few months he transferred to AIF and 
became a VX member. He drove big trucks from Alice Springs to Darwin for some 
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months. They also had to service their own vehicles — this knowledge stood him in good 
stead in civilian life. Mum is here referring to Dad’s detailed understanding of most 
things mechanical — an ability which mobilised the family ahead of its finances as he 
could repair and service the second-hand cars that he successively bought, starting with a 
Standard 8, then a small Austin, an FX Holden, until he settled on Vanguards as solid 
workhorse family wagons. 


During the War he transferred to signals, did a gunnery course in Queensland [and] by 
1945 when he could see the end of the war (after VE Day), he decided if the powers that 
be would not send him overseas, then he would do every course available to help with his 
education. Ken did try several times to go overseas. His older brother Walter, who was in 
New Guinea tried to claim him, but nothing happened. The War years were a source of 
fond memories that Dad related occasionally to us as we grew up — usually tall stories 
that I always suspected as having been born of real events. The only books he kept were 
those about the War, replete with cartoons depicting the ignorance of officers, and some 
books on carpentry and other handiwork. He often mentioned Darwin and its being 
bombed (refer to Appendix 4)'”? — though it seems he was not in town that day, and | 
trace my own desire to work their as a young man to the romance engendered by his 
stories. The record of his service’ and his discharge papers'™ are included in Appendix 
4, and these indicate that he was a signalman in the 15" Australian Line Section, 
beginning in the Citizen Military Forces in 1941 and transferring to the .Australian 
Imperial Forces in 1944, serving a total of 1,665 days, of which 1,505 was ‘active’ 
service — the other 110 days not being mentioned. 


On 24" May 1947, he married Mum — Dorothy Elizabeth Christopher — at St. Marks 
Church of England in Golden Square, her family’s church; they were both aged 25 (refer 
to the marriage certificate in Appendix 4).'°° Their courtship and early life is described in 
Mum’s memories recorded in Chapter 5 and Appendix 5,'°° which provides a slightly 
different perspective from this recitation solely about his life. 


I recall as a Boy Scout coming home with the message that we had all been asked to 
convey to our fathers that they consider assisting our 25"" Camberwell Scout Troup at the 
Deepdene Methodist Church by becoming a Scout Master. Dad was the only father to 
answer the call, a source of surprise and pride to me — and he made the ASM role his own 
eventually becoming GSM for a short time, all the time continuing to smoke ‘out of sight 
of the boys’ — except a few would always follow him to chat to this more human and less 
rule-bound Scout Master. As Mum recalls ... one of his proudest moment was to go to 
Government House to see Russell get his Queen’s Scout Badge. 


He was very fond of his son’s ... always regretted not seeing Lindsay graduate, and 
worried so about Russell fearing accountancy was too hard a road for him. I do wish he 
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lived long enough to see the success both boys made of their business lives. Ken died of 
lung cancer 23" September 1972 at the age of 50 — far too young. 


The Public Health TB Scheme had picked up a spot on his lungs in the routine 1967 tests. 
At the Heidelberg Military Hospital it could not be concluded whether the spot was 
tuberculosis or lung cancer — so a monitored program of TB treatment of about 40 tablets 
per day was selected as the primary intervention. Subsequently observing that the area 
had grown, a biopsy was performed and confirmed lung cancer. Again, further details are 
reported in Chapter 5 in Mum’s story of her life with Dad. 


Thus it was that, of the three brothers, it was my father — Kenneth Leslie Robert Falvey _ 
who was to die first. A copy of his death certificate is presented in Appendix 4;'°’ it 
records his death on 23" September 1972 at the age of 50, from ‘carcinomatosis’ -induced 
‘pulmonary oedema’, and his cremation at Springvale Crematorium. A post-mortem 
examination (refer to Appendix 4)'°* details his cause of death as originating with a 
carcinoma of the lung which was surgically removed in February 1969, having 
metastasised to the occipital lobe of the right cerebral hemisphere from which it was 
removed in October, 1971, and having massively recurred in the right chest. His ashes 
reside in a niche at Springvale Crematorium (refer to Appendix 4).'° 


Of course there is much more that one might say about one’s own father, but a family 
history is not the place for such memoirs. My overall impression of Dad was as a kind, 
generous and warm father who, while often absent and working late, was patient and 
taught me many skills which it took me decades to realise that most of my peers had 
never learned. I only recall seeing him annoyed once — when as a teenager I successfully 
engaged in the ritual of challenging his authority; and though he could swear and drink 
beer like all men of his world, I only recall him once swearing in front of we kids, and 
that seemed more than warranted as he had accidentally peeled back the skin on the back 
of his hand with a razor paint-scraper. 


A photographs of Kenneth Leslie Robert Falvey is presented on the following page. My 
mother, Dorothy Elizabeth Falvey (nee Christopher), who has provided much detail 
from her knowledge of the Falveys and her own family, is a focus of the Christopher 
line that forms the following chapter, Chapter 5. 
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Walter John Clarence Falvey died at the age of 58, also of cancer (refer to Appendix 
4).''® Walt, a genial, mentally agile and intelligent uncle was married to Edna, who from 
a generous aunt in younger years drifted into a distant and preoccupied state in middle 
age. They had no children and their marriage seemed to me to have been a socially 
acceptable convenience. In their latter years, they lived at 3 Maughan Pd, North Balwyn. 


Ronald Warcus Bowden Falvey, the youngest of the three sons, died last at the age of 53, 
also of cancer. His widow Muriel married Gary Pickering in 1984 and they continue to 
live at 34 Olympiad Cres, Box Hill 3129 - the address from which Ronald Falvey 
compiled much of this Falvey information. 


4.3.5 Generation 10: Falvey-Daly 


This is my own generation and presents the added difficulty of presenting myself in a 
manner appropriate to this family history. The 1982 history recorded this generation very 
simply, and such an approach remains appropriate. 


But what can be added? We are two brothers, John Lindsay Falvey and Russell Leslie 
Falvey. We have enjoyed a socio-economic environment uncommon to our antecedents, 
and the accomplishments of previous generations presented in terms of establishing 
themselves in a new country and active military service seem irrelevant to our own lives. 
Perhaps such external trappings of accomplishment are today represented by professional 
roles, education and biodata. In any case, such an approach is taken below as a discipline 
on space, and to avoid the error of drifting into memoirs — which is a whole other genre 
of self-indulgent literature. 


In terms of this tree, the Christopher influence has probably been greater than the Falvey, 
notwithstanding the name we carry — and that influence is one of fairly ordinary country 
values. Yet we are city people, as Mum relates of herself Appendix 5''' _.. for the last 
about 40 years I was the only member of the family who would live in Melbourne. For 
some reason my family disliked the city. Now my nephews and nieces are scattered from 
Townsville to Perth but still only one niece and one great nephew and one great niece 
and I live in Melbourne, and we're a fairly big family. And of course, she means the 
Christopher family. 


Russell and I grew up in Balwyn at 40 Elliott Ave, attended Deepdene State and Balwyn 
High schools, the Deepdene Methodist Church and were in most ways typical emerging 
middle-class children of the 1950s and 1960s. With the benefit of hindsight and 
psychological examination, the environment might be characterised as lacking some of 
the natural stimulation that an outdoor country upbringing allows, while not being 
introduced to the cultural opportunities of the city. While such a statement is entirely 
subjective, and is dependent on the psychology of the person being described, it also 
reflects the transition from the unprivileged working class of our parents to that 
comfortable middle class to which they aspired through us, and which we now enjoy as a 
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function of their efforts - for we are both privileged and comfortable, and not simply in 
financial terms. A photograph of we two and Mum, taken in her 80" birthday is presented 
on the following page. 


A more generous description of the type of suburban environment we called home is 
presented in an article from ‘The Age’ collected by Russell (refer to Appendix 4)'!* — 
while this is a different street of people with different names, it is the same postcode, 
same part of the suburb, same era, and refers to a street just a few blocks from our 
childhood home. 


Now in our fifties, we are both moving into comfortable, self-elected semi-retirement, 
possibly in subconscious reaction to the early demise of our father and his brothers, and 
of course the opportunity to do so. But we are quite different people, so I have allowed 
each of us a paragraph here to describe some relevant facts, hopefully without drifting 
into memoirs. 
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John Lindsay Falvey was possibly a little more rebellious than average, but the 
combination of a strong mother and minimal distractions, ensured a sound education and 
opportunity for contact with the church. These two factors shaped his life, culminating in 
the degrees of B.Agr.Sc (Hons), M.Agr.Sc., and PhD, and several awards from 
governments and professional bodies in Australia and Thailand. A Fellow of the 
Australian Academy, and the youngest Fellow in his professional body before severing 
his association with the body, and a member of various professional associations, he has 
an abiding interest in education, learning, spirituality, and writing. His teenage years 
included factory work in most vacations, with ongoing jobs of morning paper delivery 
and subsequently church cleaning, which he maintained through undergraduate years, 
when he also studied as a Methodist Local Preacher. In an unconventional career, he has 
moved his family around the world as he worked for government, the private sector and 
academia; he has been Managing Director of MPW Australia which with a merger and 
stock exchange listing became Coffey-MPW when it was Australia’s largest exporter of 
professional services working in 60 countries, Dean of the Faculty of Land and Food 
Resources and the University of Melbourne where he now retains the Chair of 
Agriculture, and has been chair or member of tens of national and international boards. 
He has published several books and more than 100 scientific or philosophical papers. 
More is presented in Appendix 4.''? Lindsay married Janice Patricia Falvey, the focus 
of the Daly line in Chapter 6, and they produced the two boys Leslie and Christopher, as 
described below. Their life together has included escaping Cyclone Tracy (refer to 
Appendix 4)''* with the baby Leslie as part of five years in Darwin, which was followed 
by five years in Chiang Mai Thailand where Christopher was born, and various other 
adventures more suited to memoirs than a family tree. Jan and Lindsay were divorced in 
2003 — it is too soon to say much more; relevant certificates are included in Appendix 
4.''° A photograph of the nuclear family is presented on the following page. 


Russell Leslie Falvey shares his brother’s ambition and has been described as the quite 
achiever. He attended the same Deepdene Primary and Balwyn High schools, and the 
local Deepdene Methodist Church (now known as St Paul’s Uniting Church) where he 
served as a Sunday School teacher, Stewart and Treasurer. Entering the scouting 
movement in 1960, he progressed through the ranks, being the then highest achiever of 
patrol awards, and in 1968 became the youngest recipient of the Queen’s Scout Award in 
the 25th Camberwell Scout Group (now known as 8" Camberwell North Group) — 
presented at Government House, Victoria on the last occasion that his father wore his 
Scoutmaster’s Uniform. Like his brother, he was no great sporting talent, but was ‘best 
team member’ of the Deepdene United Cricket Club in 1978. From the early 1970’s, he 
pursued a career in accounting, completing a B.Bus. (Accounting) at what is now known 
as Deakin University, qualifying for the Australian Society of Certified Practicing 
Accountants, and, is a fellow of the Australian Association of Taxation and Management 
Accountants. In the early 1980’s he developed and underwent life-saving surgery for 
ulcerative colitis, making a complete recovery. He purchased his first house in Forest Hill 
in 1981 and relocated to Mount Waverley in 1994. In 1995, he married Anne Isherwood, 
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his partner of 14 years; they have no children. Beginning work as a cost clerk with 
Sellotape, Russell also worked with General Electric, Southcorp, and Linpac Mouldings, 
where he was, for eight years, the first Australian Finance Director of this major 
international plastics manufacturer. Over the last twenty years Russell has also developed 
his own accounting practice, and now works part time in that practice, trading shares and 
advising his last employer, Australia Mailing. Further facts are presented in a short 
curriculum vitae (refer to Appendix 4). ia 


Our only Falvey cousins, the progeny of Ronald and Muriel Falvey are; Peter Ronald 
(born 1958), David Andrew (born 1960) and Gary Charles (born 1964). Peter married 
Joanne Fisher in 1986, separating in 2000 - children of the marriage being Thomas 
Charles (born 1992), James Daniel (born 1995), and Kate Elizabeth (born, died 1996). 
David married Amanda Jane Wheelhouse in 1990, children of the marriage being Sarah 
Kate Matilda (born 1995) and Adam David (born 1996). Gary married Pauline Ann 
Slevison in 1989 and their son is Matthew James (born 1996). [Most information kindly 
supplied by Muriel Falvey (nee Bradshaw) — some years may be wrong]. 
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4.3.6 Generation 11: Leslie Kenneth Falvey and Christopher John Falvey 


. The 1982 history presented a cursory entry. Perhaps it is too soon to say much more -— 
though such reasons have not precluded other entries! The distant birth places of both 
brothers reflect the restlessness of their parents, particularly their father - me. Both have 
grown up in an environment that, to an external observer, appears to be normal for 
children of the professional middle class in Australia — but it is in fact much richer. 
Attending Melbourne Grammar School and travelling internationally since they were 
young has afforded them a perspective on life and on Australia that differs from that of 
the majority of their generation. Their conventional accomplishments are impressive and 
easily listed in their curricula vitarum (refer to Appendix 4),''’ but these can never 
include the wealth of diversity that has brought them to today and will take them 
wherever they will go. Now in the prime of their lives, their stories are their own to write. 


An early handwritten attempt, erroneous in part, to present the overall trees leading to 
Leslie and Christopher, is presented in Appendix 4.''8 


4.4 The Falveys and Richmond, and Elsewhere 


For a branch of the tree that is so peripatetic, it seems ironic that we can claim to have 
lived in the very same Melbourne suburb in which our every direct Falvey forbear once 
was born or lived — Richmond. So, while we were living in The House at 3 Clifton St, 
Richmond — the title of a document produced with Leslie (refer to Appendix 4),''” we 
also produced a summary document to celebrate 1/02 Years of the Falveys in Richmond 
(refer also to Appendix 4).'”° These are followed in the appendix by a centenary feature 
of the local paper in 1972,'*' spanning a part of the period in which Falveys have been 
part of Richmond. 


A drawing (1995), and some photographs taken in 1988 at the various addresses listed on 
documents of the Falveys across five generations are presented in Appendix 4'”° - these 
include; 3 Clifton St Richmond (where Jan and Lindsay Falvey lived at the time), 277 
Highett St Richmond (the address though obviously not the building where Leslie 
Clarence Falvey lived prior to his marriage), 55 Elizabeth St Richmond (where Hugh and 
Ann Falvey lived), the hotel on the corner of Victoria and Lithgow Streets Richmond 
(which John Daniel Falvey once either owned or ran), 100 Wellington St Richmond (the 
address though obviously not the building where Gertrude Compton lived prior to her 
marriage to Leslie Clarence Falvey), Holy Trinity Church of England East Melbourne 
(where Robert Compton and Amelia Gardner were married in 1883), St Patrick’s 
Cathedral (where John Daniel Falvey and Emily Yelland were married), St Phillip’s 
Church of England (where Leslie Clarence Falvey married Gertrude Amelia Compton), 
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St James Catholic Church Richmond (where Hugh and Ann Falvey were married), 7 
Boorool Rd East Kew (where Leslie Clarence and Gertrude Falvey lived and raised their 
. three sons), 19 Bernborough Ave Balwyn (where Jan Daly lived until she married John 
Lindsay Falvey), 26 Jordan St Malvern (where Jan Daly lived until she and her parents 
moved the family to Balwyn), 40 Elliott Ave Balwyn (where Kenneth Leslie Robert and 
Dorothy Elizabeth Falvey lived and raised their two sons), Deepdene Methodist Church 
(where John Lindsay Falvey and Janice Patricia Daly were married in 1971), and the 
family grave in which John Daniel Falvey was the first interment.

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Chapter 5 
Christopher 


The Christopher name, meaning ‘bearer of Christ’, is strongly aligned with Cornwall, the 
difference of which from ‘England’ may be discerned only by visiting. From a maritime 
perspective, its peninsula character and accessibility from the Mediterranean and Ireland 
produced a diverse heritage that is no doubt reflected in past, and perhaps even present, 
attitudes and genetic diversity. From a terrestrial perspective, its peninsula character 
made it somewhat of an historical backwater as it largely escaped the initial effects of the 
invaders who focussed on the larger cities and better agricultural lands of England. For 
example, Cornwall knew the Romans, but probably mainly as protectors of mines; it 
knew the administration established by William the Conqueror through the recording of 
assets in the Doomsday Book, but remained an outpost, and it knew the ‘English’ to be a 
different type of people. Some say little has changed. From this background sprang the 
Christopher line, which has possibly effected a larger cultural influence on we modern 
Falveys than our own forebear namesakes. 


5.1 Introduction

ai than that for the Falveys i in Ireland, primarily as a result of eral 
inter-continental communication and the diligent research of Jean Nankervis, wife of the 
late Gordon Nankervis. It is Jean Nankervis, through her continuing the letter-writing 
tradition of the family into which she married, who preserved the contact between this 
continuing Cornish branch of the family with us, their Australian cousins. Her passion for 
family history extended to provide much of the historic information presented in this 


chapter. More recent history was provided mainly by my mother, Dorothy Falvey (nee 
Christopher) in her documentation of the stories of her parents and self. 


The area of Cornwall from whence the Christophers sprang is illustrated in Jean’s hand 
drawn map of the ‘old parish boundaries in the western tip of Cornwall’ (refer to 
Appendix 5'%). It shows the property where she still resides — Wicca — and the 
neighbourhood of names that appear and reappear through each of several generations of 
Christophers in Cornwall. This property, a farm and its house and buildings, is the subject 
of her interpretive book, Wicca: The Story of My Farm - 6000 Years of History, in which 
she postulates its origins from the first stone age farmer through the bronze age until the 
arrival of the Celts, and the later influences of the Romans and the Saxons. The book then 
considers the medieval and Tudor periods before describing the building of the house in 
the seventeenth century, and further subsequent buildings. It contains several sketches 
and images of the property and its environs, and is presented in Appendix 5'** as a short 
scene-setting history of a part of the area of interest to the Christophers.

Nicholas CHRISTOPHER and Mary Anne BONE also produced four 
daughters in 1875, 1882, 1884 and 1886 (Generation 8) who 
were all baptized in Zennor although their parents had moved 
to the next parish of Ludgvan and thereafter to Perranathroe 
the next parish further south-east. 


Christopher CHRISTOPHER (Generation 6) married Amy at 
which time his occupation was recorded as farmer at Trewithy. 
This marriage produced a total of seven children including 
Mary (born 1835), Nicholas (christened 1842), Elizabeth 
(born 1852) and Christopher (the last) born when his father 
was 27 years of age. By 1852 Christopher CHRISTOPHER had 
become a schoolteacher. 


William CHRISTOPHER's second son, John, married Mary 
(Generation 6) and produced six children including Nicholas, 
Nancy and William. Nicholas CHRISTOPHER (Generation 7) 
became a miller at Gweek and produced a son William (Generation 
8) who was baptized in Zennor in 1879. Nancy CHRISTOPHER 
(Generation 7) married Francis EDWARDS (1858), a farmer of 
Trewey; in 1858 a Francis EDWARDS (Generation 8) was baptized 
"son of Nancy of Trewey, Farmer's Wife", indicating that the 
father died soon after marriage. William CHRISTOPHER (Gener- 
ation 7) married Christiana and went to farm at Boswednack; 
in 1844 Christiana (Generation 8) was born and is still 
remembered by some old residents of Zennor area. A further 
child, William, was baptized (Generation 8) in 1846 at 
which time William CHRISTOPHER (Generation 7) was recorded 
as a miner; at the time of baptism of another child, John 
(Generation 8), William CHRISTOPHER is recorded to be in an 
asylum, 


The Elizabeth QUICK mentioned in the first paragraph of this 


footnote is thought to be the link between Sir John QUICK 
(1850-1932) and John Thomas CHRISTOPHER (refer to Generation 8). 
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Generation 6 


The marriage of Nicholas CHRISTOPHER (Iv) and Charity 
EDDY produced six children; Nicholas (born 1797, died as an 
infant), William (born 1800), Nancy (born 1803), Nicholas (V) 


(born 1804), John (born 1814) and Andrew (born 1816). 


Nicholas CHRISTOPHER (WV) married Mary OSBOURNE in 1833. 


John CHRISTOPHER married Elizabeth LAWRY in 1836. 


A total of 47 CHRISTOPHER's are registered in the 
baptism records for this generation; occupations of males 


were either farmers or miners. 


The marriage of Nicholas CHRISTOPHER (V) and Mary 
OSBOURNE produced eight children; Charity (born 1834), Jane 
(born 1836), Mary (born 1838), Elizabeth Ann (born 1842), 
Nancy (born 1845), Catherine (born 1847), Nicholas (VI) 
(born 1850) and John (born 1856). Nicholas CHRISTOPHER (V) 


was a miner at Boswednack in Zennor. 


Charity CHRISTOPHER married Henry NICHOLLS of Kerrow, 
the next farm to Trewey; descendants continue to live on the 
farm, Jane CHRISTOPHER married John RICHARDS of Higher Kerrow. 

Mary CHRISTOPHER never married and lived at Rose Cottage 
which remains in the family in the possession of her great 
nephew Gordon NANKERVIS (Generation 9 of the CHRISTOPHER 
tree). Elizabeth Anne CHRISTOPHER married William NANKERVIS 
in 1862. Nancy CHRISTOPHER married John Trudgeon, a miner 
from Trewey whose father was a blacksmith. Catherine 
CHRISTOPHER married John HARVEY who worked the pump engine 
of the mine near Land's End. Nicholas CHRISTOPHER (VI) 


died at the age of 22 years. 


John CHRISTOPHER married Mary MATTHEWS (refer to MATTHEWS 
in Chapter 9) in 1880 at which time his occupation was given 
as miner at Trewey. John CHRISTOPHER and Mary MATTHEWS 
emmigrated to Bendigo, Australia, in 1883 where John 
CHRISTOPHER worked as the underground manager of one of the 


Bendigo gold mines. 
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Generation 8 


The marriage of John CHRISTOPHER and Mary MATTHEWS 
produced five children; John (born 1880, died as an infant), 
Mary (born 1882, died as an infant), Jane (born 1883), 
Nicholas (VII) (born 1885 in Australia) and John Thomas 
(born 1886 in Australia). Jane CHRISTOPHER never married and 
lived in Bendigo. Nicholas CHRISTOPHER (vir) married Rose THOMAS 
and produced three children including Nicholas (VIII), Rita 


and Jean (Generation 39). 


1) Nicholas (VIII) subsequently migrated to Australia and 
settled in Western Australia. 


John Thomas CHRISTOPHER married Elizabeth TAYLOR and 
after her death married Elspeth M.J. DICK (refer to DICK in 
Chapter 10); they resided at Rowe Street, Golden Square, 
Bendigo. John Thomas CHRISTOPHER worked on the Victorian 


Railways and was involved in Labor politics of the day. 


The marriage of Elizabeth Anne CHRISTOPHER and William 
NANKERVIS produced ten children including Samuel NANKERVIS 


(born 1877). 
Generation 9 


The marriage of John Thomas CHRISTOPHER and Elizabeth 
TAYLOR produced two children, John William Matthews(born 1912) 
and Leslie Ronald (born 1915). His subsequent marriage to 
Elspeth M.J. DICK produced three children; Dorothy Elizabeth 
(born 1922), Hugh Thomas (borm 1923) and William Nicholas 
(born 1930). John CHRISTOPHER married Ella KROEMER and 
resided in Bendigo. Ronald CHRISTOPHER married Janet Dorothy 
WALKER and also resided in Bendigo. Dorothy Elizabeth CHRISTOPHER 
married Kenneth Leslie Robert FALVEY (refer to FALVEY in 
Chapter 3) and resided at 40 Elliott Avenue, Balwyn. 

Hugh CHRISTOPHER married Jean LUCAS and resided in Adelaide; 
William CHRISTOPHER married Nita SULLIVAN and resided in 


Ocean Grove, Victoria. 
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Samuel NANKERVIS married Mary HOLLOW and produced seven 
children including Gordon NANKERVIS who married Jean FOULER- 


WRIGHT. 
Generation 10 


The marriage of John CHRISTOPHER and Ella KROEMER 
produced Marie (the first of all the cousins) » John (died in 
infancy), Nolene, Elizabeth and Michelle, all of whom 


currently reside in the Bendigo area. 


The marriage of Ronald CHRISTOPHER and Janette WALKER 


produced five children; Wayne, Yvonne, Lloyd, Kim and Margaret. 


The marriage of Dorothy Elizabeth CHRISTOPHER ALCM, LLCM 
and Kenneth Leslie Robert FALVEY produced two children; 


John Lindsay and Russell Leslie (refer to FALVEY in Chapter 3). 


The marriage of Hugh CHRISTOPHER and Jean LUCAS produced 


four children; Jack, Michael, Andrew and Marion (adopted). 


The marriage of William CHRISTOPHER and Nita SULLIVAN 


produced three children; Jennifer, Susan and David. 


Generation 11

5.3 Decorating the Tree 


Following the spirit of this collation, as already done in the preceding chapter on the 
Falveys, the bland presentation of the 1982 version of the Christopher family history is 
expanded here to include anecdotes and additional facts that help to make our antecedents 
more human to our limited horizons. The information available is all included — it seems 
at times to be peripheral to the tree itself, but the very fact that someone retained the 
information, or followed up on something they had heard their parents discuss, makes 
such apparent trivia of potential interest to a future genealogical researcher. And if a 
major function of such family histories is to inform readers of the influences that have 
shaped their psyche, then such anecdotal inclusions may ultimately be of greater 
importance than attempts to bask in the reflected glory of the distantly related successes 
of their ancestors — though some entries of that type are also included. 
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The style of Jean Nankervis allows the tree to be decorated with such terms as ‘Great 
William’, in acknowledgment of his reproductive prowess. She has also provided such 
detailed information that, in presenting it here, one can only suggest that it should lead 
future interested parties to read more of her prodigious writings. We are fortunate that we 
have such detail, and such apparently clear genealogical lines prepared from Jean’s 
research, and that we can relate this directly to our own Australian records. Her 
handwritten copy of the Christopher tree, with extensive footnotes, is presented in 
Appendix 5.'*° 


So, with this additional information, let us revisit each generation in the Christopher tree. 
5.3.1 Generation 1: Elizabeth Christopher’s Brother 


Beginning with the words ... the Christophers [are] one of the oldest and an important 
Zennor family, Jean Nankervis, in her summary of 3-12-1991 (refer to typed letter and 
notes in Appendix 5'*°), records that ... The first Christophers in Zennor to be recorded 
were in the 1569 Muster Roll, Davy Christopher and William Christopher. In 1613 
William died at Thomas Bosigran and left a silver cross (suitable as name Christopher). 
His neighbour was Thomas Berryman of Portmear. William Christopher’s son John had 
a 99 year lease on 3 parts of 4 at Bosigran on the lives of his two children William and 
Jane and his brother George's son- John. I presume the brothers John and George 
(generation 2 [note this refers to the numbering in the tree attached to the said letter, not 
to the numbering applied to the Christopher tree in the current compilation]) were 
farming together. 


John’s will is dated 1643 and he is described as a yeoman, so quite well to do. He lefi the 
silver cross to his son William and a silver whistle to his daughter Jane. Arthur Berryman 
helped make the inventory of his goods which included lots of cheese, cloth, cattle etc. 


How we relate these earliest references to Christophers in the home of our ancestors to 
our own line eludes me, unless this leads to the John Christopher of Generation 2 from 
whom we may derive - there is doubt over the assignment of children between the two 
brothers in that generation. In any case, it seems inconsequential, unless perhaps one 
covets the silver cross and whistle as lost heirlooms. But such information provides some 
life to this distant past leading up to the time of the first generation that appears in our 
tree. 


Jean Nankervis’ footnote adds that ... Elizabeth Christopher must have been born in the 
1620s, and she must have had a brother who was also married about 1849. And that is 
all we have, although as Jean observes in her letter of 15.5.81 (refer to Appendix ee 
the Christophers were alive in 1590 and could be one of the families mentioned in Book 
IV, part of her fictionalised story of this area of Cornwall. 
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5.3.2 Generation 2: Christopher-Farun 


- It is this Nicholas Christopher and Jane Farun that produced the line with which we 
are concerned, though Jean Nankervis expresses some doubt in her handwritten tree by 
asking herself ... John and Nicholas had at least 7 children, but who had which? \t makes 
no difference to us — the major factor being that either Nicholas or John produced a 
further Nicholas, who in turn produced our line. The tidy statements of the 1982 version 
of the history may thus be just that - too tidy. 


Of this generation, Jean Nankervis, in her summary of 3-12-1991 (refer to typed letter 
and notes in Appendix 5'*’), records that ... In 1736 ... John Christopher, yeoman, 
possibly George's grandson, leaves his wife £4 a year, 2gns each to his three daughters 
and three of his grandchildren, 5/- each to the rest of his grandchildren. His eldest son 
Nicholas gets all else. This statement adds doubt to the accuracy of the tree as presented, 
for this Nicholas is shown there as the namesake of his father — in any case, it is Nicholas 
that seems to be critical to our line, and he married Ann Eddy in 1726. 


5.3.3 Generation 3: Christopher-Eddy 


We can add a little more, again from Jean Nankervis’ summary of 3-12-1991 (refer to 
typed letter and notes in Appendix 5'*’), which records that ... Nicholas had wed Ann 
Eddy in 1726 and I think the Eddys may have been at Bosigran as when Nicholas died in 
1767 he left his wife £4 a year out of his Kerrow rents. He leaves Kerrow to his son John 
and everything else to his son Nick IV. 


5.3.4 Generation 4: Christopher-Thomas 


Again we can add from Jean Nankervis’ summary of 3-12-1991 (refer to typed letter and 
notes in Appendix 5'%°) which records that ... John and Nick (Gen. 6 {note this refers to 
the numbering in the tree attached to the said letter, not to the numbering applied to the 
Christopher tree of this compilation, which shows this period as Generation 4]) both died 
in 1812. Nick died first but his line [ours] continued. John had two daughters Jane and 
Elizabeth and was a yeoman worth £279. Both his daughters married but only Elizabeth 
had children. Elizabeth was 21 and died at 27 having lost her third child and probably 
only just given birth to her fourth. Her sister Jane brought up the three surviving 
children. When John died (Gen.6 [Generation 4 in the tree we are using]) he left his 
daughter Jane £12 p.a. and the right to live in his house whenever she wanted to, and to 
be provided with bed and bedding, table, two chairs etc and “the reserved fuel now 
enjoyed by me from my tenant Nicholas Christopher”. (This must have been his brother's 
son Nick V.) He leaves £30 each to his two granddaughters and his estate to his grandson 
John Roberts who is underage. 
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Nicholas Christopher or Nick JV wed Charity Thomas [note error in presentation of 
some versions of the Christopher tree where Charity’s surname is absent after her name, 
- but is mistakenly entered as a child Thomas with no birth date on the line above her 
entry] in 1767. He left his second son Andrew Taylor's Place at Carrow and the rest of 
his estate to his sons Nick V, the eldest, and William, the youngest. 


5.3.5 Generation 5: Christopher-Eddy 


This information was gleaned from Jean Nankervis’ notes, but a far more interesting 
mode of expressing this comes in her own words ... Addresses are now given as well and 
the Christophers were living at TREWEY. Nicholas was a farmer. The William who had 
twelve children must have been a rare character and there is more about him on the back 
of this page. [viz] The William who married Mary Osborne in 1794 — we will call [him] 
Great William ... was a yeoman, a farmer and a miner; he lived at Trewey, sometimes 
spelt TREWITHY. His first born was called William in 1793! — he was married in 1806 to 
Elizabeth Quick and had a son John in 1813. If 1793 is read as 1795 (because his parents 
married in 1794) then he was 11 when he married. 


[His father] Great William was only 13 himself when he got married. His next son in 
1807 was John in 1797, then Matthew 1799, Nicholas 1802, Robert 1804, William again 
1809, Nicholas in 1810, Elizabeth 1811 and ANNE 1812 and ANN 1816. The 2 
Nicholases and the 2 Annes all grew up and got married. The second Nicholas married 
Nancy and had William in 1832. Anne married John Thomas of Lelant in 1834 and Ann 
married Thomas Eddy in 1841, a farmer on Lady Downs in Zennor. The first Nicholas 
married Elizabeth and had another Nicholas in 1843 who married Mary Ann Bone in 
1873 and died 1900. He was missing in Zennor in 1873 when their son Nicholas was 
born. They also had four daughters in 1875, 1882, 1884 and 1886 who were all baptised 
in Zennor although their parents had moved to the next parish, and then to Perranuthnoe 
— the next parish further east. 


Great William's son Christopher married Amy when he was a farmer at Trewithy and 
Mary was born in 1835. Nicholas was christened in 1842 and he is given no mother in 
the records. When Elizabeth was born in 1842, Christopher had set himself up as a 
schoolmaster. Christopher was born when his father was 27 and he was the seventh 
child. 


Great William's second son John married Mary — and had six children. John’s son 
Nicholas became a miller at Gweek (?) and had a son William who was baptized in 
Zennor in 1879. John’s daughter Nancy married Francis Edwards in 1856, a farmer at 
Trewey but something must have happened to him as in 1858, Francis Edwards was 
baptised “son of Nancy of Trewey, Farmer's wife”. John’s son William married 
Christiana and went to farm at Boswednack. In 1844 Christiana was born and I heard 
someone mention remembering her as an old lady the other day. 1846 William — Father 
mining. 1851 John baptised while his father was in the asylum. Many of these details, and

others, are illustrated in the multiple (four) trees prepared by hand by Jean Nankervis 
(refer to Appendix 5)'*'. 


Interesting as all this may be, it is not our direct line. It does illustrate the apparent 
intermarriage and duplication of names, even among surviving siblings. Is this a lack of 
imagination? Or is it just something unimportant — if everyone in a small community 
knows who is being referred to, what does some official naming record have to do with 
everyday life? But let us return to our line. 


Jean Nankervis’ summary of 3-12-1991 (refer to typed letter and notes in Appendix 5'*”), 
records that ... Nicholas Christopher or Nick V became a farmer at Trewey and wed 
Charity Eddy in 1797. William farmed Trewithy (Trewey) and wed Elizabeth Quick in 
1806. The William line not very clear but he was also a miner. William's son Christopher 
Christopher was a farmer at Trewey and a school teacher in 1852. William's son John 
had a son William who was often in the Bodmin lunatic asylum. Mad Will wed Christiana 
and had 4 children. Mad Will’s sister Nanny wed Francis Edwards and farmed 55 acres 
— Trewey so was very prosperous. So we return to Nick VI, son of Nick V, as Jean would 
name him. 


Charity Eddy (Gen7 [Generation 5 in our presentation]) was 17 when she wed Nick V in 
August and had a baby in December. He died and the next year William was born. Nan 
only lived a year and Nick VI was born 1804. When her two sons were aged 10 and 16, 
John was born followed by Andrew 2 years later. At the age of 40, Charity died leaving 
her four sons aged 22, 16, 6 and 4. 


5.3.6 Generation 6: Christopher-Osborne 


Jean Nankervis adds the anecdote date that ... this William [a brother of our forebear 
Nicholas, or Nick VI as Jean named him] with eleven children had two called Charity 
and two called John and as the children arrived nearly every year several of them must 
have died young. The men were all farmers and miners and were. constantly changing 
their addresses ... I suspect the records of inaccuracies. 


To this we may add from Jean Nankervis’ summary of 3-12-1991 (refer to typed letter 
and notes in Appendix 5'**), which records that ... Although there were 26 baptisms in 
{her numbered] generation 8 by the time of the 1861 census'** there were only 34 
Christophers left in Zennor. The family does not sound very prosperous and all those 
with any ‘get up and go’ had gone. 


William's widow Ann ({her] Gen 8) lived at Tregarthen with her daughter Jane who did 
charring and her two sons Matthew and John who were miners. Her older children had 
left home.

Nicholas Christopher or Nick VI had wed Mary Osborne in 1833 and had 8 children 
including Gordon's [Jean is referring to Gordon Nankervis, her own husband] 
grandmother Elizabeth Ann. First they lived at Trewey where Nick farmed but then he 
found mining more prosperous and they moved to Treen, and later Boswednack. In 186] 
he was an agricultural labourer living at Foage with his wife and six children, Jane 24, 
Elizabeth Ann 19, Nancy 16, Catherine 14, Nick VII was 10 and Johnny 4'°. Charity had 
wed Henry Nicholls and Mary was a servant at Carnelloe about to have an illegitimate 
son. Nancy married John Trudgeon in 1867, his father was a blacksmith at Trewey and 
John later took over the smithy in Nancledra. His granddaughter Rene married Arthur 
Berriman who used to deliver milk from Trowan. 


5.3.7 Generation 7: Christopher- Matthews 


This is the generation of my maternal great-grandfather — and it was his sister, Elizabeth 
Anne Christopher’s marriage to William Nankervis that produced Samuel ‘who begat’ 
Gordon, who married Jean, who has spent so much time sifting through old records about 
the Christophers and Nankervises. The relationship from Generation 7 (10 in Jean’s 
numerical system) is indicated in Jean Nankervis’ airletter of 11 August 2001.'*° 


Of this generation, Jean writes in the notes to her handwritten family tree (refer to 
Appendix 5'°°) ... Henry Nicholls lived at Kerrow, the next farm to Trewey, and his 
descendants still live there. Jane married a John Richards from Higher Kerrow. Mary 
was a single woman and lived at Rose Cottage which we [Jean’s family] still own. 
Elizabeth Ann is Gordon’s grandmother and is another story on her own. Nancy married 
John Trudge {perhaps Trudgeon], a miner at Trewey whose father was a blacksmith. This 
family is now in Naneladra, our next village. Catherine married John Harvey, an engine 
man from St Just — the next turn towards Land's End. The engine would be the pumping 
engine of the mine. Gordon says his mother said they used to call over from St Just. 


John Christopher was born in August 18" 1856 when his father was probably mining at 
Bosevedneck in Zennor. When John married, his father is not given so he was probably 
dead. John was a miner at Trewey on June 9" 1880 when he married Mary Matthews of 
Tremeader, Zennor, whose father Thomas was a farmer. He was a bachelor, she was a 
spinster and they were both of full age (over 21) [when they married]. The marriage 
certificate (refer to Appendix 5'°’) also indicates that Mary was unable to sign her name. 
The first baby was born November at Tremeadow (spellings are always changing) so 
Mary must have been at home. The next two were born at Trewey. ... In 1882 on May . 
a John Christopher aged 18 months was buried. In 1883 on April 1", a Mary Christopher 
aged 13 months was buried, but the register does not say who their parents were. 


The line of Mary Matthews herself was discussed in the 1982 version as follows ... 
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MATTHEWS 


(enters CHRISTOPHER tree at Generation 7) 


(fe MATTHEWS brothers, John and Thomas were born 
around 1830 to 1832 (equivalent to Generation 6). John 
MATTHEWS never married while Thomas MATTHEWS, a farmer at 
Trewey, married (name not known) from Marazion. This 
marriage produced two children, Cordelia (born 1856) and 
Mary (born 1858). Cordelia MATTHEWS married William James 
PAYNTER of Saint Ives in 1884; this marriage produced three 
children (Generation 8), Jonn Bevan (born 1885), William 


James (born 1887) and Thomas Matthew! ). 


Mary MATTHEWS married John CHRISTOPHER in 1880 (refer 
to Generation 7 of CHRISTOPHER tree); their place of residence 
was recorded as Tremeader, Zennor. Two children were born 
in Cornwall and died as infants. A third child, Jane was 
born in 1883 after which the family emmigrated to Bendigo, 
Australia, together with the families of EDWARDS and TruoGe ons?) 
also of Trewey both of which were probably related by marriage. 


Two additional children, Nicholas and John were born in 


Australia. Refer to CHRISTOPHER tree for further details. 


1) John Bevan PAYNTER (Generation &) emmigrated to Sydney, 
Australia, subsequently marrying and producing two children, 
Edna and William James (Generation 9). William James PAYNTER 
(Generation 8) married Annie NANKERVIS. Thomas Matthew PAYNTER 
(Generation 8) married Amy Elizabeth GRIGGS producing a daughter 
Alice Jame. Alice Jane PAYNTER (Generation 9) married Dan QUICK 
and produced two children, Dan and Rosalynd. Dan QUICK (Gener- 
ation 10) migrated to Sydney, Australia. 


2) The TRUDGEON family settled in Beechworth, NSw. ns

A sketch tree of the Matthews and related families in Jean Nankervis’ handwriting, '** and 
another in Mum’s [Dorothy Falvey (nee Christopher)]'*’ are presented in Appendix 5. 


In any case, it is the child of John and Mary Christopher (nee Matthews), John Thomas 
Christopher born June 9, 1886 — three years after their 1883 emigration to Australia, that 
concerns our link to this Cornish mining heritage. The town of Zennor from which Mary 
came and in which they were married is depicted at around that time (1880) in what 
appears to be a painting made into a postcard that is included in Appendix 5'"’ on the 
same page as a postcard photograph of ‘the mermaid’ relief in the Zennor Church. The 
mermaid forms part of ancient local folklore as is unashamedly mentioned in the 
descriptive pamphlet ‘Zennor Church’ (refer to Appendix 5'"'), That pamphlet 
incidentally also relates directly to the Christophers, as Jean Nankervis writes in her letter 
of 20-9-1984 (refer to Appendix 5'"*) ... the house in the middle of the picture on the 
front of the leaflet [the two storey building at the centre of the whole image] about 
Zennor Church is where the Christophers lived in 1880. On the left is a new addition 
which faces the road. Old buildings touch it behind an old extension on the back. Jean’s 
letter contains a little sketch to better identify the house in question. It also included the 
photograph of the house in which John and Mary Christopher eventually lived after they 
had established themselves in the Australian mining town of Bendigo. As Jean notes in 
her 1984 letter (refer to Appendix 5'**) to me ... the photograph is of the house your 
great-grandfather built when he arrived in Bendigo and where his daughter Jane lived 
until her death in the 1940s {actually 1956]. The photo was taken in 1978 to show the 
outside tap (which I missed) and the later extensions. The house no longer exists. This 
miner’s cottage (refer to the photograph Appendix ae may seem less substantial than 
the stone house of Zennor, but it heralded a new life for the Christophers, which is a 
somwhat typical story of successful integration into the society of Australia through the 
subsequent generations. 


This same letter of Jean’s also offers a ... possible link between Elizabeth Quick 
(Generation 6) who married William Christopher, and Sir John Quick, as mentioned on 
page 23 of [the 1982 version of the Falvey tree]. More detail is provided and does not 
bear repeating here as the link seems tenuous and unnecessary unless other information is 
available — ] assume the interest is related to comments that my mother recalls from her 
father. 


Before proceeding with our direct line, it is apposite to provide more information about 
the Nankervis line, which for our purposes culminated in Gordon’s marriage to the 
chronicler Jean. Gordon died in 1993, aged 77; a copy of an obituary prepared by Jean, 
and a more personal letter are included in Appendix 5.'* From an outsider’s perspective, 
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one might also observe that this was the passing of an era — for Gordon lived and spoke in 
a manner that varied little from his heritage, and it was this that provided the living link 
between Cornwall and Australia, as my mother Dorothy, her brother Hugh, my brother 
Russell and I had the privilege to experience at different times. 


Some additional information about this John Christopher may be gleaned from the 
recollections of stories my mother, Dorothy Falvey (nee Christopher). The young family 
emigrated with other relatives, as related by Mum (refer to ‘Father’s Story’ in Appendix 
5'°) .. On the ship coming out, there were many of the relations. There were the 
Paynters who subsequently settled in Parramatta, there were the Bourschmans who 
settled in Beechworth ... and so on. They were all related. They were all cousins, second 
cousins, third cousins. But they were all related, and my dad kept in touch with them all. 


John Christopher died in an underground mine accident, when as Underground Manager 
of the Big Blue (or the Concord), he went with others to aid men trapped by a rock fall in 
the mine, and another rock fall occurred burying him and several other men. Mum seems 
to recall a pension scheme benefiting his widow, which sounds a significant advance on 
the Cornish mining background that they had left. 


5.3.8 Generation 8: Christopher-Dick (including Christopher-Taylor) 


Working as an underground manager for either, or both of, the Concord and the Big Blue 
Mine in Bendigo, John Christopher had established a new life for this branch of the 
Christopher tree. Separation from the ‘old country’ and other nostalgic notions seemed to 
have little negative effect and it would appear that the new country afforded opportunities 
that might not have been available had he and Mary stayed in Cornwall — it certainly 
allowed him to prohibit his children from working underground in the mines, which was 
ultimately the cause of his own death. 


The life of John Thomas Christopher has been elaborated by his daughter, my mother, 
Dorothy Falvey (nee Christopher). Her first essay (refer to ‘John Thomas Christopher: 
His Life’ in Appendix 5'*’) summarizing the life of her father seems to have been type 
written some decades earlier than dictated versions of the 1990s (refer to ‘Father’s Story’ 
in Appendix 5'48) and the former consequently omits much of the anecdotal spontaneity 
of the dictated versions, which capture an element of her Christopher quick-wittedness 
and humour. As these reminiscences extend to several pages, and can be amplified from a 
58 page transcript (refer to ‘Falvey Family History — from taped discussions with Mum in 
January °98° in Appendix 5'*’) of my eclectic interviewing a relaxed mother about her 
family memories, the following is but a paraphrase of the life of John Thomas 
Christopher. 
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This section of the chapter is headed ‘Christopher-Dick’ as this is the line that leads to 
Leslie and Christopher Falvey — but as the family made no step distinctions, and in the 
interests of about half of my own cousins, we follow the chronology of John Thomas 
Christopher’s first marriage to Elizabeth Taylor prior to his re-meeting of his first- 
betrothed, Elspeth Dick, after Elizabeth had died. 


From Mum’s recollections, as amended by her brother Hugh Christopher, we learn of a 
disciplined and energetic father and citizen. John Thomas Christopher, born 1886 grew 
up with his parents and siblings, Nicholas and Jane, in the house (refer to photograph in 
Appendix 5'°’) in McDougal Road, Golden Gully, and attended the Golden Square State 
School and St Mark’s Church of England. Dorothy Elizabeth Falvey (nee Christopher) 
recalls, in her dictated ‘Father’s Story’ (refer to Appendix 5'°'), a school reunion that was 
held sometime in the '30s, and my Dad went back dressed as a school boy ... [in a] navy 
blouse and with a pink bow, ... shorts [and] a straw boater. Mum’s typed version notes 
... After leaving school he obtained a job in a mine in Diamond Hill: started work at 7am, 
his father found him there about 9am and promptly sent him home, as he would not allow 
his son to work underground because of the danger — though one might also suspect that 
this could be the drive of the migrant to ensure that children had a better life than had 
been the lot of the family in recent generations in Cornwall. /ronically the father was 
later killed whilst working underground. 


Subsequently apprenticed as a blacksmith and farrier, he left on qualifying, apparently 
out of a fear of horses, and around 1905-6 moved to work for the McKay agricultural 
machinery company in Sunshine, as well as other engineering workshops around town 
where he was said to be the best hammer man in Melbourne. He boarded with a family 
named Schrumn, whose aunt Mrs Nankervis subsequently moved to become a neighbour 
of his later family in Golden Square, Bendigo; Nankervis is obviously a Cornish name, 
but | have not been able to discern any blood relationship between our family and this 
kindly neighbour. After a few years, he joined the Victorian Railways as a blacksmith 
striker. Marrying Elizabeth (Lizzy) Taylor, of the Taylors who built the church that 
formed a central part of John Christopher’s life, and who lived in Specimen Hill in 
Bendigo, the couple removed from Spotswood in Melbourne to rent at Booth Street, 
Golden Square and he began work as a fitter’s assistant in the Bendigo Locomotive 
Sheds. They produced two sons, John William Matthew (1912) and Leslie Ronald 
(1915), before Elizabeth died of Bright’s Disease in 1917, whereupon John Thomas 
Christopher moved back, with his two boys, to live with his now widowed mother and 
sister Jane, in McDougall Road. 


Muin’s typed story of his life then simply states that ... On the 18/12/1915 [actually 1919] 
he married a second time to Elspeth Marion Jane Dick of Rochdale, Sydney, formerly of 
Golden Gully — but there is more romance in her dictated version, which relates that ... 
somewhere in the early 1900s, 1909 or 10 or something, my father and mother had been 
— TI think the term was walking out — in those days, or maybe it was keeping company. 
They had nice little phrases back in the early 1900s. And they became engaged. Well, 
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somewhere along the line there was a quarrel over something or other, and my father 
came round to see my mother before she'd finished either sulking or being cross, or 
whatever it was that was her problem, and my father took off. He didn’t bother going 
back again, and when my mother realised that, she went off and lived in Sydney. 


In 1919 somewhere, mother was back in Bendigo, and good friends of theirs — Ellen and 
Bill Bullen — invited mother up for Sunday night's tea. Now, Sunday night's tea was a big 
event. Always the table was laid, there was always a cake in the middle, whether it was a 
sponge, a Madeira, two tier, whatever - a sponge always on a high cake plate took pride 
of place. And then there would be various small cakes, slices, scones - usually plain 
scones and fruit scones. In our home when I was growing up, we always had to have a 
slice of bread and something, then we were let loose and could eat whatever we wanted. 


Well, mother was invited ... and Mr and Mrs Bullen must've decided [that the nonsense 
had gone on long enough] - because they also invited my [now widowed] father. So my 
father, being a gentleman, was seeing mother home to wherever she was staying, because 
her family had moved from Bendigo at this stage, and before the night was over they 
patched up their differences and they were engaged. Then [on the 18" of] December 
1919, they were married at All Saints Church in East St Kilda (refer to marriage 
certificate in Appendix 5'°*). Many years later, my younger son Russell and his wife 
Anne were married also on the 18" of December, so just a wee little tie-in, in family 
history. 


Dorothy Elizabeth Falvey (nee Christopher) continues ... they moved into a rented house 
in Woodward Road in Golden Gully. That house is [now] gone. Houses were just so 
extremely difficult to get, it was just after the end of the Great War ... I don't know how 
long they rented that house, maybe for a year. Anyway, one of dad's friends, Con Vap 
[Constantine Vaphiopulus] ... of Greek extraction [was living] in Rowe Street, and next 
door to them lived a Mr and Mrs Keyes. Well, Mr Keyes died, so at 7 o'clock one 
morning Con Vap raced up to my father, banged on the front door, and said, "Do you 
want to buy a house? Old Mr Keyes has died, go and put in an offer". Well, I don't know 
that dad did it right there and then, ... I hope he would've waited till after the funeral. 
Anyway, ... mum and dad bought the house. They paid it - I don't know what the deposit 
was, but they paid it off at 10 shillings a week ... our family home for the next 40 odd 
years. I was born in the house, so was my younger brother Hugh, and I was married 
from that house. My own recollections of it are those of a young boy, to whom it was a 
dream, with its uneven walls and floors, dark wood-slab sheds lit only by sunlight 
slipping between the generous slabs, and acres of abandoned mine workings out the back. 
as it was built on a mining right, adjacent to the shafts of the Old Napoleon mine. 


The depression of the 1930s led to widespread sackings, but the railway workers voted 
through their union to work five out of six weeks rather than reduce employment; perhaps 
this sparked John Thomas Christopher’s interest in socialism and politics, though he was 
a very civic-minded man, being a life member of both the ANA Lodge and the Bendigo 
Hospital, secretary of the Railway Union (Bendigo), trainer for the Kangaroo Flat 
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Football Club, treasurer for the church and Sunday School, a church Guardian and an 
active St John’s Ambulance member, a medal for which remains with me (refer to 
Appendix 5!°°). 


Jack Thomas extended his interests in politics, which included street-corner ‘spruiking’ 
for the Labor Party, as well as activity with the Australian Railways Union, and various 
public groups, which would have culminated in his standing for Federal seat of Bendigo 
in the 1945 election had not his unassuming wife, Elspeth, insisted he have a medical 
check before proceeding. Dangerously high blood pressure thus sent him to bed rather 
than Parliament. That his socialist and communist ideals eventually prompted his 
expulsion from the Trades Hall Council tells us of an intelligent and interesting middle- 
aged man with passion unbounded by parochial views — though by the 1940s he had 
become disenchanted with the Communism and rejoined the Trades Hall Council. 


Poor health led to his superannuation from the Railways at the age of 59, after which he 
developed an interest in lawn bowls and travel. Dorothy Elizabeth Falvey (nee 
Christopher) recalls his visits to the railway doctor in Melbourne, after she had married 
but before my brother and I had arrived ... Dad’d go to the doctor, then he'd walk up the 
hill to the Spencer Street Railway Station and I'd meet him, and we'd go upstairs to the 
dining room, which was very nice in those days — silver service, nicely dressed waitresses 
with their white tops and apron, and I'd have a three course meal with him, and then he 
would catch the half past one train back to Bendigo, after always slipping a £5 note into 
my hand, which was very, very handy, because I think in those days Ken was earning 
something about £6 or £7 a week. 


At age 63, a heart attack curtailed his activities further until his death in 1955. | was 
about 5!” years old when he died, and retain fond memories of a kindly old-man who 
held my hand walking down the stony gravel street and at other times sitting me on his 
knee. An organised man, he died in the cemetery at the funeral of his close friend ‘Dad’ 
Browel, as Dorothy Elizabeth Falvey (nee Christopher) relates anecdotally ... my older 
brother, Jack, of course was at the same funeral, and somebody said to him, “Oh, 
someone's collapsed and died down the track”, “Oh”, says Jack, who was a great 
worrier, “That'll be my dad, I'd better go down and see” ... His funeral was the largest 
Bendigo had seen to that time according to Mum — some notices of his death, an obituary 
and an article about the stained glass window donated by the family to St Mark’s to 
commemorate his life are included in Appendix 5.'°* Mum’s earlier and more formal 
description of her father’s life ends with a family tree to that date for his progeny from 
both marriages (refer to ‘John Thomas Christopher: His Life’ in Appendix 5'”’). His 
photograph is reproduced on the next page, followed by a family photograph taken at the 
installation of the commemorative stained glass window, which is also pictured. 
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Mum’s generous dictation from her memories, and her brother Hugh’s additions and 
corrections, also provide a document about their mother, whose maiden name was 
Elspeth Marion Jane Dick — refer to Appendix 5'° (‘Elspeth Marion Jane 
Christopher’). Some following paragraphs paraphrase that document — but before that we 


should discuss the Dick family. 


The 1982 version of the family history contains the following tree and treatment of the 
Dick generations, beginning in Scotland.

At the time of 1861 Census 
Elspet DICK (mee JEFFERY) is recorded as living in Moray county, 
being 'head of household! and working as a female labourer 


and washerwoman. 
Generation 6 


The marriage of William DICK and Elspet JEFFERY produced 
four children; John (born 1831), Jean (born 1834), James 
(born 1830) and William (born 1847). John DICK is recorded 
as having been born in Duffus, Morayshire, Scotland. He 
emmigrated to Castlemaine, Australia, and married Margaret 


CHARLES?) 


who had emmigrated from Ireland; they lived at 
Kangaroo and John DICK is recorded as a goldminer in Castlemaine, 
Victoria. John DICK was buried at Whitehills Cemetery, Bendigo; 


no family details are entered on his death certificate. 


Generation 7 


The marriage of John DICK and Margaret CHARLES produced 
children including William Charles DICK (born 1861).° William 
Charles DICK married Catherine STRINGER (refer to STRINGER 


in Chapter 11) in 1883. William Charles DICK worked as a

baker at Collingwood; his address at the time of death was 
9 Upton Road, Prahran, Victoria; he was buried in the Kew 


Cemetery. 


Generation 8 


The marriage of William Charles DICK and Catherine 
STRINGER produced nine children; Henry, Margaret (born 1885), 
Elspeth Marian (born 1886), Charles William (born 1888), 
Mary Agnes (born 1890), Clarice, Stanley, Vera, Allen, 
and Keith. Elspeth Marian DICK married John Thomas 
CHRISTOPHER (refer to Generation 8 of CHRISTOPHER tree) in 1919. 


Refer to CHRISTOPHER tree for further details. 
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To this we may simply add that other available information is presented in Appendix 5!°’ 
(refer to ‘Royal Connections and Scots Research’), but is of little Sonera enie. The 
results of the Scots Ancestry Research Society are also presented in Appendix 5°°°, and 
suggest the general tree copied from the 1982 version above, as hand-drafted and 
annotated by me,'*’ probably for that version. A letter from Dorothy Elizabeth Falvey 
(nee Christopher) providing more on this part of the family also forms part of Appendix 
5'% as do four certificates'®' confirming aspects of the lineage — notably, the 1859 
marriage of John Dick and Margaret Charles in Castlemaine, which mentions their 
respective birth countries as Scotland and Ireland from mariner and shoemaking fathers; 
the 1880 death of John Dick at age 50; the 1883 marriage of William Charles Dick and 
Catherine Mary Stringer in the Manse Vaucluse Richmond, whose fathers were both 
listed as miners; and the 1908 death of William Charles Dick at age 47 of pneumonia and 
heart failure. These were the parents of Elspeth Dick. 


The line of Elspeth’s mother, Catherine Mary Springer, in the 1982 version was reported 


STRINGER 


(enters CHRISTOPHER tree in Generation 8 via DICK) 


enry STRINGER, a miner at Sandhurst (Bendigo) married 
Margaret CRYSTAL (Generation 6) and produced five daughters, 
one of whom was Catherine Mary STRINGER (born 1862). Catherine 
Mary STRINGER was born in Inglewood and married in Richmond, 
Victoria, in 1883 to William Charles DICK (refer to Generation 7 
of DICK tree). At the time of their marriage William Charles 
DICK was a baker resident in Collingwood, Victoria, and 
Catherine Mary STRINGER was from Sandhurst (Bendigo). 
Mary STRINGER, of Golden Square, was buried in White Hills 


Cemetery in 1906 aged 75 years. 


Details concerning the parents of Henry STRINGER and 
Margaret CRYSTAL were not available; however, it is believed 
that at least one was born in Australia (equivalent to 


Generation 5). 
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Further information is presented in Appendix 5'® in the form of unsuccessful attempts to 
trace her parents, Henry Stringer and Margaret Crystal, beyond her mother’s grave,'”’ 
and my first tentative sketch tree.'“* So in the absence of more information, we now 
move onto Elspeth’s own story, courtesy of Mum’s memories. 


Elspeth Marion Jane Dick was born in 1886 in Bendigo, the second surviving child of 
William Charles and Catherine Dick (nee Stringer). Catherine had a history of either 
stillborn or weak babies that died in early infancy. Elspeth was thought to be another 
delicate baby and was therefore christened within a few hours of birth and given the 
names of William's sisters and aunt, thus fulfilling family obligations — but she lived 
nearly 88 years, the longest of all — her siblings, Margaret Louisa dying at about 69, 
Charles William at about 80 years, and Agnes Mary at about 55. 


She first attended a small private school run by two elderly ladies, and later attended 
Camp Hill School - now Bendigo Central, while also running the family shop attached to 
a bakery. She was part of the Arnold Street Methodist Church, although her mother had 
been Catholic prior to her marriage and Elspeth’s two nun aunts tried to bring her ‘back 
to the true Church’. Like her sisters, she was an accomplished pianist. In fact, her father 
wanted her to be a professional pianist ... he was so sure that she was good enough to 
earn her living as such but no, Elspeth wanted to be a school teacher. Father wouldn't 
hear about it, so Elspeth being a very determined person, even in those days, said, ‘If 1 
can't be a school teacher I certainly won't be a pianist’. ... On Sunday nights, she would 
play for her husband, children and the neighbours as all sang Allan’s and Sankey’s 
choruses, and hymns. 


Mum — Dorothy Falvey (nee Christopher) describes her mother as ... fallish, 35'S"... 
presumably in relation to the times and the mining stock of Bendigo, with ... /ovely 
auburn, wavy hair ... a most attractive lady. She practiced cake decoration for many 
years, having learned it in the pastry shop and bakery and practiced it there, until the 
bakery burned down (refer to anecdote from Hugh Christopher in Appendix 5'®). The 
family moved from Bendigo to Windsor in Melbourne, where they lived until her father 
died and she moved to Sydney, where her widowed mother soon joined her and ran a 
boarding house. As Hugh then relates, Elspeth Dick supported herself after she served 
her apprenticeship with David Jones as a dressmaker. After some five or six years in 
Sydney, during which time her sister Molly had married Burt Rundle and produced five 
children, Elspeth returned to Melbourne. Each time Molly had a baby, mother would go 
to Melbourne to take care of the house and the young family, always travelling by ship. 


Returning to Windsor, Elspeth worked as a contract dressmaker for socialite families, one 
such wedding preparation taking six months, for a Mrs Kerr — a very generous employer 
who, when she learned that Elspeth was to be married soon after her daughter, bought 
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double quantities of material and lace, thus it was that Elspeth had a trousseau surpassing 
that of the average working girl. 


Adhesions from an operation in the early 1920s severely restricted her mobility, and 
consequently there was always help in the house when her children were young though 
she always did the cooking. In addition to this health problem, Hugh proved a delicate 
child, and then Jack, the eldest child of the family, was hit by a car in Melbourne, poor 
treatment of which led to a total nervous and physical collapse. Between Elspeth and 
John Thomas Christopher they nursed Jack around the clock, taught him to again feed 
himself and to walk — as Dorothy Elizabeth Falvey (nee Christopher) relates ... Father 
made an iron walking frame and with the help of this and after many, many weeks of 
effort he finally became mobile. Bill, the youngest child of the family, arrived while Jack 
was still a semi-invalid, and so Grandma Dick (Catherine Dick, nee Stringer) and 
sometimes Elspeth's sister Louise Dick would live in to help. In the mid 1930s, Elspeth 
had an operation for the removal of adhesions and did not recover well. 


Education has featured strongly in recent generations, and may be seen to have begun in 
this branch of the tree in this generation. Dorothy Elizabeth Falvey (nee Christopher) 
relates that her father ... believed it necessary to give the boys a secondary education but 
not the daughter [as] she'd probably marry. Elspeth did not agree with this as her own 
youth had shown her that women should also be able to earn their living. So, she again 
did dressmaking which enabled her to pay for elocution lessons for Dorothy with the idea 
that she could become a teacher [as Elspeth herself had once desired to be] and therefore 
keep herself if it was necessary. 


During the Second World War, Elspeth knitted ... si// knitting was coming out of her ears 
- socks, balaclavas, gloves, scarves, whatever the servicemen needed ... using the very 
thick oily rough wool that few could manage - this was her first venture into public life as 
she was not one for mothers’ clubs or the Ladies’ Guild. She was also very proud of the 
badge she received as a mother of servicemen (including her daughter!) - a rising sun, 
and for everyone in the family who was serving there was a little gold star. She just kept 
on knitting after the end of the war, for the Red Cross, right up until she died. 


Dorothy Elizabeth Falvey (nee Christopher) concludes that ... E/speth was a mother and a 
home maker. After we all left home she lived in Golden Square, the family home in Rowe 
Street until she was 79. Then - I think it was at my youngest brother's instigation, she 
sold her home and bought a unit - or built a unit in the back garden of my younger 
brother's home in North Bendigo. This was facilitated by her action, after being 
widowed, to freehold the miner's right on which the Rowe street house was built, which 
her husband would not do — so, when she decided to move ... she was able to sell the 
house [and land]. 


She travelled to South Australia every year and stayed for a time with Hugh and Jean and 
came to Melbourne twice per year and stayed with Dorothy, always travelling by train 
which she enjoyed. At the age of 80 she made her first aeroplane flight and flew from 
Adelaide to Kangaroo Island where Hugh was working and she had five days just sitting 


fi 


in the hotel, being waited on and thoroughly enjoying it all. 


So ends this paraphrase of the life of Elspeth Christopher (nee Dick) from Mum’s words. 
An earlier typed version of the same story, which contains a few unedited details is also 
included in Appendix 5.'°° From the perspective of the next generation, to which | 
belong, I can add my recollection of Grandma Christopher as an interesting and interested 
old lady, whom we visited regularly and who stayed with us in Elliott Avenue each year; 
enjoined by family tradition, | wrote to her from Darwin after Jan and | had moved there, 
and she wrote back for the first eighteen months, and then she died — peacefully and 
healthy and active until the day in 1974. She had always wanted to have a grandchild in 
her own direct line before she died — and she died on 18" May 1974, one month after the 
birth of that first grandchild, Leslie Kenneth Falvey, on 18" April 1974. A photograph of 
her appears below — note the picture, of her mother Catherine Dick (nee Stringer) on the 
table beside her, an effect that Russell and I sought to reproduce when we had Mum 
photographed for her 80" birthday. 
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And so we come to the branch of the tree that joins the Falvey tree through Dorothy 
Christopher’s marriage to Kenneth Falvey, as discussed in the following section - after a 
short consideration of the other Christopher children of this generation; John (Jack) 
William Matthew, Leslie Ronald (Ron), Hugh Thomas and William (Bill) Nicholas. and 
their families. 


5.3.9 Generation 9: Falvey-Christopher 


The 1982 version of the family history presented a brief overview — but we can now add 
more. 


This is my mother’s (Dorothy Falvey — nee Christopher) generation, and as the source of 
most of what is related for this and the immediately preceding and succeeding 
generations, it is difficult to separate family history from memoirs. So, | have 
paraphrased Mum’s story about herself (refer to ‘Dorothy Elizabeth Christopher’ in 
Appendix 5'°’), and added bits gleaned from elsewhere. Although this approach 
inevitably omits important aspects, | cannot think of another way to address we living 
persons in a family history — and the difficulty is compounded for the next two 
generations (that of myself and sons), as indicated in that section of Chapter 4. So, the 
following is a paraphrase of the recollections of Dorothy Falvey (nee Christopher) of her 
own life, so far - for she is still only 81. 


Our mother, Dorothy Elizabeth Christopher, the only daughter of John Thomas and 
Elspeth Marion Jane Christopher (nee Dick) was born in the Rowe Street home, about 
7.00am on the 3 of March 1922, as her own memoir in Appendix 5'°* relates. Copies of 
her birth certificate and an extract are presented in Appendix 5'°’. School work presented 
few challenges and she was always near the top of the grade, except in the case of 
arithmetic. About age 10, she started elocution lessons with Miss Coghlan, who coached 
her through exams and two elocution diplomas of the London College of Music (refer to 
a newspaper clipping about her graduation, in Appendix 5'”’), copies of which are also 
included in Appendix 5.'”! 


She and Hugh sang in Wilfred Taylor’s Choir and school choirs; sometimes she sang as 
soloist, but usually in duet, and she learned to play the piano in her teens. — but it was in 
dramatics, particularly Shakespearean recitations and reading, that she won prizes. She 
relates her enjoyment of the heavily mirrored Chinese dragon procession recalling that ... 
in childhood ... all days were sunny, the sun would strike all these mirrors and the 
reflections were really beautiful. Other annual events of note were the girls’ new frocks 
for the Easter school holidays, and the Sunday school anniversary which announced the 
new summer frock. 
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As her mother was ill, she left school in 1935 or 36 to supposedly run the house, later 
returning to high school part-time to study English, English Literature, English History 
and Geography — no mathematics! From about 1939 to 1942, after helping at home in the 
mornings, she would teach elocution in the afternoons. This was a developmental phase 
in the young Dorothy Christopher’s life, resulting from her teaching and its rewards — see 
for example, the story of the Catholic priest whose speech she improved (see our taped 
discussion of 1998 - refer to Appendix 5!'7*). Enlisting in the Australian Women's 
Auxiliary Service from 1942 to 1946, she was still able to return home most weekends, 
and so kept a few special pupils to whom she taught corrective speech on Saturdays. Her 
initial AWAS training was conducted at ‘Glamorgan’, now the Caulfield Grammar prep- 
school, in which iteration her grandson Christopher Falvey was to attend for a short time 
in the 1980s. 


Interpolating some information about the siblings from other documents, we learn that, 
with the war beginning in 1939, Ron joined the Air Force, becoming a Staff Sergeant in 
the Medical Stores in New Guinea, John (Jack) joined the Army until his illness was 
discovered and he was honourably discharged and went to work in munitions in 
Adelaide, Hugh joined the Air Force, and Dorothy, defying her father, joined the Army 
and went to Melbourne. Bill wanted to join the Navy, but he was only sixteen when the 
war ended, and lived his life with that regret. Copies of the service record'’* and 
certificate of discharge'’* of Dorothy Christopher are presented in Appendix 5. 


By the end of the war, Jack had married Ella Kroemer and lived in Adelaide, until 
moving back to Bendigo. Ron had married Janett Walker from a Kergunyah farm, and 
after the war studied accountancy part-time with the assistance available to ex- 
servicemen, and subsequently worked for the Country Roads Board in Ballarat, then 
Bendigo, where he spent the rest of his life, eventually becoming CRB accountant for 
Northern Victoria. Hugh, who had earlier qualified as a fitter and turner, went to full- 
time study at Bendigo School of Mines, gaining diplomas in electrical and mechanical 
engineering, and then moved to Adelaide to work for the Electricity Trust of South 
Australia where he married Jean Lucas. Bill attended the Bendigo Technical School, 
qualifying as an electrical fitter after some years with the railways. After their father died, 
Bill left the railways and joined the PMG as a telephone technician, so that he could 
remain in Bendigo and live with his widowed mother, as he was the now the only 
unmarried child. He later married Nita Sullivan and they lived in Eaglehawk, Bendigo. 


In our taped conversation (refer to Appendix 5'”), Mum relates only a little of her 
courtship; while based at Heidelberg, a fellow AWAS apparently received a call from 
Ken Falvey whom she had met at a dance — he was in town. Being committed already. 
she handed the telephone over to Dorothy, which led to an exchange of addresses and

correspondence, though she claims that for a long while, she did not know whether it 
Falvey or Flavey in Dad’s signature. 


Now, we return to Mum’s story of her life. Once engaged to Kenneth Leslie Robert 
Falvey in 1945, they bought land in Elliott Avenue, Balwyn, for £210, and engaged 
Master Builder Thorn, who took nearly two years to build the house amidst the post-war 
strikes and material shortages. Marrying in May 1947, they lived with Gertrude Falvey — 
Mum’s mother-in-law — until moving into the ‘completed’ house on 6" of March 1948 — 
three days from each of their 26" birthdays. 


Dorothy worked from June 1947 until late February 1948 in a clothing factory in 
Hawthorn, as assigned by the post-war ‘manpower’ authority. Then she became a 
housewife, and Lindsay was born in 1950, then Russell in 1952. When her mother-in-law 
— Gertrude Amelia Falvey (nee Compton) — suffered a stroke, she and her sister-in-law 
Muriel Falvey (nee Bradshaw), took months about nursing her in their homes. Around the 
same time, a Bendigo contemporary of Dorothy’s mentioned that the education 
department was seeking speech therapists, so she applied and found that her 
qualifications were fine, although some modern teachings approaches were to be 
reviewed by attending the University of Melbourne. So she pursued this further until Ken 
returned from his six weeks in Adelaide installing a large printing machine for the 
Adelaide Advertiser, and, after listening to her excited description of the future, 
apparently replied to the implication that she would earn more than him that ... @ man 
likes to provide for his family. This interesting snippet is elaborated a little in the taped 
discussion with Mum (refer to Appendix 5'’°), and may also imply that Dad saw this as a 
risk to the family harmony that he missed from his own childhood. But I am well aware 
that such matters are more easily understood in the context of the concerned person’s 
own past, rather than our own modern political interpretations. In any case, Mum 
acquiesced, a significant factor in itself. 


Continuing part-time work up to 1965, the 43-year old Dorothy then retired, that is until 
Lindsay - me - reputedly changed his mind and decided to attend university - could we 
afford it? — | supposedly asked, and of course Mum and Dad agreed they could find 
another $1,000 per term by perhaps mortgaging the house that had just been paid off. 
However, a serendipitous change of government abolished university fees — but Mum 
went back to work anyway, this time in the Jarvis Walker fishing rod factory. 


In 1967, Dad had his first cancer operation; enjoying the next three healthy years, 
secondary cancer of the brain took him back to the operating theatre, and he never fully 
recovered, dying in 1972. Dorothy Elizabeth Falvey (nee Christopher) — our Mum - kept 
working when she could at Jarvis Walkers until 1974 when she finally retired. 
Meanwhile, Lindsay had graduated, married and moved with Jan to Darwin. Russell and 
Mum continued in Elliott Avenue for eight years until he moved to his own house. 


In September 1973, Dorothy Elizabeth Falvey (nee Christopher) went on her first of 
many overseas trips. She travelled to Asia, often to England, all over Western Europe, as 
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well as to Egypt, Israel, Morocco, Canada, the USA, and Russia on the Trans-Siberian 
railway, often with her brother Hugh. The travel and work in factories, often as the best 
educated person in such workplaces, work for PA on their large-scale surveys, as well as 
active membership of the Save the Children Fund, provided a fulfilling, yet also lonely, 
widowhood. Today, she belongs to Probus, CWA and Legacy groups. 


My cousin Yvonne - eldest daughter of Mum’s brother Ron Christopher — sees Mum as 
the family pioneer, for she was the first female to get a diploma, to join the services 
during the War, to work after she married, to drive a car in ‘that Melbourne traffic’, and 
to travel overseas. She sums up her life in the following words ... Like everybody's life 
I've had ups and downs, there's been moments of great joy such as the birth of the two 
boys. Moments of great sorrow - I never expected to be widowed when I was 50 and the 
years since then have been lonely. J fill the days in but the nights are very lonely. One 
expects to lose one’s parents but I didn't expect that three of my brothers would die 
before me, however, life goes along in a very flat, quiet, almost uninteresting way. 1 
enjoy fairly good health, for my years I think I'm still pretty good but I'm looking forward 
hopefully to a few more years. 


So what more could be said? Well, quite a lot really, but it probably needs the space of 
time to provide a context. The reporting of this and the preceding generation has been 
necessarily anecdotal, bordering on memoirs, because this is the manner in which the 
information was gathered. | can only add my own subjective views, and a few less 
subjective points that have become clear with the benefit of examining my own psyche - 
but that still only provides one side of the picture. From this perspective it would seem 
that the transition evident in each of the family trees discussed in this book was traversed 
relatively easily by the Christophers. One might trace this to the strength of the mother 
Elspeth, who in the 1930s, insisted in the face of her husband’s protestations that her only 
daughter learn a skill that would enable her to support herself independently, should that 
prove necessary. That this independence took the form of what would today be 
considered a form of vocational tertiary education, perhaps reflecting the mother’s own 
unfulfilled teenage wish to become a teacher, spurred the daughter’s interest in education 
when she became a mother herself, leading her to emphasize education to her children. 
Well do I recall the positive message that we '// support you to study as far as you are 
able. This no doubt facilitated our integration with those to whom more opportunities are 
available in our society. But this action alone would seem unlikely to have had effect 
without an accompanying attitude to discipline, also implemented by our mother, for her 
view of the world brooked little deviation from the path of self-improvement, and it 
would seem that such attitudes must have been instilled by her father, perhaps through his 
various civic and other activities. 


Within this fairly focussed family, Dorothy Elizabeth Falvey (nee Christopher) had 
apparently enjoyed the role of the only daughter with four brothers, but this was not 
conducive to her asserting some independence beyond the use of quick-wittedness, and 
the Christophers — in her brother Hugh’s words — were always known to be quick; indeed 
this continues to be a common source of misunderstanding by some who have not been 
exposed to the repartee that accompanies two or three gathering in the Christopher name! 


Mum’s independence came, according to her reply to some probing questions, with her 
joining the army during the Second World War, against her father’s wishes. Here she 
learned that, in the absence of brothers to do things, someone had to, and as no-one else 
seemed interested [she] took to organising things and with this development phase 
largely completed before she married, assumed a dominant role in the family. So, Mum’s 
word was law, to her at least, and punishments awaited the offender — in most cases, me. 
One cousin commented that this seemed hard, but it was not uncommon in among parents 
with high aspirations for their children, and with the benefit of hindsight and 
investigation, | now see it as simply part of the times and place. And it is place that 
provided an additional component for the integration of our line of the family with the 
established Australian order; the place where Mum and Dad chose to settle, perhaps by 
chance, was much more middle than working class, and as we grew up, our world was 
peppered with role models, such as headmasters and bank managers, as well as having a 
leading secondary school that allowed us to develop according to our abilities. 


Such a personal slant on the Christophers is offered only to render this line comparable 
with the other three in this book. | find | am too close to the subject to offer much more 
from my own experience. Mum continues to offer gems that would enhance this volume, 
but one has to draw the line at some point in time. A photograph of Mum, taken for her 
80"" birthday is reproduced below — note the picture of her mother on the table, a homage 
to the same device used in that picture, thus capturing three generations. 


And so the Christopher tree joins the Falvey tree. But there are other details of this 
generation that should be entered here for the sake of completeness. 


The eldest brother, John (Jack) William Matthew Christopher (1912-1987) married Ella 
Kroemer in 1937. Their four children are: Marie Elizabeth (born 1939) who first married 
David Cooper in 1964 and produced two children, Paul David (born 1965) who married 
Julie Day in 2000, and Gaye Maree (born 1969) who married Kevin Franklin in 2002 —

Max Watson in 1967 and produced two children, Cameron Andrew (born 1973) who 
married Kate Creighton in 1998 and produced Roley Connor (born 2002), and Shannon 
Leah (born 1976); Elizabeth Doreen (born 1946) divorced and then married Colin 
Hartland in 1973 — children are Judy (born 1967) who married Dale Forbes in 1989 and 
produced two children Thomas John (born 1998) and Kacey Louise (born 2003), Lesley 
Jayne (born 1975) who married Craig Hartshorn in 1997 and produced two children, 
Stephanie Louise (born 2001) and Savannah Kate (born 2003), and Ross Matthew (born 
1978) who married Donna Murley in 2001 and produced Darcy Beau (13.09.02- 
16.09.02); Michele Amelia (born 1949) married Gary Blake in 1975 and produced three 
children, Lauren Jade (born 1979) and twins Kristen Rae and Jarrod Heath (born 1982).

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Chapter 6 
Daly 


Daly — the maiden name of Leslie and Christopher Falvey’s mother — Jan, shares Celtic 
cultural origins with both of the patriarchal lines of this tree. As with those other 
branches, such influence seems to have been integrated with the emerging Australian 
culture before we reach the generations of today. Of the four branches of the family. it is 
this one with which contact has been closest for the three generations of the present day — 
particularly through maintenance of contact with the Twomey branch in northern 
Victoria. 


6.1 Introduction 


The 1982 version of the family history presents the usual bland information, which for 
the Daly line was particularly scant, and as I now realize, inaccurate. Since that time, 
additional information has accumulated, some of it peripheral to the direct line but 
nevertheless all of interest. The first and major additional source was Mr Jim Allerton of 
Grafton, New South Wales, who, in tracing his own family history, unearthed part of our 
own research and made contact. From his work we have additional information about the 
Dalys of Grafton and the common ancestors John and Mary Ann Daly (nee Winter). The 
second source Is very recent — the 2003 memories of Mavis Chapple (nee Twomey) in 
her 92™ year and Marjorie Daly (nee Hilsberg) in her 82"! year — they are, respectively, 
the cousin of John Henry (Jack) Daly’s mother, and his widow. In case I have 
misinterpreted some matters, Jan Falvey (nee Daly) has kindly checked this chapter. 


This is an important branch of the tree that leads to Leslie and Christopher Falvey, as it 
seems to me to have provided one of the few family gravitational points, thereby shaping 
some of the values that form a family’s culture. This observation, while possibly 
contentious, may be under-appreciated by those seeking to maintain the matriarchal line, 
in which influence was often more conspicuous. In any case, it does seem that the 
Chapple-Twomey connection has proved attractive to both the generation of Marjorie 
Daly (nee Hilsberg) and Jan Falvey (nee Daly) and her brother. | also find it curious that 
the branch of the family that has stimulated such contact has an apparent gap in 
knowledge of other antecedents and relatives, including by the siblings John Henry (Jack) 
Daly and Thelma Self (nee Daly) themselves — and this did not seem to reflect a desire to 
cover up some secret or to reject the family, as both contributed as much as they 
apparently could to the earlier phases of the family research until their own respective 
deaths, as the contents of Appendix 6 show. However, I realise that my observation may 
not be welcomed by all, and as | am not part of either line, | leave further consideration of 
any implications to other persons and fora.

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6.3 Decorating the Tree 


Adding to that dry 1982 presentation of the Daly tree is made easier by the additional 
information referred to in the introduction, and by the wisdom that slowly grows with the 
effluxion of time — so now, this branch of the tree receives more of the glory that it 
deserves. This means that, in keeping with the approach taken so far for the Falvey and 
Christopher trees, some opinions are included that may lead informed members of this 
tree into further consideration of the antecedents to their own psyche. Far from 
uninformed opinionated criticism, this approach makes a family history potentially useful 
and perhaps worth reading, as postulated in Chapter 1. 


The next sections, which follow the same format as the discussions of the other lines, 
therefore seek to add to the 1982 information under the heading of each generation with 
source documents all included in an appendix. This begins with a_ rough 
Winter/Daly/Twomey tree in my handwriting, which must have been an early attempt to 
clarify confusing relationships (refer to Appendix 6'*') — information presented below 
indicates some errors in that earlier compilation. In addition to that paraphrased below, 
we have detailed genealogical lists from Jim Allerton, which provide a near complete 
descendants’ tree from the first Daly of this line to enter Australia (refer to the ‘Detailed 
Descendants’ Chart’ and to his letter of 11" December 1991 and his ‘Daly Tree’ in 
Appendix 6'**). Much of this is included in the hand-amended Daly tree presented in 
Appendix 6.'*? 


6.3.1 Generation 6: Daly-Clency 


William Daly was the first person in Australia among the lines that make up this 
genealogy, arriving in 1832 and departing to India with his regiment in August 1837. 
This prior claim to Australianness and his reproductive success — 21 children'™ — would 
surely have earned the appellation, ‘Great William’, if the Jean Nankervis, genealogist of 
the Christopher line (refer to Chapter 5), was writing this section! From Jim Allerton’s 
research (refer to letter of 11'" November 1990 in Appendix 6'®°), we learn that he was ... 
Sgt. William Daly, No.515, a tailor with the 4" Regiment at Foot (The King’s Own) and 
that he was discharged for rheumatism ... from the army at Chatham, England, on the 8" 
July 185] [and that] his native place was given as Batterstowne, near Dublin, Ireland. A 
copy of his army discharge proceedings (refer to Appendix 6'*°) indicates that he joined 
the army at age 18 and served for 24 years of which 16 were spent abroad, being in New 
South Wales for five years and East India for 10. It gives his ‘final description’ on 
discharge as; age 42, height 5°8'°, brown hair, grey eyes, fair complexion, and a tailor 
by trade. 


is! 
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William Daly married Margaret Clency of the same regiment in St. Andrews 
Presbyterian Church Sydney, on the 14" May 1837 (refer to their marriage registration in 
Appendix 6'%’) and they subsequently had thirteen children. Both were listed as 
communion members of the Presbyterian Church of Scotland. William Daly later married 
Sarah Nichols, {and their children] were christened in St. Mary’s Cathedral, Sydney. He 
was conducting a tailoring business in George Street, Sydney, until his death on the 4" 
June 1882 — apparently unaffected by his earlier rheumatism. His wife, Sarah, died on the 
12" March 1876, after presenting him with another eight children. Her death certificate 
provides no details about her parents except her maiden name, Nichols (refer to Appendix 
aaa 8 


A copy of William Daly’s will (refer to Appendix 6'*”) indicates his intention to leave his 
assets to two of the children of his second marriage — perhaps because the children of his 
other marriage were older, or even because he had lost touch with them. William Daly 
was buried in the Petersham Catholic Cemetery and his remains were later removed to 
Rookwood Cemetery when the cemetery at Petersham was resumed for the railway and 
hospital. A copy of his death certificate is presented in Appendix 6.'”° 


6.3.2 Generations 7: Daly-Winter 


The East Indian origin of James Daly has long invited speculation, and it seems rather 
strange that no familial memory about it reached this generation. The note from my 
1980s information that his father was James Edward O’Daly of County Cork Ireland 
(refer to Appendix 6'”') has since turned out to be fallacious, and I can no longer recall 
where that data came from. But what were the family’s thoughts of this intergenerational 
interlude in East India? Thelma, the sister of John (Jack) Henry Daly — Leslie and 
Christopher’s maternal grandfather — kindly acceded to my request for information in 
1979 (refer to Appendix 6'””) but could add little ... Grandfather Daly was born in India, 
what his Parents did in India I do not know, in those days India was under British rule, 
could have been attached to the Army, plantation man or Government man hard to say, 
whether he came here with Parents or by himself, I do no know. John (Jack) Henry Daly 
similarly had no factual knowledge of this history. But an unexpected source from a 
related branch of this family appeared in the form of Jim Allerton, whose own research 
proved more thorough than mine, and for which I remain most grateful. 


However, even though the results of Jim Allerton’s work are much more accurate than 
our own sources, | shall first present our own for two reasons; because they were known 
to us before we came in contact with Jim Allerton and derive in part from the memories 
of close relatives, and because this approach provides a clear indication of the paucity of 
family contact and memory about relatively recent history of the family, which is of 
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possible importance to the psychologically inclined reader. One might think that such 
familial memory-loss was caused by fathers having died before sons could learn much 
from them, but in this line, this is not an acceptable explanation. William Daly died when 
his son James was already aged 42, James died when his son James Frederick William 
was aged 39, James Frederick William died when his son John Henry (Jack) was 48, and 
John Henry (Jack) died when his son Peter and daughter Jan (both living) were around 33 
and 29 years old. One might speculate that William Daly’s remarriage sometime before 
1853 might have caused a rift if his first wife was still alive — perhaps she was not of the 
‘true church’ — but it is more likely that she died early after bearing his first thirteen 
children. My own tentative conclusion is that there was both interaction between Great 
William’s two families and that the influence and knowledge flowed to the next 
generation, because his son James named his children with the names from of his step- 
sisters. Thus the disconnection would appear to have occurred in one of the next two 
generations. 


From Jim Allerton’s research we learn of the Indian period in the Daly line (refer to letter 
of 11" November 1990 in Appendix 6'), in which he writes ... James Daly was born in 
Bangalore, Madras, East India. He was one of thirteen children born to Sgt. William 
Daly ... and Margaret Clency. As his parents’ marriage had taken place in Sy’. Andrews 
Presbyterian Church Sydney, on the 14 May 1837 ... one wonders whether this was a 
non-Catholic interlude in an otherwise Catholic line, though William seems to have been 
born in Dublin, not southern Ireland as we had once thought — but there are several 
inconsistencies in his records; in any case, the children of his father’s second marriage 
seem to have followed a Catholic tradition. 


James had at least a brother named John and perhaps a sister Margaret, who may have 
lived in the Condobolin district ... but we know nothing of the other ten siblings. An 
incomplete family tree for this generation is presented in Appendix 6 (refer to Family 
Group Chart for William Daly and Margaret Clency).'"* 


A search for the death certificate of James Daly by the New South Wales Registrar 
produced no trace between the dates of 1902-1906 (refer to Appendix 6'”), which was 
subsequently found to be the wrong range for his death — the date appears on the tree as 
1897, but a letter from a Nola Mackay, a researcher at the Clarence River Historical 
Society (refer to Appendix 6'”°), indicates 1896 on the basis of an extract she quotes from 
the Richmond River Examiner death notices of 23 June 1896, which reads ... 
DALY — at his late residence, Ramornie, James, 
the beloved husband of M.A. Daly, 
aged 56 years, leaving a sorrowing widow 
and eight children to mourn their loss. 
“Long days and nights we bore with pain 
To seek for rest, but all in vain, 
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To end his sufferings, and gave him rest.” 
Inserted by his wife and children. 
Jim Allerton (refer to letter of 11" November 1990) once again informs us that ... James 
Daly is buried at Ramornie Cemetery with no headstone but with an oleander tree 
marking the spot. A copy of the Grafton Court House record of his death is presented in 
Appendix 6.'”7 


The 1875 marriage certificate of James Daly and Mary Ann Winter notes that they both 
lived at Ramornie near Grafton, that James was a butcher, and that ... the consent of 
James Winter Father of the Bride was given to the marriage of Mary Ann Winter with 
James Daly the said Mary Ann Winter being under the age of Twenty One years (refer to 
Appendix 6'”*); it would seem that Mary Ann was aged 15 or just 16 years while James 
about 34. She was born at Ulmarra, which is also near Grafton, in 1859 (refer to her birth 
certificate in Appendix 6'”’). Jim Allerton (refer to letter of 11‘ November 1990 in 
Appendix 6°”’) writes ... J remember her well, she lived with aunty Nellie George in 
Grafton until her death [in 1939]. Her father, who was born in 1828, was the namesake 
of his father of Somerset England, who was born in 1803 and had married Hannah White. 
born 1801. A detailed chart of descendants’ from James Winter and Hannah White and 
from Joseph Winter and Sarah Smith/Mary Salter (refer to Detail Descendants’ Chart in 
Appendix 6°°'), and a family tree of this particular generation is presented in Appendix 6 
(refer to Family Group Chart for James Winter and Sarah Ann Foord).*” A letter from 
the Somerset (England) County Council indicates that the towns of Congresbury and 
Blagdon were probably home to the Winters and Foords (her mother was Sarah Ann 
Foord — refer to 1851 marriage certificate of James Winter and Sarah Ann Foord),””’ and 
a copy of an original 1810 removal order of James and Mary Winter with three sons 
confirms these areas, and also seems to imply consistency in names such as James 
(presumably the one born 1803 who later married Hannah White), Joseph and John (refer 
to Somerset County Council letter of 19 February 1990 and attached removal order in 
Appendix 6°"). James Winter, aged 23, son of an agricultural labourer of Blagdon is 
recorded in the 1851 census (refer to letter of the Somerset Record Office dated ie 
January 1978 in Appendix 6°”). 


Mary Ann Daly’s (nee Winter) mother, Sarah Ann Foord died in 1920 at the age of 86; a 
photograph of her as an old lady is presented on the following page, courtesy of Jim 
Allerton who also writes (refer to letter of 11" November 1990 in Appendix 6°’) ... 
There are no descendents of James and Sarah Ann Winter (nee Foord) bearing the 
Winter name living in the Grafton area. The last family of Frederick Winter moved to 
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Mullumbimby about forty five years ago. ... James Winter died 13'" September 1902 [see 
copy of his death record from the Grafton Court House in Appendix 6°”’] and is buried in 
South Grafion Cemetery as is his wife, Sarah Ann, who died on the 19" March 1920. 
They both came from Somersetshire and were married there on the 17" March 1851. 
Their eldest son Joseph was born there in 1854 before their departure to Australia. They 
had six other children; George, Mary Ann, James, John, Hannah Jane, and Ellen. All had 
family except John who was drowned at Ramornie in the Orara River on the 15" January 
1868 aged 4 years and was buried only a few hundred yards from here on the river bank, 
no marker. James Winter's brother, Joseph, also came to Australia at a different time 
and died here 27" November 1917 {actually 1916 on the death record from the Grafton 
Court House, refer to Appendix 67°%] and is also buried in Ramornie Cemetery in an 
unmarked grave. Joseph was blind and never married. 


Thelma Daly had related some family memory of relatives in Grafton in her anecdote 
about her father (refer to Appendix 6°’) ... Mother's name was Winter (maiden name) I 
think there are still [1979] some connections of hers in and around Grafton, as there was 
a young man by the name of Winter represented Australia in the first Olympic Games, a 
runner, he won a bronze medal, ran third, I remember dad being quite excited by his 
performance, otherwise I would not have remembered, or known. 


We have further information from other investigations that began in 1981, as a letter from 
the Clarence River Historical Society indicates (refer to Appendix 67'°). This letter was 
our first knowledge of the parallel research being conducted by James Allerton, and in its 
handwritten attachments is the specific information about the parents of Mary Ann 
Winter, viz ... James Winter (of Palmers Island) born England. Married Sarah Ann 
Foord c.1855. (Sarah Winter born Gloucestershire c.1834 died 19/3/1920. Buried Sth. 
Grafton). Issue: George b c1858 m Mary Dargue; Mary Ann b c1860 m James Daly; 
James b 1862; John (drowned 1868); Ann (maybe full name Hannah Jane) b ¢1867; 
Ellen b ¢1870 m Albert T. Dean. An article about ‘the Gorge’ property of the Winters and 
their exploits (refer to Appendix 67'') includes reference to George Winters whom | 
presume was the brother of the Mary Ann Winters we are discussing in this section. 


The 1982 version’s summary about the imagined fate of the various children of James 
and Mary Ann Daly (nee Winter) is taken from the more descriptive letter of their niece, 
Thelma; this includes the story of the lost fortune (refer to Appendix 67'*), which along 
with spurious connections to ancient chieftains, seems to appear in many a family tree. 
Thelma’s descriptions may be better understood in the context of a response from Jim 
Allerton (refer to letter of 11'" November 1990 in Appendix 6°'3) ... Leannot understand 
the statement concerning the inheritance of Mary Ann Winter as the Winter family back 
in England were destitute. ... There was a story that Mary Ann Winter should have owned 
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a house in South Grafton but lost the papers proving her entitlement. This was sometime 
about 1918. Stories of lost fortunes, like fishing tales, are resilient memes, though they 
are not completely faithful in their replication. 


Both a letter from the Council of the City of Grafton (refer to Appendix 6°'*) and a copy 
from their records (refer to the death record from the Grafton Court House in Appendix 
6°'°) state the date of death of Mary Ann(e) Daly as 24-5-1939 at age 79 — as is 
confirmed in the death register”'® and certificate*'’ (refer to Appendix 6), which notes her 
place of birth as Palmers Island, New South Wales, her parents as James and Sarah Ann 
Winter (nee Foord), her marriage to James Dal(e)y at age 16 (not 15 as calculated from 
other documents), her children at the time of her death as Annie 62 years, James 60, 
Sarah 57, Mary 52, Joseph 50, John 44, and two females deceased. The informant of her 
death is listed as her son of Korong Vale Melbourne, James E. Daley — presumably 
meaning James Frederick or else Joseph E. Dal(e)y, and her burial in Grafton was in the 
Church of England section. The actual death certificate (refer to Appendix 6°'*) adds the 
detail that her father James Winter was a farmer. 


6.3.3 Generation 8: Daly-Twomey 


The first child of James and Mary Ann Daly (nee Winter), Anna Maria, was born in 1876 
[refer to the birth record from the Grafton Court House in Appendix 6°’), and their 
second — the one which continues the line with which we are concerned - James 
Fredrick William Daly was born 24" April 1879; both his birth certificate (refer to 
Appendix 6°) and the Grafton Court House record (refer to the birth record from the 
Grafton Court House in Appendix 67*') indicate that the birth took place at Ramornie, 
that his father was still a butcher, aged 38, and that his mother was aged 20 years — the 
discrepancy of one year with the age implied on the marriage certificate being minor in 
comparison to others in this generations’ data — see for example, the age of James on the 
birth record of Anna Maria compared to other children’s. Birth records for the other 
children, Amelia Jane, Mary Ellen, Joseph Edward, Edith Margaret, John Henry and one 
Thelma Neal who is omitted from some lists as she is given her mother’s surname and 
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was born some eight years after James Daly died, are also presented in Appendix 6,~~ as 
is a marriage record for Ellen Mary (read Mary Ellen) Daly and Percy Clarence George 
Further information is presented in the family tree for this generation in Appendix 6 
(refer to Family Group Chart for James Daly and Mary Ann Winter).”°? 
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From Mavis Chapple (nee Twomey) we learn that James Frederick William Daly was, in 
older life, slightly possessive and sometimes demanding, with 4 manner of speaking that 
commanded attention, which his son John Henry (Jack) employed occasionally in a style 
tempered by his quiet demeanour. He became a senior administrator in the railways at 
Spencer Street in the main administration building, where he had a ‘top job’ and was 
‘good with figures’. 


From John Frederick William Daly’s seven siblings we also learn, among other things, of 
a New Zealand connection, again courtesy of Jim Allerton’s work (refer to letter of 11"" 
November 1990 in Appendix 6°°*). He writes of Ellen, otherwise known as Mary Ellen 
George (nee Daly), wife of Percy George — they both went to New Zealand to visit their 
son near Manarua and they both died there. Joseph Daly also went to N.Z., and died 
there also. He was never married. He was injured at the Great War; part of his skull 
blown off. I have a photo of him showing his head bandaged. James Daly's eldest Dau. 
Anna Maria, married John Clifford and lived at Murwillumbah. They had a family. His 
dau. Amelia Jane Daly married Edgar Lawrence Murray. After the marriage failed she 
died in childbirth having a son, Colin, on the 2" November 1923. Mary Ellen Daly 
married Percy Clarence George on the 27" October 1909 and had issue. Joseph Edward 
Daly died N.Z., he never married. Edith Margaret Daly married William E. Lego and had 
five children. [His brother] John Henry Daly never married ... 

Jim Allerton (refer to letter of 11' November 1990 in Appendix 6°) also corrects a 
number of other mistakes in the 1982 history, viz: the nurse was Edith, Sarah’s daughter, 
not Sarah herself, and Sarah did marry a farmer and have four children ,but none were 
named George or Ann; and Edith became a William ‘Lego’ not a “Leggo’, and he 
married again after her death. These are not important in the line we are concerned with, 
and are understandable errors from the older minds of a part of the family that apparently 
did not keep contact with their relatives. 


The 1912 marriage certificate’? of James Fredrick William Daly to Mary Twomey at 
101 Gore Street Fitzroy presents his birthplace as something like ‘Granfer, New South 
Wales’, which | assume may mean Grafton. It confirms his residence as Wallan, Victoria 
where he was a railway employee, that he was aged 32 and she 24 years, and that Mary 
was living in McKillop Street Geelong. By this time, James’ father was dead, while 
Mary’s father Henry Twomey was probably retired, for under ‘rank or profession’ he is 
described as gentleman (refer to Appendix 6””’). 


Mary Twomey was born on the 6" May 1887 in Kilmore according to her birth certificate 
(refer to Appendix 6°°*), when her father was aged 35 and worked as a bricklayer. Her 
parents had been married in Chiltern in 1881 and, while we know that both had the same 
family name — Twomey — we know nothing of their blood relationship. Her association 
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with Kilmore hold a curiosity value, for me at least as I now live there. From the book 
Kilmore on the Sydney Road, we learn that the railway station at Kilmore East was 
opened in 1872 as stop on the Melbourne-Sydney track to service the nearby Kilmore, 
first inland town in Victoria (refer to Appendix 6”). A branch line to enter the town of 
Kilmore itself, a difficult task for a town located in the hills of the Great Dividing Range, 
was opened in 1888, the year after Mary was born. Perhaps, in 1912, her husband to be, 
James Daly, was in the station or some had some administrative role in Wallan, which 
was the main transfer point for the branch line on the main Melbourne-Sydney line. 


The Twomey family tree has been plotted in more detail by John (Jack) Henry Daly — 
maternal grandfather of Leslie and Christopher Falvey — a contrast to his lack of 
recollection of the Daly line itself. The first Twomey tree drawn for me by John (Jack) 
Henry Daly is presented in Appendix 67°°, and is followed by the same diagram with my 
annotations,’ from which the 1982 history was written. This is a useful family 
document that reflects a level of detail that is uncommon among other parts of the overall 
tree. The simplified version that was presented in the 1982 version (refer to Appendix 
6°**) highlights the second cousin relationship between Mavis Chapple (nee Twomey) 
and John (Jack) Henry Daly. 


Mavis Chapple (nee Twomey) recalls Mary Twomey, as Mavis used to holiday with her 
when young, and noted that ‘Grandma’ Mary Twomey spent her last years in the Jarvis 
family home in Stanley street, Wodonga. Prior to that Mary Daly (nee Twomey) and her 
sisters had lived at 321 Lydiard St Ballarat. They had all been educated at convent 
schools — in Mary’s case at the convent in Kilmore, which had opened the doors of its 
new building in 1890 as is mentioned in the extract from Kilmore on the Sydney Road 
presented in Appendix a 


The 1982 history of the Twomeys so far as they affect the line we are concerned with is 
represented below. 


Generation 6 


ohn Watts TWOMEY (born 1812)"? a labourer migrated 
from Cork, Ireland; he was married to Margaret KELEHER of 
Bantry, Cork. Margaret KELEHER was the only daughter 
having six brothers, two of whom were priests. They 
purchased a farm at Riddells Creek with capital provided by 
the KELEHER family; the farm was forfeited apparently as a 
result of indolence on the part of John Watts TWOMEY who 


subsequently became a railway worker.

The marriage of John Watts TWOMEY and Margaret KELEHER 
produced nine children; Ellen (born 1843), Margaret Maria

1) Two cousins of John Watts TWOMEY built a fine house at 
Penshurst, Hamilton, Victoria, at the foot of an extinct 
volcano. The farm was bought in 1851 and the house named 
Kolor built in 1868 with a foundation stone laid by 

J. TWOMEY in that year. J. TWOMEY had migrated in 1843. 

At one time, the TWOMEY's also owned the neighbouring 
properties of Banemore and Langinac. The house was featured 

in an article "History in Bluestone" (August 16, 1966 "Herald") 
is classified by the National Trust of Victoria as "Notable: 
worthy of preservation". 


Margaret (died as an infant), John (born 1856) and William 
(born 1875 in New Gisbourne, Victoria). Two of these 

children drowned in a railway water tank in north-eastern 
Victoria. Margaret Maria TWOMEY married Henry TWOMEY 

(same name) in 1881 at Chiltern’, Henry TWOMEY was born in 
Cork, Ireland. He worked as a bricklayer although his 
occupation is entered as gentleman on the marriage certificate 
of his daughter Mary (Generation 8) when the family were 
living at Glenburnie, Kilmore. Margaret Maria TWOMEY left 
Henry TWOMEY to live with DOUGLAS. 


Ellen TWOMEY married SHWIND2), William TWOMEY married 


Juliet JARVIS”.

The marriage of Margaret Maria TWOMEY and Henry TWOMEY 


produced four or five children; Margaret (born 1881), John 


(born 1885), William (born 1883) and Mary (born 1887). 


1) The association of Margaret Maria TWOMEY and DOUGLAS 
produced six or seven children; Douglas, Malcolm, Duncan, 
Isabel. Bruce, James and Geoffrey, one of whom was born before 
Margaret Maria TWOMEY left Henry TWOMEY. Isabel DOUGLAS 
(Generation 8) married CLARKE and produced four children; | 
Lorraie (who married Donald ANGUS), Bruce and Aileen (twins) 
and Edward. Aileen CLARKE married William CRAANEN. and produced 
three children. 

2) The marriage of Ellen TWOMEY and SHWIND produced six 
children; Arthur, Ron, Lily, Bert and Martyn Frank Wilhelm. 
Martyn Frank Wilhelm SHWIND changed his surname to HARDY and 
married twice producing two children. 

3) The marriage of William TWOMEY and Juliet JARVIS produced 
three children; Mavis, Beryl and one son. Mavis TWOMEY 
married Roy CHAPPLE and produced a daughter Julie, who married 
Brian COULSTON and produced two children; Debbie and Ross. 
Beryl TWOMEY married William TINDALE producing three children, 
one of which was Gail who married Harold LE FOE. 


Mary TWOMEY married James Frederick William DALY 
(refer to Generation 8 of DALY tree in Chapter 12) in 1912. 
At that time Mary TWOMEY was living in Geelong and James 


Frederick William DALY was living in Wallan. 


Margaret TWOMEY married Charles ANDERSON . John 


TWOMEY and William TWOMEY both married . 


Generation 9 


Refer to Generation 9 of DALY tree in Chapter 12 for

The information that produced that 1982 description came from a range of documents, as 
follows. The first, and most significant is a tree diagram, ostensibly drawn by Mary Daly 
(nee Twomey) as it came to me via John (Jack) Henry Daly and describes Maria, among 
her siblings, as ‘Mum’.?™* From this fragment, drawn on the back of a Christmas card fo 
Marj and Jack from Margaret Xmas 1948, in a hand that bears some similarity to Jack’s 
own and is in fact that of his mother, we learn the details of the Douglas family, the 
second family of Maria after she either left Henry Twomey. The families of Maria were 
apparently kept apart; a letter (refer to Appendix 6°) from Mollie Walsh (nee Anderson 
~— daughter of Margaret, elder sister of Mary Daly (nee Twomey) and thereby first cousin 
of Jack Daly) states that ... Couldn't ask too much as Mum was always sensitive - 
presumably about her mother’s second marriage while her first husband was still alive. 
Maria was pregnant when she left Henry Twomey — it was his child, but she left with the 
Scotsman Douglas. There seems to be little memory of reasons or justifications, although 
Mavis Chapple (nee Twomey) tells us that Henry Twomey once shot Maria through the 
neck — in one side and out the other. The serial families hardly knew each other when 
growing up, as the kids were kept apart. Aileen Craanen (nee Clark) (refer to the detailed 
Twomey tree by Jack Daly in Appendix 6°*°) is said to have details on Douglas side 
(refer to Mavis’ comments in Appendix 6).7°” 


The elder sister of the Mollie Walsh (nee Anderson) referred to in the paragraph above 
was Francis (Frankie) Hewett (nee Anderson), and is noteworthy in that she was elected 
Mayor of the City of Hamilton for 1965-1967, having previously been Mayoress when 
her husband, Bill, was Mayor from 1954 to 1956. An extract from a local paper notes her 
being honoured through the naming of the Frances Hewett Community Services Centre 
for her in 1987 (refer to Appendix 6).”°* 


From another perspective within the family, Mavis Chapple (nee Twomey) recalls Maria 
Twomey (nee Twomey) was a ‘bigoted Catholic’ (refer to Appendix 6°”), and that her 
daughter Mary Daly (nee Twomey) didn’t raise her children with any religion because 
she probably had enough of it from the nuns. Although she took in dressmaking in the 
early days, later when things were not so tight, she went out most of the time with her 
friends, didn't do charity work or anything to help people. 


It is also from Mollie Walsh (nee Anderson) that we learn of the moneyed immigrant 
Margaret Keleher of Bantry, Ireland, of whose six brothers, two were priests, and who 
fell for John Watts Twomey on the boat to Australia, married him and bought a farm for 
the two of them at Riddle’s Creek, near Melbourne. The loss of the farm, and their move 
to north-east Victoria where John Watts Twomey sought work with the emerging 
railways system, was apparently a result of John Watt Twomey’s indolence — a 
characteristic less obvious in his cousins, who according to family stories owned an 
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extensive rural property near Hamilton and built the mansion named Kolor (refer to 
article from the Herald of 16" August 1966 in Appendix 67*°). John Watts Twomey died 
young, and his widow, Margaret, was left with a large family, 2 drowned in railway 
water tank as children, one William, second William — would have been Aunt Julie's 
husband. Mollie also commented in her letter of around 1980, that ... when in Ballarat 
last week, I saw a photo of Mum’s mother [her and John (Jack) Henry Daly’s 
grandmother] — first time ... and she looks a bit like me at least I think so. Will collect it 
next time I/m down — 1 wonder if she did. 


Details from the birth (and apparently other) certificates of the Twomey family were 
transcribed by Juliette Twomey (nee Jarvis) - refer to Appendix 6 *“'- and this appears to 
be a primary source of information for the Twomey tree drawn by John (Jack) Henry 
Daly; from this we learn that both migrant ancestors came from County Cork in Ireland, 
like the Falveys, and that William Twomey, who produced Mavis and Beryl’s line, was 
born in New Gisbourne. A photograph of William (Bill) Twomey — a hairdresser, and his 
wife Juliet (nee Jarvis) is presented in Appendix 6.77 


A handwritten note from, | think, his son John (Jack) Henry Daly (refer to Appendix 
6°"), indicates that James Frederick William Daly died in 1956, and that he was born in 
1880, although the certificates indicate that he was born in 1879. His wife Mary Veronica 
Daly, (nee Twomey) born sometime between 1887 and 1889 died in 1967. A letter dated 
23" March 1991 from Thelma (refer to Appendix 67“) confirms her mother’s Kilmore 
connection and her death in 1967 at age 77 


6.3.4 Generation 9: Daly-Hilsberg 


The additional information available to make the Daly line thus far more intelligible is 
derived from Jim Allerton’s research, and as he points out in his letter of | I" November 
1990 (refer to Appendix 6°*°), his mother Eva May Caldwell (daughter of Sarah Anne 
Caldwell (nee Daly) — refer to both ‘Detail Descendants’ Chart for Robert Caldwell and 
Sarah Ann Daly’*"° and ‘Detail Descendants’ Chart for James Percy Allerton and Eva 
May Caldwell’ in Appendix 6°'”) and John Henry (Jack) Daly — Leslie and Christopher’ s 
maternal grandfather — were first cousins. Yet as far as | am aware, they did not know of 
each other. 


James Frederick William and Mary Daly (nee Twomey) produced the three children, 
Frederick James (1912-1968) who married Betty Sewell in 1957 and separated from her 
after four years, Thelma Mary (1916-192?) who married, as the 1982 history relates, 
Sidney Palmer, then Henry Broughton, and finally Edward Dereck (known as Richard) 
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Self (born 1915 in Hampshire [Thelma’s letter says Bourmouth], England) — according to 
John (Jack) Henry Daly’s handwritten note (refer to Appendix 6°"*). Neither of these two 
siblings continued the line. However, their younger brother, John (Jack) Henry married 
Marjorie Elma Hilsberg, the focus of Chapter 7, thus continuing the line as discussed in 
the following section. 


John (Jack) Henry Daly was a different kind of Daly from the family of this era, and 
much of we can know of him today comes from the memories of his cousin Mavis 
Chapple (nee Twomey), who tells us (refer to Appendix 6°”) that, as a young boy he had 
been anaemic and was never boisterous like the other boys. He attended Ascot Vale 
Primary School, then Collingwood Technical School, although the family apparently 
moved house often. Jack was a trained tailor and was very good at it; he was also 
trained in carpentry and he was good with that too — he was just good with his hands for 
that sort of thing, and was versatile, handy, always willing to help. He also did the work 
on and about the house that one might expect his father to do — but his father was not 
skilled at such things because he was a real office man and always a good dresser - 
though he was responsible for getting Jack the job on the railways. \t is curious that Jack 
was a skilled tailor, like his grandfather, though they never met each other, and Jack’s 
own father could not do anything with his hands. 


His mother once made dresses for extra income, and his sister, Thelma (Thel) could sew 
well, though never seemed to do so as Jack looked after [her so] well, he ironed her 
dresses, and polished her shoes; even if she came in late from a previous night's 
entertainment, he would get things for her to go on out again. Thel had been a child 
model and was consequently spoilt. She always had men — was never without a man, or 
to express it better, was no good without a man. His brother Fred was similarly 
uninterested in conventional work, liked to drink as did his wife in their short-lived 
marriage. Thus it seems that Jack was the one who ran much of the household while 
growing up, and as a function of this role and his homely personality, became proficient 
in most domestic things. His widow, Marjorie Elma Daly (nee Hilsberg) observes (refer 
to Appendix 6°°°) that Jack was more of a family man than Fred or Thel — they were just 
out for a good time. While they were out, Jack stayed at home and did things for them. 


Mavis Chapple (nee Twomey) recalled that the young man (refer to Appendix 67°!) Jack 
Daly did not play sport, he was happy person, and unusual among the other boarders 
with whom he did not join in the routine activities of young and single men. Whenever he 
visited [us], he always brought something, like a cake — he was a thoughtful person. He 
rode his bike around town. Even from a young age he was anaemic, and this followed 
him into adulthood so he was not full of energy — he also had ‘bad nerves’, which he 
described as a tight band around his head that produced a suffocating-type feeling. He 
was not a complainer, but when afflicted, he would lay in bed hoping for the pain would 
go away. Later in life he was to retire early from the railways with Meniere’s disease 
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after having also suffered from something like poliomyelitis in his shoulder during his 
50s. 


Jack and Marjorie Elma Hilsberg met when he, accompanied by his mother, stayed at 
the same boarding house as Marj in Woodend when she was working at the Woodend 
telephone exchange. He then started to work in Woodend, Marj’s first impressions were 
that he was a bit of a mummy’s boy — perhaps a reflection of her family’s worldview as 
much as Jack’s homely orientations and skills. During the three or so years of courtship, 
Mavis Chapple (nee Twomey) recalls that Marj’s father came up in his caravan, with 
Joan his step daughter, and stayed with us (in Wodonga where Jack had arranged for 
Marj to stay and with whom both Jack and Marj socialized, — refer to Appendix 6°”) to 
check out Jack as a potential son-in-law, because at that time Jack had been in Wodonga 
some years before, boarding at the Carrier's Arms Hotel, which was like a boarding 
house. He didn’t drink much — he was our favourite cousin. Mavis and Marj together 
recall that we had more fun than anyone in those days — there were no cars, but we had 
bikes, Marj had {her sister] Claire's old bike when Claire headed off with the travelling 
Sunday School in South Australia. 


Jack must have passed the Hilsberg test, for he and Marj married in 1944, and then 
moved to a unit that formed part of her father's home in Riversdale Rd, Hawthorn betore 
moving about six years later to 26 Jordan St, Malvern. Mavis recalls Marj at that time as 
a capable girl, but as Thel was so favoured, Marj was never given a fair go by the Dalys. 
We were a happy foursome, Jack and Marj, Roy and me — Marj laughed and loved life. 
She got to know people at the telephone exchange where she worked and was sort of 
outgoing. After marrying, Jack looked after Marj just as he had looked afier Thel and 
Fred when he did |his mother] Mary's job. Jack drove her to do her shopping and she 
bought loads of pickling fruit and vegetables, which kept her busy at home. At one time, 
she might have wanted a different lifestyle, perhaps going back to work, but no change 
eventuated. 


Meanwhile, Marj’s father — the Reinhold Hilsberg of Chapter 7 — was somehow involved 
in the couple’s house, and according to an observer, expected Jack to work as he had, 
even though he was not cut out for that sort of heavy work. This typified the situations in 
which Jack found or placed himself. Growing up he had been caste into the role of doing 
the work of the house without much independence, and after marriage his domineering 
father-in-law seemed to limited his radius. And so the sensitive, happy and thoughtful 
young man grew into an unhappier old man before his time, dying at age 61. 


I recall Jack Daly — my erstwhile father-in-law — as a shy man, which caused him to 
appear taciturn in some company. To me he was generous, respectful of those who 
respected him, and within capabilities limited by his upbringing, lived according to his 
understanding of life. He seemed more alive when in the countryside, and particularly in 
north-eastern Victoria among the part of his family with whom he kept regular contact. 
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John Henry (Jack) and Marjorie Elma Daly (nee Hilsberg - the focus of the Hilsberg 
line presented in Chapter 7) - produced Peter John, and Janice (Jan) Patricia Daly, the 
latter of whom is the mother of Leslie and Christopher Falvey, the focus of this overall 


document. 
6.3.5 Generation 10: Falvey-Daly 


We are able to offer more than this bland recital of common knowledge, but as with the 
approach for current generations in the other lines, the presentation attempts to maintain 
objectivity by means of a summary paragraph of each person. 


The firstborn — on 27" February 1947, Peter John Daly, started school in Hawthorn, but 
the family moved before he had completed the first twelve months. He then attended 
Tooronga Road State School in Malvern, and then Caulfield Technical and later Caulfield 
High Schools. In his early years, he spent much time with his maternal grandfather, 
Reinhold Hilsberg. He earned money through school years from paper and chemist 
rounds, and enjoyed bike riding to such an extent that he participated in the State speed 
race; he still rides the bike today. He also played competition lacrosse. Leaving school at 
age 14, he went to work for the Commonwealth Department of Customs and Excise in a 
clerical position, which also involved field work on the Melbourne docks. Having learned 
the operations of motor engines from an old vehicle on which he worked with his father. 
Peter eventually resolved to enter the motor trade, and became a technician running his 
own Home Tune business. Later he bought Wodonga Auto Wreckers, worked as a motor 
mechanic and is now driving large coaches - using the heavy vehicle driving licences he 
obtained decades ago to ferry children to band, scouts and other club outings. He married 
Lorraine Tancoe in 1968 and they lived in the Melbourne suburb of Glen Waverley, until 
they removed to Wodonga in Christmas 1979 with their three children, Steven (born 
1971), Neill (born 1973) and Christine (born 1975) — the only first cousins of Leslie and 
Christopher Falvey. 


Janice Patricia (Jan) Falvey was born in Richmond, on the 19" January 1951, her 
father’s 33" birthday — the coincidence of date, and its proximity to Christmas and the 
Australian holiday season, affecting the way both birthdays were celebrated. Family 
attitudes did not encourage scholastic activities, and as a child, her obvious artistic talents 
were not encouraged in an era when secure employment was more highly valued. A 
Queen’s Guide and an accomplished sportsgirl, she attended Tooronga Road State and 
Spring Road Central schools, then Mac-Robertson’s Girls High School to age 16, when 
she took employment with the National Bank, until moving to her chosen career of dental 
nurse, studying as she worked. At the age of 16, she first met John Lindsay Falvey and 
their courtship over the next four years was based around the local church and related 
activities, his university associates, her north-east Victoria relatives particularly Julie and 
Brian Coulston, and evenings at her parents house. After marrying on 27"" November 
1971, they lived for five years in Darwin, where she practiced as a dental nurse then as a 
technical assistant in a seeds laboratory, and where Leslie was born. They invested in the 
area, and experienced some of the effects of Cyclone Tracy on Christmas Eve 1974 — Jan 
and the suckling Leslie being evacuated by Hercules airlift. About 15 months later, they 
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removed to Chiang Mai Thailand, where they lived for about five years and where 
Christopher was born in 1979. Returning to Brisbane for three months, then Melbourne, 
Jan led fundraising activities, played competition squash, and pursued her artistic 
interests. Engaging in opportunities as they arose (see for example, modelling of tribal- 
derived fashions in Thailand, Appendix 67°), Jan resolved, once the boys were in their 
teens, to return to complete the education she had been denied, passing with acclaim, 
TAFE, a Monash University B.A. (Fine Arts) with first-class honours, and then a M.A. 
(Fine Arts) which explored intercultural communication. During this period she held 
exhibitions of her printmaking in Bangkok, which subsequently travelled to all major 
provincial capitals of Thailand, and in the Australian Embassy in Washington D.C. She 
divorced Lindsay in 2003 — it is too soon to say much more about their futures. Her brief 
curriculum vitae is presented in Appendix 6.74 


The progeny of John Lindsay and Janice Patricia Falvey (nee Daly), Leslie Kenneth and 
Christopher John Falvey are discussed in Chapter 4.

Chapter 7 
Hilsberg 


The German Hilsberg influence of Leslie and Christopher’s maternal grandmother’s 
family has been ambiguous, and no doubt they will learn more of it in their own 
characters as they mature. It is a complex aspect of the family history, and one that 
includes good intentions and unintended outcomes, and for which we are indebted to the 
late Claire Hilsberg. Claire, my favourite among her sur-namesakes, compiled the 
documents Moths in the Candlelight (refer to Appendix 7°°’) and subsequently, Hilsberg 
~ Migrant Ancestors (refer to Appendix 7°°°), and these form the bases for this chapter. In 
addition, Claire Hilsberg was also instrumental in creating an extensive history of the 
Stayner family, aspects of which are included in this collation. I should add that Jan has 
kindly checked this chapter for me, and | have corrected errors that she pointed out, and 
that she comments that I have sanctified Claire, who was ‘no angel’. 


7.1 Introduction 


The 1982 version of the family history included a bland description of this line, again, 
much of it derived from Claire’s work. After that time, Claire compiled more of her 
research into Hilsberg — Migrant Ancestors, and shared as much of her opinions about the 
family as she thought wise. | recall discussing this research with her on many occasions 
over decades, including her apparent reluctance to approach aspects of the family’s 
history. Upon completing her work, she told of a suitcase of archival material that she 
would entrust to the Latrobe or Mitchell Library. 


In those days, I interpreted Claire’s reticence to discuss parts of the Hilsberg history as 
the hiding of a secret — some family skeleton in the closet. But | have come to realise that 
she was in fact reflecting the attitudes of her generation of not discussing certain matters 
that she saw as unedifying, although such matters may be considered unexceptional 
today. I think she was also displaying good manners in withholding her own opinions of 
the psychology of the family. It was a trying task for Claire, and for some of her 
assistants, to compile an acceptable document (refer to Graeme Mann’s letter in 
Appendix 7°’). In any case, we have Claire’s complete skeletal outline of the Hilsbergs 
in terms of who is related to, and derived from, whom, and in conjunction with her 
written and verbal comments, as well the benefit of professional comment on feelings of 
one member of the line, we are able to breathe a little life into these dry bones. 


As for other chapters, the 1982 version is re-presented here as a starting point.

7.3 Decorating the Tree 


We can add to that dry presentation of the Hilsberg tree as a result of the information 
referred to in the introduction, and by the knowledge that has accumulated in this 
generation. To some, this additional information may appear to reduce the significance of 
this line — but that would be a misreading, for no one line can be more important than any 
other in the long run. In this limited gathering of lines, we can see that some have 
allowed a culture of education to develop, while others have encouraged survival, while 
yet others have sought to accumulate assets or maintain the traditions of a powerful figure 
or from another land’s culture. So, in keeping with the approach taken so far for the 
Falvey, Christopher and Daly trees, some opinions are included that may lead informed 
members of this tree into further consideration of the antecedents to their own psyche. 
Far from uninformed or opinionated criticism, this approach makes a family history 
potentially useful and perhaps worth reading, as argued in Chapter 1. 


The next sections, which follow the same format as the discussions of the other lines. 
seek to add to the 1982 information under the heading of each generation with source 
documents all included in an appendix. A summary tree prepared by Claire is included in 
Appendix 7.°°8 


7.3.1 Generation 8: Hilsberg-Hasse 


Claire Hilsberg in her Hilsberg — Migrant Ancestors (refer to Appendix 7°”) provides the 
additional details that Carl Friedrich Ernest Hermann Hilsberg, usually known as 
Hermann, was born in Neusatz in 1824 and died in Oldenburg in 1901. In 1850 he 
married Louise Pauline Ernestine Hasse, usually known as Ernestine, and they 
produced ten children, only one of which seems to have died in infancy. Hermann 
became a Bailiff or Clerk of Courts in the Oldenburg Court of Justice. He participated in 
the Franco-Prussian War of 1870-71 as an infantryman, gaining medals that were passed 
to his son Theodore Gustav Heinrich Phillip who in turn passed them to his son Reinhold, 
who, possibly from the easily exaggerated experiences of his estranged father in Australia 
during the period of World War I, returned them to Oldenburg in 1936. From interviews 
through translators, Claire was able to gain snippets of information on all of the children, 
not just the fifth child, Theodore Gustav Heinrich Phillip, the Hilsberg who migrated to 
Australia to produce the line we are following. 


The first child, Wilhelmine Freidricke Ernestine Adolfine, born 1852, married Ful Carl 
Edward Beyer in 1876 and produced three children, Max, Oscar and Marie, in 1873(?), 
1877 and 1878. Ful Carl Edward Beyer himself established a glassworks that became 
Bachmann Glassworks, Oldenburg. Claire received visitors from and in turn visited 
members of this particular line. The second child, Augustine Henrietta Jenny Emilie, 
born 1853, married Benedict Phillip Boedts of Bremen. The third child, Wilhelm Carl 
Heinrich Max, born 1855, became a shopkeeper and married Maria Elise Oberkrohn in 
1878 and they produced four children, Herman (1880), Elimar (1884), Mimi (1886) and 
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Ado (1897).The fourth child, Anna Augusta Wilhelmine Clara, born 1856, married and 
lived at Emden. The sixth child, Ernestine Caroline Amalie, born 1859, died at age one 
month. The seventh child, Christian Emil Adolf, born 1860, was a heat engineer in 
Lubeck. The eighth child, August Julius Gottfried Hermann, born 1862, was a 
watchmaker in Herne, Westphalia. The ninth child, Albert Emil Freidrick Rudolf, born 
1863, became Chief Postmaster for Oldenburg. The tenth child, Wilhelmina Johanna 
Sophie Zelma, born 1864, and is the only women in this generation about whom Claire 
offers any details beyond husband’s names — and even in this case it is perhaps due to 
lack of details about her spouse, for she is described only as a housewife. Likewise, in 
noting that Hermann Hilsberg went off to the Franco-Prussian War while the children 
were aged between four and 18, she speculates (refer to Appendix 7) ... with Hermann 
absent at war one can be forgiven for speculating on the probable shift in authority 
within the family. Did the eldest son Max [aged about 15 with two older sisters], with 
encouragement, assume authority over the younger siblings? Of course, this may have 
been natural in the time and circumstances, but it also reflects Claire’s own assumption 
even in the 1990s that a male would be in charge — a view that is more evident in the 
Hilsberg than other lines. 


Claire’s document (refer to Appendix 7) provides some details on the area in which this 
generation lived — Oldenburg; a map of north-west Germany is also included (refer to 
Appendix 7°°'). Located in the north-west of Germany, Oldenburg apparently dates to the 
twelfth century as a Danish, Norwegian and even a Russian state. Such small and semi- 
independent states made up what became Germany, and by the time of the generation that 
spawned the emigrant fifth child, Theodore Gustav Heinrich Phillip - the subject of the 
next section — it was a state of the North German Reich. It was a repressive era, with 
censorship of socialist writings and a disciplined educational system that streamed 
students into academic studies or to an apprenticeship. 


7.3.2 Generation 7: Hilsberg-Pralle 


The 1982 history reveals little, but we actually know much more than that sanitised and 
succinct summary of this generation, which is important not just as the immigrant 
generation, but also as one in which a cultural disconnection seems to have occurred and 
helped created what the family today sees as Hilsberg traits. 


Of the early years of Theodore Gustav Heinrich Phillip Hilsberg, we know little 
beyond the general descriptions of Germany of the time. From a father with a respectable 
administrative position in the court, who’s other children all pursued conventional lives 
in trades, Theodore migrated — and the reason why he did so intrigued Claire to the end. 
Before he migrated, he had qualified as a baker and pasty cook, seemingly following the 
same pattern as his siblings. We know little about this time, although Claire has allowed 
herself to speculate (refer to Appendix 7°) based on her ... awareness of [her] Grandpa 
Theo Hilsberg ... being a man with a cloud over his name, and having met him only three 
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or four times, between the ages of 11 & 14 years, & comments heard during childhood, 
[she inquired of German relatives and Australian descendants who said] Germany was 
not big enough for Theo ... he ran away from his family and did not keep in touch ... he 
was too fond of the drink and other women. This has led Claire to ask ... did Theo have 
difficulty in managing his money when given his freedom as a Journeyman apprentice 
baker? ... There is a lurking possibility that he refused to do compulsory military service, 
which would have embarrassed the father, being an official in the local court of justice. 


Working his passage as a steward in an all German crew on the M.V. Catania. he arrived 
in Sydney in 1883, where Claire speculates that he could have found work as a baker. On 
25" April 1886, he married Marie Katharine Sophie Pralle (refer to the marriage 
certificate in Appendix 7°), usually known as Sophie, in the German Lutheran Church. 
Sydney — their wedding photograph indicates Sophie’s tall stature (refer to Appendix 
7°). There remains the possibility that they had known each other in Germany, but 
Claire offers us no more than the hint. Sophie was oldest of five children from Verden, 
about 40 kilometres south of Bremen, which was the nearest large city to Oldenburg, 
Theo’s family home. Claire records (refer to Appendix 7°°°) that Sophie’s daughter Mary 
recalls being told by her mother that she had tired of looking after her young brother and 
left to migrate, working first in France and then in England to learn the languages — she 
was a determined go-ahead woman. She joined the migrant ship Parthia, and with 762 
others arrived in Sydney from Plymouth in 1886. Copies of photographs of her, 
apparently taken in Germany and London, are presented in the appendix. 


Sophie Pralle was working as a cook when, at age 24 or 25, or perhaps older according to 
one of Claire’s speculations, she married. Their first child, Reinhold Ernst Emil — who 
continues the line we are following — was born on 12" March 1887, although no official 
confirmation for the date, or indeed other details, could be found. The family then moved 
to Melbourne, Theo going ahead, and all three being there by the time of the 1888 
Victorian Directory, which lists their address as North Fitzroy; in the 1890 Directory, 
they are listed at University Street Carlton, and in 1891 at 12 Tranmere Street Fitzroy. 
Also in 1891, Sophie is registered as the owner of a house block of land at 11 Somerset 
Place Carlton, where their second child Marie Sophie Hermione was born in 1892 (refer 
to her birth certificate in Appendix 7°°°). No record for Hilsberg appears in the 
Directories of 1895-1898. There may have been four other children, as on the marriage 
certificate for Theo’s subsequent marriage in 1922, he records two living and four 
deceased children by the late Sophie. 


By 1893, Sophie was registered as a tenant-in-common owner of more than ten acres on 

Broadmeadows Road Greenvale in conjunction with a gardener Adam Fishbourn, who

had previously been sole owner (refer to copies of title deeds in Appendix 7°’). Claire

then describes (refer to Appendix 7°°*) an event associated with Sophie’s making of her 
will ... Jn a subsequent note one of the witnesses writes that whilst residing at Royal 
Arcade, Melbourne, Pastor Max Schramm accompanied by Mrs. Hilsberg called on her 
to sign a document which she understood to be a land transaction. The lady had 
explained to her that she was making the land over to her children so that at her death it 
would not be touched by her husband. The fact that a witness felt moved to record this 
fact on the document suggested the uncommon action taken by Sophie. By 1899, Sophie 
was registered as sole proprietor of the house and land in Greenvale. At her death on 
1910 of ptomaine poisoning (refer to he death certificate in Appendix 77°”), she left 11 
Somerset Place to her daughter Mary, and the house and land at Greenvale to her son 
Reinhold. She was buried in Section 2, Grave Number 7 of the Church of England area of 
the Bulla Cemetery. 


So what was Theo, the somewhat demure man in the photograph presented in Appendix 
7,°”° doing through this time? Claire spent much time on this matter, as if she believed 
that a clue to her own family experiences was to found here. She suggested that from 
1895, when Hilsberg entries disappear from the Victorian Directory, Theo was in the 
Bolder, Kalgoorlie goldfields in Western Australia, because ... Jn 1916 he claimed he had 
been there 21 years. On 7.2.1901 Theo is recorded at the Registration and Deeds Branch, 
Perth, as leasing Crown Land in Boulder — a road subsequently designated Lot 975 
Vivian Street and now 106 Vivian Street, in the name of Edward Hilsberg, and variously 
Theodore Gustav Hilsberg, Baker most years, but sometimes Cook. Permission to sublet 
for six months was granted 8-7-1902. 1902 Rate books describe the property as “3 camps 
with 5 rooms, net annual value 26 pounds”, “Hessian and iron” (as were most other 
dwellings at the time in the area). On 1.12.1902, permission to further sublet the Boulder 
property was granted. 


It would seem that, at that time, he was making preparation to travel to Germany for his 
father had died in 1901. It had taken his brother Max some time to extract his address 
from an apparently uncooperative Sophie over the period of March 1901 to 1902 (refer to 
Appendix 7°’). Theo arrived in Germany later in 1902, his mother meanwhile also 
having died, and stayed with his different siblings; his share of the inheritance from his 
parents — some 650 German marks, he banked in trust for to his two children when they 
attained the age of 25 years, but for his estranged wife, as his older brother Max relates 
via a translator (refer to Appendix 7°”) ... he would let her no Pfennig. From these letters 
around the time of Theo’s visit to Germany, we may take the impression that there had 
been contact between Theo and his family while he was in Boulder, but that he could not 
tolerate living with Sophie; again his brother’s letters proffer Sophie to ... cajole ... 
handle him amiably and kindly, then he is the best man in the world, but recognises that 
she and Theo ... are two hard stones [that] grind, as is well known, not good together. 
Claire reports of his life in the goldfields in terms that sound ordinary for the day; 
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whether he had a companion or ‘another family’ as is still sometimes suggested, is not 
considered in her document, the closest to it being an innocuous mention of the theft of 
Theo’s silver watch and chain in 1914 and its recovery from a 42 year old Tasmanian 
widow. Claire more logically focussed on the treatment of ‘enemy subjects’ — Germans - 
in Boulder during World War I, of which he was one of 278, and presents a police file 
extract that indicates a sensible attitude among all concerned (refer to Appendix 7°”). 


However, Theo whose story has always seemed the most interesting of the Hilsberg lives, 
did breach the War Precautions Act, as was fittingly reported on April Fools Day 1916 in 
the Perth-based Westralian newspaper. Theo had attempted to board the steamship 
‘Dimboola’ to Melbourne under a false name while slightly under the influence of liquor. 
Clair quotes the article (refer to Appendix 7°”), which points out that ‘enemy aliens’ 
required a military permit to even enter the wharf. In his defence, Theo replied that he 
had been in Australia for 36 years, 21 in Boulder where he was known as Peter the 
Pieman, and that his son Reinhold had sent his £10- for his travel to Melbourne after his 
estranged wife Sophie had died. He also claimed that ... in Boulder City he had been 
advised to sign the ticket under an assumed name because ‘the ship stewards would give 
you a hard time and serve you with the last of the tucker if they knew you were an 
‘enemy alien’. Character testimonials earned him the lenient sentence of a £20- fine and 
one month in jail, or four if the fine was not paid. 


Eleven months after his interment, in early 1917, Theo registered as an ‘alien’ in Carlton. 
Family story has it that he reached Melbourne by boat, that he had a fall in the rough 
crossing of the Bight, dislocating his shoulder which was not attended at the time. This 
may account for the personal description on his Naturalisation Application of a paralyzed 
left hand and middle fingers right hand; by this time his address is 108 Cardigan Street. 
Carlton. From March 1918 to January 1920, he worked in Beaumaris and Burwood while 
living at Cheltenham Home, which Claire cryptically relates to his arm and collarbone 
being reset at the Royal Melbourne Hospital. He was naturalised in January 1921 after, 
according to the Government files (refer to Appendix 7°”°), having been ... employed as a 
shearer’s cook, and consequently changed his address Frequently. He is in indifferent 
health and it is possible that this application is the prelude to his applying for the old age 
Penstlon. 


In 1922, at the age of 67, he married the 74 year old Marie Ottilie Sophie Scharffenorth at 
the Lutheran Church in East Melbourne (refer to their marriage certificate in Appendix 
yey and removed from his 375 Latrobe Street address to her 21 Latrobe Parade 
(subsequently renamed George Parade) off 216 Flinders Lane. A wedding photograph of 
the not-so-nuptial couple is presented in Appendix 7.7”’ This tiny two-roomed cottage 
and lean-to kitchen, with a wash place being on the back veranda, and the toilet facilities 
detached in the tiny yard was their home, from which they supported themselves by 
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Marie preparing fish-wrapped olive canapés for a Collins’ Street restaurant, while Theo 
delivered the canapés, pastry cooked for a Swanston Street restaurant, and cleaned a 
shop. They were visited by their grandchildren who remember them as a kindly warm 
couple. In 1932, they both died, and were buried in the Lutheran Section of Fawkner 
Cemetery in an area no longer marked (refer to Appendix 7°’*). A copy of Theo's death 
certificate is included in Appendix 7.7” 


Before moving on to the next generation, it is instructive to consider some of the 
information that Claire has paraphrased from Sophie Hilsberg’s (nee Pralle) letters (refer 
to Appendix 7°*”), as they provide phrases that may still echo in the ears of some of her 
great-grandchildren. This includes such references to Theo early in the marriage as a very 
unhappy soul, and in reply to Sophie’s complaints of struggling to raise two children 
alone - ... [we] have to be happy with what we have got. Various persons encouraged 
Sophie to return to Germany but the closest she came to this seems to be the clause in her 
will (refer to Appendix 7°*') that states ... if possible the children are to be sent to my 
mother Marie Pralle 6 Lahusen Street Varden near Bremen or to my brother Fredrich 
Pralle in the postal service at present in Bremerhaven Germany. It seems that she had 
represented Theo as irresponsible and had uncharitably defamed him to whomever she 
could, perhaps exaggerating her own poverty in the process — for she owned two 
properties by this time. 


Theo was apparently aware of her defamatory comments, for in his letter to his son 
Reinhold of 1902 from Germany (refer to Appendix 77°”), he twice refers to Sophie as 
raven, that is, a cruel unnatural mother, who was greedy for money and had made odious 
you {Reinhold] of me — he even took the precaution of sending a copy of this letter to the 
police in case Sophie denied knowing that he was in Germany. In another letter to 
Reinhold in 1910, he appends the threat that ... the man she has made into a gaolbird will 
revenge on her someday before her supposed to be silver wedding day. Claire also set out 
to understand the phrase she had apparently often heard - don’t let the women get their 
hands on the money, and without overtly revealing her conclusions, implies that this to 
points to Sophie, but we should recall Benchley’s wise observation that there are several 
ways in which to apportion the family income, all of them unsatisfactory! 


There is more to their relationship than Claire reports, and I can think of no reason that 
Claire has deleted information - not for this generation at least. The tantalising doubts 
that her information provides invite speculation about such matters as; Sophie's real age 
at the time of marriage, the four children who, if they existed, apparently died in infancy. 
Sophie’s reticence to consider returning to Germany, her apparent denial of knowledge of 
Theo’s address in Western Australia, and Theo’s apparent single status for much of his 
life. Perhaps this is what Claire meant to do — to caste doubts on the received wisdom of 
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such people as his daughter Mary’s comment that ... he was too fond of the drink and 
other women. 


An understandably patriarchal worldview pervades this line, and a few of the current 
generation claim that it is still alive and well. One little indicator is Theo Hilsberg’s 
oldest brother Max writing amidst German niceties to his abandoned sister-in-law, Theo’s 
wife Sophie (refer to Appendix 7°**), that he was assuming the management of his 
father’s estate on behalf of his siblings; he also described his widowed mother as living 
with my brother-in-law (Adolfine’s husband) rather than as living with Adolfine who is 
his own sister. In discussing this generation of the absent father Theo, it would seem 
more important to define the formative period of the mother and her attitudes and actions, 
as it was she who would have had an even greater influence on her children than the 
norm. But the grand-maternal attitude of an idyllic male — which sounds as if it was 
defined as everything that Theo was not - had even pervaded Claire’s description of the 
family, such that we learn more of Theo than of Sophie. Perhaps a future family 
researcher would do well to develop the theme to rectify this imbalance. 


No doubt Sophie had a difficult time as a single mother and a German in a British colony 
during the World War | years, but she does appear to have been a competent and 
independent woman who was able to acquire assets at a time when most of the population 
were struggling with the 1890s depression, which in Melbourne was particularly severe. 
This point is worthy of emphasis — consider the devastating effect of the 1890s 
depression (refer to Appendix 4°) in which people starved in Melbourne as _ it 
plummeted from a relative richness never since experienced, and presents us with the 
question as to how was Sophie able to buy more than one property, and, according to her 
daughter, commission and have built, a new house on one of them. Her letters to relatives 
and even in-laws in Germany are answered as if she cried poor, which elicited kind 
urgings for her to return to Germany that she apparently did not never entertain. In 
reading about Sophie and her times, there is much more to the story than is presented 
here. Thus it is the effect of her mothering on her son Reinhold that would hold even 
more fascination for the future researcher. And so we now turn to Reinhold Hilsberg and 
his generation. 


7.3.3 Generation 8: Hilsberg-Reynolds 


We can add much to the skeleton of the 1982 politically-correct version, as a result of 
Reinhold Ernst Emil Hilsberg’s activities and to their documentation in some cases. 
Born in Woolloomooloo, Sydney on 12" March 1887, he removed with his parents to 
Melbourne where, as described above, his parents’ relationship deteriorated to the point 
that his father left sometime around 1895. A portrait photograph of the young family 
before this time is presented in Appendix 72° This was the period of the 1890s 
depression when poverty meant extreme hardship, a traumatic contrast to the preceding 
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heady years of Marvellous Melbourne (refer to Chapter 4 and Appendix eee 
nevertheless, Reinhold’s mother managed to accumulate property to her own name 
through this period. This seems to have shaped the attitudes of Reinhold; sent to work 
before completing the expected schooling, as was his sister, and presumably convinced of 
their need to work because they were ‘poor’ despite the evidence of assets above the 
average, Reinhold developed a life-long work ethic that seems to have merged with his 
mother’s formation of the ‘responsible’ man — such is the creation of family 
psychological traits that can pervade future generations. 


Claire speculates that the young Reinhold may have begun school in Carlton before 
attending Greenvale School with his sister Mary, until his mother removed him to 
Broadmeadows School. Reinhold worked on the Greenvale property producing poultry 
and vegetable products, and later delivered milk. Claire records ... there is no recollection 
of the father ever living at Greenvale during his [Reinhold’s] childhood, although he 
made occasional visits. Sophie fostered little respect for the missing male parent. 


Leaving school in 1899 at age 12, Reinhold worked on neighbouring farms, which 
apparently continued into his twenties, as indicated by his letter (refer to Appendix 7°°’) 
after riding his pushbike to Yarrawonga to work for a relative of one of the neighbours. 
When his mother died in 1910, he inherited the Greenvale property, and by 1915 he was 
listed as resident at 522 Lygon Street, Carlton. His father’s generous transfer of his own 
inheritance accrued to Reinhold at age 25, and he was married less than three years later 
to Alice Mary Christopher Reynolds - on 30" January 1915 (refer to their marriage 


certificate in Appendix 7°**); a copy of their wedding photograph is included in Appendix 
5 Real 


Alice Mary Christopher Reynolds was born Melbourne environs in 1891 from English 
stock. Her father, Richard Edgar Reynolds, was the son of William and Rosanne 
Reynolds (nee Cramp) — William being a grocer in South Brighton, England. The details 
about the Reynolds line, as presented in the 1982 history is presented below. Her mother, 
Mary Stayner was the youngest of the Australian-born children of George (born 1822) 
and Dinah (nee Wedmore, born 1819) who had migrated from Blandford Forum, Dorset, 
England to settle in Brighton, Melbourne in 1849. To go back further, we find that 
George’s was one of six children of Charles (born 1795) and Mary Stayner (nee 
Christopher), and that Charles, a basket maker, was one of 13 children of Robert (born 
1794) and Margaret Stayner (nee Bower). Details from the 1982 history are presented 
below after the Reynolds information, and the 1982 version of the Stayner tree is 
presented in Appendix 7,°”’ as is some of Claire’s handwritten information,”’! and a page. 
probably from Claire, entitled ‘Roots’.””’ The Stayner tree has been elaborately decorated 
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again by the efforts of Claire Hilsberg (refer to Appendix 7°”*) — this was a major task, 


surpassing, in some ways, the work on the Hilsberg tree, and is a further testimony to her 

. generosity to the family at large. The book was launched, as numbered copies, at a large 
gathering of the Stayner descendants, with each branch being separately described and 
photographed; a photograph of ‘Mary’s Descendants’ from that gathering is presented in 
Appendix 7.7°* 


Claire offers many glimpses of life in Dorset, the trade of basket-making, emigration, and 
other salient descriptions pertaining to the Stayners. She must have allocated such time to 
this branch of her family for some reasons not stated in the document. In her preface, she 
offers us the hint that it may have been because she can trace this line back further (to 
1715), but it might equally be that this line entered Australia relatively early (in 1849), or 
she had a willing collaborator in the form of Kathleen Cameron. Or it might just have 
been that she considered her mother’s line to be of least equal importance to her father’s. 
In any case, these efforts are something on which relatives may reflect with pride in their 


maiden Aunty Claire.

After the birth of the first child (1848) the family 
emmigrated to Port Phillip, Australia, on board the "General 
Palmer" with 253 assisted migrants.

In 1873, George Christopher STAINER and his son George 


are recorded as gardeners of Highett Road, Brighton, Victoria. 


After the death of Dinah WEDMORE, George Christopher 
STAINER married Christiana BERRIMAN producing five children; 
Martha (born 1874), Elizabeth Ann (born 1876, died as an 
infant), Selena Margaret (born 1878, died as an infant), 


Charles (born 1879) and Blanch (born 1881). 
Mary STAINER, the child of DINAH WEOMORE, married 


Richard Edgar REYNOLDS in 1877 (refer to REYNOLDS tree in 


Chepter 15 for further details). 
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The youngest of seven children, Alice Mary Christopher Reynolds, suffered from 
rheumatic fever, and Claire speculates (refer to Appendix 7°”) that the difficult 
conditions of Melbourne during the 1890s depression (refer to Appendix 4°”°) may have 
compromised her early nutrition. She worked as a young adult for a caterer in Hawthorn, 
and it was here that she met Reinhold Hilsberg, probably while delivering the milk. She 
had occasional help in the house after they married and had children, underwent surgery 
for an enlarged thyroid in 1924, is remembered as a retiring type who worked hard at 
home, and early in her married life prepared floral arrangements for weddings. But 
otherwise, we seem to have little information about her from Claire, especially when 
compared with the denser and more plentiful information about Reinhold. 


In the same year that they married, Reinhold, as Claire writes (refer to Appendix 7°”’)... is 
recorded at 13 Somerset Place, off 477 Drummond Street, as a manufacturer of 
condensed milk. The business of collecting cream from various properties in the Bulla- 
Lancefield area, using a horse and cart, and working out of a depot/factory in Somerset 
Place Carlton (now the [location of the] Motor Registration Branch), was the start of 
‘Bulla Cream’, although the development of that business was the product of others’ 
work after Reinhold had sold his small enterprise. 


Their first two children, both daughters, were born in this period in Carlton — Mena Alice 
(1915) and Clara Lucy (1917); the family then moved back to the Greenvale property 
where Ronald Ernest was born (1920). Reinhold then took a position with the Milawa 
Dried Milk Company, moving the family to Milawa, where their next child, Marjorie 
Elma was born (1921) — this is the line we follow in the next section. In 1923, Reinhold 
was offered the management of a similar plant in Yarragon owned by Austral Milk 
Products Pty Ltd, which adjoined a butter and casein factory. He rented a house in town 
and another closer to the milk plant, and turned the loss-making plant into a profitable 
business (refer to Appendix 7°”*), which he ... took over [and] expanded the milk volume 
and realised that even greater expansion was possible, so when the opportunity became 
available, he moved operations to Drouin in 1927/28. The final three children were born 
at Yarragon — John (Jack) Richard (1923), Letty Olive (1924) and Keith Edward (1926). 
The family moved to a rented house in Drouin in 1929. 


This was the era in which the now highly intensive dairy processing industry was 
beginning, and these were the early players that were making innovations in expansion, 
although Reinhold’s Yarragon experience is only mentioned in passing in a history of the 
dairy industry in Yarragon (refer to an extract from ‘From the Dawning’ in Appendix 
7°”) in the words ... in the early 1920s ... Mr P. [sic] Hilsberg conducted the Austral 
Milk Products Co manufacturing casein. His Drouin plant was established behind the 
Cooperative Butter Factory and processed up to 10,000 gallons per day in spring. As for 
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many rural families, the depression of the 1930s was offset by eating rabbit meat, but the 
family does not appear to have experienced the hardship of those in cities such as 
Melbourne, for in 1929, Reinhold purchased a Chevrolet and trips to Milawa to check 
Reinhold’s bee hives became family camping holidays, and visits to Melbourne to visit 
Theo Hilsberg became regular. 


His experience, success and drive led him to volunteer his services as Clerk of Works to 
assist construction and purchasing for the new Anglican church in Drouin in 1936, and he 
was notably remembered at its opening (refer to Claire’s text in Appendix Po. A 
Golden Jubilee celebration of this building was attended by family members including 
Marjorie, grandmother of Leslie and Christopher Falvey (refer to extract from ‘Church 
Scene’ in Appendix 7°!) It is difficult to form an opinion of his role in the church; for 
example, he is not mentioned in the church document ‘A Century of Service in the Parish 
of Drouin’? though he is uncharacteristically listed as a member of the Tennis Club in 
“Down Memory Lane’? and almost eulogised in the address of Fred Armstrong 
published as ‘A Venture in Faith’ (refer to Appendix 7"). Some future Hilsberg 
researcher might do well to answer such questions as the following. Did he provide his 
expertise rather than money to the initial effort? Why did he eventually provide an 
interest-free loan to complete the building rather gifting the funds? Did he take on the 
role after or before his wife’s death? What was his association with the church, as he is 
noted as not being an attendee? Given the ambivalent attitude to religion within the 
family, this seems to be a potentially fertile area for further questioning. 


Around the same time, the Yarragon plant was closed and its operations transferred to the 
Drouin Butter Factory, and soon afterwards, Reinhold and Alice Mary Hilsberg sailed for 
USA and Europe, calling on his relatives in Germany. A family photograph from this 
time is presented in Appendix ya 


Alice Mary Christopher Hilsberg (nee Reynolds) was not well when they departed 
Australia and may have already suffered one heart attack. She had known of her 
weakened heart resulting from her childhood rheumatic fever, which giving birth to seven 
children may have further strained. Soon after they returned, she suffered a fatal stoke, on 
20" October 1936. She was buried at the Drouin Cemetery, where some years later a 
headstone was erected on her grave. The children were aged between nine and 21 at this 
time. Mena, the oldest, ... housekept for a period, to care for the three youngest who were 
still at school, the other older children dispersing into various jobs and occupations. EM 
Doughton/Kent, who had helped with housekeeping, may well have provided additional 
assistance through this period. 
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Within a year, in 1937, the widowed Reinhold married Edith Glory Pollock, who had 
recently arrived from England with her thirteen year-old daughter, Joan, and the family 
moved to live in Canterbury Road, St Kilda. From 1941 to 1945, he owned a service 
station and garage in Bridge Road Richmond and so moved the family closer, to 365 
Highett Street. During World War II, possibly demonstrating the countercyclical 
confidence of his mother, purchased 31 and later 33 Riversdale Road, Hawthorn. Upon 
sale of the service station, he retired fo his life long hobby, bee keeping. This bee keeping 
included 325 hives at its peak, from which he supplied some 30 honey outlets as well as 
the Producers Distributors Cooperative. It was this occupation that allowed contact to 
indulge his older grandsons, as they helped him harvest and handle the honey. 


Meanwhile, Reinhold’s sister Mary had lived a somewhat similar life, leaving school 
early to live in and work at the Greenvale Sanatorium, keeping house for a short time for 
Reinhold after their mother died, occasionally accompanying and transporting the local 
pastor, and then, in 1914, marrying William Martin Walters, a 28 year old fitter from 
Durban, South Africa — a wedding photograph is presented in Appendix 7.°’° The married 
couple lived at the Somerset Place property and then Greenvale, their two children being 
Kitty (born 1915) and Ivy (born 1918). William enlisted in the A.I.F. in July 1915 and 
was, according to Claire’s dates, discharged a fortnight later as medically and physically 
unfit, but these dates should be confirmed — | think she may have meant 1918 because 
Claire’s implies that he was not welcomed back by Mary, and I know of no suggestion 
that Ivy’s father was other than William. Of greater significance to a trend that has 
occurred to others before me, is Mary’s seeming callous opportunism in abandoning 
William, as Claire writes (refer to Appendix ingei Oe Mary proved adamant in her refusal 
to take her husband back ... a letter sent to her in 1922 pleads her to do so and talks of 
him as ... down and greatly worried as does another letter in that year from the Mission 
of St. James and St John in which they wrote that he was ... anxious to see if there could 
be a reconciliation between [them]. By 1924, a solicitor sought Mary’s signature to 
formalise the separation which would allow William ... fo get a 5 shilling per week rise 
in his pension and thus enable him to live decently — but she does not appear to have even 
done this as a 1932 letter indicates that, at that time, he was still not receiving an invalid 
pension. William died, in 1935 in the Kilmore hospital — in the middle of the 1930s 
economic depression when so many men died of desperation, by various means. Mary 
would not allow the eldest daughter to even meet her father. By itself, Mary’s actions 
might be assumed to have some justification hidden from us, and that may well be so. But 
this information was gathered from Mary herself and her records by Claire Hilsberg. and 
it not only echoes her own mother’s attitude as Claire herself highlights, but is thought by 
at least one of the Sophie’s great-grandchildren to be played out in most of the marriages 
of subsequent generations. And there is a further hint in Claire’s understated reference to 

Adam Fishbourn, who had helped Mary's mother to gain and maintain her 
independence early in the 1890s [helping to] establish the daughter — but who knows 
what this meant to imply? Mary died in 1982 in the same institution in which her mother 
first sent her to work as a child — Claire and Letty Hilsberg were tolerant visitors to her 
cluttered hoard of a home through her unhappy final years. 
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A combined Hilsberg—Reynolds family tree in my handwriting supplemented by Claire’s 
is presented in Appendix ie 


7.3.4 Generation 9: Daly-Hilsberg 


This is the generation of Leslie and Christopher’s maternal grandmother, Marjorie Elma 
Daly (nee Hilsberg), and as it joins the Daly tree at this point, most relevant details are 
presented in Chapter 6. Claire Hilsberg’s, Hilsberg Migrant Ancestors, does not include 
this or subsequent generations, though we may glean something of relevance from her 
asides. In many ways, Claire was the only one of her generation able to stand back from 
the family and comment with some objectivity, for all her siblings married and, to borrow 
the words she used to describe her aunt’s marriage, ‘followed the family pattern’. But not 
all of her opinions should be recorded here, and some even seem wrong — such as the 
hardship of the childhood of her generation. This may well be simply a family cultural 
maxim handed down from Sophie, even as she cried poor and removed her children to 
work at young ages while she may have actually fared better than many in those difficult 
times. Reinhold’s drive to succeed financially seemed to derive from this, as Claire often 
pointed to any who cared to listen, and as he had not been given wider knowledge of life 
and so raised his family according to the same ethic. Thus Claire was able to repeat the 
bare foot in the winter snow version of her childhood, while her siblings recalled a 
different, even privileged childhood. Certainly a large family being able to holiday in 
their own motor vehicle during the 1930s depression is not consistent with hardship. 
Perhaps she meant ‘ordered’. 


Claire’s document also omits reference to a subject close to her own heart — the 
antipathetic attitude to education within the family. Claire was apparently never let forget 
by her father that he had spent more on her education than on the other girls, and is he is 
generally considered to have been generous to all of his children. Claire had gone up to 
the University of Melbourne, and unsurprisingly for her family background, had not 
succeeded. Yet she continued to read and think through her life, and shared her thoughts 
and books widely. I was especially fond of Claire, and her foibles — many of which were 
family traits that others seemed not to see in themselves, just as | no doubt remain blind 
to those that command me. But it was her encouragement for education and continued 
self-development that attracted me most. In her Hilsberg Migrant Ancestors, she lovingly 
projects her own intellectual interests onto her father, though the paragraph is 
unconvincing. Nevertheless, its content are interesting — it reads in part (refer to 
Appendix 7°)... after he had had his say on the theme of man upsetting the balance of 
Nature the doctor wrote down the name of a paper-back for [Reinhold] to read. It was 
‘Silent Spring’ by Rachael Carson. When provided with a copy, Reinhold admitted he 
was unable to take all the details in, and recommended that I read it. Of course Claire did 
read it and, she discussed it with me as she did other subsequent books — she too did not 
take all the details in, but she persevered. Silent Spring, published in 1962, while not a 
complex book, may well symbolise the wellspring of knowledge that may quench the 
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unsatisfied thirst recognized by some of the current generation — which is, I believe, what 
Claire thought might overcome the constraints which oppressed her. 


The ghost of Reinhold Hilsberg yet attends Hilsberg family gatherings, though without 
formal acknowledgement — such a strong influence was his. The gatherings, conducted 
annually in December at a home of one or other of the family provide a reunion of 
Reinhold’s descendants, though his grandchildren have shown less interest. The 
gatherings appear to centre on a surfeit of food with an emphasis on cream, perhaps itself 
homage to the ghost. The pre-Christmas date of the function has, curiously, not led to any 
overt Christmas association with the function. As the generation of his children passes. so 
may the gathering, for there is no obvious personality around which to base it — but even 
if it does cease, it has served several purposes for both attendees and absenters, ranging 
from social discourse for some to heightening self-awareness for others. It has long been 
observed that strong personalities affect three generations, their own and the succeeding 
two, and so it seems in this case. To paraphrase a loaded phrase from Claire, ‘it is not for 
me to say more’. 


The siblings attended the Drouin Primary School, and the youngest, Letty Russell (nee 
Hilsberg) is pictured in a local paper at an old-age return to that alma mater (refer to 
Appendix 7°'°). Apart from this, | have received little on the Hilsbergs that has not 
already been said, implied by, or drawn out from Claire’s work. A page of birthdays? | 
and a 1988 list of addresses for the annual Hilsberg pre-Christmas get-together” from 
Marj or Claire are included in Appendix 7. Perhaps no more is needed. 


While much of the above interpretive discussion is based on Claire’s work, as she was the 
most generous with her views, it is not Claire, but the middle sibling Marjorie Elma 
Hilsberg, that continues the line we are studying. Marj was born on 4" June 1921, and 
after recovering from an uncertain period following pneumonia and corrective surgery 
that removed one of her ribs, apparently enjoyed a benign childhood without the 
pressures that inevitably fall on the first and last born. However, at age 15, her mother 
died after having been absent with her father as they travelled abroad. With the arrival of 
a step-mother soon afterwards, some might speculate in a Claire-like manner, that an 
adolescent in the position of Marj might missed the important transitional of the 
daughter’s assumption of the potential role from which nature retires the mother — but she 
had older sisters and they could well have provided role models. Consistent with the 
family, education was not a major feature of life and Marj went to work as a switch-board 
operator in Woodend and later Wodonga, giving her a freedom that she recalls in old age 
as very happy times. 


Marj’s siblings should also be acknowledged briefly, and | note my debt to Jan Falvey 
(nee Daly) for the following information. The eldest Mena Alice (born 1915), married 
Alan Mann who died in the 1950s; they produced three sons, Raymond (born 1947) who 
died in childhood, Graeme (born 1940) who married Robyn Young (born 1944) and 
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produced Tony, Scott and Brett, and Robert (born 1950) who married Shirley Reardon 
and adopted daughter Michele who married and divorced and lives with her partner Gary 
English, and produced Kelvin who has married Darleen Beveridge, and Carley. Divorced 
in the 1990s, Robert married Elizabeth. 


Ronald Ernest (born 1920) married Beryl Stuart and they produced Stuart (1947) who 
married and divorced Narelle, and Anne (born 1950) who married Marcel Muntwyler and 
produced Martin and Stefan; they divorced in the 1990s. After Beryl died, Ron married 
Jean Cuthbert. 


John (Jack) Richard (born 1923) married Dawn Keith and they produced Terrence (born 
1952) who is now married, divorced and is now married and a father, and Michael (born 
1953) who lives with his wife Janine and their children in Adelaide. 


Letty Olive (born 1924) married Jack Russell and adopted John (born 1957) who married 
Tony and Jenny (born 1959) who married and divorced Kevin Keirl and now lives with 
Lewelyn Theodor, and then produced; Helen Francis (born 1960) who married Paul 
Zezula producing Jack (born 1998) and Howard (born 2002), and Lynette Edith (born 
1962) who married and divorced Trevor Wheatley and produced Julian. 


Keith Edward (born 1926) married Merl Jenke and produced Warren (born 1953), 
Narelle (born 1956) who married Peter Kruger, and Meredith (born 1967). 


Clara Lucy (born 1917) remained single and childless. 


There is one additional member of the family who is not always included — the daughter 
of Rienhold’s second wife, Edith Glory Pollock, Joan Pollock who was born in 1924, 
married Robert Griffith and produced Julie (born 1946), Susan (born 1948), Robert 
(1952) and Mark (1957). Of a similar age to Marj, one might perhaps expect that these 
two shared an intimacy that other of the Hilsberg siblings may not have felt — but this 
does not seem to have been the case. Perhaps this relates to her mother’s different 
treatment of her own child, or to a later event surrounding her mother’s death. Apparently 
Reinhold Hilsberg believed that Edith, his second wife would leave her estate to him so 
that he could, on his death, allocate their combined inheritance across all the children. 
However, at her funeral — so the story goes - the will revealed her daughter Joan as the 
sole beneficiary. Such stories are easily exaggerated, and in this case may only be of 
consequence in possibly representing Edith’s desire to thwart Reinhold’s strong will. In 
any case, it sounds as if Reinhold presented Joan with the choice of leaving the assets In 
the family pot for division on his death, or before according to his conception of helping 
his children establish themselves when they married, or taking her inheritance from her 
late mother at that time. Choosing the latter seems to have led to Joan receiving less than 
her (step) siblings. 


We have some additional anecdotes mainly about Marj’s time leading up to her marriage 
to John Henry (Jack) Daly (refer to Chapter 6) from Mavis Chapple (nee Twomey) and 
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Marj herself (refer to Appendix 6°'*), which add to the general flavour of the line. She 
met Jack when he and his mother stayed at the same boarding house as Marj in Woodend. 
She curiously recalls her first impressions of Jack as a *mummy’s boy’, partly because he 
was with his mother. But the dependence seems to have been reciprocal with respect to 
Marj’s father Reinhold who, as Mavis relates, stayed with Mavis and Roy in Wodonga 
for some time to investigate their cousin Jack as a potential son-in-law — and received the 
reply from Mavis ... you've come to the wrong place if you don't want to hear good news. 
Marj and Jack married in 1944 after courting for about three years, and they then lived 
for six years in a unit that formed part of her father’s home in Riversdale Rd, Hawthorn. 
Their story is continued in Chapter 6. 


Apparently Claire once sought to retrieve copies of the family history she had written, 
apparently because some family members disagreed with its contents. What could have 
offended anyone? Anyway, the best comment on the matter comes from Mavis Chapple 
(nee Twomey) who agreed to return her copy only after reading it one more time, and the 
commenting that your family is no worse or better than any one else's. But perhaps the 
most embracing comment about this generation is that from one of the subsequent 
generation who chose to investigate more of her family background, and who observed 
that everyone pussyfooted around grandpa!

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the family grave of the first Australian Falveys in our line, in the cross-generational 
continuous improvement actions of the Christophers, and in the single-minded actions of 
the second generation Australian Hilsberg. But whether it is the creation of ‘characters’ 
or of an upright character, we would miss the point if we focused on one person or line, 
for no action or outcome can be the result of a single person when one is dealing with 
such generalities in. If there is one conclusion that we can draw from the sequential 
presentation of generations, it is that all persons within a family are interrelated in all 
ways while also representing a microcosm of the wider society. And it is from the 
realisation that no one person is the creator of their own psyche, life, success or failure, 
that we can begin to consider the dimension of a family history that is so easily missed in 
its the traditional patriarchal nature and structure - for it has been known since Eve that 
the influence on a child is very much more than his father’s blood. 


Each of the lines presented include blood uncertainties, as indeed do those in all families. 
In two lines, step-sibling relationships exist in current generations, and in at least one 
line, formal adoption of a child has been acknowledged. What does this mean for such 
individuals and for the ‘family tree’? The answer must be that, except for such factors as 
hereditary genetic abnormalities, it means nothing to the generalities to which we are 
necessarily limited. For our natures may be clearly seen to be products of our nurture 
when we objectively review ourselves with respect to the environment that has formed 
us. The natures of the Falveys are in general more similar to each other than to the lines 
into which they marry, and the same applies within each line. This observation also offers 
us a means of discounting national traits imported from the ‘old country’, for today, none 
of the lines here presented seems to have retained more than a casual interest in their 
geographical origins — so, if someone seems to be a little ‘Irish’ or ‘German’ because 
their surname is, look again across the preceding generations and see how the trait 
concerned is in the mother or father more than the motherland or fatherland. 


The environment that has the greatest influence on shaping each of us is established by 
nature, yet consideration of that maternal influence is easily negated by the patri- 
sanguinous structure of the family tree. This is no sop to feminism, it is recognition of 
biological fact — mothers bear, suckle and, even in the modern families considered in this 
compilation, raise and have by far the most contact with their children. Yet, tradition 
labels the line for the fathers, though we have moved on from ancient Greece where the 
husband’s responsibility for his wife’s actions is reflected in Burton’s observation that 
Diogenes struck the father when the son swore. Such an argument produces the 
unpopular conclusion that the family that has most recently married into a line has the 
greatest potential influence on the future of that line. Of course, anyone who has thought 
about this has come to the same conclusion — but it offers a basis for discussing what this 
history might mean to Leslie and Christopher. But before we attempt to draw those 
conclusions, it is first useful to review each of the lines detailed in the preceding four 
chapters. 


Reviewing the Lines 


Summarising a family’s traits is inherently contentious — for while such matters as origins 
or even formative events may be generally agreed, descriptions of traits in terms of 
peculiarities can easily offend when we are in self-unaware moods. For this reason, the 
following paragraphs simply attempt to summarise the main points that arise from each 
line, without further comment. 


First, the Falveys. Originating in southern Catholic Ireland, the Falveys appear to have 
farmed rented lands and to have differed from the commonly pictured starving Irish 
peasant, but not greatly. They were not destitute and upon becoming established in 
Melbourne, soon moved into minor contracting for local government, and running a pub. 
The line is characterised by three factors; the absence of viable female offspring over at 
least four generations, short life spans, and a suicide and its subsequent influence. The 
last factor caused a shift in the line’s religious affiliation as the surviving mother was a 
Protestant, it separated Falveys from knowledge of their origins, and it affected, though 
one cannot isolate in what ways, at least the succeeding generation, and probably the 
next, my own. 


The Christopher line derived from the mining stock of Cornwall where, at the time of 
their migration to Australia, they had few assets except their labour and mining skill. The 
family escaped from the poverty- and death-trap of mine working in the Bendigo gold 
mining areas through learning technical skills and, by infusion of a Scottish-derived 
family, expanding its educational ethic to all children, including a daughter. This ethos 
grew in the subsequent generations, providing wide access to professional activities. In 
addition to being characterised by its relatively greater emphasis on education, the line 
may also be characterised by a relative internal harmony, and a quick-wittedness not 
always understood by others. 


The Daly line, the first to enter Australia, albeit for a few years in the first instance, 
originated from northern Ireland, and while the marriages of this first arrival are of 
ambiguous religious affiliation, subsequent generations seem to have been Catholic, of 
sorts. Cross-generational continuity appears to have been of a relatively low order, and 
notwithstanding an apparent rise to a significant administrative post, the influence of an 
in-marrying Catholic family appears to have resulted in a somewhat ambivalent attitude 
to opportunity. The line may be characterised by its early and interesting colonial origins, 
by its apparent cultural discontinuity despite long co-extant generations, and in a recent 
past generation, by its apparent diversion to lifestyle, leading to the most responsible 
child being placed under undue pressures. 


Last the Hilsberg line - possibly the most contentious, containing opposing views about 
itself within its own members. Originating in Germany, an adventurer migrant married a 
very strong woman who soon dismissed him and instilled an ethic of work and money 
into her offspring. The resultant inevitable financial success and other associated 
behaviours continue to affect current generation. The line may be characterised by an 
early business acumen that allowed more comfortable lifestyles than the average, even if 
these were not all availed of, a resistance to education until time overtook attitudes. and 
the near total absence of in-marrying males after children were born. 


Short as these summaries are, they may yet be provocative. This results from attempts to 
highlight differences to a level that allows further discussion of the utility of the family 
history approach. And it is to this subject that we now return, by drawing on these 
summaries, beginning with the minor conclusion of the preceding section concerning the 
critical importance of nurture and hence, mothers. 


What Does This Mean to the Products of the Lines? 


For Leslie and Christopher, answers to the title question are readily derived from the 
above — nevertheless, at the risk of stating the obvious, the following adumbrates some 
relevant issues. 


In introducing the benefits of family histories, we considered their anomalous patriarchal 
nomenclature and structure in the light of the superior influence of nurture and hence 
mothers. What can be drawn out from this point in the specific case of the lines that lead 
to Leslie and Christopher? The obvious conclusion is that the maternal influence would 
suggest an order of influence from the Hilsberg line above others, with Christopher or 
Daly as the secondary, and Falvey as the tertiary influence. While this may not be the 
conclusion that all concerned might prefer, it is worthy of consideration as a general 
principle that can be tested in an individual case. In this particular case, some maternal 
rebellion against aspects of the primary influence and a co-incidence of wider societal 
values with those of the secondary influence with respect to social mores and education, 
has probably mollified predominance of any one line. And in addition, other influences 
are also active. 


Some constraints on the fecundity of such influence include education and schooling, 
inherent intellectual ability, confidence, and socialization. For the two products of this 
history, a private school environment offered much more than schooling, and was 
complemented by international travel, exposure to foreign persons and languages in 
Australia, and an rich availability of role models that differed from the everyday citizen. 
These combined to form characters that deviate conspicuously from the lines from which 
they spring. Intelligence is also a significant modifier of otherwise learned traits, and in 
fact may be one of the clearer examples of genetic influence. The high heritability of 
intelligence, while often not expressed as a result of pre- and post-natal physical and 
psychological conditions, has apparently been realised in these cases, not the least as a 
result of health improvements in their parents’ era. Intelligence can be a means of 
discerning the beneficial from the non-beneficial elements of the received family 
environment. But popular prattle prefers to place priority on a person's peculiar 
personality. 


Thus the individual personalities of Leslie and Christopher might be seen to determine 
their futures more than their nurture, and if this is so then the preceding chapters are 
pointless. But personalities are formed by such factors as those mentioned above, and like 
all of us, they may well revert to familiar responses to stress and age. 


Of course, one could extract much more from such a discussion, but the future is Leslie 
and Christopher’s to understand, rather than ours to guess at. If there is one general 
conclusion to draw from this cursory consideration, it is that the conditions that have 
formed the minds and bodies of these two persons are probably more conducive to 
fulfilling the potential to understand what it means to be a human than those that shaped 
their recent predecessors. More strength to their arms! 


Contrasts and Coincidences between the Lines 


At the risk of trivialising the small value of the history, there are some obvious 
similarities and differences in the lines that lead to this point. Some of these are far from 
trivial, while others may only be of conversational interest. Some examples of similarities 
are: 

e In terms of geography, both the Falveys and the Hilsbergs lived in Highett Street, 
Richmond, albeit at different houses and times — the Falveys lived at numbers 277 
and 365 in the 1920s and the Hilsbergs at number 365 in the 1940s. 

e Victoria’s first inland town, Kilmore, features in three of the lines, the Dalys, 
Hilsbergs and Falveys, with Jack Daly’s mother Mary Twomey having been born 
there in 1887 and later attending the convent school in Kilmore, the husband of 
Reinhold Hilsberg’s sister Mary Walters, William dying in the Kilmore hospital 
in 1935, and my own gentlemanly farming in the Kilmore shire from 1996. 

e Two of the lines, the Falveys and the Dalys, originate in Ireland, although 
possibly from opposite poles, and in additional to these two, the Christopher line 
derives from Celtic Cornwall and Scotland. 

e Religion, while seldom a dominant feature in any of the lines, seems to have 
either become, or have always been Protestant as far as we can see. The Falveys 
arrived as Catholics, but their short lives, absence of females and marrying of a 
Protestant, led to the line becoming Protestant; the Christophers arrived as 
Protestants and continued with their Anglican and Methodist traditions; the Dalys 
first mention in Australia is at their marriage in St Andrew’s Presbyterian church 
and, notwithstanding marrying with Catholic families, emerged as Protestant; the 
Hilsbergs arrived as Lutherans and became Anglican. 

e All lines share commoner origins. The Falveys appear to have been a little more 
than peasant farmers, the Christophers underground miners, the Dalys tailors, and 
the migrant Hilsberg, a baker 

e Two lines include some reproductive prowess, the Christophers with an early 
marriage at age 11, and the Dalys with the migrant ancestor fathering 21 children 
from two wives; in both cases these men were named William and in this 
collation both referred to as ‘Great William’. 

e Re-marriage occurs in all lines - in the Falveys perhaps less than might be 
expected for a short-lived male line, but influentially after death of John Daniel 
Falvey in 1897; in the Christophers after the death of John Thomas Christopher’s 
first wife in 1917; in the Dalys after Great William’s first wife presumably had 
died, and again when Maria Twomey left Henry Twomey for Douglas; and in the 
Hilsbergs after Reinhold’s first wife died in 1936. Among the current generations, 
divorce and separation appears to follow national trends, some even optimistically 


re-coupling, apparently taunting Dr. Johnson’s whimsical observation that, fo 
marry a second time represents the triumph of hope over experience. 

e Christian names recur across lines, often reflecting fashion, although the 
similarities of the names is worthy of some note: Leslie appears in the Falvey and 
Christopher lines; Christopher appears as a surname in its eponymous line and the 
Hilsbergs as the maiden name of Mary Stayner; John appears in all lines, as one 
might expect. 


Some examples of differences are: 

e Education as an option for independence, including for the daughter, was a feature 
of the Christopher line a generation before it was common to the other lines, and 
may be traced to the in-marrying Scots influence. 

e While the Falvey migrants began working as private sector contractors, within 
three generations they had become employees in common with the Christophers 
and Dalys, while the Hilsbergs arrived as private entrepreneurs and maintained 
the tradition in many cases. 

e War service was common to the Falveys and Christophers but not the Dalys or 
Hilsbergs. 

e The Hilsberg line contains examples of entrepreneurship in times of general 
adversity, namely the 1890s and 1930s economic depressions. 

e Females are rare in the Falvey line, and males have not usually lived to old age, 
dying from the first Australian generation at ages 40, 27, 46, and 50, so far. 

e In-marrying males to the Hilsberg family are conspicuously absent after children 
are born, the one exception across five generations of eight mothers to date being 
John (Jack) Henry Daly who lived to age 61. 


Are such similarities and differences trivial? Of course not all of them are, and most of 
the significant ones have been raised elsewhere. They are food for future thought and 
genealogical psychologists, who are bound to arise in the coming generation. We are not 
special, not different, and not traversing any new territory. And lest we think that we are 
somehow exempt from the humanness captured by the observant and the witty, let's 
recall as few of their words. 


It Has All Been Said Before 


Our ordinary antecedents cannot be cloaked in anything other than their rags, for like us, 
whatever small successes they may have produced were balanced by some 
underdevelopment in another sphere. We might have indulged in the more ancient facility 
described by Irving, who noted ...how convenient it would be to many of our great ... 
families of doubtful origin could they have the privilege of the heroes of yore who, 
whenever their origin was involved in obscurity, modestly announced themselves 
descended from a god. But to do so, would be to write a work of fiction, and it is not my 
in my gift to do that. 


Being the children of men rather than gods, we develop our own family cultures, mostly 
unwittingly and by so doing we prove Chesterton’s aphorism ... 7radition means giving 


votes to the most obscure of all classes — our ancestors. It is the democracy of the dead 
Tradition refuses to submit to the small and arrogant oligarchy of those who merely 
happen to be walking around. And that is the means by which we reach Burbank’s 
correct, if non-scientific, conclusion that heredity is nothing but stored environment, 
which allows us to derive some insight into our own relative contentedness in such 
historical comparisons. For as Chamfort observed, history is the sole consolation left to 
the people, for it shows them that their ancestors were as unhappy as they are, or even 
more so. An historical approach must acknowledge the prevailing social culture, for that 
is the environment in which family traits are expressed, and also hidden between 
generations. 


But it seems to me that, if the virtues of society are vices of the saint as Emerson says, 
then our society may be now characterized as imbalanced toward self-gratification, which 
is both fueled by, and encouraged to, worship that ancient god, Eros, without any 
countervailing gods. This is the same god whom Plato describes anthropomorphically for 
us: As his [Eros’] parentage is, so are his fortunes. In the first place he is always poor, 
and anything but tender and fair, as the many imagine him; and he is rough and squalid, 
and has no shoes, nor a house to dwell in; on the base earth exposed he lies under the 
open heavens, in the streets, or at the doors of houses, taking his rest; and like his mother 
[poverty] he is always in distress. Like his father [plenty] too, whom he also partly 
resembles, he is always plotting against the fair and good; he is bold, enterprising, 
strong, a mighty hunter, always weaving some intrigue or other, keen in the pursuit of 
wisdom, fertile in resources; a philosopher at all times, terrible as an enchanter, 
sorcerer, sophist. He is by nature neither mortal nor immortal, but alive and flourishing 
at one moment when he is in plenty, and dead at another moment, and again alive by 
reason of his father’s nature. Alternating happiness and sadness is the lot of this Eros- 
based life, and we may see it in our own as much as our forebears’ lives. Plato was 
explaining the human potential to transcend such animal lifestyles, yet there is little 
evidence given to us of either disciplined personal development to such ends or of any 
natural transcendental tendency in our lines. So, we seem to keep circling in this 
judgmental world. But there are some individuals who seem to have found contentment 
and stillness in simplicity. 


Such an approach perhaps adds to Chamfort’s comment on unhappiness, as was quoted 
above, and which appears so unfair when we talk of love; this may be because we 
mistakenly search for a higher form of love in the base form of Eros, except perhaps 
when we are young, as Wilde observed ... Children begin by loving their parents. After a 
time they judge them. Rarely, if ever, do they forgive them. While we may cry ‘foul’ at 
such honesty about our Emperor’s new clothes, our actions are laid just as naked in such 
confessions as Virginia Woolf's - Father's birthday. He would have been 96, 96, yes, 
today, and could have been 96, like other people one has known: but mercifully was not. 
His life would have utterly ended mine. Such is the misguided search for self that can 
easily emerge from misreading of family histories, notwithstanding popular 
individualism. 


Proust is clear in the next relevant insight when he says that after a certain age, the more 
one becomes oneself, the more obvious one’s family traits become. And while | have 
argued that the mother’s family traits may easily dominate, their merits may not be fully 
realized for again Wilde says ...All women become like their mothers. That is their 
tragedy. No man does. That is his. A good father is essential, and these pages contain a 
majority of what can be seen as good fathers, judged by the standards of their own times, 
not ours’, and there is also ample evidence of Nietzsche’s observation of cases where a 
father is absent or inadequate, viz ... when one has not had a good father, one must 
create one. In a way, knowledge of a family tree is another such substitute, provided it 
contains something more than lists and eulogies. 


Epilogue 


This is the family tree incorporating all the information that I have received. It is now 
possible for any person to update their own copy, and | hope that is one outcome of this 
labour. I also hope that it may lead to a little more introspection about the conditions that 
have formed each one of us, for it is only by such reflection that we might begin to 
understand ourselves. But that is really up to each of us to discover for ourselves. 
Presentation of the history with some personal interpretations, not only my own — for 
example, in the case of the Hilsbergs much of the subjective comment is Claire’s - 
necessarily introduced bias. The alternative is the boring Old Testament lines of 
‘begetting’, such as presented in the 1982 version of our history. And lest some poor 
reader has reached this stage and become incensed by offensive misinterpretations, | 
reiterate L’Estrange’s words from the prologue ... as J made this composition principally 
for my self, so it agrees exceedingly well with my constitution; and yet, if any man has a 
mind to take part with me, he has free leave, and welcome. But, let him carry this 
consideration along with him, that he’s a very unmannerly guest, that presses upon 
another bodies table, and then quarrels with his dinner. 


I have mentioned more than once that this compilation hints at the conditions that have 
formed it members. Without wishing to labour the point, | emphasise that our 
conditioning has made us what we are, and it is probably the hardest aspect of ourselves 
to consider objectively — the thought is at least three millennia old in such forms as 
Jeremiah’s ... the [parents] have eaten sour grapes and the children's teeth are set on 
edge, or what we might have heard a generation ago referred to as ‘poisoning the 
children’s minds’. Of course, most of this is done unintentionally, or even with good 
intention, but we are mostly ignorant of the effect of our actions, and mostly do not look 
behind our motivations or social and family conditioning. For anyone who wants to so 
ponder, these pages contain resources for reflection that have not yet been discussed. 


What else might one conclude from all this? Clearly there is an overall finality to each 
life that convincingly teaches of its transience. And for every person about whom we 
know some detail, I have the faint feeling that it is the others about whom we know 
nothing — not even their existence in some cases — that might have been the most 
informative. But am 1 becoming too obtuse? Perhaps it is better simply to say that the 
appendices contain a wealth of wonder and to ask, as I have elsewhere ... 


who converts data to information, information to knowledge? 
Is it the shy boffins who among the libraries forage? - 
. The answer is that, as for all things, it is up to us alone. 


So, having discharged the responsibility I owned in the Introduction, | offer you - Leslie 
and Christopher Falvey - this part of your heritage. Partial as no-one knows all about the 
past, and partial as there are many other conditions that have also formed you. It is, in 
itself a lesson in impermanence, rather than any definitive statement on the family lines 
that culminate in you. I look forward to the further unfolding of some of those mysteries 
as you now take over from us.

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O’FALVEY 

Although Falveys are found in Counties Cork and Clare this must be regarded 
as essentially a Kerry name. From the eleventh century, when hereditary surnames 
came into existence, until the present day Kerry has been their homeland. The 
O’Falveys, O’Sheas and O’Connells were three branches of the same stock tracing 
their descent to Conaire I, King of Ireland at the beginning of the Christian era. 
Passing from legendary to historical times we find O’Falveys chiefs of Corcaguiney 
from the twelfth century to the final destruction of the Gaclic order. Father Donough 
O’Falvey was one of the many west-Munster priests hanged in Cork during the 
Elizabethan religious persecution. In 1657 they are mentioned with the MacCarthys, 
O’Sullivans, O’Donoghues and MacElligotss and other well known Kerry families 
as “ plotting for trouble.” Even after the upheaval of the Cromwellian Setilement | 
they still held considerable lands around Cahirciveen, some of which remained in | 
their hands in unbroken succession until in quite recent times the property of this \ 
branch of the family passed by alliance to the Morrogh - Bernards. 

In 1690 at least four Falveys were serving as officers in King James’s army. There- 
after, like other formerly great Catholic and Gaelic families living in the more in- 
accessible parts of the country, they were content to remain in obscurity until Catholic 
Emancipation. : 

The name is O Failbhe in Irish. It has almost invariably been anglicized Falvey, 
but occasionaly in north Kerry it has become Fealy (not to be confused with Feely — 
see p. 103 infra) while in the Tulla district of Co. Clare Fallaher is recorded as a 
synonym. Fallaher, however, is stated by Woulfe to be properly the anglicized form 
of O Faolchair, a very rare name the origin of which is obscure. It would scem, 
however, more likely that the equally rare Co. Limerick name Falahee or Falihey 
(© Faolchaidh) might be confused with Falvey. 
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The Viking Invasions 


Towards the end of the eight century, the Norwegian Vikings and the Danes 
changed from their previous tactics of sporadic pirate-like raids to full-scale 
invasions. Ireland was no exception. The eastern coast of Eire, or Ireland was 
subject to numerous raids and invasions. While the Danes focused more to the 
eastern areas, such as France, Normandy, and England, the Norwegians hit the 
Shetlands, Hebrides, Isle of Man, Iceland, and Ireland. 


As the pressure on the area of Scotland intensified, the Dalradians, and the Picts 
joined together to oppose the invasions. Kenneth MacAlpin of the line Carbi Riada 
became the first king of the Picts and Scots. 


The first Norseman, or Viking to make significant progress in Ireland was 
Turgesius. In the year 830 A.D. his fleet sailed silently up the river Shannon, and 
gained control of the provinces of Meath, Connacht, and Ulster. The Vikings, it is 
believed were searching for a land to settle as their homeland in Norway was not 
producing ample agriculture to sustain them. As a result, the Irish suffered greatly. 


15 years passed while the Vikings remained in control of those provinces. Then, in 
845 A.D. Turgesius was killed by Malachy, the Irish King of Meath. Prior to 848 
A.D. the Irish had been fairly uneffective against the Norse invaders. Led by 
Malachy, High King of Ireland, the Irish destroyed the Norwegian army. It looked 
as though the Vikings were finally driven out of Ireland for good. This was not to 
be so. 


By 852, the Vikings returned led by two fierce leaders. Ivar, and Olaf the White 
took the city of Dublin, and fortified the walls against the Irish. By 920, both 
Waterford, Limerick, Wexford, and Cork were in the hands of the Vikings. They 
next attempted to take the kingdom of Munster, where they were met by the 
Eugenian Callahan. 


Callaghan of Cashel, a Cianacht, held the title of king of Munster. In a major sea 
battle, the Irish beat the Vikings to stop their threat upon Munster. Sitric, the Viking 
chief offered his daughter in marriage to Callaghan as a promise to cease hostilities 
against the Munstermen. Callaghan acepted and travelled to meet Sitric, but was 
unaware that this was a Viking trick to assassinate him and his nobles. 


The ambush worked, and in a small, but bloody battle Callaghan and the son of 
Kennedy were captured. Some of Callaghan's party escaped and reported the crime 
to the other Munstermen who instantly took arms. Led by Kennedy, two large 
armies formed consisting of the Dalcassians, Eugenians, Clan Cian, anda 
numerous contingent of Ernans from Thomond. The second army was actually a 
navy consisting of the Ernans of Desmond led by their admiral Falvey the Fair. 
(Falbi Fionn) 


When Sitric learned of the advancing army, he took his men aboard their ships and 
tied Callaghan to the mast. He then sailed out and waited for the Irish. The Irish 
fleet shot at the Vikings with all speed. Admiral Falvey attacked the lead Viking 
ship which carried Sitric and the tied Callaghan. Ramming the Viking vessal, he 
jumped aboard with two swords, one in each hand dueling the Viking warriors. 
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Falvey cut loose Callaghan and together they fought their way out. As Callaghan 
escaped, Falvey was cut down and died aboard the Viking ship. Many men drowned 
in the battle as they were wearing such heavy armor. During the sea battle, the 

Cianachts and other Munstermen were forced to watch from the shore, unable to 
| assist their navy. However, the Ernans destroyed the Vikings, sending them racing 
back to Norway.

More on the Invasion -- Cambro-Norman Surnames -- Old Irish Kingdoms 
and Clans 


After being ousted from his kingship in Leinster, and seeking help from King Henry 
II of England, Dermot MacMurrough enlisted the assistance of Richard fitz Gilbert 
de Clare, earl of Pembroke (Wales), and a group of Cambro-Norman barons 
including the half-brothers Maurice FitzGerald and Robert FitzStephen, both sons 
of the Welsh princess Nesta. Maurice and Robert were promised Wexford town and 
two adjoining cantreds for their services, while de Clare, also known as Strongbow, 
was offered Dermot's daughter Aoife in marriage and promised the whole province 
of Leinster on Dermot's death. Between 1168 and 1171 the Cambro-Normans not 
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only reconquered all of Leinster with Dermot MacMurrough, including Dublin, but 
invaded the neighboring province of Meath and harried Tighernan O'Rourke's 
kingdom of Breifne. 


Dermot MacMurrough died in May 1171, and Strongbow established himself as 
lord of Leinster, after crushing a general revolt of the Leinster Irish and Ostmen. 
Fearing Stongbow's new found power in southwestern Ireland, King Henry II (of 
England) landed with a large army near Waterford on October 17, 1171. In his Irish 
campaign Henry received recognition and hostages from the Ostmen (Vikings) of 
Wexford, who had captured Robert FitzStephen, as well as from many other kings 
in Ireland. Among those was said to include Dermot McCarthy (Diarmait 
MacCarthaigh), king of Cork; Donal Mor O'Brien (Domhnall Mor O Briain), king 
of Limerick; Murchadh O'Carroll (O Cearbhaill), king of Airgialla; Tighearnan 
O'Rourke (O Ruairc), king of Breifne; and Donn Sleibhe MacDunleavy 
(MacDuinnshleibhe), king of Ulaid. Henry made a formal grant to Strongbow of 
Leinster in return for homage, fealty, and the service of 100 knights, reserving to 
himself the city and kingdom of Dublin and all seaports and fortresses. 


Henry granted the kingdom of Meath, from the Shannon to the sea, to his own 
follower Hugh de Lacy. By 1177 John de Courcy conquered Ulaid in northeastern 
Ireland. Two Irish kingdoms in Munster, considered to be in rebellion, were 
speculatively granted away. Parts of Cork went to Robert FitzStephen and Miles de 
Cogan, who took possession of seven cantreds and exacted tribute from McCarthy 
for the remaining twenty-four. Limerick went to Philip de Braose and others, who 
failed to conquer any land at all from O'Brien. F ollowing Strongbow's death in 
1176 William Marshall, his son in law, was placed in lordship of Leinster. In 1185 
Theobald Walter, Philip of Worcester and William de Burgh were introduced into 
the northeast portion of O'Brien's kingdom of Limerick (Thomond). In 1189 the 
kingdom of Airgialla was divided between Gilbert Pipard and Bertram de Verdon 
following the death of King Murchadh O'Carroll. By 1200 the roots of the Cambro- 
Norman influence in Ireland had been firmly planted by Henry II and his son and 
successor, John. What followed was a period of both Norman and Irish provincial 
lords and kings.

From 1086 to 1114 the most powerful king in Ireland was Muirchertach O'Brien. 
He had dealings with the Anglo-Normans and the Norwegian king, and dominated 
most of the country. However, Domnaill Mac Lochlainn, king of the Ui Neill, was 
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able to hold him in check until the dynamic Turlough O'Connor, king of Connacht 
(1106-1156) came onto the scene. Between 1115 and 113 1, Turlough destroyed the 
power of Munster and from 1140 threw his energies into making himself king of 
Ireland. With his death in 1156, supreme power passed to the king of the Ui Neill, 
Muirchertach Mac Lochlainn. 


Mac Lochlainn allied himself with Dermot MacMurrough (Diarmait Murchadha), 
king of Leinster, against his main opponent, Rory O'Connor (Ruaidhri O 
Conchobhair), king of Connacht. Mac Lochlainn held the upper hand in Ireland 
until his death in 1166. O'Connor along with his allies, particularly Tiernan 
O'Rourke, king of Breifne, as well as the Dubliners, then drove MacMurrough from 
Ireland. MacMurrough appealed for help to King Henry II of England and changed 
the course of history by doing so. This opened the door for the Norman invasion of 
Ireland beginning in 1169.

THE POLITICAL BACKGROUND 


For the background to the emergence of Desmond one must look to the career of Muir 


king of Munster, 1086-1 118.2 In many ways this Dalcassian was a great man who cou 
Rex Hiberniae with greater justification than anyone before him.

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The period covered by this article embraces that between the years 1540 and 
(approximately) 1713. Religious persecution in Ireland began under Henry 
VIII, when the local Parliament adopted acts establishing the king's 
ecclesiastical supremacy, abolishing the pope's jurisdiction, and suppressing 
religious houses. The act against the pope came into operation 1 November, 
1537. Its penalties were sufficiently terrible, but the licence of those 
enforcing it was still more terrible. When they had been at work little over a 
year the Bishop of Derry wrote to Pope Paul III that the King of England's 
deputy and his adherents, refusing to acknowledge the pope, were burning 


houses, destroying churches, ravishing maids, robbing and killing unoffending 


persons. They kill, he said, all priests who pray for the pope or refuse to 
erase his name from the canon of the Mass, and they torture preachers who 
do not repudiate his authority. It would fill a book to detail their cruelty. 
Intolerable as these evils seemed, they were aggravated beyond measure, 
three years later, when the general suppression of religious houses was 
superadded. Then ensued the persecution which the Four Masters likened to 
that of the early Church under the pagan emperors, declaring that it was 
exceeded by no other, and could be described only by eyewitnesses. 


The extirpation was so thorough that even remembrance of the victims was. 
effaced. In the published catalogue of Irish martyrs submitted recently to the 
Congregation of Rites, there are but two cases belonging to Henry's reign. 
The absence of records for this period is easily explained. The destruction of 
all kinds of ecclesiastical property, and documents especially, accounts for 
much, since few but churchmen could make such records; but it is perhaps a 
more probable explanation that scarcely any were made, as it was neither 
sage nor practicable to have or transmit what reflected upon government 
under Tudor despotism. Few memorials could be committed to paper before 
places of refuge had been secured in foreign countries. Then they were taken 
down from the lips of aged refugees, and as might be expected they exhibit 
the vagueness and confusion of dates and incidents to which personal 
reminiscences are subject when spread over long and unsettled periods. 


For the time of the suppression there is a partial narrative in the recital of an 
old Trinitarian friar, written down by one of his brethren, Father Richard 
Goldie or Goold (Goldzus), an Irish professor at the University of Alcala. 
According to this account, on the first announcement of the king's design, 
Theobald (Burke?), provincial of the order, came to Dublin with eight other 
doctors to maintain the pope's supremacy. They were cast into prison; 
Theobald's heart was torn from his living body; Philip, a writer, was 
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scourged, put into boots filled with oil and salt, roasted till the flesh came 
away from the bone, and then beheaded; the rest were hanged or beheaded; 
Cornelius, Bishop of Limerick, was beheaded there; Cormac was shot and 
stoned to death at Galway; Maurice and Thomas, brothers-german, hanged 
on their way to Dublin; Stephen, stabbed near Wexford; Peter of Limerick 
and Geoffrey, beheaded; John Macabrigus, lay brother, drowned; Raymond, 
ex-superior, dragged at a horse's tail in Dublin, Tadhg O'Brien of Thomond, 
torn to pieces in the viceroy's presence at Bombriste bridge between 
Limerick and Kilmallock; the Dublin community, about fifty, put to various 
deaths; those of Adare, cut down, stabbed, or hanged; those of Galway, 
twenty, burned to death in their convent or, by another account, six were 
thrown into a lime-kiln, the rest weighted with stones and cast into the sea; 
those of Drogheda, forty, slain, hanged, or thrown into a pit; at Limerick, 
over fifty butchered in choir or thrown with weights into the Shannon; at 
Cork and Kilmallock, over ninety slain by the sword or dismembered, 
including William Burke, John O'Hogan, Michael, Richard, and 
Giollabrighde. This is the earliest narrative as regards period. It deals only 
with the Trinitarians. It had the misfortune to be worked up by Lopez, a 
fanciful Spanish writer, and consequently has incurred perhaps more discredit 
than it deserves. The promoters of the cause of the Irish martyrs have not 
extracted any names from it. Nevertheless, the version given by O'Sullevan 
Bearr in his "Patriciana Decas", despite many apparent inaccuracies and 
exaggerations, contains in its main statements a not improbable picture of the 
experiences of this single order when the agents of rapine and malignity were 
let loose upon the members. It is as a cry from the torture chamber, 
expressing the agony of a victim who loses the power to detail accurately the 
extent of his sufferings or the manner of their infliction. 


The first general catalogue is that of Father John Houling, S.J., compiled in 
Portugal between 1588 and 1599. It is styled a very brief abstract of certain 
cases and is directed towards canonization of the eleven bishops, eleven 
priests, and forty-four lay persons whom it commemorates as sufferers for 
the Faith by death, chains, or exile under Elizabeth. Cornelius O'Devany, the 
martyred Bishop of Down and Connor, took up the record about the point 
where Houling broke off, and he continued it until his own imprisonment in 
1611. Shortly before that time he forwarded a copy to F ather Holywood, 
S.J., desiring him to take steps to have the lives of those noted therein 
illustrated at length and preserved from oblivion. O'Devany's catalogue was 
in David Rothe's hands while he was preparing the "Processus Martyrialis", 
published, in 1619, as the third part of his "Analecta", which still remains a 
most important contribution to the subject. During the next forty years 
Copinger (1620), O'Sullevan Bearr (1621 and 1629), Molanus (1629), 
Morison (1659), and others sent forth from the press works devoted either 
wholly or in part to advancing the claims of Irish martyrs to recognition and 
veneration, In 1669 Antony Bruodin, O.S.F., published at Prague a thick 
octavo volume of about 800 pages, entitled "Propugnaculum Catholicz 
Veritatis", a catalogue of Irish martyrs under Henry VIII, Edward VI, 
Elizabeth, and James, containing notices of about 200 martyrs, with an index 
of 164 persons whose Christian names come first as in a martyrology. 
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Bruodin based his work on Rothe's "Analecta", but he made large additions 
from other writers, as Good, Bourchier, Gonzaga, Baressus, Sanders, 
Wadding, Alegambe, and Nadasi, and in particular from a manuscript 
ascribed to Matthew Creagh, Vicar-General of Killaloe, which had been 
brought to the Irish Franciscans of Prague in 1660. 


Practically nothing was done for about two centuries after Bruodin's 
publication. A proposal to take up the cause of Primate Oliver Plunket within 
a few years of his martyrdom was discountenanced by the Holy See, lest at 
that critical juncture such action should become an occasion of political 
trouble in England. After the English Revolution and the commencement of 
the new era of oppression that succeeded the capitulation of Limerick, it was 
manifest that any movement towards canonization of the victims of laws still 
in force would result in merciless reprisals on the part of the ascendancy. At 
length, in 1829, the last political hindrances were removed by Catholic 
Emancipation, but over thirty years were allowed to pass unmarked by any 
action, either because more immediate demands pressed upon the energies of 
the Catholic community or because, during the long period for which the 
matter had been laid aside, the sources of trustworthy information had 
become so inaccessible or forgotten that the task of accumulating evidence 
seemed too formidable to undertake. In 1861 Dr. Moran, then Vice-Rector 
of the Irish College, Rome, and subsequently in succession Bishop of Ossory 
and Cardinal Archbishop of Sydney, reopened the question by his life of 
Oliver Plunket, the first of a series of important historical publications, in 
which he covered the whole period of Irish persecutions from Henry VIII to 
Charles II. All these publications were effectively, if not professedly, directed 
towards hastening the Church's solemn recognition of the martyrs. The first 
of these writings (1861) expressed the hope that the day was not far distant 
when the long afflicted Church of Ireland would be consoled by the 
canonization of Oliver Plunket. In 1884, when the last of them, a reissue of 
Rothe's "Analecta", was published, the intermediate advance had been so 
great that the editor, then Rothe's successor in Ossory, noted the expression 
of a wish both in Ireland and abroad "that, although our whole people might 
justly be regarded as a nation of martyrs, yet some few names, at least, 
among the most remarkable for constancy and heroism would be laid before 
the Sacred Congregation of Rites and, if found worthy, be enrolled among 
the privileged martyrs of Holy Church." While Dr. Moran was thus engaged, 
Major Myles O'Reilly also entered the long neglected field, and in 1868 he 
published a collection of memorials in which he brought together, from all 
the original sources his great industry could reach, biographies of those who 
suffered for the Faith in the sixteenth, seventeenth, and eighteenth centuries. 
This collection was made with both zeal and discrimination; it was the first 
general compilation since Bruodin's, and, coming down to a later date, it 
contained twice the number of notices in the former one. As a result, in great 
measure, of these several publications, the case was brought to such a point, 
about ten years after the reissue of Rothe's "Analecta", that the ecclesiastical 
authorities were in a position to make preparations for holding the processus 
ordinarius informativus, the diocesan inquiry which is a preliminary in the 
process of canonization. The work of collecting evidence, greatly facilitated 
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by the previous labours of Moran and O'Reilly, was entrusted to Father Denis 
Murphy, S.J. He, unhappily, did not live to submit his testimony; but before 


his death he had reduced to order a great mass of materials extracted from a . 


larger number of writers than had been used by O'Reilly. The number of 
individual notices is, however, much less, since Father Murphy excluded, 
with one or two exceptions, all those whose trials did not culminate in death. 
His materials were published in 1896, under the title of "Our Martyrs", and 
the record begun by Father Houling was thus, after three hundred years, 
completed by his brother Jesuit in form to be submitted in a regular process 
of canonization. 


The usual practice of conducting the preliminary process in the diocese 
where the martyrs suffered would have entailed the erecting of a tribunal in 
every diocese in Ireland, a course attended with no advantages. The 
Archbishop of Dublin, therefore, at the united request of all the Irish bishops, 
accepted the responsibility of conducting a general investigation for the 
whole country. But, before further progress could be made, certain 
unforeseen causes of delay arose which were not removed until the end of 
the year 1903. In December of that year the vice-postulator issued his 
requests for the attendance of witnesses in the February following. The initial 
session was opened by the Archbishop of Dublin, 15 February, 1904. 
Between that date and 3 August, when the taking of evidence in Ireland was 
completed, sixty sessions had been held. The testimony of Cardinal Moran 
was taken by commission in Sydney. When it arrived in Ireland meetings 
were resumed, 23 October, and continued for some twenty further sessions 
to complete the return, a transcript of the evidence with exhibits of books 
and documents. This work was brought to a conclusion at Christmas, and on 
5 February, 1905, the full return of the inquiry was delivered to the 
Congregation of Rites. The number of sessions held was about eighty, in all 
of which the Archbishop of Dublin presided. Evidence was taken in respect 
of about three hundred and forty persons, with a view to establish the 
existence of a traditional belief among learned and pious Catholics that many 
persons suffered death for the Catholic Faith in Ireland under the penal laws; 
that these persons did, in fact, suffer martyrdom in defense of the Catholic 
Faith and of the pope's spiritual authority as Vicar of Christ, and that there is 
a sincere desire among Irish Catholics, in Ireland and elsewhere, to see these 
martyrs solemnly recognized by the Church. The chief portion of the 
evidence was necessarily that derived from records, printed or written. In 
addition, witnesses testified to the public repute of martyrdom, and traditions 
to that effect preserved in families, religious orders, various localities, and the 
country at large, with a particular statement in every case as to the source of 
the information furnished by the witness. Subsequent to this inquiry the 
further minor process (processiculus), to collect writings attributed to some 
of the martyrs, was held January-March, 1907. 


The investigation of the claims to the title of martyr made for those who 
suffered under the Irish penal enactments since 1537, is attended by 
difficulties that do not arise in the case of their fellow-sufferers in England, 
difficulties due to the historical situation and to the character of the available 
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evidence. Not more than one-third of Ireland was subject to the rule of Henry 
VIII when he undertook to detach the island from the Catholic Church. The 
remainder was governed by hereditary lords under native institutions. The 
king's deputy at times obtained acknowledgment of the over-lordship 
supposed to be conferred by the Bull Laudabiliter; but the acknowledgment 
was so little valued that the population was commonly classified as the king's 
subjects and the Irish enemies, not, as yet, the Irish rebels. The Church, 
however, was the Church of Ireland, not the Church of the English Pale, and 
the claim to Supreme Headship of the Church entailed the effective reduction 
of the whole island to civil obedience, which, as then understood, required 
acceptance of the whole English system of laws and manners. Hence, it is not 
always easy to discern how far the fate of an individual resulted from his 
fidelity to religion, and how far from defense of ancestral institutions. Again, 
the evidence is not always satisfactory, for reasons already mentioned. The 
public records are very defective, as in a country that has experienced two 
violent revolutions, but the loss so caused might possibly be over-estimated. 
No large proportion of those put to death had been brought before a regular 
court, There was a general immunity from consequences which encouraged 
captains of roving bands and stationary garrisons, provost-martials, and all 
that class, to carry out the intention of the law without its forms. In such 
cases there are no records. During the year of the Armada a Spanish ship 
made prize of a Dublin vessel bound for France. A Cistercian monk and a 
Franciscan friar were found on board. They said they were the sole survivors 
of two large monasteries in the North of Ireland which had been burned with 
the rest of the inmates. There seems to be no other mention of this atrocity.

PRESENTATION MONASTERY 


The Monastery and Schools are to the north 
west of the town, and at a short distance from 
the Cathedral. Justly loved by the people of 
Killarney and district, the Brothers have 
rendered incalculable service ever since their 
advent. 


In the year 1837 the Most Rev. Dr. Egan, at 
the suggestion of the Mother Superior of the 
Presentation Convent, invited the Presentation 
Brothers, Cork, to take charge of the Boys' 
School in Killarney. 


After the necessary arrangements had been 
completed, the Brothers and began work on 
February ist, 1838, Bro. Paul Townsend being 
Superior. The existing school then in the 
south side of College Street was in a 
deplorable condition, and had no aid from the 
Board of Education. 


Their residence was even worse, and the 
Brothers were compelled to sleep in common 
in a small room. In the following year, 1839, 
the school became connected with the 
National Board and received a grant of 740 
per annum. At that time-now almost a century 
ago-u20 per year was considered adequate 
for a teacher. 


An accession of pupils soon caused 
overcrowding, and it was evident that the 
Brothers were in need of a new home. Brother 
Paul acquired five acres of Falvey's Inch 
through the generosity of the Morrough 
Bernard family.

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As the Cathedral was being built on part of 
the land acquired, the Administrator 
suggested that the Architect, Pugin, should 
design the Monastery and Schools to be in 
keeping with the Church. 


Brother Paul demurred at first on account of 
the cost, but the then Earl of Kenmare 
encouraged him with a donation of 2300. 


Other donations followed, and soon over z 
1,000 was spent on the building, but it was 
yet far from being complete. 


In 1848, Brother Paul was recalled to Cork, 
and the task of completion fell on his worthy 
successor, Brother P. A. Gaynor. 


A man of initiative and indefatigable energy, 
Brother Gaynor finished it with all bills paid, 
and the Community opened their new school 
in 1860. 


The task of raising funds for the completion of 
such a building might well have daunted a 
less indomitable spirit, especially as the 
Education Board had given no aid to the new 
school. 


Brother Gaynor traversed Ireland and England 
collecting funds, and the response was so 
successful that he was able to furnish the 
Monastery Chapel and clear the expenses 
incurred. 


His memory is still cherished in Killarney and 
many quaint stories are told about him. 
Among his successors, two others stand out 
prominently-Brother Alphonsus O'Connell and 
Brother Brendan Costelloe. 


The former was typical of the traditional monk 
and scholar. The latter was more of the 
retiring ascetic. To-day the very best 
traditions of the school are maintained by a 
zealous, devoted, and brilliant staff.

Chapter 1 
Ireland early 1800s and other Tidbits 


In the early 1800s, simple Irish folk believed that the old Gaelic system would be re- 
asserted by God in some future jubilant day. 


Courtships entailed romance to the fullest extent possible with ardour and poetry 
stimulated by unfulfilled desire, as the prohibition of fornication transformed flirtation to 
an art form, which itself seemed the very opposite to the squalid strap beds or even straw 
mattresses on bare earth marriage beds. 


During the Napoleonic wars of the early 1800s, more livestock were kept, tenants could 
afford butter and woven cloth, and were less precariously dependent on the whim of 
landlords and Great Britain. 


The infamous Daniel O'Connell, brought emancipation as an Irish Parliamentarian and 
the first Catholic to sit in the House of Commons. The Liberator, as he became known, 
was the member for Clare, and combined the contradictions of being Catholic, a landlord, 
and existing symbiotically with the Anglo-Irish gentry. In a chequered career, the 
consummate politician, O'Connell, could fairly claim to perhaps being the first European 
to build widespread political support from the ordinary person. Promises of fair rents, 
guaranteed tenure, the protection of the Irish spinning and weaving industries, broadening 
of the voting base and taxing of landlords to support the poor formed much of his 
rhetoric, if not Parliamentary success. He fulfilled the model of the Irish Chieftain. 


The conacre, about one acre, was rented for a season to grow potatoes or perhaps oats; 
the lazy crop, potato, required no special tools, and could assume its own planting line in 
rhythm with the casual farmer and lie of the land to produce the staple on which the 
country had come to depend. Not just as a staple, but a crop which freed men to travel to 
work on the English harvest and return in time to dig their own potato crops. 


Like poor smallholders and tenant farmers everywhere, middle men were willing to assist 
in times of need by pre-purchasing crops at significant discounts in a system which 
despite hardship and exploitation provided a stable lifestyle for simple superstitious and 
pious and uneducated people. Easier to grow than cereal crop such as oats, wheat or 
corn, potatoes were stored in pits and had to be consumed within the year of production, 
leading to an annual period of summer hunger when new seedlings had been planted but 
were not ready for harvest. The 1837 report on the poor of Ireland suggested that some 
2.4 million persons routinely faced semi-starvation each summer. 
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King James II of England and his Irish Catholic allies had been defeated in 1690 
producing the feelings for the long Catholic and Protestant struggle, which has formed 
Ireland until today. The victor, King William of Orange, had already been handed the 
throne in 1688 by Parliament and confirmed in the role after the 1690 outcome heralding 
the introduction of penal laws which aimed to ensure that native Irish were kept in a state 
of powerlessness, poverty and stupidity; some of this legislation remained in place until 
Catholic emancipation in 1829. The penal code prevented the Catholic Irish from serving 
in the Army or Navy, as lawyers in civic posts, or in any office associated with the 
Crown. They also required that upon the death of a Catholic landholder, the land would 
be subdivided among all sons, unless the eldest converted to Protestantism, in which case 
he could claim the whole inheritance. A Catholic could not own a house worth more than 
five pounds, was prohibited from living within five miles of an incorporated town or 
attending or keeping schools. The Catholic faith was outlawed by the penal code and 
only primitive Catholic chapels could be erected through the 18th Century. The august 
churches belonging to the Church of Ireland, the Protestant establishment contrast with 
tales of priests having been hunted as sport and after saying mass at large flat stones still 
considered holy today. Even within this environment, some Catholic merchants and 
professionals had emerged, but for the bulk of the Irish population, the penal code had 
served in the manner described by Edmund Burke, in his fulmination to the House of 
Commons against the penal code as a machine well fitted for the oppression, 
impoverishment and degradation of the people, and the debasement of human nature 
itself. 


In these circumstances, it is unsurprising to learn that an English visitor claimed that the 
landlord continued to assert the droit de seigneur on some large estates and that in 
virtually all cases, permission to marry had to be sought with appropriate forelock 
tugging at the landlord's house. 


The diet of the Irish peasant consisted of potatoes, butter and milk and salt. Potato skins 
were peeled by a thumbnail grown especially for the task, and potatoes consumed after 
dipping in the salt between sips of buttermilk. However, the diet was not part of the 
hardship when compared to the advancing regions of Europe, as it provided a daily 
calorific intake of perhaps 3,800, with a reasonable balance of vitamins in a high protein 
and low fat diet. Thus the potato was not only easily planted and suited to the socio- 
economic requirements of labour, it sustained a nation as a dietary base, maintained 
appetite, and could be easily stored and replanted. Scurvy, pellagra and malnutrition 
associated blindness, common through the USA and Europe at the time, did not afflict the 
Irish peasant. 


The potato also fed the family pig. Course of varieties unsuited to human consumption in 
these prefamine times, allowed the pig to lead a life which sounds quite similar to its 
owners as it engaged in social intercourse with the family, and games with the children, 
as it grew fatter towards its marketing in the lean summer months. 


Keneally: Ireland was a nation of the barefooted. 


In Western Ireland, more than 80 per cent of the population spoke the native Irish, 


The peasant's cottage was warmed by burning peat which filled the chimneyless dwelling 
with smoke generously donating its scent to everything in the dwelling. It is this smell 
which displaced Irish were said to miss most, with its connotations of the home and 
hearth. The turf or peat cut with the loys (spades) followed a tradition lost in the same 
dark past as the very trees which had fallen into the primeval Irish swamps to form the 
peat. 


The wake followed a general ritual of honouring the deceased with drink and courting 
games from which the corpse and grieving widow were shielded by a dead wall. 


Respect for the environment was embodied in the inherited spiritual nature of the Irish 
who knew of areas sacred to fairies, and even to be alone in the middle of cultivated 
fields. Stealing timber from the landlord was fair game while taking timber from fairy 
mounds, prehistoric mound tombs, never occurred. The other side of this romantic coin 
is the superstitions which encourage women to sweep the floor backwards towards the 
door, to make the sign of the cross before lighting a candle and to pinch off and throw 
away a piece of an oat cake before it was consumed. 


The simplicity of the peasant lifestyle provided contentment within a highly moral 
society where sexual misconduct was recorded as very rare from anecdotal comments of 
Catholic confessors, through Anglo-Irish landlords, to influential Irish spokespersons 
such as Dan O'Connell himself. 


Chapter 2 
Transportation/immigration 


Convict transports were required to meet a standard and hence enjoyed better conditions 
than those of poor voluntary immigrants. Compromises ranged from poor recaulking 
causing exposed tar to melt in the tropics and drip on to those below decks to leaking 
through the seams to the extent that the persons below decks could be washed from 
bunks. 


Education in Ireland had been through hedge schools, open air classes taught by 
volunteer and itinerant school teachers who imparted the rudiments of English for 
parents required for their children to be able to deal with the establishment. However, 
hedge schools also taught the Gaelic Irish, mathematics and even Latin history and 
geography as a reaction of a strong society against the penal laws which excluded the 
native Irish from education. A national school system replaced the hedge schools 
following emancipation. 


A few sheep and goats for milking were brought on most ships with rural felons or others 
assigned for their feeding and care. Irish immigration to North America between 1825 
and 1845 probably exceeded 800,000, with a high proportion settling in Nova Scotia and 


New Foundland until the 1830s, representing the attraction of nearly 70 per cent of 
immigrants to Canada, rather than the USA. However, after 1835, the USA became 
preferred by 60 per cent of Irish immigrants although at the same time an estimated 
population of half a million Irish in England caused Karl Marx comment that the Irish 
peasant had wreaked his vengeance on England. 


Prior to the famine, the proportion of Irish choosing to migrate to Australia was probably 
less than one in 20 and included the Ulster Protestant tenant farmers and families, 
adventurers with means sufficient for the long journey, and some tradesmen as assisted 
migrants, who would be followed in the next two decades by assisted single women as 
domestic help and spouses. Until this time, the common view of Australia, compared to 
the neighbouring Nova Scotia, for example, was one of great distance from the home and 
hearth, and in addition to being a penal colony, had the disadvantage of being part of 
Great Britain. 


The long journey to Australia began with improving weather as ships passed Spain en 
route to temperate waters filled with porpoises, bright lights as the ship headed towards 
the Tropic of Cancer to the west of Africa. The calm of the tropics could be torrid with 
below deck temperatures exceeding 40 degrees for endless days in the windless 
equatorial regions until eventually, where the Atlantic met the Indian Ocean, 
temperatures became colder, and continued to fall as the ships plunged southward in 
search of the Southern Ocean and the Roaring 40s which allowed fast and unpleasant 
journeys from South Africa to Australia. At around 48 degrees south, respiratory 
complaints were usually rife from inadequate clothing and the effects of physical stresses 
of the trip so far. Trips to Australia ranged from 90 days to six months. 


Chapter 3 
Entering Australia 


Australia's first introduction to the Irish in numbers was as convicts, of whom it was 
noted by John Thomas Bigge, the Special Royal Commissioner of 1819, that, they arrive 
.. In.a very healthy state and are found to be more obedient and more sensible to kind 
treatment during the passage than any class. Their separation from their country is 
observed to make a strong impression on their minds. 


The 1830s and 40s agricultural expansion produced fine for the woollen mills of 
northern England and the mutton and beef demanded by establishing cities, particularly 
Sydney. 


The English widow, Caroline Chisholm, assisted unmarried women from the British 
Isles, especially from Ireland to Australia. 


By the 1840s, Aborigines, once nomadic, had already begun the transition to fringe 
dwellers around towns with a few taking employment as trackers or stockmen. Those 
continuing to live the tribal life in traditional lands moved with their kangaroo or possum 
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cloaks cum rugs, weapons and storage vessels made from gourds and bark as they 
followed their annual rhythm of food gathering and rituals, in many ways the antithesis of 
the land-ownership obsessed Irish. 


The populated and friendly countryside of Ireland was not found in the desolate and 
unpopulated bush of Australia. 


Chapter 4 
Limits of Location 


Dan O'Connell in 1828 decided to stand for election in County Clare, in an election 
which captured the hearts of the oppressed Irish peasants, although a Catholic and thus 
barred from candidature, O'Connell masterfully steered Catholic emancipation through 
Protestant support on the grounds of equity, causing William Smith O'Brien, at that time 
a young Reformist politician, to comment that O'Connell had done this in a vulgar 
manner, and was not really a Clare man anyway, but rather a foreigner from Kerry! 


William O'Brien was also instrumental in the establishment of the Limerick Immigrants 
Friends Society which provided information on immigration to the colonies, funding and 
land owning opportunities in that new world. His younger brother, Henry O'Brien, 
established the Clare and Limerick Temperance Societies with the primary objective of 
allowing the peasant and town employed persons an evening study environment and a 
credit union base; reading rooms also supported from O'Brien funds, supported these 
objectives. 


Chapter 5 


Smoking the almost endless Duden pipes was common for women and men. The poor 
laws of England were considered unworkable in Ireland prior to the introduction of the 
central workhouse concept and indeed proved to be so. The standard of living was 
already so low that it was not possible to create a workhouse with a lower standard, and 
thus any government supported establishment might prove an attractant to those great 
number living in such poor conditions. 


Sir George Gipps, Governor of New South Wales, had once ordered an investigation of 
the rationing of ships transporting convicts from Ireland to Australia, having observed 
poor quality and inadequate food; however, the women transported on the ships which he 
described had come from a background of deep hunger and proved well equipped to 
survive and do well on the long trip to Australia. 


Chapter 6 
In the late 1830s, wool and sheep prices began a six year dive from 60 shillings to one 


shilling. Private coaches and similar luxury items were offered at a little over one per 
cent of their original value.

Keneally: ... Many of the arguments ... were conducted with that Irish raucousness which 
would become an Australian characteristic. 


Smythe and Meagher, great Irish Nationals, whose careers through Australia and 
elsewhere Keneally traces in detail, had determined in the 1840s that Belgium was a 
model for what Irish self governance should be. 

Heights of these poor Irish immigrants cum convicts were noted at barely over five feet. 


Chapter 7 
Ireland - Young and Old 


Irish linen manufacturing had declined markedly by the 1840s, and agricultural produce 
in the form of dairy products, livestock and grains, continued to be exported to Britain, or 
on Britain's behalf, each year while hunger spread throughout Ireland. 


Chapter 8 
White Potatoes 


From a rumour of blight on potatoes in Belgium through to its onset in England, the 
potato blight entered Ireland. The British Government's response was to delay on the 
grounds that reports from Ireland were likely to be exaggerated. It has also been 
suggested that the blight reached Europe from America; an irony in that it stimulated 
such a migration of people to that continent. A Reverend Berkley of the Church of 
Ireland diagnosed the fungus, which some 40 years later was identified as Phytophthora 
infestans, and in the tradition of agriculture, once identified, was soon controlled by 
simple spraying of copper based compounds. However the blight took the staple food 
from the mouths of Ireland at the same time as Great Britain continued to require the 
export of Irish grains and other agricultural produce. Dan O'Connell argued for a 
suspension of exports and a prohibition on the use of grain in brewing, and free import of 
rice and Indian corn from the British colonies. However, the closure of Irish ports in 
order to sell British grain at artificially high prices was the British decision. O'Connell 
also argued for the engagement of labour for public works in order to provide funds for 
purchase of British grains. 


Proponents of the corn laws suggested that the pegging of prices created jobs in England 
for the peasants, ignoring that these peasants were starving to death, or at least beyond 
the ability to work as a result of the corn laws on top of the potato blight. The British 
Parliament was enthralled with various political philosophies; one was that of Reverend 
Thomas Malthus, who, while he never visited Ireland, had used it as an example of his 
ultimately flawed theory that geometrical growth in population would easily outstrip 
arithmetic increases in food production. The Government of Peel, was to collapse 
through their famine period, but not before Peel ordered the purchase of £100,000 worth 
of corn for Ireland to be sold to the hungry when prices in the marketplace moved out of 
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their reach. This hard Indian corn required steel mills to crack kernels, and there being 
no mills in Ireland, it was cooked, and thus caused health problems, and in some cases 
fatalities. The 1845 crop at first appeared unblighted but soon ushered in the period 
known as 'The Great Hunger’. Diseased potatoes were cooked and processed in a range 
of fashions in an attempt to gain sustenance, yet produced only stomach cramps, 
diarrhoea, dysentery with bleeding and such other sicknesses which further contributed to 
the death toll of starvation. Local officials advised government to distribute Indian meal 
at reasonable prices, although government paid more attention to the rising crime rate 
associated with the extreme situation. Corpses accumulated in ditches and hedges, 
extreme malnutrition was widely evident. Typhus or Black Fever, found its home 
amongst the hunger, transmitted by mice infected with Rickettsia, causing rapid 
transmission to all in a household. Yellow Fever, a bacterium also transmitted by mice, 
recurred and similarly took famine weakened sufferers to their graves. 


Amid stories of people eating pig rations, evictions of tenants also occurred as they were 
unable to pay rent, bringing out the worst traits of property ownership. 


Eventually Irish meal was sold regardless of government regulations leading to some 600 
tonnes per week being sold in Cork. 


High grain prices had prevented families from buying their yearly pig, the in only hope 
being the coming potato crop, as hundreds of thousands of Irishmen worked for 
sustenance on ill conceived road and other construction projects. 


The second potato crop failure in 1847 saw the expansion of private charities and the 
separation of landlords into the human and inhuman; a daily soup gruel was provided to 
the needy by landlords in some cases, others advanced their own moneys to engage 
persons on public works to earn funds to buy some food and the government advanced 
money for similar projects based on profitable sales of land in Australia and even to assist 
immigration of Irish to Australia. Thus in 1847 and 1848, groups of up to 40 persons 
arrived in Sydney and Melbourne, with the philanthropist, Monteagle, accepting 
whatever payment the immigrants could afford as his own peculiar means of avoiding the 
eviction of his tenants. However, paternalistic landlords were the exception. 


Speranza, the pen name of Jane Elgee, an Irish poet of the era to whom Yeates 
acknowledged his debt, gave voice to political feelings of the masses, resulting from 
treatment through the famine ... 


The light may mock our tyrants scorning, 
For millions of hearts will be kindled ere noon 
And the freedom we dreamed of in darkness, full soon 
Will achieve in the light of day. 


However, nationalist politics took second place to the re-arrival of the blight as people 
wondered if, as Keneally writes, God had found out their secret sins and imposed an 
endless, annual punishment. 


Chapter 9 
Immigration 


Starvation and death resulting from the famine through the severe winter of 1946/47 
produced the distended abdomens now today associated with African famine victims. 
Scurvy, typhus and other diseases became the instruments of the famine for the 
unfortunate majority. In November of 1846, 286,000 persons were registered as 
receiving wages from public works, and on each labourer, depended four or more other 
members. The ailing were often deserted apart from meagre and water being provided on 
a long pole through the front door as the only means of quarantine for the epidemic which 
plagued these starving and weakened people. Once the afflicted inhabitant of a deserted 
house died, the house would be pulled down on top of the corpse and burned; this, in 
Ireland where cremation was previously unknown. 


To enter a workhouse, a fever hospital, or to receive official relief, persons had to 
abandon their land according to an amendment made to the Poor Law in 1847. 


Soup and gruel made available through such organisations as the Society for Friends 
from Cincinnati USA and local charities were supplemented with some official support, 
although this was opposed by influential landlords on the grounds that the provision of 
free food to young men in particular, would undermine their work ethic. 


Meagher, the elegant charmer with an Australian and US future ahead of him, noted at 
the time that ... England seizes on our food while death seizes on our people - total 
exported provisions from the Ports of Waterford, Cork, Limerick and Belfast from the Ist 
of August 1846 to the Ist of January 1847; pork, barrels, 37,123 bacon, flitches, 222,608, 
and so on for butter, ham, beef, wheat, oats, barley, oatmeal, pigs and so on. 


Leaving Ireland had been seen, until this time, as a worse fate than death. The USA and 
Canada were the preferred destinations and these countries received at least 850,000 Irish 
persons between 1847 and 1851, approximately the number that had entered over the 
whole previous two decades. 


Chapter 10 


The potato harvest of 1847 appeared to have avoided the blight, although yields were low 
as most seed potatoes stocks had been eaten. 


While the potato was smitten the grain fields produced handsomely, but that crop was for 
export to England. 


From these excesses of external interference in the affairs of Ireland, the movement 


known as Young Ireland emerged, which, while ultimately unsuccessful, might well its 
success in the latter part of the 20th Century. 
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Chapter 11 
However, the next iteration of the blight was evident by 1848. 
Chapter 12 


By 1849, Irish workhouses housed 227,000 persons, while separately some 800,000 
received outdoor relief; some two million had already died or emigrated by this time. 


Chapter 14 


Early gold discoveries in what became the State of Victoria had been quashed by 
Colonial Governors in the interests of maintaining viability of the convict system. The 
Polish Count Strzelecki and Lhotsky encountered gold bearing rocks in the 1830s; in 
1849 EF Chapman bought 35 ounces of gold into a Melbourne jewellery store. However, 
it was Hargreaves, experienced in the Californian goldfields, who made widely public his 
discovery in 1851 of gold near Bathurst, and unwittingly heralded the end of convict 
transportation. Why would the British government transport the poor convicted of minor 
crimes to Australia in order to have them abscond to make fortunes in the goldfields? 


Chapter 15 


Convict transportation to Tasmania or Van Diemen's Land as it was then known, scaled 
down with the discovery of gold and the last ship arrived in May 1853. However, 
Western Australia, isolated from everywhere else in the world, including settlements 
within Australia, had been accepting convicts since 1850, and successfully sought 
continued access to this essential labour resource. 


Chapter 16 


Registration of deaths in Ireland was not compulsory until the late 1850s, although, as 
Keneally notes, ... The requirement to register deaths was often ignored by the anti- 
authoritarian Irish even after 1860. 


Chapter 17 


Evictions in Ireland between 1849 and 1851 had affected around 45,000 families or a 
quarter of a million people, to great mental anguish. These evictions came in the face of 
massive immigration or death and were claimed by some to be necessary to introduce 
more advanced farming methods. By 1851, the Irish population had fallen from 
something that may have been around 8.5 million to 6.5 million, at a time when 
population and growth was the norm throughout Europe. A spiritually depleted Ireland 
resulted, from the feedings of defeat and impotence post famine. 


Chapter 22 


In 1863, hunger once again entered Ireland after droughts and floods in the west had 
ruined crops, and parts of the potato crop had again been affected by a blight. Flooded 
peat fields meant no warming fires in the severe winter, and evictions from tenanted land 
continued. 


Chapter 23 


The population of Ireland had dropped from 8.5 million to 5.2 million by 1881 as a result 
of death and denigration. Small farms of one to five acres had reduced in number by 
nearly 70 per cent. 


West Cork was one of the areas of greatest catastrophes through the 1840s famine; all 
small farms lost their cows and pigs, employment on public works project was the only 
source of hope, and charities, supplemented by the British Government were yet to 
develop. 


Chapter 25 
By 1862 there were some 600,000 Irish born in England and hundreds of thousands of 
first generation English with Irish parents. Karl Marx observed the effect of this in 
attempts to create unions or working men's association, attempts which failed due to the 
high levels of competition between the English and Irish workers. 


Chapter 31 


The Irish Free State was formed in 1922 with a population of about half that of 1841, 
making Ireland an anomaly among the rising populations of Europe.

Thank you for your inquiry. Our staff does not conduct research for individuals; we offer 
suggestions of records to search, etc. I would suggest that you visit one of our branch 
libraries called Family History Centers. I have enclosed a list of these in Australia. They 
have access to the catalog of our record holdings. It is possible to order records from our 
vast collection here, to be searched at the Family History Center. I have also enclosed a 
list of accredited researchers whom you may hire to help you in your research. 


It is essential to know at least a county where the family originates in Ireland; a parish is 
preferable. From what you included, it does not appear that you have this information. If 
this is true, you need to start with the known and work to the unknown. Begin with the 
place you know they were and gather all possible information to trace them to where they 
came from. Another essential piece of information is what was their religious affiliation? 
Were they Catholic, Episcopalian (Church of Ireland), Baptist, Presbyterian, etc.? You 
need to discover the answers to these questions before you can continue to pursue the 
previous generations to those on the pedigree. 


The staff at the Family History Center can help you to organize and begin to prove the 
connections and work your way back on a solid foundation. If you already have the 
details proving the pedigree as well as the place of origin in Ireland, then you may begin 
researching further. I can not tell you precisely what records to search, because I do not 
have this information before me. Feel free to contact us again with a specific question, 
and we will be happy to assist you in any way that we can. I hope this information is 
helpful to you.

SERVICES OF FAMILY HISTORY CENTRES 
Volunteers will help you use the resources at each 
centre. These resources include FamilySearch®, a 
powerful computer system that can help you identify 
your ancestors using information stored in its large | 
automated files. These files include Ancestral File , 
International Genealogical Index®, and Family History 
Library Catalog . The index and catalog are also 
available in microfiche editions. A centre may also have 
some reference materials and copies of selected records 
from the Family History Library. 


You can do much of your family history research at a 
family history centre by requesting copies, from the 
Family History Library, of records from throughout the 
world. Most records are on microfilm and microfiche 
and can be used at a centre. You pay a fee to defray 
shipping costs. Centres do not collect or preserve local 
records. Since their staffs are limited, the centres cannot 
respond to research inquiries. Also, because these are 
not mailing addresses, mail will not be delivered. 


VISITING A FAMILY HISTORY CENTRE 


The centres are open about twenty hours a week. Before 
you visit, contact the centre to find out when it is open. 

Because hours vary, it may be necessary to call several 

times. 


If no telephone number is listed, or if you get no 
response after calling several times, you may contact 
the Sydney Australia Family History Service Centre, a 
local congregation of The Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints, or a local genealogical society. 


When you visit a centre, it is helpful to bring your 
research notes (such as pedigree charts, family group 
records) and copies of other family records and 
documents.

During the course of the search, a wide variety of miscellaneous articles, publications, indexes etc... will be 
checked - for example, Newspaper recordsP2, Electoral Lists 1818 - 1830, Civic Records, Family Files, 
Biographical Notices, Genealogical Correpsondence etc....etc.... 

Records such as Trade Directories, Family & Estate Papers and Catalogued Biographical References are also 
available. Census Returns apart from 1901 & 1911 are very scanty, although the 1766 Religeous Census 
can sometimes be very useful (where it survives) - it does not survive for South West Cork. 


Scraps of the 1851 Census for a number of areas in North East Co. Cork have survived. 


These various sources are located in a number of repositories - Cork University Archives, Cork Archives, 
The City and County Libraries, National Archives Dublin, National Library Cte... CHC... 
The Cork Institutions (Libraries & Archives) hold very extensive genealogical records, which can be 


consulted. 


As the search progresses, we may move through a variety of source material, depending very much on what 


direction the search itself takes. 
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PROBATE RECORDS (WILLS & ADMINISTRATIONS) : 


Perhaps the most useful genealogical research documents are Wills, which (if available) often give personal 


details of the testator’s family and relationships. It may be that one of your forbears left a Will ? 


Wills and Admons are held by the National Archives, Dublin (formerly Public Records Office).Indexes for 
each District Probate Court date from 1858 - this is an alphabetically indexed Annual Calendar of all 


probate cases. 


Before 1858, Wills were proved in Diocesan Courts. Indexes to Diocesan Wills and Admons prior to 1858 
are available for most Dioceses. However, one should be warned that very many of these documents were 


lost in the 1922 burning of the P.R.O. 


An extensive collection of Wills Abstracts helps to offset these losses, and since 1922, the P.R.O. has 


collected many copies and substitutes, helping to replace much of what was lost. 


Collections of Wills are held by many Institutions outside of the National Archives :- Trinity College Dublin, 


Land Commission Records Branch etc... etc.... 


REGISTRY OF DEEDS : 


Situated at Henrietta Street, Dublin, this unique record of Irish Lands starts in 1708, and contains about 4 
million documents !_ Many leases, releases, mortgages, sales etc.. are recorded, as well as Wills and 
Marriage Settlements, which were often registered as Deeds. There are 2 extensive Indexes to this huge 
collection :- (A) The Indexes to Surnames of Grantors - usually landlords; (B) The Lands Indexes - 
extremely useful if one has a precise location. Mainly Protestant in the 1700’s, it is only from about 1780 


that Catholics start to appear (very few small farming tenants’ names appear until the late 1800’s).

Despite my warnings that searches can take a minimum of about 4 months (or even longer !) to expedite, 

I can now report to you on your FALVEY search here in Co. Cork. We received your fee at the end of 
January, but J have been able to bring your search forward a little, and thought you would welcome some 
positive news on our investigations to date. We have not exhausted your fee, although you will appreciate 


that this has been a very extensive search, and I shall be reporting again to you a.s.a.p. 
In the meantime, I can tell you that we have checked the following sources : 


Firstly, we have scanned the 1851/52 Griffith’s Valuations of property occupiers within Cork City and 
County under FALVEY. We find that apart from the City area, the name appears to be concentrated in the 
Innishannon - Ballinadee areas near Bandon Town in South West Co. Cork. Innishannon itself lies about 12 


miles from Cork City. It is a small village. 


We also checked property records under SEEHAM, but we find no references. In fact I have never come 
accross this name, and no indexes in the Cork Libraries or Archival Repositories refer to it. I have checked 
for varients, but the closest I can come is the surname SHEEHAN or SHEAHAN, which is quite numerous 


and spread right throughout the City & County !

and baptized elsewhere, or that his baptism record was simply not transferred from the priest’s “rough book”.

An examination of the following Parish Registers of Marriages and Baptisms was undertaken in the general 
area around Innishannon :- 

INNISHANNON, BANDON, COURCEY’S (Ballinadee), BALLINHASSIG. 
Marriages and Baptisms were checked for the period 1830 - 45, but without success. 
I noted from the Griffith’s Valuations lists, that a Daniel FALVEY occupied a property in North West 
County Cork at Scarteen Upper, in the Civil Parish of Clonfert. Clonfert lies within the Catholic Parish of 
Newmarket, and I have conducted an examination of the Newmarket records. Newmarket itself is a small 


village lying about 4 or 5 miles north west of Kanturk Town in North West Cork. 


I have located what I believe to be your forbears in these records, and have also (/ hope !) solved the mystery 


of the name “SEEHAM” ! 

We found the baptisms of 3 children to Daniel FALVEY and Julia LEHANE :- 

22nd Jan. 1838 Julia FALVEY. Sponsors : Timothy CURTIN & Honora LEAHY. By. Rev. J.C. (?). 
12th Sept. 1841 Hugh FALVEY. Sponsors : Matthew & Mary O’BRIEN. By Rev. M. MURRY C.C. 


16th June 1839 Peter FALVEY. Sponsors : Peter McCARTIE (i.e. McCarthy) & Catherine FOLEY. 
By. Rev. P.D.(?). 


In these basptismal records, no addresses were listed, which is rather unfortunate. 
I take it that LEHANE or LEEHAN was mistakenly noted down as SEEHAM ..... ’ 
In order to check the area throroughly, we have conducted an examination of the baptismal records for the 


adjoining Catholic Parishes, 1835 - 44. However, no further potentially useful references were found. I

Further to mine of April 24th., I now enclose copies of the 1852 Griffith’s Valuations for Scarteen Upper, 
showing a number of FALVEY properties. This includes Daniel FALVEY, who occupied a house and 

97 acres 2 roods 7 perches under tenure from Richard Oliver ALDWORTH, a local wealthy landlord. 

Also, we have checked the Tithes Applotments for 1826, which produced a holding recorded under the name 
FALVEY. However, both the original and film copies are unclear as to the occupant’s first name, due to the 


ink stain, which partially obliterates it. My best shot at it is “John”, but don’t take that as a definite ! 


We checked Catholic records in the Parishes of Castleisland, Brosna, Ballydesmond, which lie along the 
Kerry border with North West Cork, in case the FALVEY - LEHANE marriage took place in one of those 


locations pre 1838 - negative. This will require further detailed research. 


Given the fact that ALDWORTH was FALVEY’s landlord, we have conducted a very lengthy and thorough 
examination of the records of the Registry of Deeds, Dublin :- 

We initially checked the Surnames of Grantors Indexes under Daniel FALVEY, in order to identify any 
registered transaction between FALVEY & LEHANE (Marriage Articles / Lease etc...?) in the period 
1825 - 1839. This search proved negative, as did a second search for a leasing arrangement between 


ALDWORTH & FALVEY 1810 - 1849. I take it that your forbears were probably “tenants at will” (7).

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We next examined records under the Lands Index. This is only roughly alphabeticized, and a cumbersome, 
time consuming tool. The search was limited to an examination of the “S” Indexes 1810 to 1849. 


Again, we find no transaction at Scarteen Upper, to which FALVEY was a party.

Cloyne Diocesan Wills & Administrations 1621 - 1858 show no FALVEY Will or Admon for the North 
Western area around Clonfert Parish. 
We had a similar, negative result in our examination of the Annual Calendar of Wills & Admons at the Cork 


District Probate Office and the Testamentary Catalogue of the National Archives, Dublin. 


Lindsay, I have now exhausted well in excess of the commissioned 7 hour search, as per your cheque. In 
fact, we have actually spent about 9 hours on this to date. You will appreciate the scope of such a search, 
which covers an extensive area. Now, we may well have exhausted the more obvious sources. However, you 
might wish to extend the search a little further, perhaps widening the Parish & Probate investigation as well 
as gravestone inscriptions, Land Valuation Office records etc.... (this last source is most useful in tracking down 
later generations) ? 1 recommend that only a limited search of say no more than 4 or 5 hours, be undertaken. 
On the other hand, you may wish to close the investigation at this point. I shall place your file on hold and 


await your advice.

However, 


I shall await your further advice (have we “run it to ground” ... ?).

I have now extended the examination of Newmarket Parish records, in respect 
of your FALVEY ancestry. We checked under FALVEY - SEEHAM as well as 
FALVEY- LEHANE ( we had already found the family of Daniel FALVEY & Julia 
LEHANE) . 


Newmarket records start 1821 (some small gaps). However, we find no 
furrther refs 

to the family of Daniel & Julia in the early records (no marriage for the 
parents), nor did we 

locate the marriages of any of their children (in particular John, Hugh and 
Peter - alliances 

with HOBAN - O'DONNELL - WALSH) . 

We checked the Civil Marriage Registers for this District, but no refs to 
children of 

Daniel and Julia's were found 1864 - 1880. It appears that the whole family 
migrated. 


We then checked parishes along the Cork-Kerry Border and into Kerry, since 
the name 
FALVEY is commonly found in that region. 
The following parishes were examined :- 

LISTOWEL, CASTELISLAND, BROSNA, BALLYDESMOND, 

DROMTARRIFF, MILLSTREET (very late - starts 1853), 

BOHERBUE, GLENFLESK. 
None of these produced positive results. 
However, I have been conducting some research in the general Killarney area, 
I have noticed that some of the FALVEY family references relate to the 
names Hugh and Peter - these occur in your line. 
Therefore, I shall move the focus of the search slightly, and examine the 
parishes in mid Kerry (inc. Killarney) . 
I'll be in touch again a.s.a.p.

Further to mine of Feb. 15th (e-mail), I can now report on a search of records in the general Killarney area. 


The name FALVEY is very numerous in this area of mid Kerry, and we have checked the following parishes : 
KILLARNEY, KILCUMMIN, MILLTOWN. 


We checked both baptisms and marriages in the period 1830 - 1850. The name Daniel FALVEY occurs in 
great numbers in this area (especially in the vicinity of Killarney). However, we find no marriage to Julia 


SEEHAM / SHEEHAN / LEHANE, nor did we find baptisms of their chidlern in the period examined. 


We then extended the search to cover a general “sweep-search” of all Kerry Parishes. Because of fee and 
time constraints, we limited this to the period 1839 - 1843. I attach a list of the Kerry Parishes examined. 


Again Lindsay, we find no evidence of your forbears, despite the large number of refs to the name FALVEY. 


Lindsay, we may well have exhausted the available sources - | shall place your file on hold and await your 


further advice in this matter.

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2.0 BACKGROUND HISTORY 


In 1839, two years after the first land sales in the township 
reserve of Melbourne, Crown allotments were auctioned in Ricnmond, 
Fitzroy and Collingwood.- 


These allotments were, judging by their size, intended for 
development as farmlets (fig. 2.1). East Melbourne, on the other 
hand, was part of the Melbourne township reserve and its Crown 
allotments were consequently small. 


However, it seems that many of the purchases in Richmond were made 
for speculative purposes, because within weeks some of the 
allotments were subdivided and advertised for sale in the Port 
Phillip Patriot.* The first to appear was William Wilton's Crown 
allotment 46 which was to be sold in one or more acre lots. In 
1840 at a subdivision sale of Dr. Farquhar McCrae's allotment 24 
the auctioneer described Richmond as "...the abode of aristocracy, 
wealthy and retired opulence..." and 36 half acre blocks were 
sold. The average price which, five months earlier, was £24/acre, 
exceeded £200/acre.4 


It is recorded in E.M. Curr's ‘Recollection of Squatting in 
Victoria’ that speculation was a common practice: 


"Another thing which struck the stranger in 
connection with business matters was how few 
persons seemed to have any idea of retaining 
permanently any property purchased, as it was 
no sooner acquired than the new owner seemed 
to set himself to calculate what it would fetch 
when put more advantageously on the market and 
sold at the expiration of a week or two. This 
seemed to be specifically the case as regarded 
town allotments, and people were always arquing 
that the value of that commodity increased in 
proportion to its subdivision and hence buying 
large Tats, subdividing and reselling was 
constantly going on." *

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In 1841 there was a slump in wool prices and a cessation of 
overseas investment. The Port Phillip district which was by now 
extensively occupied by pastoralists suffered a serious economic 
depression. Subdivisions on the Richmond flats were advertised in 
1842 as ."...well deserving public attention among the working 
class".~ A situation possibly attributed to the depression and 
consequent lack of interest from speculators, and also the fact 
that bounty immigrants now comprised the majority of Melbourne's 
inhabitants.° Also by 1842, J.J. Peers' had established a 
quality brickworks? probably on Crown allotment 22 or 23 as many 
clay pits are shown there on the 1855 Municipal Map by John Steel 
Magee. 


By the mid 1840's the depression had ended and resumption of the 
Immigration Act resulted in a new influx of workers. The sale of 
Crown allotments recommenced in Richmond in 1845 and by 1851 a 
further fifteen allotments were sold. Reserves were also created 
for police purposes (Crown allotments 13-15), and for churches, 
recreation, produce market, schools and a mechanics' institute 
(Crown allotment 35). Thirty-one quarry sites were set aside on 
Crown allotments 9 to 15 where they abutted the river.° The only 
other clay pits shown are at ‘Yarraberg' which David Mitchell 
operated. 


Richmond's population in 1846 was 402.” At this time, Fitzroy 
and Collingwood were being rapidly subdivided, St. Kilda and Port 
Melbourne were fashionable picnic spots and Williamstown a busy 
port. The village at Brighton was the leading pleasure resort, 
and Heidelberg a prosperous farming community./° East Melbourne 
was little built upon until after 1848 when Bishop Perry chose a 
site there for the Anglican Bishop's Palace. This aqave an impetus 
to building and the area went ahead as a select and convenient one 
in which to vive.

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Melbourne's population had trebled by 1853 with people returning 
from the goldfields, while in Richmond major subdivisions had 
occurred in the north and west (fig. 2.3). Within the next four 
years, men who established their suburban villas on the Richmond 
nills included senior Government officials, Alexander McCrae and 
William Hull; newspaper proprietors Thomas Strode, George Cavenagh 
and George Arden; merchants Patrick Welsh, David Stodart Campbell 
and Alfred Woolley; and the bankers William Highett and Jonn 
Gardiner. Their "...comfortable, if not architecturally stylish 
villas began to dot the place”.+ 


On the river flats one of the earliest establishments was the 
large villa and gardens of colonial architect, Henry Ginn, who 
purchased his Crown allotment in 1846. This property was sold to 
James Ellis in 1853 and became the Cremorne Gardens amusement 
park, It was purchased by actors and entrepreneurs, Brooke & 
Coppin, in 1856. The gardens were based on contemporary English 
amusement parks set in landscaped grounds. (figs. 2.4, 2.5, 2.6, 
2.0}. A steam boat service carried patrons up the river from 
Melbourne. In 1863 the gardens were sold and adapted for use as a 
private Tunatic asylum until 1884 when the area was purchased and 
subdivided by Thomas Bent, 


Richmond was created a separate municipality in 1855. The survey 
maps of Magee-3 and Kearney !4show that at this time many of the 
existing streets had been laid out but that almost all buildings, 
with the exception of those in the 'Yarraberg' area to the north- 
east, were concentrated in the western half of Richmond (fig. 2.8) 
- large suburban villas and gardens on the hill, and cottages on 
small blocks in the north and south, often in areas of relatively 
intense development isolated to individual streets. An 
illustration by S.T. Gill indicates the density of development on 
the south side of Richmond hill in 1857 (fig. 2.9). The factors 
influencing the location of the earliest development appear to 
have been a preference for high ground and a position on 
government roads, especially at cross roads. 


Richmond's population in 1857 was 9,029 with 2,161 houses and five 
architects, 15 Yne electors’ roll for 1856-7 indicates an 
established retail and service trade in Swan Street and Bridge 
Road - butchers, drapers, shoemakers, hotels, fruiterers, tailers, 
hairdressers, grocers and blacksmiths.

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with separation from Melbourne, Richmond, along with Collingwood, 
became exempt from the Melbourne Building Act of 1841 which 
controlled building and subdivision standards. Developers were 
free to plan streets, reduce frontages and build what they liked, 
Closer development of Richmond was also encouraged by the railway 
which was extended from Melbourne by 1859, and by horse drawn 
omnibuses which connected Richmond with Melbourne along Bridge 
Road. 


The ‘Richmond Guardian' reported in 1859 that, "Richmond is not 
like other metropolitan offshoots - a business place - but a 
residential one. Many old inhabitants of the Colony are located 
TW Wie. Business men and clerks seek the quietude of its shelter 
after the bustle and fatigue of the day. An intelligent, 
independent body of working men have pitched their residences in 
Ibe ages However, besides the claypits and associated brickworks 
already mentioned, one industry which was operating in Richmond at 
this time was Egan's steam saw mill on the corner of Church Street 
and Bridge Road (fig. 2.10). 


Melbourne's population in 1861 was 37,000 (including Carlton and 
East Melbourne); Richmond, Collingwood and Fitzroy each had about 
12,000, Prahran 10,000, South Melbourne 9,000, North Melbourne 
7,000 and St. Kilda 6,000.16 Fig. 2.11 shows the development 
along Punt Road c.1860, while fig. 2.12 indicates how little 
developed south-east Richmond was in 1869. Unemployment was a 
major issue during the 1860's and in 1862 the Richmond Council 
sought the repeal of the Yarra Pollution Prevention Act of 1855 
(which forbade fellmongeries, starch and glue factories, and 
boiling down works discharging waste into the riven) so that the 
river frontages could be opened to manufacturing.’ By 1865 a 
quarry, stone crushing mill, fellmongery and abattoir had been 
established on the river flats in Burnley (fig. 2.13), and by the 
1870's a panoramic view of Richmond carried the caption ‘Industry 
in Arcady' (fig. 2.14). 


As with Melbourne and its other suburbs, the most active period of 
development in Richmond was in the 1870's and 1880's. The eastern 
half of the town was partly subdivided by 1874 (fig. 2.15) and by 
1888 most subdivision patterns were complete, the major exception 
being Cole's paddock on Victoria Street (fig. 2.16).

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During the 1880's exorbitant rents and property prices in 
Melbourne encouraged shopkeepers to set up business in suburbs 
like Richmond: 


"Of Tate I have heard many serious misgivings expressed by 
sagacious and far-seeing financiers as to the permanence 
of the inflated value of city property. For the rise has 
necessitated the demand for higher rents, and these have 
reached such a maximum in some localities as to render it 
impossible for tenants to pay them; and the result is a 
migration of shopkeepers to the suburbs. Formerly their 
customers would not have followed them; but since the 
construction of the tramways this has ceased to be the case, 
and people flock to Carlton, Fitzroy, Collingwood and 
Richmond or anywhere else if they can purchase goods there 
at a reduction on Melbourne prices...".19 


The majority of the existing shops in Swan Street and Bridge Road 
date from this period. 


The depression of 1891 caused development to virtually cease until 
the turn of the century and Federation. Fig. 2.17 records the 
number of dwellings, their construction materials and sizes 
between 1857 and 1891. A comparative study of dwelling sizes ana 
construction materials for Richmond, Collingwood and Fitzroy 
between 1857 and 1891 shows that whilst Richmond had a low 
proportion of brick housing, comparable with Collingwood, it was 
generally more comparable with Fitzroy with respect to house size 
with a low percentage of one and two roomed dwellings compared 
with Collinawood (figs. 2.18, 2.19). On this basis Richmond does 
not appear to have been as humble an area as Collingwood 29 It is 
surprising =nat no prefabricated iron houses seem to have survived 
in Richmond. The 1855 Magee map snows a number of iron houses 
particularly in Westbank Terrace. Apart from tne prefabricated

buildings of the earliest settlers, large numbers were Imported at 


the time of the goid rush, not only of iron but of timber, zinc 
and other materials. In fact Victoria in the 1850's was the 
biggest market for prefabrication the world has ever seen.2! It is 
also surprising to note the numerous villas with extensive gardens 
shown on the 1890's M.M.B.W. maps of Richmond. Most of these 
houses had disappeared by World War 2. The maps also show 
extensive bluestone quarries in the area bounded by Barkly Avenue, 
Mary Street and the river. 


Houses constructed between Federation and World War One make up a 
substantial proportion of Richmond's building stock particularly 
in the eastern half of the city. Cole's paddock was subdivided by 
this time (fig. 2.20). Encouraged by high tariff protection, new 
Factories and stores were also being established, most notably 
Bryant & May, Werthheim's piano factory, Dimmey's Model Store, 
Ruwolt, Rosella, Moore Paragon and Mayall's tannery. By 1919 
there were nine tanneries. 


When building activity resumed, after World War One, the factories 
of Pelaco and Ajax Fasteners were established. The newly formed 
Housing Commission of Victoria constructed a housing estate on the 
old racecourse in 1941 (first stage) based on the English ‘garden 
city’ concept, while Epworth and Bethesda hospitals engulfed the 
mansions of William Highett and Mrs. Robert Hoddle respectively. 
Richmond's population peaked at 43,353 in 1921. 


After World War Two building activity concentrated on flats, often 
high rise, and again on factories. Also the ninetenth century 
building stock lost much of its integrity as alterations were made 
in the name of modernisation. 


During the 1980's large scale industrial demand has rapidly 
receded in Richmond and many factories are themselves subject to 
adaption or redevelopment. At the time Richmond is again becoming 
a desirable residential area.

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In 1997 the standardised suicide death rate was 14.6 per 100,000 persons, the highest rate recorded 
since 1971. The 1998 rate of 14.3 reflects a decline of 40 deaths from 1997. 


Suicide 

This article primarily contains summary statistics on deaths registered in Australia between 1921 and 1998 
where the underlying cause of death was determined as suicide (International Classification of Diseases 9th 
Revision, code E950-E959). This is the period for which suicide rates can be calculated in a consistent 
manner, using the estimated resident population. 


Suicide - to be classified as a suicide, a death must be recognised as due to other than natural causes. It 
must also be established by coronial inquiry that death results from a deliberate act of the deceased with the 
intention of ending his or her own life. 


Standardised death rates allow comparisons to be made between populations which have different age 
structures. To calculate the standardised death rate, age-specific death rates of persons aged 15 years and 
over are applied to the age distribution of the standard population of persons the same age. In this review this 
was Australia's population at 30 June 1991. 


In recent years, suicide, especially among young people, has emerged as a major public health issue. 
Although death by suicide is a relatively uncommon event (in 1998, 2% of all deaths were attributed to 
suicide), the human and economic costs are significant. Apart from the loss of life, there are health care costs 
associated with attempted suicide, and it can be particularly difficult for friends and family to deal with the 
circumstances surrounding the death. 


Recent government policy initiatives for suicide prevention began in 1992 when the National Health and 
Medical Working Group was set up to examine options for preventing suicide in Australia, and suicide 
prevention was identified as a target in 1994. The Commonwealth Government allocated $31m to the National 
Youth Suicide Prevention Strategy over four years from July 1995 to June 1999. From May 1999, it allocated 
a further $32m over four years to the Fighting Suicide initiative, including funds towards the implementation of 


the draft National Action Plan on Youth Suicide Prevention. !

Suicides since 1921 
In 1921 there were 621 registered suicides, where many more men (510) took their lives than women (11 1). 
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The age-standardised suicide rate was 14.0 deaths per 100,000 of the standard population. By 1998 the 
number of deaths from suicide had increased to 2,683 (2,150 males and 533 females) and the age 
standardised rate was 14.3 per 100,000. 


Although the rates were similar in 1921 and 1998, there were a number of fluctuations during the intervening 
decades. The suicide rate rose during the depression years to peak at 16.8 per 100,000 in 1930. In this 
period, high suicide rates coincided with high levels of unemployment, particularly among males. In contrast, 
rates declined during World War Il, falling below 8 per 100,000 people in both 1943 and 1944, the lowest 
recorded in Australia. The declining suicide rate during World War II was consistent with trends observed in 
many countries. However, rates for the war years may have been underestimated because suicides and any 


other deaths of troops overseas were not included in Australian death statistics.2 


After the war, suicide rates began to rise gradually and again peaked in 1963 at 17.5 per 100,000. This rise 
and subsequent fall may be attributed in part to changes in the availability of hypnotic and sedative drugs, 
from unrestricted availability (following changes made to the National Health Act in 1960), to more restricted 
availability (following an amendment to the Act in 1967).° After 1968, the standardised suicide rate remained 


fairly stable at approximately 13 per 100,000 until the mid 1990s. In 1997 it increased to 14.6, the highest 
recorded since 1971. The 1998 rate of 14.3 per 100,000 reflects a drop of 40 deaths from 1997. 


Examination of data on deaths from suicide allows the identification of some of the main characteristics of 
those who commit suicide, such as age patterns, sex differentials, marital status and geographical location. 
This assists policy makers to better target their policies on suicide prevention to those most at risk.

Age and sex differentials 
Since 1921 the male suicide rate has been consistently higher and more volatile than the female rate. 
Therefore, variations in the overall suicide rate were largely attributable to changes in the male rate. 


The profile of age-specific death rates did not change substantially from the early 1920s to the late 1970s. 
After this period there were gradual but marked increases for men aged 25-44 and decreases for men aged 
45 and over. The trends were similar for women, although the changes were smaller. 

In 1921-25 suicides generally increased with age; by 1996-98 suicides were most common in the 25-44 year 
age groups and then generally declined slightly with age. 


The biggest increase in deaths from suicide between 1921 and 1998 has been in the 15-24 years age group 
for men (rising from 8.6 deaths per 100,000 men in 1921-25 to 27.7 in 1996-98), and in the 75 and older age 
group for women (from 2.1 per 100,000 women in 1921-25 to 6.2 in 1996-98). 


The ratio of men to women who commit suicide is not a reflection of the ratio of men to women who attempt 
suicide. According to results from the 1997 Survey of Mental Health and Wellbeing of Adults, women were 
about twice as likely as men to have attempted suicide in the 12 months prior to the interview. Reasons for 
the differences in attempts at suicide and completed suicides between men and women are not fully 
understood. 
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Marital status 

Married people are less likely to die from suicide than those who were never married, widowed or divorced. 
Over the most recent period for which suitable data is available (1995-97), people in registered marriages 
exhibited lower suicide rates than people who were not married (whether never married, divorced, or 
widowed). 


Although the male rates of suicide for the years 1995 to 1997 were about four times as high as female rates, 
the relationship between marital status and standardised death rates from suicide was similar for men and 
women. The average suicide rates for males who had never married was more than twice as high as those for 
married males, and the rates for widowers and divorced men were about three times higher. Similar patterns 
were observed for women.

Geographical location 

In 1998 there were 1,589 suicides in capital cities, 511 suicides in other urban areas and 557 suicides in rural 
areas. Despite year-to-year fluctuations, throughout the period from 1988 to 1998, persons living in capital 
cities had the lowest rates of suicide, (13 deaths per 100,000 persons in 1998); persons living in other urban 
areas had the next lowest (15 per 100,000 in 1998); and those in rural areas had the highest (17 per 100,000 
in 1998). Possible explanations for high rural suicide rates for males include greater access to firearms, rapid 


technological changes and living in a climate of economic uncertainty.4 


Associated causes of suicide 

in 1997 the Australian Bureau of Statistics began tabulating all causes and conditions reported on death 
certificates. This process of recording multiple causes of death was introduced to give more detailed 
information about the underlying cause of death. It is now possible to identify not only the immediate cause of 
death but also other associated or contributory causes involved that may have indirectly influenced the death. 


in 1998, 15% of men and 18% of women who committed suicide also had an associated or contributory 
diagnosis of a mental disorder, including 9% of men and 5% of women for whom substance use (usually 
abuse of alcohol or other drugs) was a factor. A further 4% of men and 9% of women who committed suicide 
were classified as having a depressive disorder. 


In 1998, approximately 4% of males and 5% of females who committed suicide also had a disease of the 
circulatory system mentioned on their death certificate as an associated or contributory cause. No females, 
and less than 1% of males had the human immuno-deficiency virus (HIV) mentioned on their death certificate. 


These results are supported by findings from the 1997 Survey of Mental Health and Wellbeing of Adults, 
which indicate that people with a mental disorder were nearly seven times more likely to have attempted 
suicide in the previous 12 months than people without a mental disorder (see Australian Social Trends 
1999, Mental health).

Premature mortality 

Early death, regardless of the cause, is distressing, partly because the opportunity for a full range of life 
experiences has been curtailed. Premature mortality can be calculated in terms of the years of potential life 
lost if the individual survived a particular cause and were to die later of another cause. In this instance, 
premature mortality is assumed to be any death before the age of 75 years. By estimating potential years of 
life lost, it is possible to assess the significance of suicide as a cause of untimely death relative to other 
causes. 


Between 1988 and 1998, the number of years of potential life lost from all causes of death decreased, while 
years of potential life lost due to suicide increased. This rise occurred because there has been an increase in 
both the overall number of suicide deaths (by nearly 500 deaths), and in the numbers of suicide deaths in the 
younger age groups. The years of potential life lost from suicide as a percentage of years lost from all causes 
of death increased from 7% to 11%.

Method of suicide 

Most suicides (85%) reported in the period 1979-98 involved four methods: hanging and strangulation (25%), 
firearms and explosives (23%), carbon monoxide poisoning (19%), and poisoning by solid and liquid 
substances (18%). Other methods each contributed only a small proportion towards total suicide deaths 
during the period. 5 


The methods of suicide chosen by men and women differed over the period 1979-98. Because male suicides 
account for the majority of all suicides, the methods chosen by men have a greater influence on the overall 
pattern than the methods chosen by females. 


Over the period 1979-98, the most frequent method used by men was firearms (27%), followed by hanging 


“a F bat 
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(26%) carbon monoxide (20%), and poisoning (12%). Between 1979 and 1998 men's use of firearms as a 
method of suicide declined from 7.0 to 2.4 per 100,000 persons. Firearms was the leading cause of suicide 
death among men until 1989, when hanging became the leading cause. 


Male deaths from hanging increased from 2.6 in 1979 to 11.2 per 100,000 persons in 1998, and for deaths 
from carbon monoxide poisoning the rate increased from 2.2 to 5 per 100,000 persons. 


Poisoning was the most common method of suicide for females until 1996. However, since 1997 hanging has 
become the most common method, accounting for 34% of suicide deaths in 1998, compared with 30% for 


poisoning. |

| don’t know that | can tell you much about your father’s early days. He rarely mentioned anything. 
One thing | remember, and it upset me, greatly, was that often he would hide behind the big chair 
in the dining room and pray he could die because his parents fought so often. | don’t know 
whether this was physical or mental stress. 


Ken was born in Punt Road Melbourne the second son of Leslie Clarence Falvey and Gertrude 
Amelia. The family lived in Highett Street Richmond till he was two or three when they moved to 7 
Boorool Road East Kew. He attended East Kew State School until 1935 (or whenever his father 
died). His uncle, Jim Duckworth, gave him a job at Sydney Cooke, working with printing presses 
(repairing them). Old Jim made his son “young Jim” an apprentice — later young Jim's son was 
also apprenticed, but not Ken. Ken worked there until about 1960, then he went to Young Bro’s 
as a maintenance engineer, then to W.D.&H.O. Wills, and lastly at Dominion Press. Always as an 
engineer - nobody asked to see his papers! 


In 1935 when Ken was in the 8" grade, and preparing to sit for his MERIT (this was regarded as 
a must for young folk seeking work) he had already started work. The school teacher came to see 
Mrs. Falvey asking that Ken should go to school for the day, but she refused. The headmaster 
also approached her, but Mrs Falvey said she needed the money; Ken was only earning 7/-6pw

On another day last autumn, Murray was 
contemplating the world beyond his windows and 
pondering something even more prosaic. Just 
beyond his front gate, Naroo Street cocks a sudden 
dog-leg. It is a seemingly meaningless, almost 
wilful deviation from its hitherto plumb-straight, 
sou ’-southwesterly course; a short, erratic side- 
step off the grid before returning to true. 

Not long before, a friend had observed that 
so many other streets around his were similarly 
cockeyed: dodging, curving and skewing, dead- 
ending and bumping into each other. “God, you 
live in a maze. It's like a jigsaw puzzle,” she'd said. 

“It had never occurred to me,” recalls Murray, a 
flyweight-trim, 70-ish former teacher and lecturer, 


“because Id fallen into that take-it-for-granted 
frame of mind: the world is the world, a street is 
a street, what the hell”. 

But now he sat at his computer, looking out at 
that kink in his comfortable street and wondering 
why. He pushed back his chair and headed for the 
local library. It was the beginning of a journey into 
one street’s humble history, a small voyage of 
discovery into the world right outside his front door. 

Murray is a digger. He had researched and 
desktop-published detailed histories of both his 
mother and father’s families, his father’s 
experiences on the Western Front in World War I 
and reprinted his war journal. “A family without 
its past is a family lost,” he explains. “And I guess 
the same applies to a suburb.” 

So for the next couple of months he dipped 
into dusty archives and combed through the local 
history collection at the Boroondara libraries; 
quizzed council urban designers, local historians, 
merchants and fellow residents; pored over 
yellowing newspaper real estate ads and Sands & 
McDougall directories; and delved into council 
building regulations, block sizes, topography and 
the often errant etymology of street names. Slowly 
a picture emerged of how Naroo Street, Balwyn, 
postcode 3103, came to be. 

In June, the letterboxes of each of his 40-odd 
neighbours were “pollinated” with the results 
of his research: a green, 20-page A-4 booklet 
modestly entitled A History of Naroo Street. 

In his short foreword, Murray explained his 
inotivation to his heighbours this way: “In 4“ 
globalised world we all should know something 
about the history of our own street.” But the story 
of Naroo Street is the story of much of suburban 
Melbourne and is touched by the major moments 
of 20th century world history. 


Here's a splash of the old light, 
the genuine nineteenth century stuff 
trapped by the lens-cap’s lifting. 


The irony is rich and redolent. Balwyn, at the 
heart of the wowser-belt eastern suburbs’ dry- 
zone, where pubs and licensed restaurants are 
forbidden, takes its name from a vineyard: 
Andrew Murray's famous 45.5-hectare property 
on the site of what is now Fintona Girl’s School. 
The word was coined by the vintner himself, a 
convenient conjoining of the Gaelic bal and the 
Saxon wyn, to mean home of the vine.

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The 400 year old farmhouse at 
Wicca, previously listed, was 
joined by the rest of the granite 
buildings in 1988 - so we now 
have a ‘listed loo’ in the garden! 
The interiors of the farm build- 
ings are very vulnerable in to- 
day's economic conditions and 
they need protecting too. The 
variety of curved and straight 
partitions for the cows are al- 
ready rare, and so are the care- 
fully cut granite and slate feeding 
troughs with the cobbled floors 
and hidden bolts that have 
drained the site for centuries. 


The mixed farming of the Bronze Age. (milk, beef. sheep, pigs. com and 
grass), unaltered for 3% thousand years, is simplified by modem conditions. 
The family keep 200 beef cattle on 150 acres of granite strewn fields and 
crofts. The cows calve outside in all weathers and rear their young as single 
sucklers. By grazing the cliffs they maintain this Site of Special Scientific In- 
terest where carpets of flowers are for ever changing with the spectacular 
seasons. 


Walkers appreciate being allowed to leave their cars here while they enjoy 
the peace and beauty of the ancient church way to Zennor, or the exhilarating 
coast path with its breathtaking views of Wicca Cliffs. Some take the track up 
to the old engine house at Trevega Bal which reminds one of the long gone 
prosperity of the Comish mines. The circular ramble through Travail Valley to 
the cliffs is like treading in a lost world. 


Wicca is in the West Penwith Environmentally Sensitive Area where a 
govemment scheme encourages farmers to preserve the landscape. Loose 
stones in the fields may be picked up but the rocks and boulders must be 
negotiated which is not easy with today’s sophisticated machinery and repair 
bills are high. Many hours are spent every year repairing and maintaining 
hedges to keep them stockproof and so preserve the field patterns, Rose and 
Sam use ancient skills edly fitting small rocks among bigger ones to bed 
down firmly on foundations thousands of years old. By using traditional 
methods they preserve this unique landscape with its precious archeology 
and rich wildlife where a slender dark-haired farmer broke in the first fields 
6000 years ago. ‘

The First Farmer 


Six thousand years ago, before St. Michael’s Mount was an island and when 
the valleys were thickly wooded, a small adventurous people brought farming 
to Penwith. They quarried stone for axes and travelled the trade routes over 

the downs, 


A slender dark haired farmer broke in the first tiny 
fields above Wicca while his flocks and herds grazed 
the grassy downs. When he died he was buried with 
his ancestors, perhaps in the great Sperris Quoit 
which stood by the Neolithic track to Land's End.

Bronze Age Farms 


About 2000 B.C. as tides swept around St Michael's Mount slowly inun- 
dating the bay, a stockier, more powerful people arrived. At first they did not 
mix with the local tribe at Zennor. Their tools were superior and perhaps a 
newcomer gave a local maiden a copper pin for her hair. Using the atnindant 
granite on the hillside, they built a round house, six metres across inside. Two 
smaller buildings on either side formed a sheltered cloverleaf pattem to their 
little farmyard. They scratched the earth with a wooden plough and harvested 
corn in the drier climate of long warm summers. They brewed barley into a 
kind of wine and wove wool to make into garments. When they died they 
were placed in cists (stone lined graves). The er was buried with his battle 
axe, spear and knife: his wife with her gold and bronze jewelry. 


Among the gorse and bracken of Wicca Croft are the ruins of this Bronze 
Age farmstead and the granite hedges of its ancient field pattem (map, page 
12). Further down the hill are two cists where bodies have lain in a crouched 
position.

Dotted over the plain below in 1400 B.C. were other Bronze Age farms. Like 
his neighbours on the plateau the first farmer at Wicca enclosed 25 acres with 
a great semi-circular hedge of earth and rocks. Thoms and brambles have 

own over its massive ten foot height and badgers still live in its broad 
ion Smoke rose in the thatched conical roof of the house where the 
family lived. They cleared the stones from four small fields near the home- 
stead and manured them for crops. Five larger fields were grazed or cultivated 
in tum. They grew cereals and kept pigs. They rode horseback to round up 
their sheep, goats and cattle on the downs. In summer some of them slept in 
the seven round houses strung out along the skyline. They shared a com- 
munal dairy, milking their flocks and herds to produce cheese. 


Tin and copper were found in the valleys and made into bronze which was 
traded all over the known world from Greece to the Baltic, Wealth and 
rosperity produced a superior aristocracy. A Comish trader bringing gold 
Ge and torcs hid them by the trackway and four thousand years later, in 
1931, Emest Berryman found them when clearing land. They are now in the 
British Museum with replicas in the Penlee House Museum in Penzance. 


The Celts 


About 800 B.C. the Celts arrived bringing with them a knowledge of iron. 
They were tall with blond hair combed straight back and a drooping mous- 
tache framing their wedge-shaped chins. The farmer at Wicca (perhaps he 
was called Raedwulf, wise wolf) bred the native ponies with imported horses 
and cut hay for his stock in winter. His cattle were short-homs, not the long 
homs of the Bronze Age. He used oxen for tilling his tiny fields and grew 
wheat, barley, oats, rye, lentils, peas and flax. His farm stretched from the cliffs 
to the downs and the boundaries of Wicca are still the same today. 


He wore trousers and a tunic with a cloak falling below his knees. It was 
fastened on the shoulder with an exquisite gold and enamel brooch en- 
aved with long flowing lines. His wife embroidered the neck and hem of her 
fone dress, fair plaits hung to her waist. The Celts loved bright colours and 
wove fine textiles in stripes and checks, 


Perhaps the local tribe worshipped 
Agenor, the mermaid goddess of the sea. Her 
month is May, still the time of Zennor Feast. 
The willow was her tree and the willows 
grown by Wicca river were woven into 
wicker baskets. On May eve they thought 
she changed into a hare and ‘Zennor bucks’ 
is still a local name for the young men who 
tried to catch her. 


Zennor Mennaid 


Tin streaming prospered and the banks of Wicca River were dug away 
searching for the precious metal. Pack horses carried ingots along the 
ridgeway route to Hayle and St Michael's Mount for export to Mediterranean 
countries and other distant shores. 


Cliff castles and hill forts were defended from 300 B.C. The smallest of the 
three fields at Wicca, called Leddra Castle Vellan, was a fortified ‘round’ and 
flagstones confirm that a house stood here (see map, page 12). The farmer at 
Wicca fortified his home gew (enclosure) with a great hedge. He slept inside 
it at night safe from black bears, wolves and other enemies. Near today's 
farmstead are the remains of the circular granite hut his family built with good 
drajnage under the paved floor and a central hearth. Smoke curled upp the 
high-conical roof thatched with turf. In the home gew they had workshops, 
stores, ricks, pig crous (sties), stables, shelters for cattle, sheep and goats, 


In the fitst century B.C. courtyard houses abounded in Zennor, and Chy- 
sauster became a flourishing village. The Celtic language of the Iron Age 
developed into Comish and still survives in the local dialect and place names. 


The Romans found the Comish an independent, advanced and hard 
working people when they came here trading for tin and fish. Occasional 
teachers arrived bringing Christianity and by the fourth century AD. travelling 
missionaries had brought in the age of ‘saints’. They followed paths linking 
the farms and one may have settled by the spring in Zennor valley. Azennor 
has given her name to the church and parish, but nothing is known of her. 
According to legend she came from the sea and it is tempting to link her with 
the memnaid Agenor. 
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When the Normans came Alwin was disposséssed of sixteen manors in 
Comwall including Ludgvan. Of the Penwith manors listed in the Domesday 
Book of 1086 Ludgvan and most of the others had become impoverished 
under the Normans, 


The family at Wicca probably lived in a rectangular house with their 
farmyard on the same site as the first home gew on the plain. They continued 
to till the original 25 acres enclosed by the Bronze Age farmer, as well as the 
Celtic fields of a thousand years before. Their cattle grazed Wicca Croft among 
ruins 2% thousand years old. Their sheep cropped the turf on the downs by 
Speris Quoit built four thousand years before.

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The Middle Ages are comparatively modern times for ‘Wicca and the 
climate was kinder. In 1270 the church received a tenth (tithe) of all beans 
and peas (which were fed to livestock), hay from enclosed meadows, com, 
flax, hemp and wool. When one of the family went fishing his catch was 
taxed, Even the small gardens walled off in comers of fields had their crops 
tithed. 

The population was expanding and marginal land was broken in on the 
cliffs. In the field called Clumyer (Comish for dovecot) pigeons lived in a 
circular house. Inside were fifty or more nesting holes-in the walls for pi- 
geons. The eggs and squabs were a welcome addition to the diet at the end 
of winter. 


A surface lode of tin was discovered running right across Wicca, almost 
down to the river. The ore was dug out of a ditch ten feet deep and two of the 
fields next to it are called,Parc-an-Shafties (shaft fields). 


In 1327 Rado de Wykey (of Wicca) paid eighteen pence tax, an average 
sum. The normal family size was 4.5 giving Zennor a population of 190, 
almost as many as today. Rado. is an abbreviation of the Norman name 
Radulph, from Raedwulf, wise wolf Freak weather brought droughts and 
storms in the summer, followed by severe winters with gales that blew the 
thatch off roofs, Three times the harvests failed followed by epidemics among 
the livestock. Perhaps Rado built a longhouse at Wicca with room inside for 
his cattle at the lower end. In the centre of the top part-was an open hearth 
whére a great pot of stew simmered over the fire. 


In 1348 half the population died of the Black Death. In 1360 the children’s 
plague killed many youngsters and it returned again in 1369 and ‘79. At Wicca 
the marginal fields grew in and most of the others were used for pasture. 
Mining was abandoned as the tinners retumed to farming. 


In 1420 a court roll records the name as Wykke. In 1417 St Ives was finally 
granted a church and granite was quarried on the cliffs. The stone was 
shipped from Wicca Pool and floated round to St Ives. After the consecration 
in 1434 there was no need for babes, brides and coffin bearers to trek across 
the fields in all weathers to Zennor church. 


Above Wicca cliffs great boulders show where slabs have been split off for 
quoins, doorsteps and lintels. A fire was lit against a rock, then cold water 
thrown at the hot stone causing it to break. Wooden wedges were driven into 
a crack in the granite and water poured over them until the swelling wood 
forced the rock apart. In the hedge by Little Here (a cliff meadow) is an un- 
finished granite mill stone. 


Tudor Times 


The next recorded farmer of Wicca was Nicoll Wygga who was taxed £1 in 
1524. By now the population had recovered from the ravages of the Black 
Death and his extended family was running a mixed farm with a large flock 
of sheep. * ee 


In 1545 Harry Wicke paid £2 tax and was improving his house. An average 
household would be Harry and his wife with two children, another relation 
and/or a servant. He kept straw bee skeps in niches called bee boles, in a wall 
and grew onions in small gardens. The vicar received a tithe of the produce 
from his gardens as well as his honey, hemp and hay. Every tenth lamb, kid, 
calf, colt, piglet or goose went to the vicar. Harry took about twelve fleeces and 
two dozen eggs to church every year and ‘perhaps he grew flax. 


Harry probably milked six cows from April to September. For nine days 
before Midsummer Day for each cow he kept all the cream and made it into 
butter. The next Sunday he took the butter to church and left it in the chancel. 
From a similar amount of milk he made four cheeses and took them to 
church on August 29th. In Zennor more cheese was made than butter which 
was not used for spreading on bread but in baking. 


James Harry, mentioned in the Muster Roll of 1569, was probably the son of 
Harry of Wicke. It was quite common for father’s Christian name to become 
the family sumame. At the end of the sixteenth century, chimneys came into 
fashion but the old people thought it was thoroughly unhealthy not to have 
smoke in the house keeping away ‘colds and rheums’. In the longhouse the 
hearth was moved to the top end and a great chimney built over it The cows 
were tumed out and milked in another building so the bottom end of the 
homestead became a dairy. Above this was a wooden platform reached by a 
ladder where the children slept Later this was made into a continuous upper 
floor with tiny windows under the eaves to light it

We do not know who livetl at Wicca at the beginning of the seventeenth 
:entury but it may have been Nicholas Andrews. He was tenth from the top 
of 58 people on a tax list for Zennor in 1613 and paid 18 pence. In his will he 
aamed his wife Jane, two sons and three daughters. It was a time of great 
-ebuilding and perhaps it was his family that levelled a site at Wicca twenty 
yards long and seven yards wide, digging the top end into the hillside to 
shelter the house from the weather. At the back was a great boulder twelve 
feet across almost impossible to move, so it became the foundation for their 
wall, Using uncut stone they built a handsome house with three large rooms 
and a chimney at each end. The rough granite lintel over the top hearth is 9 
feet and 5 inches long and the walls are 2’ feet thick. At the centre back of the 
aouse is evidence of a stair turret to reach the upper floor. 


Nicholas Andrews was a prosperous yeoman and called ‘Mr., a rare title of 
mportance for Zennor. He wrote his own detailed will and died in 1618. It 
seems he lived at the east end of the parish and in one of the few two storey 
1ouses. He left his 'son John Andrews the older dwelling in Plimouth..all my 
20oks..my best cloak with the velvet collar, my riding coat of mulbe 
:olour..’ etc. He left his daughter Alse (Alice), living in Plymouth, his black 
umbling horse. He bequeathed £15 to his wife and £5 to his married daughter 
n Helston. To his daughter Ruth, who was his executrix, he left 300 pounds 
weight of butter which had been sent to Plymouth. His son John the younger 
aad his life on the lease for the farm. 


Mg-Andrews’ house was big enough for four beds, two tables, two can- 
jlesticks, cupboards and such luxury items as a desk, looking glass and brush, 
dis clothes included a doublet, jerkin, pair of hose and an old frieze gown. He 
owned two guns, an old crossbow and a sword. He possessed nearly 30 
dieces of pewter and twelve brass pans, an unusually large number. Also in 
he house were two bartels, five tubs, three cheese vats and three hun- 
jredweights of butter. He must have been a dealer with so much butter at 
iome and in Plymouth when he died in March. Butter was made in the 
summer and salted down for winter. He owned a tum (spinning wheel) so the 
amily processed wool. Cooking pots hung from the two iron brandisses, one 
over each hearth, and the domestic scene is completed with ricks of furze, 
vood and turf outside. 


On the farm he was wealthy in cattle 
vith nine cows, four heifers and a bull. He 
ywned a mare and 2 colts, 7 pigs, 3 geese, 
3} hens and a cock. The farm implements 
ncluded a plough, a harrow and a dray 
‘or pulling in the harvest. The two ladders 
with the barrow might indicate mining 
and the two pack saddles were necessary 
‘or transporting his merchandise. 
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The house at Wicca was enlarged so perhaps Ruth Andrews wanted her 
own part. The spiral stairs at the back were knocked down and a parlour wing 
built. At first floor height ledges were left in the walls to take beams for an 
upper storey. There were two rooms downstairs with a third great hearth 
stcio’ six feet square at the far end. The lintel over it is unusual as they 
dragged up from the cliff a massive piece of wrecked ship’s timber. The wide 
siete of the floor above were hand cut and still show the adze marks, 
Edward Stevens of neighbouring Trevail owned an adze and a lathe so 
perhaps he helped with the work. 


Charity, the daughter of John Andrews the younger, maried William 
Stevens in 1637 and he probably came to live at Wicca. A cottage was built of 
unhewn granite just touching the north west comer of the front house. Its 
walls are only 1 foot, 9 inches thick but it had a similar large open hearth at 
the west end. The floors were made of hard packed rab (a clay shale) with 
open drains running across them covered with flagstones. These bolts are 
very necessary to carry away rainwater in a house without foundations and 
still run under our concrete floors. 


The dwellings with their wide doors formed three sides of a sheltered 
courtyard, reminiscent of the first homestead in Wicca Croft 3000 years be- 
fore. The family, perhaps of thirteen, could afford glass in their mullioned 
windows. They drew water from the old well in the yard. Its eighteen feet of 
solid granite was split open with wood wedges. Wicca was the biggest house 
in Zennor until 1773 when the vicarage was enlarged. 


In 1662 William Stevens was taxed on three hearths but two years later his 
son Job had taken over one. George Thomas was the only other person in 
Zennor to pay for three hearths. Eleven people, including the vicar, paid for 
two hearths, while the majority, twenty-eight, had only one hearth. Job was 
described as a yeoman when he died in 1719 and his wealth was in cattle and 
com. Edward Stevens’ son William married Zenobia Quick in 1692 and in 
1715 the family was living at Trevail where William leased the mill.

The Eighteenth Century 


Zenobia was the youngest daughter of James Quick who died in 1703 at 
Mill Downs in Zennor. The Quicks were one of the most important families 
in the area with their names appearing on numerous leases and in many 
surrounding parishes. In 1634 Thomas Quick was churchwarden of Zennor 
and perhaps he was the father of James. From James we can trace the family 

right down to the present owners of Wicca. (see family tree) 


_ James Quick of Mill Downs had six children including sons James II and 
John. He left his children £12 each, then, “The rest to my grandson John, son 
of Jéhn Quick, mason in StIves, who liveth with me.” Grandson John was 
bom in 1681 and aged about 22 years, The earliest known leases for Wicca 
are for a half to James Quick in 1746 and a half to John Quick in 1755. Before 
that we can only speculate on who the tenants were. Wicca was in the manor 
of Porthia, previously part of Ludgvan, and owned by the Duke of Bolton. 


James’ son, James II, was churchwarden in 1727. When he died he left 
Boscubben, the farm next to Wicca, in trust for his son, James II. Young James 
grew up to become a mariner and wed Alice Tremeane in 1745. The next 
year he leased half of Wicca and made his will “as about to go to sea” leaving 
all his property in Zennor to his wife Alice. 


John, the grandson had a son John in 1710 who also became a church- 
warden and a leading man in the parish. He later lived at Wicca and was 
nicknamed John Quick the Worthy. He was buried in Zennor church at the 
chancel step and according to his tombstone he ‘excelled his equals’. 


John the Worthy married his cousin Wilmot in 1741 and they had three 
daughters. He leased the northem half of Wicca in 1755 but for the next 
twenty years sublet it to John Baragwanath. Meanwhile the southem half 
was sublet by James the mariner, to William Polmear. 


In 1762 John the Worthy renewed 
his 99 year lease for Wicca and a 
copy of | the indenture hangs in the 
house today. He added the name of 
his youngest daughter Mary and 
paid £55 with an annual rent of 
19s.2d. He was granted 12 closes of 
land making 40 acres, commons for 
60 sheep, a house, garden and pi- 
pron house (picture page 5), He was

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The top half also consisted of 12 closes making about 40 acres, one garden 
and pasture for 60 sheep. Leases often repeated the words of previous ones 
without noting changes. The tenants had more than 12 enclosures each as 
the average field size at Wicca was less than two acres. The two holdings were 
twice the usual size and the vicar, for example, had only 12 acres for his glebe. 


In 1768 the Rev, William Borlase bought a new tithe book and determined 
everything should be paid in cash. He did not accept the butter and cheese 
left in the church and it went rancid! He noted the population of Zennor had 
grown to 410. He listed William Polmear for tithes on 30 acres plus 36 acres of 
croft and 18 acres that he sublet. John Baragwanath was tithed on 35 acres 
plus 26 acres of cliff and 16 acres of croft above the farm. No doubt he used the 
‘droveways when moving his grazing stock from the cliff to the croft. 


William Polmear lived at Wicca with his mother and sister. He married 
twice but each time his wife died when her first child was bom. He paid 6d 
to the vicar at Easter who received 2d for every adult in the parish. Polmear’s 
tithes were £1.11s and a shilling for a tithe pig but nearly half of this was 
covered by selling the vicar 1 hundredweight of oats for 15s.6d. There was 
also a parish rate of 2s.3d each for him and John Baragwanath. 


Bara is Cornish for bread and gwanath for wheat so the Baragwanaths were 
originally better off than most people who ate barley bread or, at the end of 
a hard winter, rye bread. John Baragwanath lived at Wicca with his mother, 
wife and children. His tithes were £1.16s. He and his brother Peter, who lived 
at Trendrine, shared one of the small holdings at Trevail worth 9s. Both 
brothers paid the vicar an extra 1s for a seat in the chancel so were among the 
top families of the parish. At the bottom of the old bam steps at Wicca is a 
stone inscribed JP-B which may refer to them. 


John B. had a running account with the vicar for various services which were 
offset against his tithes and what the vicar owed him. He sold Borlase a cow 
and calf one year and in 1771 the vicar wrote; 


to J.B's bill £20. 17s. 7%d 

to my account tithes, fat cattle etc. _£20.15s. 3d 
2s. 44d 

cash to J.B. to balance 2s. 3d

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In 1775 the farmers at Wicca changed when John Quick the Worthy and 
Matthew Osbome arrived. The Osbornes were another prominent family in 
the parish and in 1789, after the death of Alice, widow of James Quick the 
mariner, Matthew acquired the lease for the top half of Wicca. His son Robert 
married in 1810 and the family lived at Wicca until 1850. 


John the Worthy was 65 when he moved to Wicca with his youngest 
daughter, Mary.fhe long front house was divided and the bottom third with 
the parlour wing was the home of the Quicks. The top two-thirds of the front 
house was probably the home of the Osbomes. (See plan on page 17) We still 
use the wood-framed stairs John the Worthy put in by his kitchen. For his 
little parlour he used expensive ‘fielded’ panelling, but a plain wood screen 
on the kitchen side with a settle built against it The two bedrooms upstairs 
had fine 2-panel doors. A cheaper one was used for the small room where 
Alice Fill the housekeeper slept. Over the kitchen he putin a 16-pane window 
with thick glazing bars. It has no homs on the top sash and is kept shut with 
a large nail through the centre. 


On December 26th 1775 Mary was 23 when she mamied her mother's 
nephew, John Quick of Trevega. A year later her daughter was born but just 
after Christmas tragedy struck. Her husband was only 28 when he died, ac- 
cording to family tradition by drowning. Mary oe 
carried her baby to church to be baptised on ‘an 
January 5th, the same day he was buried. 


We know how the farm was stocked that win- ‘.: is 
ter as Mary inherited 9 cows, 3 heifers, 7 bullocks, Vaan 
4 sheep, 3 pigs, a horse, a nag, wheat in the 
ground and com in the mowey. She was also left 
6 small spoons, a flagon and mining bonds worth MBE Ye Tk 
£313, making a comfortable total of £432. Nesting hole in the wail 


Her little daughter died and in 1778 Mary mamied her father’s nephew, 
James Quick of Bussow. Her third son was called John, the two previous ones 
having died, so he was John the Lucky. Mary could afford improvements to 
the house and much of the carpentry dates from her time. Her front bedroom 
had a fireplace, panelling, a chair rail and a small dressing room. She put in a 
ceiling under the thatch to keep out draughts and deaden the sound of wind 
on stormy nights. Downstairs she had a kitchen, parlour and dairy. The 
cobbled courtyard at the back was enclosed with a wall built with three 
keeping places, or nests, in it by the well, A chamfered granite doorway with 
wood doors leads into the yard. 


In the cottage attached to the farmhouse lived John Richards and his family 
with two rooms upstairs and two down. A farm labourer usually lived here 
but John Richards was eaming twice as much money, 20 shillings a week, by 
working down Wicca Mine. Three shafts were sunk by the river in Arrish Moor 
(stubble field. See map, page 12). A line of buildings was erected; a drying 
room with its great hearth, a count house, and rooms for storing tools and the 
sees tin. Another cottage was built at Wicca for miner Davy Curnow and his 
family.

John the Lucky was sixtéen years old when his mother died. The next year 
his father maried Dinah, from the Richards family at Tregarthen on the other 
side of Wicca river. When John the Lucky was 28 he was church warden, 
continuing his family’s tradition. In 1811 he married Mary, the only child of 
Stephen Ustick of Morvah. John and Mary had nine children, seven baptised 
in Morvah and two in Zennor. Mary and her children inherited two farms 


- and a house from her father. 


' John the Lucky's father died in 1823 and he inherited the farm so his four 
halftbrothers became tinners. Dinah died in 1836 by which time John and 
his family were living at ‘Wicko’. James Quick's shares of eight-sixtieths in 
‘Wickow Mine’ were put on the market at £10 each, but the shafts were 
— out. In 1876 the deserted buildings were robbed of stone for the new 
cowshouse. 


In the 1830s the partition in Wicca farmhouse was moved giving the 
Osbomes an extra two feet. Upstairs this meant the connecting door to the 
Quicks’ parlour wing was in Robert Osbome’s part, so it was blocked up. The 
door below was more to the north as it had been built for a spiral stair. John 
the Lucky's front stairs are unusually wide and uneven at the top which 


would trip any intruder at night The space under the stairs was walled in 
until 1996.

'183-’ was found under the stairs. The bedroom ceiling clearly shows the 
place of the old division. 


Mary Osbome had a cobbled floor in her kitchen and an oven beside the 
hearth built 200 years before. The massive lintel over the fire was hollowed 
out at one end to make a hearth in the bedroom above. The other room 
downstairs was divided in two forming a dairy at the back with cool slate 
shelves. The screen partition was slatted at the top in the best fashion so air 


could circulate. Its glassless window was covered with wire mesh to keep out 
flies,

the middle room:and iron grates in two of the bedrooms. In his dressingroom

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John the Lucky's half-brother, Matthew, married Alice Nankervis and her 
brother Tom's grandson bought Wicca in 1931. Matthew and Alice lived in a 
two-roomed cottage on Wicca Round next to William Allen the thatcher. 
Matthew ‘was not very workish’ but Alice struggled to bring up twelve 
children and at ten years old the boys were tin dressers. After the eighth child 
was born they took over the tiny cottage next door but kept a a to hel 
pay for it In 1847 misfortune befell them when their six year old son fe 
down a disused shaft and was killed. 


Only four of Alice’s sons were living in the house on Wicca Round in 1865 


~ when fourteen year old Matthew came home with the smallpox. Twelve year 


old Charles caught it and his two older brothers. All four were buried in 
Zenhor churchyard and no one has lived in Wicca Round House since. 


The first mention of mining on Wicka Downs was in an indenture of 1762 
and by the 19th century shafts were prolific in Zennor. They were often 
short-lived and the profits from Sperris Mine were never more than £6 to £8 
a month. In 1836 a 24 inch cylinder steam engine was installed. By 1843 
Matthew and his family were living in the abandoned count house. Matthew 
worked in Wheal Sandwich (see map, page 12) until 1847 when he was 
described as a turf cutter and then he Ran a labourer, 


In 1800 miners were flocking into the parish and the population doubled 
from 544 to 1025 in 1841. The inhabitants at Wicca increased from 13 to 28. 
Two miners lived in the cottages with their wives and seven small children. 
On census night in 1841 farmer Robert Osbome and his wife Mary shared 
their two bedroomed house with their daughter, granddaughter and two 
servants. John Quick and his wife had four bedrooms for themselves, eight 
children aged 11 to 25, and grandma who was 90, In 1846 their eldest son, 
John, mamied Jane Osbome from next door. Young John farmed Trevowan in 
Morvah which he had inherited from his grandfather, Stephen Ustick. 


Farmers were producing beef, grain and other food for the hungry miners. 
Beef was 6d to 7’4d a pound, lamb and pork cheaper at 5d. John the Lucky 
fattened 9 bullocks and kept sheep for their wool and meat His pigs had the 
long sides of the large white Comish razor 
backs. He fertilized his 40 acres with Hayle 
sand, seaweed and waste from the vast 
pilchard industry in StIves. Hayricks in the 
comers of fields were hedged off from his 

azing cattle. He grew com and enormous 
fat cabbages to feed his stock in winter. 
From May to October his wife and sap 
ters made buttér twice a week getting five 
pounds from each of their eight cows. They 
sold eggs at 8d a dozen and butter at 10d a 
pound. (Eighteen ounces to a pound of 
butter in those days.)

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Two miners, called Andrew and Davy, were allowed to break in little fields 
down the cliffs where they grew potatoes. Uncle Will's stitch (plot) was among 
ancient Bronze Age fields in the Osbome's croft,where a spring rises and 
supplies today's farm with fresh water (see map, page 12). Andrew built a small 
house, or bam. in his field and surrounded it with a low wall of upright stones 
to a pees sheep nibbling the thatch. Many people are puzzled by similar 
walls aj ieteirs the: Bronze Age houses on the hillside, but they too, were 
troubled by nibbling sheep. The miners’ wives kept goats and grew vegetables 
in litde gardens. 


In the previous century, nearly every harvest for 46 years John Wesley rode 
through Wicca and often stayed with friends in Zennor. He became a popular 
preacher, condemning the lawless tinners and drunkenness, By the nine- 
teenth century six chapels existed in Zennor, including one by Wicca River. 
Reading schools, run by the chapels, were extremely popular among the 
miners, some of whom had worked at the mines since the age of eight 


Elizabeth Hollow was bom in 1839 and lived to be 104 years old. As a child 
she collected money to build the Bible Christian Chapel at Wicca. By 1900 it 
was a ruin as the mining industry had collapsed, the tinners emigrated and 
the parish population fallen from more than 1000 to 332. When Aunt Eliza- 
beth was over a hundred and bedridden, she still made patchwork quilts. One 


is treasured today by the owner of Wicca who threaded needles for her when 
she was a little girl, 


Wrecks were common in the storms of winter and the wreckwood washed 
up on Wicca cliffs was greatly prized. In 1807 the captain of the Yarmouth’ and 
six sailors were buried in Zennor, In 1832 miners from Trevail brought up a 
drowned seaman and carried the body across the fields to the church. The 
. through Wicca has seven Comish stiles and the one nearest the house 

as a seat built in the side. Coffin bearers rested here and stopped in Cross- 


claws field to say a prayer and bless the coffin with ‘holy’ water from the socket 
hole of the old cross. 


When the Duke of Bolton died in 1772 his daughter, who was mamied to the 
Earl of Sandwich, inherited the manor of Porthia. John Quick’s tithes on Wicca 
rose dramatically and by 1840 were £5.6s.0d to the vicar and £6.5s.2d to the 
Earl of Sandwich. Robert Osbome paid the same or alittle less. They paid 2s.3d 
each in 1810 for the parish rate but this rose to 18s.9d in 1837, before dropping 
again as the miners left the parish. Davy Curnow paid a penny on his house. 
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ror the great tthe map of 15239 elds were measured in Engish acres, 
which are an eighth smaller than the Comish acre. Since then there have 
been fewer changes at Wi¢ca than most farms. Three and a half hedges have 
gone and five rough fields are now pasture. 


The tithe schedule of 1839 lists the buildings. Above his homestead Robert 
Osbome had a mowey (place for ricks), a cattle-house, outhouse and two 
small gardens, with another shelter on the townplot in front of his dwelling. 
John Quick had a sheep house by Arrish Moor, a shelter in Leddra Garden 
. and near his homestead a fold with outhouses, He had a townplot behind his 
dwelling and another in front where there was a coos with a small garden. 
In his mowey, next to a big barn, was Davy's house built about 1780 (see plan 
below).

John the Lucky's unmarried sons James and Thomas inherited Wicca and 
took over the Osbomes’ half in 1860 so once again Wicca was one farm. John 
Nicholas was their dairyman and lived at Wicca with his young family. In the 
1861 census James Quick was head of his household and farmer of 66 acres. 
Emma Thomas aril three teenagers were his servants living at Wicca. Two 
miners with their wives and seven children lived in the two cottages bringing 
the population of Wicca up to.20, By 1871 the two miners had been joined at 
the mine by three of their sons aged 13, 15 and 18 years. 


In the 1870s there was a great deal of building by the landlord. The fourth 
dwelling, Davy's cottage, was partly demolished and rebuilt as a root house. 
It was joined to the bam with stalls for five heifers and a granary over. Nine 
bullocks, each with a granite manger, were tied up below the big bam. The 
feed passage was bordered with a line of thick slates 2% feet high. Next are 
three piggeries and no doubt the miners cut the granite slabs for the walls 
inside. The bull's house was rebuilt and the mowey reshaped as a rectangle. 
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The little house’ in the garden is now a listed loo’ 


On the west side of the yard a house for 20 cows was erected with a calves 
house at the top. A new bam with stables undemeath for five horses was built 
and a lean-to for carts with a sliding door at one end. The yard was fully 
modernised with a granite water tank at the top and dung pit at the bottom. 
All the buildings were roofed with slate, no expense spared, and the date 
‘1877’ carefully recorded on the beam. Finally the Quicks had ‘a little house’ 
with an earth closet in the garden, 


The large flat stones which sloped dangerously into the well by the house 
were replaced with a cut granite slab when a pump was installed. Stones from 
Robert Osbome’s old farm buildings were used for the new work but his three 
rick plats remain. 
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James Quick was a churchwarden and lived to be 83 dying in 1908. His 
younger brother Thomas fell off a load of fems when he was 69 and hit his 
head on the new mowey-gatepost. He was killed and his ghost is said to 
haunt the place in misty weather.

William Care was the tenant paying a rent of El 20 and the tithes for Wicca. All 
the buildings were in stone and slate except the ‘thatched end addition’ of 
the dwelling house. At the end of the 19th century this was made into a large 
dairy with slate shelves around the sides and they are still used. Down the 
centre was a great slate table over 7 feet long and 2% feet wide. On the roof of 
the house is written ‘W. H. PHILP OCT. 1927 ST. ERTH’ and this is probably 
when the thatch was replaced with slates. 


In the Osbome’s house two dormer windows were put in and Mark Allen, 
a farm worker lived there with his family. To keep away flies his wife 
limewashed round the door and remains are visible today. William Hollow 
held the tenancy of Wicca when the Manor of Porthia was put up for sale 
again in 1930. His annual rent was £132 for 100 acres of cultivated land and 
100 acres of rough. The house had four bedrooms, three rooms downstairs 
and the single storey dairy. The adjoining cottage totalled four rooms. Samuel 
Nankervis, of Trewey in Zennor, bought Wicca for £2400.

Nankervis is an early Comish surname and means ‘the valley of the stags’. 
Samuel and Sarah Nankervis moved to Wicca with their seven children, aged 
6 to 22 years, on Noyember 19th 1931. We can imagine them driving the cattle 
two ales along the’road: 19 cows, 10 heifers, 3 yearlings, 11 calves and 1 bull 
with the goat that all good farmers kept to prevent the cows aborting. Their 
fumiture came out by cart as did the poultry and 31 pigs covered with pig 
netting. 

The family rebuilt the ruined two storey bam of Robert Osborne as a 
carthouse and oil house. The milk stand, first used in 1935, was improved 
with stone from Wicca Round house in the early 1950s. The Dutch bam was 
erected in 1966 and covers the site of an old horse whim used for grinding 
com. Wicca Cottage was uninhabited from 1931 to 1968 when the interior 
was renewed. 


Gordon .Nankervis inherited Wicca from his 
father. He worked with horses until after the 
Second World War when the first tractor was 
bought. He died in 1993 and now his wife Jean 
and two of their children run the farm. Rose is 
converting a bam to live in and Wicca Cottage is 
the home of Sam. 


Beatax or biddick - A long bladed turf digger - 
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(4) The Lord’s Prayer in Cornish. 

The Organ is a single manual pipe organ built in 1905. 

A WEST COUNTRY SCHOONER hangs in the nave near the organ. It was 
given in memory of W. A. Proctor who sailed single-handed round the world and was 
lost in the Pacific, and also in memory of all sailors shipwrecked on this coast who 
lie unnamed in the churchyard, 

A NORMAN FONT stands against the west wall. It was in the vicarage rockery for 
many years until it was brought back to the church in 1927, The font was restored in 1960. 

THE FONT at the south door is of Hayle sandstone and belongs to the late fourteenth or 


early fifteenth century. It was heavily restored at the end of the nineteenth century, half the 
bowl and the four supporting pillars being added. 


In the tower there are seven MEMORIAL STONES, There is an_ interesting 
verse about the “bubble of life’ on William Champen’s stone :- 
Hope, fear, false joy and trouble, 
Are those four. winds which daily toss this bub(b)le, 
His breath’s a vapour and his life’s a span, 
’Tis glorious misery to be born a man. 
John Quick is a descendant of a sailor who was wrecked in Wicca Pool, two 
miles from Zennor, in 1470. 


The kneelers were started in 1977 to celebrate the Centenary of Truro diocese and the 
Silver Jubilee of the Queen's Accession. 


OUTSIDE 


On the wall to the left of the entrance porch there is a memorial stone to JOHN 
DAVEY the last person to speak Cornish as his native tongue. He died in 1891, 
long after the famous Dolly Pentreath of Mousehole whom some claim to be the last 
Cornish speaker. There has been a revival of the Cornish language in recent years 
and services are now held from time to time in Cornish. 

Nearby is a SUNDIAL made by Paul Quick, a relation of John’s, in 1737. 

Ten yards from the sundial stands the tombstone of a HOLLOW FAMILY with 
the names of father, mother and daughter. Their ages average exactly one hundred 
years. 

CORNISH CROSS HEADS, One is at the side of the path near the main gate. 
Two are on Admiral Borlase’s grave near the side gate. These originally stood on the 
church path across the fields from St. Ives to Zennor, together with nine others. 
Coffins were carried along this path and the bearers rested at each cross. 

An interesting story is attached to the SMALL CROSS on top of the south 
porch. It lay neglected on the ground for many years. Then an old woman who was 
very ill thought that the cross might effect a cure. It was placed in her bed and 
tradition says she was cured. 

CORNISH STYLES. These were placed at each entrance to the church to prevent 
cattle from entering the churchyard. Later, gates had to be erected as pigs, being 
more cunning than cattle, were able to make their way across the styles. 

AN APPEAL, We do our best to keep the fabric of this ancient church in good 
repair, but the ravages of time and of the winter gales on this wild exposed coast 
strain our resources to the utmost. Will you help us to preserve this building by 
being as generous as possible, so that the generations which follow may see and enjoy 
its loveliness.

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Zennor Church 


The church was built in the 12th century probably on the site of an ancient 
chapel. The earliest mention of it is in 1150 when it was given to Tywardreath Priory 
the chief monastic house of Cornwall. In 1270 the church and rectory were appro- 
priated by Bishop Bronescombe to Glasney College which he had founded. The Abbot 
of Glasney then became the Rector and appointed a vicar to look after the parish. 


Originally the church was cruciform but in the 15th century it was enlarged 
and an aisle was added in place of the north transept. In the 19th century the church 
was in very bad repair and an extensive renovation was carried out in 1890. Part of the 
south wall near the door and part of the porch probably belong to the original church. 
The chancel and transept are probably 14th century. 


WHAT TO SEE IN ZENNOR CHURCH 


If you walk round the church the first thing to note is a stoup for holy water at 
the side of the door. This was originally a tithe measure. 

In the side chapel is the famous MERMAID CHAIR. Two bench ends preserved 
from the restoration of 1890 form the sides of the chair. The legend tells how a 
beautiful woman in a long dress used to sit at the back of the church listening to the 
singing of a chorister, Matthew Trewhella. One evening she succeeded in luring him 
down to the little stream which runs through the village. Together they went down 
the stream and into the sea at Pendour Cove, now known as the Mermaid’s Cove. 
It is said that if you listen carefully on a warm summer's night you can hear the pair 
of lovers singing together. The carved figure of the mermaid is holding a glass in her 
right hand and a comb in her left. The date of the carving is uncertain but it may be 
five or six hundred years old, It is interesting to note that the Mermaid of Zennor is 
the only mermaid mentioned by name in the Encyclopaedia Britannica, 

The STONE FIGURE of an unknown saint stands in the corner of the side chapel, 
This was found in a niche on the west wall of the tower in the restoration of 1890. 
The single stone ball at the feet of the figure is unusual. It may symbolize a saint who 
was in chains. 

THE SQUINT through the wall from the side chapel to the chancel was intro- 
duced in 1890 to allow people sitting in the side chapel to see the celebrant at the 
altar, 

One of the windows on the south side of the chancel depicts ST. SENARA, the 
patron saint of the church. Little is known of her historically but a legend connects 
her with a Princess Asenora of Brittany who married King Goello. Her stepmother, 
jealous of her beauty and virtue, accused her of infidelity and she was condemned to 
be burnt. However, when it was discovered that she was with child her jailors nailed 
her into a barrel and threw it into the sea to avoid being guilty of the murder of her 
unborn child. She was miraculously fed by an angel, bore her child in the barrel, and

was eventually washed up on the coast of Ireland. Her son became the Abbot of St. 
Budoc (which means “The Drowned One”). He despaired of the Irish so he and his 
mother returned to Brittany at the request of the now penitent King Goello who had 
discovered that his wife had never been unfaithful to him. On their way to Brittany 
they stopped at Cornwall where they founded the parishes of Zennor and St. Budoc. 

What is historically known is that there was an influx of Celtic Christianity from 
Brittany and Ireland to Cornwall in the sixth and seventh centuries and the first 
church at Zennor would have been built at this time. The ruins of two chapels can 
be seen in the parish, one near Gurnard’s Head and the other in a field below the 
cottage known as Pit Poy. 

The ceiling is typical Cornish barrel vaulting with carved bosses added at the 
restoration of 1890 in the Chancel. 

Facing the main entrance door of the church is a window dedicated to those who were 
killed in Burma in the Second World War. It was presented by members of the West Cornwall 
Burma Star Association. The Vicar of Zennor is Chaplain of the Association and the members 
parade to the morning service on Feast Sunday each year, the nearest Sunday to May 13th. 

In the chancel there is a Norman PISCINA. 

On the panelling near the organ there are :- 

(1) A list of Vicars dating from 1271. The prefix “sir” does not imply a title but is 
a form of “sire”. 

(2) Photographs of the church before the restoration of 1890. A wooden beam 
supported by an iron pillar runs across the entrance to the side chapel, the granite 
pillar and arches being restored in 1890. 

(3) A list of the bells. Three are ancient. There is a record of their being re-hung in 
1717. so they must have been a long time in use by then, Three more were added 
in 1926. 
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think one of my older brothers, Ron, might've kept in touch, but I've never kept in touch 
with any of them. I don't know where they are. 


Well, my father went to school at the Golden Square State School, where his brother and 
sister also attended. My four brothers and I went to the Golden Square State School and 
four of my oldest brothers’ daughters also attended there. Next October there's a reunion. 
so my brother Hugh and I - the only two left of the family - hope to go back there to this 


reunion. 


Now, I can remember the reunion that was held sometime in the 30's, and my dad went 
back and dressed as a school boy. He had - an elderly relation, a Mrs Nankervis, told us 
how grandmother used to dress dad to go to school. He wore a navy blouse, and - with a 
pink bow. ‘My God, could you imagine a school boy with a pink bow? So mother made 
him a blouse and he had one of my hair ribbons as a pink bow in his collar - the collar. 
He had shorts, which | assume mother had cut down an old pair of pants and made them 
into shorts. Because | never ever saw my dad wear shorts. And - and he had also a straw 
boater, He had a hoop. In those days they were iron hoops, and they had a stick. An 
iron - piece of iron about a foot long, and it had a little hook on it a couple of inches long, 
and you guided your hoop along with this, and the boys - I've seen my - my 
contemporaries used to run them too. And I've seen the boys - they used to run as fast as 
they could with these hoops. Managed to get back and forth to school very, very rapidly, 
believe me. Much more swiftly than if they'd been left to work - to walk back and forth. 


Well, my dad spent his school days, as I've said, at Golden Square State School. When 
he was 14, which was the legal age to leave school, my grandfather, who was a 
underground manager at the Concord Mine, which was commonly known at the Big 
Blue, as against the Little Blue and the something other blue. There were about four blue 
mines on that reef, And my grandfather went underground one morning at smoko to find 
his son down there working. Well, my father was promptly taken up top, told he was not 
working in a mine, and then father - my grandfather - then apprenticed my father to a 


blacksmith. 


Now, I didn't know until a couple of years ago, when my brother and I went and had a 
chat with a clairvoyant, and among things she told my brother was the fact that our father 
had worked with horses, which he thoroughly disliked, and had always been frightened of 
horses. Now, I never knew this, but Hugh did. He'd - he'd known that for sometime 
apparently. So there's something in this mumbo jumbo that they tell you, I guess. 


Anyway, the moment dad had finished his apprenticeship - three years or whatever - four 
years or whatever it was, he left the blacksmith and he never ever worked as a blacksmith 
again, He went to Melbourne and he worked with H.V. McKay, who was the Sunshine 
Harvest people. He worked there as a striker. | had heard again from my brother Hugh, 
that father used to be hired out to various firms when they needed a good striker. So 
there you are. Father's claim to fame was striking - and I don't mean the way they strike 


these days. 


FATHER'S STORY 


Well, | hope it's right this time. I've spent half an hour or so doing dad's story, and found 
that the stupid thing didn't record. Now, my father was the third living child of John 
Christopher and Mary Matthew Christopher. His parents migrated from Cornwall from 
the Zennor area in the middle of the 1880's. I'm not quite certain when, but my father 
was born in 1886. He had an older brother, Nicholas, who was born in Australia, as was 
my father, and his older sister Jane was born in Cornwall. 


Now, they left Cornwall when she was three weeks old. They were very brave, those 
ancestors. Fancy leaving in those awful little sailing ships - no conveniences whatsoever, 
not that they were used to any on the farm - with a three week old baby and coming to a 
strange country, and having to make a strange life - a new life in a strange land. 


bought a house in McDougall Road, Golden Gully. And this is where my father - well, 
actually the family lived there until my grandmother died. And I can remember - | was 
about seven when she died - so that's - a little miner's cottage, two bedrooms, a front 
room and a kitchen. Do you know, I don't even remember a wash house or a bathroom, 
but I'm sure they did have baths or showers. Probably one of those places that we still 
read about where they had, you know, the bath in front of the fire. I don't know, | don't 
remember. As I say, | was seven when grandmother died, so how would | remember 


anything about that. 


On the ship coming out, there were many of the relations. There were the Paynters who 
subsequently settled in Parramatta, there were the Bourschmans who settled in 
Beechworth, and I was in Beechworth a few weeks ago, we did a tour round there, and [ 
asked the tour guide, who was a local fellow, if he knew the Bourschmans. "Oh, yes”, he 
said, "they breed like rabbits". And I said, "The one I can remember is George". "Oh, 
yes", he said, “he's still around, still as ratty as ever", nice to hear this about your 
relations! 


There were the Williams who settled in Golden Square - Golden Gully, and - oh God - 
one of the Williams - Lou Williams - she married Georgie Maguire, and they lived next 
door to my grandparents, and they kept the local pub. And the pub is still there. My 
grandparents’ house is gone, but the pub is still there. No longer used as a hotel, of 
course. I can't remember the rest of them that came out. 


They were all related. They were all cousins, second cousins, third cousins. But they 
were all related, and my dad kept in touch with the lot of them. We had all the - well, 
you know, courtesy aunts and uncles that we all saw from time to time - they'd all come 
and visit us, and we'd go and have holidays - sometimes in Beechworth, Wangaratta - we 
had one aunt, courtesy aunt - and Aunty Bert, who kept the post office at Stanley. 


But all those people - of course they were my father's and mother's generation, and 
they've all gone now. I've no idea - my generation didn't keep in touch with them. | 


pS 
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He - the railway men also ran what they called a self denial fund. The men all put in 3 
pence a week later increased to a shilling, and father was the treasurer of that. And this 
was for when they were ill or in hospital. Now, | don't really remember whether this 
shilling a week covered their hospital fees, or whether it covered their wages while they 
were in hospital. But it was for this purpose. [Hugh adds ... they were allowed 10/- per 
week in lieu of wages whilst off sick] 


My father was the first-aid man for the Kangaroo Flat Footbal! Club. I suppose it's equal 
to today's trainer. He looked after all their injuries, he rubbed them down with stuff that 
smelt like Winter Green [Hugh corrects this to be ‘eucalyptus’], and went to all the 
football matches when - wherever Kangaroo Flat was playing. Could be bedlam at home 
on a Saturday evening, because my brother Ron - he played - this was Bendigo league - 
I'm talking about Bendigo league, not Melbourne league. My brother Ron, he played for 
Golden Square, and my oldest brother Jack, he followed Sandhurst. So Saturday night 
we always had a resume of all the matches they'd been to. And I mean, quite often it was 
three different matches. In those days, Castlemaine - the Bendigo league went from 
Castlemaine to Rochester and Echuca. So it covered a fair area. 


My father also had a very great interest in politics. He was a red hot Labour man in the 
days when Labour men meant the working man. He was always in demand as a speaker - 
spruiker. They used to spruik on the corners of the streets. Whenever there was an 
election - whether it be State or Federal, dad'd whip home from work - well, he always 
was in about quarter to 5, and mother'd have dinner all ready put on the table, and dad’d 
get into his best - his second best suit. You didn't wear your best, and he always wore 
navy suits - they never looked any different to me, whether it was his best or his second 
best. But he'd be into his second best suit and his second best hat and polished up boots, 
and off he'd go. Someone would pick him up in a car. My father never ever drove a car. 
And - he was just never able to get it all together. | don't know why, but he never did. 
Mind you, he wasn't above telling me how to drive in the days when I got a licence. He'd 
sit beside me and say, "You're going too fast, you're going too slow". Anyway, fathers 
do those things. 


And he would go to the country - Federal election - yes, they were very big areas. Go as 
far north as Patchewollock and almost to the Mallee and all those areas. The State - well, 
that wasn't quite so big, it was just Bendigo District, | suppose one could call it. It's all 
different now, it's very different. The population is very different too. 


Father's great friend was Mitta Cook, who was the sitting member for Bendigo, and dad 
would never ever stand against Mitta Cook. But when Mitta Cook retired, dad decided 
he would stand for pre-selection, and apparently it was just a foregone conclusion that he 
would get it. And my mother was not public spirited like my dad, she was the quieter 
type. And she wasn't very happy about all this, so she persuaded him to go and have a 
medical check up beforehand. And the doctor found that father's blood pressure was 
dangerously high, he was immediately ordered to bed for a month. 


He then joined the railways as a - it was a supernumery | think was the word they used. 
It meant he was not a permanent, he was just there. It's like a casual today, 1] guess. And 
he lived at Yarraville. He worked in the yard at Spotswood and he lived at Yarraville 
with people - boarded there with these people who's aunt subsequently became our next 
door neighbour, Mrs Nankervis. And very lovely, gentle old lady. 1 knew her very well. 
She was still living there when | - she was still living there when I left home in 1942. 
She was a nice lady. 


Father stayed in the railways for the rest of his working life. He was made permanent. It 
must've been in the 20's, because he was still employed there when the big - the Great 
Depression was on in the late 20's to 30's. By this stage he'd transferred to Bendigo, 
sometime previous to that, | don't know when. He transferred to Bendigo and he worked 
in the Bendigo loco sheds. He was known as a fitter's mate, which meant he did a fitter's 
work, but he didn't have his little papers saying he'd been apprenticed and done the whole 
course. [Hugh corrects this ... he was a skilled labourer who helped the fitters. And Mum 
appends ... During the Second World war all the fitters mates were “stepped up" and 
made fitters.] 


He - things were very bad during the depression. Many, many, many people were 
sacked, as they always are when things are bad. But the union men all got together, and 
the next - there was a rumour that the next lot were going to be sacked, and they were 
going to be permanent men who were being sacked. Now, this apparently was something 
unheard of. Because in those days, once you were permanent, you were permanent until 
you either did something dreadful or you retired. But the union - the men all got together 
and they voted - good unionists all - that they would work five weeks out of six, and that 
meant nobody was sacked. Because nobody knew whether they were the ones that were 
going to be sacked or not, and this is how apparently the people were all able to come 
together and, you know, have an accord, shall we say, in today's terms. 


It was all right for the men, they worked five weeks out of six. 1 think how difficult it 
must have been for the housewives who were trying to stretch five weeks wages to cover 
six weeks. I know at that stage my father was earning 3 pounds per week, and there were 
five children and my mother and father. Sometimes my grandmother Dick lived with us 
too, but whether she put into the household, I don't know. That was nothing to do with 
me. 


My father stayed in the railways for the rest of his working life. He had many interests, 
he was a member of the ANA Lodge, he was a life member of the ANA Lodge. He'd 
gone through the chairs and held all the different positions. He was a life member of the 
Bendigo Base Hospital, which was a tribute to him for all the work he had done. He was 
a St John's Ambulance man, he had all his medals - his gold medal, which my brother 
Hugh now has, and a silver medal which I had, but have since given to my son, Lindsay. 
He was the Secretary of the ARU, the Australian Railways Union, for Bendigo - a 
position he held all my school days, and even after I'd left - I think he held that up until 
he retired from the railways. 


went off and lived in Sydney. I'll come to all that when I talk about her life, as much as | 
know. 


So then my father married in 1911 - he married Lizzie Taylor from Specimen Hill, and 
they subsequently had two sons - Jack - John William Matthew who was born in 1911 
and Leslie Ronald who was born in 1915. No, Jack was born in 1912 - God, and Ron 
was born in 1915, and Lizzie died in 1917. 


My father then moved back into their family home in Golden Gully - the little miner's 
cottage I described. Two bedrooms, a lounge - or a front room and a kitchen. | assume 
by then my grandfather had died. He was killed in a rock fall in the mine. I don't know 
when, long before I appeared. He - | think the story was there was this rock fall, and he 
was one of the rescuing teams that went down to help the men, and there was another fall, 
and he and several others, of course, were killed. So at this stage - | don't know where - 
uncle Nick must've married and gone off, | don't know anything about that. My 
grandmother and my aunt Jane were living in this house in Golden Gully. Aunt Jane 
worked in Bendigo, I think she was the cook at the guest house. There was a big guest 
house in Mitchell Street in those days. It's gone these days, I think it's a car park now. 


Now, whether there was a pension scheme or not back in those days - I think there was. | 
know there was later because I can remember my mother collecting Grandmother 
Christopher's pension for her. But anyway, aunt Jane and grandmother lived in this little 
miner's cottage, and my father and his two little boys went back and lived at home. 


In 1919, somewhere, mother was back in Bendigo, and good friends of theirs - Ellen and 
Bill Bullen - invited mother up for Sunday night's tea. Now, Sunday night's tea was a 
very big event. Always the table was laid, there was always a cake in the middle, 
whether it was a sponge, a madeira, two tier, whatever - a sponge always on a high cake 
plate took pride of place. And then there would be various small cakes, slices, scones - 
usually plain scones and fruit scones, In our home when | was growing up, we always 
had to have a slice of bread and something then, we were let loose and could eat whatever 
we wanted. 


Well, mother was invited - and this was the sort of Sunday tea that most people had in 
those days. Mother was invited to Bullens for Sunday night's tea, and Mr and Mrs Bullen 
must've decided to take - because they also invited my father. So my father, being a 
gentleman, was seeing mother home to wherever she was staying, because her family had 
moved from Bendigo at this stage, and before the night was over they patched up their 
differences and they were engaged. 


Then in December 1919, they were married at All Saints Church in East St Kilda, Many 
years later, my younger son Russell and his wife Anne were married also on the 18th of 
December, so just a wee little tie in, in family history. When my parents married they 
moved into a rented house in Woodward Road in Golden Gully, That house is gone - | 
was up there not long ago, that house has completely disappeared, They only rented that. 
Houses were just so extremely difficult to get, it was just after the end of the Great War. 


By this time I had left home - this was into the 40's - about '43 or '44, | think. And dad 
was ordered to - it might've been '46 - he had went to bed, anyway, for a month, and he 
was superannuated out of the railways, but he had to keep coming down to the railway 
doctor every six months just to see that he wasn't malingering, until he was 65, which 
was the legal retiring age in those days. 


When he came down to see the railway doctor, it was always a bonus for me, because | - 
though I was married, I didn't have any children and I would go into the city, meet dad at 
Spencer Street, because the railway doctor in those days was in the big - the Spencer 
Street building, the railway building. And that's now been turned into apartments - the 
Grand Hotel. I'd like to have a look at it, but it’s not open to the public. 


Anyway, dad'd go to the doctor, then he'd walk up the hill to the Spencer Street Railway 
Station and I'd meet him, and we'd go upstairs to the dining room, which was very nice in 
those days - silver service, nicely dressed waitresses with their white tops and apron, and 
I'd have a three course meal with him, and then he would catch the half past 1.00 train 
back to Bendigo, after always slipping a $5 - a 5 pound note into my hand, which was 
very, very handy, because | think in those days Ken was - we were earning something 
about 6 or 7 pounds a week, so they were always very useful, | can tell you, 


Now, if I repeat any of this - if | repeat anything from what I said yesterday, too bad, 
Another of my father's interests when he retired was bowls, He took up bowls. And he 
played bowls for nine years, and he and mother travelled - just within Australia, they had 
many trips to Adelaide. My older brother Jack was living in Adelaide, and his family. 
They also went to Sydney because mother had lived in Sydney in her youth, and she 
always had a soft spot. 


Now, sometime in the years between when dad retired when he was 60 and when he died 
at 69, he had a very bad heart attack. We were all called home because there was no 
hope for him, but having had a fairly strong constitution, he overcame that and lived for 
another four or five years. Because I don't really remember the exact year in which he 
had his heart attack. 


To talk of the house - the family house in Rowe Street where we all grew up - [ think | 
said yesterday that my parents - maybe | didn't - anyway, my parents - my mother 
married in 1919. My father had been married previously. He was married - well, to go 
back over their little bit of history - call it what you will - I'm not sure of dates, obviously 
I wasn't there. But somewhere in the early 1900's, 1909 or 10 or something, my father 
and mother had been - | think the term was walking out - in those days, or maybe it was 
keeping company. They had nice little phrases back in those early 1900's. 


And they were - and they became engaged. Well, somewhere along the line there was a 
quarrel over something or other, and my father came round to see my mother before she'd 
finished either sulking or being cross, or whatever it was that was her problem, and my 
father took off. He didn't bother going back again, and when my mother realised that, she 


complete collapse, nervous and physical. Then the aunt - not going to take responsibility 
for her own action - sent a telegram to my father, "Come and get Jack immediately". Of 
course this was the first my parents knew of the accident. 


Dad went to Melbourne and he - [ don't even know how he brought Jack home, because if 
he was so ill, they couldn't have brought him by train. Hopefully one of the family 
friends who owned a car took him down. These are - these are the things that we don't 
know. I was too young to know any of this. 


They cleared the front room out, Lord knows what happened to the furniture - distributed 
somewhere around the other rooms, I don't remember. 1 know there was a piano left 
there, and there was a bed put in the front room. We were never, as small children - | 
was 6 and Hugh was 5, and we were not allowed to make a sound anywhere near the 
bedroom, which meant we could never play on the front lawn, or the front garden. We 
had to always put slippers on in the house, or in the summer we just went barefooted. 
Never ever slammed a door, always our voices were hushed - Jack could not stand any 
sudden noise. To this day I move quietly in the house - I don't bang doors or clatter 
things - and I can still - I do, | move very quietly, because that was a very early training 
and you don't forget those things. 


The doctor - our local doctor was Dr Bothamly in those days. He called frequently, three, 
four - maybe sometimes a week, or sometimes he came in daily. Jack was so ill that dad 
at one stage took six weeks off work, and he nursed Jack in the nights while mother 


looked after him in the days. 


Jack improved perhaps slightly, because my father went back to work at the end of the 
six weeks. Well, he had to earn a living, he still had a family to keep. And mother would 
look after Jack all the day. It was a full time job looking after him. My aunt Lou, who 
was mother's older sister, she was what was known as a semi trained nurse - | don't 
understand the phrase, but I think they were women who started to do their nurse's 
training and never finished. 


Anyway, she ran the house, she looked after the rest of us, did the cooking and cleaning 
and whatever went on in the house. And mother looked after Jack during the daytime. as 
I say, and Dad'd look after him a little at night. Dad'd go to bed as soon as he'd had his 
tea, and he'd sleep till midnight, and then he'd get up and take over midnight until 7 
o'clock when he got ready and went off to work again. And mother slept in those hours. 


There was a very good friend of the family named Dad (Jack) Browel - Mr Browel. He - 
they had a family of 11 boys, and the family history goes that when | was born, Mrs 
Browel came to see mother and said, "Couldn't I nurse a little girl for a change? I've only 
had all these boys". So she was able to nurse me. Mr Browel used to come up on Friday 
and Saturday nights, and he would sit with Jack all night which gave my father a chance 
to have a night's sleep - two nights' sleep a week. 


the 1914-1918 war. Soldiers - the lucky ones who came back, were all looking for 
homes. 


And | don't know how long they rented that house, maybe for a year. Anyway, one of 
dad's friends, Con Vap, commonly known as that, his name - he was of Greek extraction, 
the name was - his name was Constantine Vaphiopulus. Well, they lived in Rowe Street 

and next door to them lived and Mr and Mrs Keyes. Well, Mr Keyes died, so at 7 o'clock 
one morning Con Vap raced up to my father, banged on the front door, and said, "Do you 
want to buy a house? Old Mr Keyes has died, go and put in an offer". Well, 1 don't know 
that dad did it right there and then, one would - | hope he would've waited till after the 
funeral. 


Anyway, dad bought the house - mum and dad bought the house. They paid it - | don't 
know what the deposit was, but they paid it off at 10 shillings a week - a dollar a week in 
our days. And that was our family home for the next 40 odd years. I was born in the 
house, so was my younger brother Hugh (Bill was born in hospital), and | was married 
from that house. 


Did | touch on a church yesterday? | don't think so. My father grew up Church of 
England. He attended the St Mark's Golden Square in Panton Street. He - in my 
recollection he was the treasurer of the church and treasurer and secretary of the Sunday 
School. Seems odd that they were run as two entirely different accounts, but still, that's 
how they did it in those days. 


He - he was on the Board of Guardians, and they were the men who looked after the 
fabric and welfare of the church. | - [ don't know why they were called Guardians, 
maybe that was a Church of England thing, | don't know, But anyway he was on the 
Board of Guardians. And we were all brought up in that church. My younger brother 
Bill, my older brother Ron and | were all in the choir at different times, and my older 
brother Jack - three, four daughters all went to that church and the four of them were 
married from that church. 


Another very important thing in my father's life (about 1927-28) was my elder brother 
Jack couldn't get work in Bendigo because it was getting hard to get a job during the 
Depression, and somebody - | don't know who, got him a job in Melbourne. I don't even 
know what he was doing. [Hugh adds ... one of Jack's Uncle Taylor was a builder in 
Melbourne and apprenticed him in carpentry.] Anyway, on the way to work he was hit - 
he was run down by a hit run driver, taken to hospital. Now, this would've been about 
1928, in the time of the Depression. And he was taken to the hospital, and the doctors 
checked him over, said, “No, no injuries, but there could be delayed shock", and to go 
home, go to bed for three or four days, and then he'd be all right. 


But he was living with his aunt, Mary Hugett who had been a - who had been Mary 
Taylor, and she - a woman whom I assumed didn't have very many brains - said. "Oh, no, 
there's nothing wrong with you, you can go to work tomorrow", so he - just a lad of 16 or 
so - he got up and went back to work. Worked for two days and had a total, absolute 


men who worked there were not released. | know my father tried a couple of times to 
join up, but he was never able to because the railways - and in those days the railways 
carried everything, all - there weren't great big lorries and trucks and things that litter our 
road - roadways these days. Anyway, the roads were very narrow and not very good, 
because there were very few cars about then. And the railways carried everything. 


Whatever you wanted transported, you took it to your own local railway station - that 
would go in to Spencer Street - I'm talking from the city, of course - that would go in to 
Spencer Street, and it would be put on the appropriate country train and sent. And then 
there were carriers at the stations who were hired to transport things - and heavy things - 
from the station to the person to whom these purchases were to be delivered. These were 


all horse drawn vehicles. 


Anyway they're just some little footnotes I've just remembered. 


Richie Browel was the same age as Ron, and they were great friends. Scotty Browel was 
the same age as Jack, and they were great friends. Jack - my brother Jack always called 
Mr Browel ‘Dad’ Browel. It was somewhere in the 50's - 1955, old Mr Browel died. So 
my father, of course, went to his funeral. Everybody turned out at funerals in those days, 
but Mr Browel had been a very good family friend, and dad went to his funeral, and met 
up with a lot of men who had been school mates - hadn't seen a lot of them for years and 
years and years. 


Unfortunately, dad had a heart attack and died in the cemetery. My older brother, Jack, 
of course was at the same funeral, and somebody said to him, "Oh, someone's collapsed 
and died down the track", "Oh", says Jack, who was a great worrier, "That'll be my dad, 
I'd better go down and see". Unfortunately, yes, it was his father. 


Now, that's about as much, I think, as I can tell you about my father's life, because he just 
did the usual father things. He looked after the house, he kept the house in good repair, 
he saw to our upbringing. I don't think he had much of a say in my upbringing, I think 
mother did most of that, but the - we all got a belt at odd times when he felt somebody 
needed it. 


He was not an easy man to talk to, | can't say that I ever really knew my father as a 
friend. He was always there as a father, but never as a friend. But I think that was the 
way of things back in those days. Fathers were fathers, mothers were mothers, but they 
weren't your friends, they were there the parents in authority. 


I think that's about all that I can say about that. 


Having run through the tape, there's just a couple of corrections, I said that my mother 
always loved Adelaide where they travelled in their early years. It was Sydney that my 
mother loved, and they kept travelling back there. I also said my parents were married in 
1911, they weren't, that was dad's first marriage to Lizzie Taylor. 


Also, regarding the house that was bought in Rowe Street - it cost 90 pounds for the 
house. You didn't own the land in those days, because Bendigo - and particularly where 
we lived, was part of mining reefs. So the Crown owned the land, and whoever built a 
house had it on what was known as miner's right, and you paid 5 shillings - later on 
anyway, they were paying 10 shillings a year for the right to have this land. But if gold 
was discovered anywhere around, the mines were able to come and mine there. There 
was a mine behind us - | think it was called the Old Napoleon - and I've forgotten that too 
- and often in the winter we'd be sitting around the fire, and the crockery on the dresser 
would start shaking. They were blasting underneath - very deep down under the house of 
course, but you would get the reverberations of the blasting when they were going 
through the rock, whatever sort of rock they had there. 


Another thing I forgot to say was my father didn't go to the war. Quite apart from the 
fact that he had small children and whatnot, he was working in the railways. In those 
days that was - as it was in the Second World War - they were essential services, and the

Thank you for your letter and the information 

re the DALY family. I found it very interesting but I am 

curious as to where you obtained it. I wish I had been in 

contact with you when you made your enquiries from the 

Clarence River Historical Lety in the 1980’s. Your

I have a lot of information on James Daly and 
his descendents but not much on his son, James Frederick 
William Daly. I would appreciate any detailed information 
on his family that you may be able to supply. 


I had meet uncle Jim Daly on several 
occasions when he visited his sister, Sarah Ann Caldwell, 
at Ramornie. I have not lived at Ramornie all my life but 
retired to here about four years ago. I was working on 
the Caldwell farm and at other pursuits in the Grafton 
district for several years and had always had a great 
attachment to the place because of the association of the 
Caldwell family with the place over many years and my 
g.grandfather ,Robert Caldwell Snr., is buried here. 


My mother was Eva May Caldwell, eldest 
daughter of Robert (Cjnr.) and Sarah Ann (nee Daly? 
Caldwell. Robert Caldwell worked at the Ramornie Meat 
Works here until it closed in 1922 when he bought the 
property. He conducted a dairy farm here until his death 
on the 29th June 1968 when his dau. Mary, inherited it. 
Robert and Sarah had four children; Robert James, Eva May, 
Edith Ellen and Mary. Edie and Mary are both still alive. 
Edie is in The Grafton Nursing Home in South Grafton and 
Mary lives in the family home at Ramornie. Both Edie and 
Mary never married. 


James Daly was born in Bangalore, Madras, 
East India. He was one of thirteen children born to Sgt. 
William Daly, No.515, a tailor with the 4th Regiment at 
Foot (The King’s Own) and Margaret Clency. The Regiment 
arrived in Sydney in April 1832. William married Margaret 
Clency of the same regiment in St.Andrews Presbyterian 
Church, Sydney, on the 14th May 1837. The regiment left 
for India in August 1837. Nothing more is known of 
William till his discharge from the army at Chatham, 
England, on the 8th July 1851. I have a copy of his 
discharge papers. His native place was given as 
Batterstowne, near Dublin, Ireland. He next appeared 
when children of his and his second wife, Sarah Nichols, 


were christened in St.Mary’s Cathedral, Sydney. He was 
conducting a tailoring business in George Street, Sydney, 
until his death on the 4th June 1882. His wife, Sarah, 
died on the 12th March 1876, after Presenting him with 
another eight children. I only know that James Daly had a 
brother, John, and maybe a sister, Margaret, who may have 
lived in the Condobolin district. William Daly was buried 
in the Petersham Catholic Cemetery and his remains were 
later removed to Rookwood Cemetery when the cemetery at 
Petersham was resumed for the railway and hospital. James 
Daly is buried at Ramornie Cemetery with no headstone but 
with a oleander tree marking the spot. James’s wife Mary 
Ann Winter, was born at Ulmarra, near Grafton on the 30th 
November 1859. Daughter of James Winter and Sarah Ann 
Foord, both of Somersetshire, Eng. I remember her well, 
she lived with aunty Nellie George in Grafton until her 
death.

Both Percy and Ellen George (nee Daly) went 
to New Zealand to visit their son near Manarua and they 
both died there. Joseph Daly also went to N.Z. and died 
there also. He was never married. He was injured at the 
Great War; part of his skull blown off. I have a photo of 
him showing his head bandaged. James Daly’s eldest dau. 
Anna Maria, married John Clifford and lived at 
Murwillumbah. They had family. His dau. Amelia Jane Daly 
married Edgar Lawrence Murray. After the marriage failed 
she died in childbirth having a son, Colin, on the 2nd 
November 1923. Mary Ellen Daly married Percy Clarence 
George on the 27th October 1909 and had issue. Joseph 
Edward Daly died N.Z., he never married. Edith Margaret 
Daly married William E. Lego and had five children. John 
Henry Daly never married and I know nothing about him. 


The Winter Family 


There are no descendents of James Winter and H 
Sarah Ann (nee Foord) bearing the Winter name living in 
the Grafton area. The last family of Frederick Winter 
moved to Mullumbimby about forty five years ago. There are . 
Winter’s and Winters in the district but are no relation. 
James Winter died 13th September 1902 and is buried in 
South Grafton Cemetery as is his wife, Sarah Ann, who died 
on the 19th March 1920. They both came from 
Somersetshire and were married there on the 17th March | 
1851. Their eldest son Joseph was born there in 1854 | 
before their departure for Australia. They had six other 
children; George, Mary Ann, James, John, Hannah Jane, and 
Ellen. All had family except John who was drowned at 
Ramornie in the Orara River on the i5th January 1868 aged 
4 years and was buried only a few hundred yards from here 
on the river bank, no marker. James Winter’s brother, 
Joseph, also came to Australia at a different time and 
died here 27th November 1917 and is also buried in 


Ramornie Cemetery in an unmarked grave. Joseph was blind 
and never married. 


I have researched the Winter family back into 
Somersetshire, England, for several generations. I cannot 
understand the statement concerning the inheritance of 
Mary Ann Winter as the Winter family back in England were | 
destitute. I have papers concerning this which I will 


send you. There was a story that Mary Ann Winter should G 
have owned a house in South Grafton but lost the papers | 
proving her entitlement. This was some time about 1918. 


I have never heard any mention of a John 
Edward O’Daly. Sarah Daly was never a nurse. Her 
daughter, Edith, was a nurse. Edith Daly married William 
Lego, not Leggo. William married for the 2nd time after 
Edith’s death and had another family. Sarah did marry a 
farmer as explained earlier but she had four children, 
neither of whom were George or Ann. 


I suppose all this will be confusing to you 
at this stage but I will enclose a computer printout 
Giving the relative family information also some 
certificates. If I can help you any further let me know. 
All my information is on computer which is being 
transferred to another programme at the moment so I cannot 
Give you an up-to-date version until this is done. I can 
only update by pen. 


Thanks once again for you reply and I will be 
anxiously waiting to hear from you in the future.

[I acknowledge Jan’s assistance in checking these notes; | have also made some 
further changes to tone down some comments and omit others. | 


Mavis and Jan together: 
Fred Daly (Jack’s brother) enjoyed a drink, so did his wife. 


Jack himself was a trained tailor and was very good at it; he was also trained in carpentry 
and he was good with that to — he was just good with his hands for that sort of thing, and 
was versatile, handy, always willing to help. 


Asa young boy he had been anaemic and was never boisterous like the other boys. 


Thelma always had men. The first was a nice type of guy — she married him; the second 
was ‘Googy’ Carr — he was from a horse racing family, a tall man; the third was ‘Broady’ 
— a boxer - Thel married him but was also scared of him because he was so moody, | 
think one time she even hid from him at Marj and Jack’s; the fourth was Richard Self — 
she lived with him quite a while before they got married. 


Thel was ‘never without a man’, or to express it better, ‘was no good without a man’. The 
overall impression she made was as a slight, small, smoker. She had been such a looker 
as a young girl and woman. 


Pa Hilsberg came up in his caravan, with Joan his step daughter, and stayed with us to 
check out Jack as a potential son-in-law, so I told him, “you’ve come to the wrong place 
if you don’t want to hear good news’. 


Pa Daly sometimes seemed a bit possessive man. He had a manner of speech — Jack had 
it to. Pa Daly was a senior administrator in the railways at Spencer Street, the main 


administration building. 


Maria Twomey was a ‘bigoted Catholic’. 
o 


When Marj and Jack got married, Jack had been in Wodonga some years before, 
boarding at the Carrier’s Arms Hotel, which was like a boarding house. He didn’t drink 
much — he was our favourite cousin. 


Mavis, Jan and Marj together: 


Jack was more of a ‘family man’ than Fred or Thel — they were just out for a good time. 
While they were out, Jack stayed at home and did things for them. 


Mavis went to see the Dalys (Mary Twomey) for holidays, and Grandma Twomey (Mary 
Twomey) spent her last years in Mavis’ family’s home in Stanley street. 


Mary Daly (nee Twomey) and her sisters lived at 321 Lydiard St Ballarat and were all 
educated at convent schools — in Mary’s case at the convent in Kilmore. 


Maggie Anderson (he was an electoral officer) — mother of Mollie. 

Maria was pregnant when she left Henry Twomey — it was his child, but she left with the 
Scotsman Douglas. The two families hardly knew each other growing up, the kids were 
probably kept apart. Aileen has details on Douglas side. 

Mavis is a ‘real Twomey’ — someone who loves people. 


Jack Twomey was less social, he would go out alone mushrooming and so on. 


Mary Daly (nee Twomey) and Clara Twomey, she was the wife of Jack Twomey were 
great friends. 


Mavis’ Uncle Jack was responsible for all railways transport of Sunshine harvesters, 
working for Sunshine not the railways. 


Jim Twomey was in the railways office in Wodonga. 


Jack Daly’s dad was good with figures; he worked in the railways — Spencer Street in a 
‘top job’. 


Mary Daly (nee Twomey) didn’t raise her children with any religion because she 
probably ‘had enough of it from the nuns’, according to Mavis. 


Jack looked after Thel well, he ironed her dresses, and polished her shoes; even if she 
came in late from a previous night’s entertainment, he would get things for her to go on 
out again. Thel had been a child model and was consequently spoilt. Old newspaper 
photographs of her show her modelling cloths — not whole of body shots as she was so 
short and small that the clothes would drag on the floor. 


Thel sewed well herself, but — ‘anyway I always thought she got the right name when she 
married Richard Self. . 


Jack’s father could not tailor, and Jack did not know his grandfather. 


The family moved often, ‘almost as if they left before the rent was due — not quite, but 
you know’ (Marj) — Jack went to Ascot Vale Primary School, then Collingwood 
Technical School. Jack was mates with some of the Chapples who went to the same 
school. 


Jack and Marj met when he, accompanied by his mother, stayed at the same boarding 
house in Woodend that Marj was staying in during the period she was working at the 
Woodend telephone exchange. He then started to work in Woodend, Marj’s first 
impressions were of a ‘mummy’s boy’. 


Mary Daly (nee Twomey) took in dressmaking in the early days, but later when things 
were not so tight, she went out most of the time with her friends, didn’t do charity work 
or anything to help people — said Mavis. 


Henry Twomey once shot Maria through the neck — in one side and out the other. 
‘Maria’ was always pronounced ‘Mariah’. 
Ellie was dainty like Thel; Lil never married. 


Marj and Jack married in 1944 after courting for about three years. Jack brought Marj to 
visit Mavis and Roy when Marj was about 19, and she stayed there when she came to 
Wodonga to see him. 


After marrying, Jack and Marj lived in a unit that formed part of Pa Hilsberg’s home in 
Riversdale Rd, Hawthorn. They then moved to Jordan St in about 1952. Peter started 
school in Hawthorn, but they moved before he completed 12 months. 


Anecdote about Frankie Hewitt ‘Once when I (Mavis) was on a bus tour that included 
Hamilton, I talked with everyone in the dining room as usual and asked if anyone knew 
my cousin Frankie and someone did and they rang her. Our whole group then had Frankie 
the ex-mayor as their tour leader around Hamilton — and it made the tour, that did’. 


‘We (Mavis and Marj) had more fun than anyone in those days — there were no cars, but 
we had bikes, Marj had Claire’s old bike when Claire headed off with the travelling 
Sunday School in South Australia. 


Aunty Julie, Mavis’ mother, rode her bike to get her groceries ‘well into her 90s’. 


[Mavis recalled the young man] Jack Daly did not play sport, he was happy person, and 
unusual among the other boarders with whom he did not join in the routine activities of 
young and single men. Whenever he visited, he always brought something, like a cake — 
he was a thoughtful person. He rode his bike around town. Even from a young age he was 
anaemic, and this followed him into adulthood so he was not full of energy — he also had

‘bad nerves’, which he described as a tight band around his head that produced a 
suffocating-type feeling. He was not a complainer, but when afflicted, he would lay in 
bed hoping for the pain would go away. [Jan added that he was retired from the railways 
with Meniere’s disease, and had suffered from poliomyelitis(?) in his shoulder during his 
50s.]. He was popular among his work mates. 


Mavis alone: 


Peter spent alot of time with Pa Hilsberg, who indulged him. Pa Hilsberg’s worldview 
was that everyone should work — so Jack seemed to have to work for whatever Pa 
Hilsberg gave to Marj and Jack. He seemed a nice enough man, but was hard. 


Marj herself was a capable girl, but as Thel was so favoured, Marj was never given a fair 
go by the Dalys. Mary Daly (nee Twomey) was ‘always talking about Thel’, who worked 
for a French man. 


‘We were a happy foursome, Jack and Marj, Roy and me’ — Marj laughed and loved life. 
She got to know people at the telephone exchange where she worked and was sort of 
outgoing. 


Jack looked after Marj just as he had looked after Thel and Fred when he did Mary’s job. 


Claire once asked for her family history back because some family members disagreed 
with its contents, a request which Mavis met only after reading it one more time, and 
laughingly commenting that * your family is no worse or better than any one else’s’. 


Claire always felt hardly done-by by her father, who in turn openly talked of spending 
more on her education than he gave other daughters to start their married lives. 


Peter was a serious child, and he and Jan never seemed to get along like other kids. 


Mavis taught Marj many household tasks. Once, when Marj wanted to take a special gift 
to her step-mother who was feeling poorly, Mavis suggested a fresh chicken. Marj was 
not able to kill the chicken so Mavis did that, but made Marj pluck and clean it. In this 
way Marj learned much more than she had at home. But Marj didn’t really get on with 
her step mother. 


Upon her death, Pa Hilsberg believed that his second wife would leave her estate to him 
so that he could, on his death, allocate it across all the children. However, at her funeral, 
the will was read mentioning her daughter Joan as the primary beneficiary. 


Jack Daly did the work on and about the house that one might expect his father to do — 
but his father was not skilled at such things. He was a real office man and always a good 
dresser. He got Jack the job on the railways. 


Marj had a time when she was not happy. It was when the children were in high school — 
as quarrelsome as ever. She might have wanted to go to work as a few women were doing 
that then, or it might have been something else. Jack said he thought she should be home 
when the children arrived from school each day. She ‘had nerves’. 


Jack drove her to do her shopping and she bought loads of pickling fruit and vegetables, 
which kept her busy at home. She would not learn to drive as she would not take 
instruction from Jack on any matter — yet Jack would have let her have the car. [But there 
are other opinions on this matter!] 


Jack’s problem was that he had been exploited at home, doing the work for Fred and Thel 
who were not really contributing much. He married Marj, but her father was still the 
kingpin, providing the house and expecting Jack to work on it. By living with him, then 
accepting a house, Jack might never felt he was king of his own castle. Marj, having 
grown up with her father, did not know any other mode of behaviour. It was such a 
dreadful shame for Jack.

ine 47 fhe early novels of Charles Dickens wirror a picture 


of 19th Gentury English life. 
On 21.12.1848 George and Dinsh Stainer, with 
toddler George, sailed from Plywouth on the "GENERAL PAIMER" with 


253 aseisted miereants, pound for Port Phillip, « district of the 
colony founded at Sydney Cove roughly sixty years earlier. 

Seiling ships ®t that time took the course of 
hesding S-S.W. to the east coast of South america, then south 
to use the trade winds st about latitude 40° which were used to 
take then almost due east to the gouthern shores of the relatively 
unknown continent. 

Four months at sea, trey reached their destination 
on 20.4.1849. Conditions on migrant ships were probably nothing 
to write home about, if passengers could write. England was the 


world's wealthiest industriel nation but her people were poorly 


educated. 
It is not unlikely that migrants George and Dinah 


had heard Caroline Chisholm speak encouraging migration of young 
families to the young colony. Success stories were filtering back 
to England and information for the intending migrant was being 
published in July 1848. 

One of the things Ceroline Chisholm was on about 
was the condition on migrant ships. She started atirring about 
1841 in Sydney, and went to the U.K. 1846, shering thoughts and 
plans with high government officials, and touring the country 
talking to groups. Msybe she went through Dorset. 

Maybe toddler George and other youngsters on board 


provided a spot of j{nbuilt comedy and interest in the long journey. 
It would seem likely that many pipe-dreems would be shared on the 
yoyage, and friendships formed on the common basia of facing the 


unknown. 

The tropics, seabirds such as albatross and gennet, 
seals, whales, would heve been interesting interruptions to the 
likely tedium and fructrations of close confined quarters. 

So they arrived 20th april, 1848, hopefully into the 
quiet waters of Port Phillip Bey. 

aA week of formalities like quarantine. From recorded 
history it would have been nost unususl if there had heen no 
infections, even deaths, particularly amon, the children. Measles,

THE DAIRYING INDUSTRY 


The late 1860’s saw settlement on 
the higher country to the north and 
south of Waterloo, the flat country 
being considered too wet for per- 
manent residence. The coming of the 
railway in 1878 gave impetus to further 
settlement, as a direct connection now 
existed with all towns from the city 
to Sale. 

When cattle were first brought to 
the district they were milked in the 
open. Fences were non-existent, there- 
fore farmers attached bells to the cows 
necks making it easier to locate their 
whereabouts in the trees and scrub. 

As settlers became established their 
constant companions were the dog, the 
horse and the cow. A well balanced 
diet was not available, therefore milk 
was of vital importance to the children. 
As more land was cleared, and the 


townships developed, a small market 

opened for the farmers’ produce. 
Milk was set overnight in wide shal- 

the cream rose 


low dishes, to the 


surface and was skimmed off with a 
perforated disc, the residual skimmed 
milk being used to feed calves and 
pigs. The cream was churned to 
butter on the farm. At first it was 
stirred by hand, later a wooden churn 
was sometimes used. Any surplus to 
their own needs was sold to neighbours, 
local storekeepers, or sent to Mel- 
bourne. Each housewife who sold 
butter had her own specially designed 
mould so that her butter was known 
The recessed designs would be shaped 
in the likeness of a rose, thistle, cow 
or other similar pattern. 


It has been recalléd by Mr. Chester- 
field that at their farm at Allambee 
butter was boxed and transported to 
the Yarragon Railway Station by pack 
horse, with a box of butter strapped 
to one side of the packsaddle and a 
bag of dirt to balance it on the other. 
His father walked and led the horse 
returning in similar fashion with pro- 
visions such as bags of flour and sugar

The butter was sold to Melbourne 
retailers who paid twopence to three- 
pence per pound. This was paid 
monthly, often with a cheque which 
the bank marked “not sufficient 
funds”’. 


Although the centrifugal cream 
separator was introduced into Victoria 
about 1886 with 200 to 300 persons 
accompanied by a band travelling to 
a farm to witness its use, it was not 
until many years later that the majority 
of farmers in the district were in a 
position to purchase one. 


The warm milk was placed in the 
vat and the separator turned by hand. 
Later they were powered by engines, 
and later still by electricity. The skim 
milk was fed to pigs or calves 


When fences were erected and 
pastures established, herds increased 
in numbers. Ayrshire, Jersey and 
Dairy Shorthorns predominated. There 
was very little emphasis on good breed- 
ing and herds tended to be hybridised. 
Milk was sent to Melbourne by train 
twice daily, the one leaving at 4 p.m. 
being referred to as the “milk train’. 
A firm called Larcher’s handled this. 
The Friesians gained in popularity 
when farmers signed contracts to sup- 
ply Melbourne milk. This necessitated 
milking twice daily all the year and 
buying additional feed such as bran 
and pollard. 


In the 1930’s many aspects of dairy- 
ing improved. The early cow-sheds, 
constructed of rough timber, were re- 
placed, and earthen floors that had 
been hard to keep clean were covered 
with concrete. Briquette water heaters 
took the place of the old copper and 
stand. 


There was a dramatic change when 
milking machines were installed. This 
enabled larger herds to be milked 
quickly. Cows were then dehorned to 
minimize injury, and enabled them to 


stand. quietly together in a small yard. 
Milk trucks replaced the horse and 


cart by calling in daily for the cans 
of milk. 

After World War II sheds were 
altered to herringbone or walk-through- 
bails to enable faster milking. Guern- 
seys and Illawarra Shorthorns became 
popular. 


Most farms were connected to the 
S.E.C. This was a big improvement. 


In the 1960’s water cooled milk vats 
took the place of milk cans, and 
tankers picked up once or twice daily, 
depending on season and supply. 


About 1972, refrigerated bulk vats 
became the order of the day; apart 
from the cost to the farmer, this was 


an advantage, as quality of milk was 
maintained. 


The advent of the Ferguson tractor 


in the 1950’s was of great benefit to 
the man on the land. 


In 1954 artificial breeding com- 
menced with great herd improvement 
following in its wake. Friesians and 
Jerseys are now the most favoured 
cattle. 


In 1947 the first quadruplet calves 
to survive in Australia were born on 
Mr. Norman Womersley’s farm at 
Yarragon. 


The industry has made great pro- 
gress since the days of settlement. 


A modern local dairy 
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Celebrations at 


Christ Church, Drouin 


Aithough the parish of Drouin 
is over 106 years old, and 
services have been held in the 
township since 1877, the present 
parish church celebrated its 
Golden Jubilee on the weekend 
of September 19-21. 


The original Christ church build- 
ing was erected in 1880 and still 
stands (slightly modernised) at 
the rear of the present Christ 
church which was built in 1936. 


Mr Fred Armstrong (honorary 
secretary of the building commit- 
tee in 1935-36), as main guest 
speaker at the dinner, told of the 
problems, as well as humorous 
incidents of those days. 


Mr Armstrong said that it was a 
miracle that the building was 
ever undertaken, let alone com- 
pleted, remembering that 1936 
was in the depression years. Not 
only did the vicar of the day, and 
the committee, forget to inform 
the bishop and diocese that the 
building had started, but there 
was no money for the project. 


Against all odds, work began 
because Mr Hilsberg offered a 
generous cash donation, became 
works adviser, and did much of 
the work himself and ordered all 
materials at the minimum cost. 


A tremendous amount of 
voluntary labour was used, 
including the vicar of the time, 
the Revd Claude Woodhouse, 
who had considerable building 
skills. 


A small but enthusiastic band 
commenced weekly street stalls, 
and by 1944 had raised 400 
pounds. By 1945 the debt was 
cleared and the church 
consecrated. 


A former rector of Drouin, 
Archdeacon Ted Gibson, spoke 
of the many activities and 
personalities with whom he was 
connected during his six years in 
the parish. He spoke of the

music and choir which sang the 
choral eucharist, the same 
setting which was used for the 
celebration of holy communion 
on Jubilee Sunday. 


Bishop Neville Chynoweth of 
Gippsland preached at the ser- 
vice, with the rector as celebrant. 
The rector, the Revd L. W. 
Biggs, was also MC at the dinner 
and said that he hoped that 
those yet to come may find in us 
something for which to be grate- 
ful, as we appreciate those from 
the past who have left us this 
temple of Christ church. 


The rector came from England 
to the Diocese of Gippsland in 
1970, with his wife and three 
children. He was ordained in 
Lincoln. After serving in 
Poowong he was inducted as rec- 
tor of Drouin in 1976 where he 
hopes to remain until his retire- 
ment in 1988. He has built a 
home for his retirement at 
Brandy Creek just outside the 
boufidary of Drouin parish. 


No doubt his considerable 
interest in marriage guidance 
and other social work, along with 
the welfare, probationary and 
home help organising activities 
of his wife, Pat, will be well in 
evidence long after the Biggs
